Letters posted unpaid are chargeable on delivery with double po»tage ; if iu8u1ti«iently paid, with 
double the deficiency. No letter, except sent to or from a Government Office, may exceed 2 ft. in 
length, or 1 ft. in width or depth. 

FOREIGN LETTERS.— The Postage on prepaid letters for any part of the world outside the 
United Kingdom is 2id. per half ounce. 

NEWSPAPERS.— The prepaid postage on every registered newspaper is ^d. A packet containing^ 
two or more registered newspapers is chargeable at book post rates (but no such packet may exceed. 
5 lbs. in weight, 2 ft. in length, or 1 ft. in width or depth). The prepaid postage on newspapers and 
printed matter sent abroad Is ^d. for every 2 oz. 

BOOK PACKETS.— The prepaid postageof a book-packet or printed matter is ^. for every 2 oz. or 
part of 2 oz. ; but no packet may exceed 2 ft. in length, or 1 ft. in width or depth. 

PARCEL POST.— Parcels not exceeding 11 lbs. in weight are received at any Post Office for trans- 
mission between places in the United Kingdom. The rates of Postage are as follows : —

POSTAL ORDERS.— Postal Orders for fixed sums from Is. up to £1 are issued in the United 
Kingdom, and in Malta, Gibraltar, India, Straits Settlements, Hong K<>ng, Newfoundland, and Con- 
stantinople. They are paid at all Money Order Offices. The following are the amounts for which 
they are issued, and the Poundage payable in respect of each Order :—

TELEGRAMS.— The charge for Inland Telegrams is 6d. up to twelve words, and H* ^or each 
additional word. Addresses are charged for. The amount paid for transmission covers the cost of 
delivery within three miles from the terminal office ; beyond that limit porterage is charged at the rate 
of 3d. per mile or part thereof, calculated from the office door. 

POST OFFICE SAVINGS BANKS.— Any sum from one shilling upwards (excluding pence) will be 
received at all Money Order Offices in the United Kingdom. Not more than £50 may be deposited in 
one year, nor will interest be paid on more than £200 when the amount of a depositor's account 
reaches that sum, inclusive of interest. The rate of interest paid is 2^ per cent., or 6d. per complete- 
pound per annum. 

The Post Office also undertakes the investment of small sums, for depositors in the Post Office 
Savings Bank, in Government Stock. Not more than £200 Stock can be credited to an account in- 
any year, nor more than £500 Stock in all. The following are the rates of Commission charged for 
investment or sale, including receipt of Dividends :—

THE CONSTITUTION. 



The term, " The Euglish Constitution," is 
oommonly so used as to include both the 
form of public Government under which we 
live, and the constitutional rights and privi- 
leges of private citizens. Considering the 
various forms of Government as being either 
"absolute," or "pure," or "mixed," the 
English Constitution belougs to the latter 
category. By this is mf>ant, that the voice 
of the ultimate sovereigu power, which is 
the constituent body of the nation, is so ob- 
tained as to give expression to the various 
classes and interests of the collective com- 
munity. Again, constitutions being either 
" written " or " unwritten," the English 
Constitution is " unwritten," i.e., although 
it results, in some measure, from the deci- 
sions of judges, and the provisions of sta- 
tutes, such as Magna Charta, the Petition 
of Right, or the Bill of Rights, such deci- 
sions and statues are avowedly declaratory 
merely of the pre-existing law. Whereas, 
then, in the case of written Constitutions, 
such as that of the United States, tJie ques- 
tion of the bearing of proposed changes 
upon the Constitution of the State is one of 
mere interpretation, and to be decided by 
the ordinary tribunals; in England, on the 
contrary, " unconstitutional " conduct on 
the part of a Minister can only mean a 
violation of the spirit of the Constitution, 
and can only be reached by the extraordi- 
nary proceeding of impeachment, which is 
defined as " a judicial trial by the House of 
Lords of a person accused by the House of 
Commons of grave offences, which the or- 
dinary law cannot reach, through its in- 
sufficiency or uncertainty." This proceed- 
ing has, in modern times, become rare, 
but in extraordinary cases might still be 
resorted to. 

The Constitution of England is a 
LIMITED MONARCHY, 
the supreme political authority being vested 
in a King or Queen, and two Houses of Par- 
liament. It being conceded that in every 
constitution which is the growth of ages, 
and which exercises sway over mixed popu- 
lations, *' there must be two parts, first, 
that which excites and preserves the rever- 
ence of the population — the dignified parts 
— and next, the efficient parts, those by 
which it in fact works and rules," the dis- 
tinctive merit of the English Constitution 
is, that while its 'efficient part" works 
more easily and simply and better than any 
instrument of government which has yet 
been tried, its "dignified parts " are still as 
capable of exciting and sustaining enthusi- 
asm as when the King was his own Prime 
Minister. The secret of the efficiency of 
the English Constitution lies in the close 
union of the executive and legislative 
power. The connecting link is 
THE CABINET. 
By that word, which is technically unknown 
to any Act of Parliament or in official pro- 
ceedings, is meant a committee of the legis- 
lative body, selected to be the executive 
body ; a committee, however, which has the 
power of advising the dissolution of the 
assembly which indirectly appointed it. 
Though appointed under one Parliament, it 
^p, with the permission of the Sovereign, 



appeal to the next. It is nominated by the 
Crown, but being also responsible to Par- 
liament, it consists exclusively of statesmen 
whose opinions agree in the main with the 
majority of the House of Commons. 
Among the members of this committee are 
distributed the great departments of the 
Administration. Each Minister conducts 
the ordinary business of his own office 
without reference to his colleagues; but 
the most important affairs of every depart- 
ment, and especially such matters as are 
likely to be the subject of discussion in 
Parliament, are brought under the consi- 
deration of the whole Ministry. When 
Lord Salisbury's Ministry came into office 
in 1895, a " Council of National Defence" 
was constituted, composed of several mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, including the Secretary 
of State for War and the First Lord of the 
Admiralty. The functions of this boc^ 
have not at present been clearly defined, 

I but they in no way limit the responsibility 
of the Cabinet as a whole. In Parliament, 

! the Ministers are bound to act as one man 
in all questions relating to the Executive 
Government. If one of them dissents from 

I the rest on a question too important to ad- 
mit of compromise, it is his duty to retire. 
While the Ministry retains the confidence 
of the Parliamentary majority, that major- 
ity supports thfm against opposition, and 
rejects every motion which reflects on them 
or is likely to embarrass them. If they 
forfeit that confidence, if the Parliamentary 
majority are dissatisfied with the way iu 
which affairs are conducted, they have 
merely to declare that thej' have ceased to 
trust the Ministry, and to ask for a Ministry 
which they can trust. By the system of 
Party, an organised body of men will be 
always found ready to succeed them ; " Her 
Majesty's Opposition" being as much a 
part of the polity as the Administration 
itself. It is remarkable that a body wield- 
ing such vast powers as the Cabinet should 
hold all its deliberations and adopt all its 
decisions in secret. No official record or 
minute of any kind is kept of its proceed- 
ings, and even a private note is disliked. 
The chief of the Cabinet is 

THE PRIME MINISTER, 
or Premier. Besides being a Privy Coun- 
cillor, he usually, though not necessarily, 
holds the office of First Lord of the 
Treasury. He has no legal primacy over 
the other members of the Cabinet; this 
is, indeed, necessarily the case in a 
body which has itself no legal status. 
In official precedence the First Lord 
of the Treasury ranks below many of the 
other Ministers. The Prime Minister 
is selected by the Sovereign, whose choice, 
among natural-born subjects, is nominally 
unrestrained, but is, in fact, limited to the 
leaders of the party which can command a 
majority in Uie House of Commons. When 
charged by the Sovereign with the task of 
forming an Administration, he proceeds to 
the selection of occupants for the various 
offices, and submits their names for the 
approval of the Crown. The old Consti- 
tutional maxim, that " the King can do no 
wrong," is now literally true, for his acts 
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are really the acts of bis Mmisters ; and 
his Ministers are responsible to the House 
of Commons, not merely as of old for any 
breach of the law, but for the general 
course of their policy, which must accord 
with the opinions of the majority of that 
House, or else, in conformity with Con- 
stitutional usage, practically as binding as 
a legal enactment, the Ministers are bound 
to resign oiiice. 

THE SUCCESSION. 

The succession to the Crown is regulated 
by an Act of Parliament passed in a.d. 
1701, and usually called the "Act of Settle- 
ment," This Act limited the right of 
Ruccession to the Princess Sophia of 
Hanover, grand-daughter of James I., and 
to her heirs, being Protestants. 

All the property which once formed the 
main revenue of the Crown is now treated 
as furnishing part of the general State 
revenues, and the management of it is 
directly controlled by Parliament. At the 
commencement of every reign, Parliament 
fixes the yearly sum which shall be payable 
to the Crown for all expenses not directly 
of a public kind. 

THE SOVEEEIGNANDPAELIAMENT. 
The Queen (acting by the advice of her 
if inisters) can prorogue Parliament when- 
ever she pleases, and no Parliament can be 
assembled, prorogued, or dissolved without 
her express command. She can also dis- 
solve Parliament at her pleasure; but, 
sincft the passing of the Septennial Act 
in 1716, no Parliament can last longej 
than seven years. Its annual meeting is 
secured by the necessity of obtainiug from 
it a grant for the yearly supplies. The 
assent of the Sovereign is indispensable 
for any Bill (or proposed law) to become 
actual law. The legislative power is vested 
primarily in the two Houses of Parliament. 

THE HOUSE OF LOEDS. 
The House of Lords conRists of the first 
and second Estates of the Eealm, viz : the 
Lords Spiritual and the Lords Temporal. 
It comprises a varying number of English 
peers (princes of the blood, dukes, mar- 
quises, earls, viscounts, and barons), 24 
bishops. 16 representative peers for Scot- 
land, chosen for each Parliament, and 28 
representative peers for Ireland, elected for 
life. The Sovereign can make as many new 
peers as she chooses. Her Ministers usu- 
Hlly recommend (especially at the time of 
their giving up office) the grant of peerages 
to some of their most active and distin- 
guished supporters. When once a person 
has been summoned to Parliament to sit 
iu the House of Lords, or has actually 
taken his seat, or when a person has been 
created a peer by the Queen's *' letters 
patent," his succeeding heirs inherit the 
right to sit Women cannot sit in the 
House of Lords, though women may be 
peeresses by Eoyal grant, or in a few cases 
even by descent. No peer (except certain 
Law Lords under the provisions of an 



Act of Parliament passed in 1876) can be 
created for life only. The Lord Chancel- 
lor, who is always created a peer, presides 
over the debates in the House of Lords. 
Any Bills can be proposed in the House of 
Lords except such as affect taxation. Such 
Bills, on coming up from the Commons, 
arp never altered in the Lords, though 
they may be thrown out. (See p. 71.) 

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

The House of Commons (the third 
Estate of the Eealm) consists, since the 
Eedistribution Act of 1885, of 670 mem- 
bers, elected by "constituencies " of coun- 
ties, boroughs, or universities. The places 
represented have varied a great deal 
from time to time, according to their 
changing size and importance ; but through 
all changes tlie principle has been main- 
tained that every member represents the 
interests of some definite locality or place. 
The main qualification entitling a person 
to be registered and to vote — both in coun- 
ties and boroughs — is the inhabitant occu- 
pancy of a dwelling-house, on which rates 
are paid, for twelve months preceding July 
15. In counties, the possession of freehold 
property is an ancient alternative qualifica- 
tion. Full particulars of the qualifications 
for voting will be found under the article, 
** Parliamentary Franchise." 

The main function of the House of 
Commons is one hardly recognised by 
common speech, but may be sufficiently 
described as the maintenance of the Exe- 
cutive Government. Without a House oi 
Commons divided into organised parties, 
the carrying on of Government by the 
Cabinet system would be in a free country 
impossible. The House of Commons has 
also what has been called " an informing 
function." . Formerly it was accustomed 
to inform the Crown of the grievances 
and complaints of particular persons, 
and the Sovereign took action at the 
petition of Parliament. At the present time 
the function of Parliament is rather to in- 
form public opinion of such grievances and 
complaints. The practice of asking ques- 
tions in the House, though often carried 
to extreme limits, is, it cannot be doubted, 
a valuable safeguard against abuses of 
power by the Executive. It is, further, 
the office of the House of Commons to give 
expression to the real opinion of the 
nation on all matters which come before 
it. The time spent in a debate on some 
question of foreign policy, apparently 
without result, may in reality have been 
employed in the manner most profitable to 
the general good. Lastly, the House of 
Commons is the most important branch of 
the Legislature. The principal measures 
are generally brought forward by the 
Ministers of the day, but private members 
are equally entitled to introduce Bills, only 
that it is more difficult for them to carry 
such through. There is one important ex- 
ception, however, to the rule just stated. 
No private person can propose a Bill having 
for its object an increase of taxation. 
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By this rnle is secured the responsibility of 
the Cabinet for the national finance ; with- 
out it, the nation might be continually 
enlar^g its expenditure, the blame for 
such increase attaching to separate and 
irresponsible private members. 

PRIVILBGES AND SAFEGUAEDS. 

The right of public meeting and the 
right to petition Parliament are important 
Constitutional privileges. The mainten- 
ance of what is called ''the liberty of the 
subject** forms a valuable part of the 
English Constitution . Its chief safeguards, 
independently of the mode of making laws, 
are (1), the administration of justice on the 
trial of accused persons ; (2), the general 
prevention of illegal imprisonment; (3), 
the definition and limitation of the duties 
of the police. 

To tne first category belong (a) the insti- 
tution of "trial by jury," which secures 
a fair trial by twelve persons chosen at 
random from the body of the people, 
having nothing to hope or fear from the 
Executive ; (b) the protection accorded to 
jurymen, by which they cannot be made 
civilly or criminally responsible for their 
verdicts; also, the protection of their 
functions from possible encroachments by 
judges; (c) the independence of the 
judges, secured by the enactment which 
makes their commission "during good 
behaviour, " and renders them irremovable, 



except upon a joint address from both 
Houses of Parliament. 

An example of the second class of 
safeguards is the rule which secures that 
anyone whose liberty is restrained shall 
have an opportunity, under the writ of 
Habeas Corpus^ of having the ground of 
his restraint judicially investigated; of 
being speedily brought to trial if accused, 
and of suffering his imprisonment at fixed 
places, not at the discretion of the Execu- 
tive. The right to claim damages in a 
I civil action for illegal detention, and the 
rule that " excessive bail must not be re- 
quired," belong to this class of safeguards. 
The last class is concerned with the 
definition and regulation of the duties of 
the police, especially in respect of subjec- 
ting suspected persons to a preliminary 
judicial investigation. Depending, as 
these safeguards do, on fine distiuctionH 
as to when a "warrant" is necessary in 
bringing an accused person before justices, 
they cannot be here discussed : though, in 
concluding, we may notice the Consti- 
tutional principle under which "general 
warrants," or waiTants to apprehend all 
persons suspected, without naming or 
describing any specially, or to apprehend 
all persons guilty of a crime therein speci- 
fied, are illegal, and will not, like legal 
warrants, protect the officer who executes 
them. 



THE CROWN. 

POWER AND FUNCTION OF THE SOVEREIGN. 



The durability, the regularity, and the 
popularity of the English Monarchy are 
curiously illustrated by the statement 
made by more than one writer on the Con- 
stitution, that from Egbert (802 a.d.) to 
Victoria, the blood of Cerdic, the first 
King of Wessex (619 a.d.), has run in the 
veins of every English Sovereign, with the 
exception of Sweyn, Canute, Harold, and 
William the Conqueror. 

In Saxon times the Crown was essentially 
dependent upon the popular will. It was 
not strictly hereditary. Preference would 
be given cteteris paribus to the son of a 
deceased king, but the chief object was to 
obtain a leader capable of maintaining the 
defence and the order of the realm. 
It was held that the Witanagem6t, or 
national council, had power to depose an 
unworthy sovereign, and to revoke grants 
of public land unwisely made by him. 
The privileges and the powers of the 
King were nevertheless considerable. He 
was entitled to maintenance for himself 
and his retinue on public journeys, and to 
the produce of wrecks, tolls, mines, fines 
and forfeitures. He was the leader of the 
national forces. He was the fountain of 
justice, a court of appeal in the last resort, 
with arbitrary powers both of mercy and 



of punishment. The grounds upon which 
William and Harold respectively laid claim 
to the Crown of Saxon England illustrate 
the position of the Monarchy. Harold 
urged that his oath of allegiance to William 
had been extorted by force, that he could 
not promise a Crown that was not his, 
that he had been elected by the freewill of 
the people. William relied on the oath of 
Harold, who had sworn fealty upon the 
sacred relics, and on the choice of Ed- 
ward the Confessor. 

After the Norman Conquest, the power 
of the Crown was greatly augmented. 
This arose from the stern character of 
William, from his authority as a military 
conqueror, and from the change in the 
tenure of land. At Salisbury, in 1085. 
William received the fealty of all land- 
holders, both of those who held in chief 
and of their tenants. All held from the 
Crown. One of the peculiar attributes oi 
the feudal compact was thus infringed and 
altered. The Crown became despotic for 
130 years, and its exactions were tremen- 
dous. At last, in 1215, Magna Chartalaid the 
foundations of English liberty. Itappearb 
that this great statute was confirmed no 
less than thirty-two times, for whenever 
money was required by the King its 
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rentjwal was deinauded. It now stands on 
the Statute Book as 26 Edward I. (1297). 
Section 29 of this Act is the keystone of 
Kn^lish history. "No freeman shall b*- 
taken or imprisoned, or be disseised of his 
freehold or liberties or free customs, or bn 
outlawed or exiled, or any otherwise de- 
stroyed ; nor will we pass upon him nor 
condemn him but by lawful judgment 
of his peers or by the law of the land. We 
will sell to no man, we will not deny or 
defer to any man either justice or right." 
Personal freedom, securityof property, and 
liberty of movement, thus became the 
essential rights of every Englishman. 

The Crown was not strictly hereditary 
until the time of Edward II. It was de- 
clared to be hereditary by a Statute in the 
25th year of Edward III. 

From the time of the confirmation of 
the Great Charter (1297) to the accession 
of the House of Tudor (1485), the preroga- 
tive of the Crown was often exercised in 
an arbitrary manner, though there was a 
constant assertion of privilege on the part 
of the Commons. Parliament met irre- 
gularly, at the King's pleasure. The right 
of purveyance, the sale of pardons, the 
fines demanded on the accession or mar- 
riage of an heir, gave occasion for exactions 
that were heavy and uncertain. Windsor 
Castle was built in the reign of Edward III., 
under the right of purveyance, by which 
writs were issued to sheriffs of counties to 
furnish such workmen as might be re- 
quired. . 

Under the House of Tudor. 1485—1603, 
the Crown had great power. The country 
was weary of civil war, and dreaded above 
all things a disputed succession ; the nobles 
were exhausted, and had lost much of their 
power, and the Commons had not learned 
to use their strength. Henry VII., by 
means of the Star Chamber, treated with 
great rigour the nobles, the members of 
Parliament, and the jurors who offended 
him. 

Henry VIII. was almost absolute, and 
his proclamations had the force of law. 
The reign of Edward VI. was marked by a 
milder rule, and by a repeal of the Statute 
giving to the King's proclamation the 
force of law. 

Elizabeth, strong, despotic, and self- 
willed, yet had the wisdom so essential to a 
great ruler. She knew when and how to 
yield, without loss of dignity or of power. 
She was the first Sovereign under whom 
the constitutional right of Parliament to 
grant supplies was recognised; and the 
[cans that were raised were punctually 
repaid. 

The v^tuarts were a very different race 
<1G03— 1688). Through good and through 
ill fortune, they clung to the idea of the 
absolute power and privilege of the throne. 
They forgot the great truth of the English 
Constitution, that English law ought to 
guide and to protect the highest and the 
lowest in the realm alike. Yet great Con- 
stitutional progress was made during the 
reigns of the Stuart Kin^s, and ihe power 



of the Couiiuous was asserted and estab- 
lished. Tiie Petition of Eight presented 
to Charles I. in 1628 by the Commons, 
prayed—l. That no loan or tax be 
levied except by consent of Parliament. 
2. That no man might be imprisoned but 
by legal process. 3. That soldiers and 
sailoi B should not be billetted in private 
houses. To these demands the King, after 
some delay, replied, " Soit droit comme il 
est d6sire." In 1641 the Star Chamber 
and the Courts of High Commission, the 
engines of arbitrary power employed by 
the Tudors, were abolished, and the King's 
Council was deprived of the power of 
arbitrary imprisonment. In the reign of 
Charles II. (12 Car. 2, cap. 24) the old 
feudal rights of wardship, purveyance, 
and other exactions were abolished. The 
A ct of Habeas Corpus was also passed in 
this reign (31 Car. 2., cap. 2), 1679. 

The " Declaration of Right," drawn up 
by Parliament and accepted by William 
and Mary on their accession in 1688, may 
be said to have terminated the long 
struggle between the Crown and the 
people. The most essential* articles oi 
this declaration are the following: — ** The 
King cannot dispense with law^s without 
the consent of Parliament. He cannot 
erect any tribunal of his own will. He 
cannot levy money without a Parliamentary 
grant. No standing army to be kept in 
time of peace without consent of Parlia- 
ment. Excessive fines and immoderate 
punishments prohibited." The Eevolution 
of 1688 also established the important 
principle that the Sovereign shall profess 
the Protestant faith, and shall be bound to 
maintain the Protestant religion as by law 
established. In the Coronation oath he 
swears that he will " maintain the true pro- 
fession of the Gospel and the Protestant 
reformed religion as established by law." 
The Bill of Eights (1689) and the Act of 
Settlement (1701) further enact that no 
person professing the Popish religion, or 
who shall marry a Papist, is capable of 
inheriting or possessing the Crown, and 
the people are released from their alle- 
giance in such case. 

The Eoyal prerogative in 1688 was 
described as follows in a pamphlet written 
in that year — "The King has no preroga- 
tive but what the law gives him. We must 
not therefore presume a prerogative and 
then conclude it law, but first find the law, 
and by it prove the prerogative, and when 
we have found the prerogative it must be 
measured by what the public good will 
bear. The King is supreme in the legis- 
lative part as well as in the executive 
part, but has not the whole supremacy in 
the legislative part as in the executive." 

The following portion of the Coronation 
oath, as settled at the Eevolution, is also 
interesting and instructive : — 
•* Question — Will you solemnly promise 
and swear to govern the peopl** of this 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land and the dominions thereto belonging 
according to the Statutes in Parliament 
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agreed on, and the respective laws and 
customs of the same? 

Answer — I solemnly promise so to do. 

Question — Will you to your power cause 
law and justice, in mercy, to be executed in 
all your judgments? 

Answer — I will." 

During the reigns of the four Georges, 
the respective rights and duties of the 
King, Lords, and Commons were gradually 
settled and acknowledged. The King, 
however, exercised a far more active and 
direct authority than accords with the 
custom of the present day. George III., 
indeed, at the commencement of his 
reign, endeavoured to assert to the 
utmost extent the influence of the 
Sovereign. He permitted Lord Bute • to 
hold a position of confidential adviser, 
independently of the Ministry and of Par- 
liament. At a later period, during the 
administration of Lord North, the £ang 
assumed to himself the right of interference 
in all the details of administration. As 
soon, however, as Mr. Pitt was enabled, by 
the assistance of the Crown, but with the 
support of the country, to defeat the Oppo- 
sition in the House of Commons, and 
at the general election of 1784 to secure a 
majority for himself , he became the Minister 
in fact as well as in name, and the relations 
between the Sovereign and the Minister 
gradually approximated to the existing 
system. 

It may be justly claimed for Queen Vic- 
toria that she is among the best and noblest 
of Constitutional Monarchs. Though 
many of the powers of the Royal pre- 
rogative are dormant, her influence is 
deservedly great. And in the modified 
sense of the prerogative it has been said 
that the Crown has three rights — the 
right to be consulted, the right to en- 
courage, and the right to warn. 

Yet even now the power and prerogative 
of the Cfown, and also its duties, are con- 
siderable. The Queen can prorogue or 
dissolve Parliament, even before it proceeds 
to business, and she can create peers 
without restriction as to numbers. She 
can veto laws, and is the irresponsible head 
of the Executive. The Sovereign is the 
" Fountain of Justice ; " that is, with the 



advice of her responsible Ministers, she 
appoints directly, or by delegation, all 
judges and magistrates. All criminal 
prosecutions are conducted in her name, 
and she can, with a few exceptions, pardon 
all offenders, either before or after convic- 
tion ; though this prerogative is in practice 
seldom exercised. She is the head of 
society in the kingdom. All degrees of 
nobility are or have been derived by grant 
from the Crown. All titles of honour are 
in the gift of the Crown, and all .corpora- 
tions owe their charters, either directly 
or indirectly, to the same source. The 
Sovereign alone can coin money, impress 
what stam]p she chooses upon it, and 
impart to it its legally current valne. 
The Sovereign, being "supreme governor as 
well in all spiritual or ecclesiastical things 
or causes as temporal," appoints all arch- 
bishops and bishops of the Established 
Church. In respect of external affairs, the 
Sovereign appoints all ambassadors and 
diplomatic agents to foreign Governments, 
receives foreign potentates and ambassa- 
dors, and conducts all negotiations with 
those States; appoints Commissions of 
enquiry; concludes treaties and makeR 
war or peace; has the supreme command 
of the army and navy, and appoints all 
the officers of those services; appoints 
the viceroys of Ireland and India, and 
the governors of Colonies and foreign 
possessions. In the case of certain of the 
Colonies she prescribes the form of govern- 
ment, and in all of them her assent is 
essential to the validity of all acts of 
colonial legislation. 

But the old times of arbitrary power 
and the irresponsible use of it have passed 
away. The tyranny of Norman, Plan- 
tagenet, Tudor, and Stuart Kings has 
disappeared. The power of the great 
nobles is only a su^ect for romance. 
The power of the Commons remains 
strong, rigorous and restless : yet there is 
a sentiment that has controlled, and 
ought still to control, the dominant 
element in the State — an unswerving re- 
gard for English freedom and English law, 
the security of property, and the safety of 
the person. 



THE CIVIL LIST AND ROYAL GRANTS. 



The Civil List of Queen Victoria is 
exceeded in amount by the revenue of 
many foreign monarchs. The income of 
several foreign sovereigns is stated to be 
as follows :— Russia, i;2,050,000; Austria- 
Hungary, £780,000; Prussia, i:770,000; 
Italy, £614,000; Spain, £380,000. It is also 
considerably less than that of previous 
British Sovereigns. The Civil List of 



George II. was £800,000, and that of 
George IIL, in 1815, amounted to £l,030,t)00. 
During the reign of William IV the 
amount was £510,000. 

The present income of the Clrown is regu- 
lated by the Act 1st and 2nd Vict., chap. 2. 
This Statute distinctly recognises the 
fact that the Hereditary Rates, Duties, 
Payments, and Revenues in England, 
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Scotland, and Ireland, belong and are 
payable to Her Majesty, and states that 
Her Majesty had been graciously pleased 
to signify to Parliament that she placed the 
same unreservedly at their disposal, feeling 
confident tliat the House of Commons 
would make adequate provision for the sup- 
port of the honour and dignity of the Crown. 

It is enacted, therefore, that the Here- 
ditary Revenues shall be carried to the 
credit of the Consolidated Fund, and that 
the clear- yearly sum of ij385,000 shall be 
paid out of the same for the above objects. 

The manner in which the Royal income is 
to be applied is strictly defined as follows : —

Her Majesty also enjoys the revenues 
arising from the Duchy of Lancaster 
Estates, amounting in 1896 to ^£48,000. 

The above arrangement lasts during the 
present reign, and is not unfavourable to 
the nation, since the Crown estates produce 
an annual rental generally greater than the 
amount of the Civil List. 

The net income of the Crown Lands in 
1896-7 amounted to i'415,000, and the 
smaller branches of the Hereditary revenue 
produced i;25,S64. 

Taxes on the Royal Income. 

As various statements have been made 
by more or less responsible persons on the 
subject of the contribution made by the 
Queen in the form of taxes, it may be well 
to state that, as a matter of fact. Income 
Tax is paid by Her Majesty upon her 
private estates, upon the Civil List for 
Her Majesty's Privy Purse, upon the sum 
allotted to the expenses of the Household, 
and upon the unexpended and unappro- 
priiyjbed money arising out of the remaining 
classes of the Civil List. 

There is an exemption under the Act 
5 and 6 Vict., c. 35, Section 88, in favour 
of Government Stock or dividends 
belonging to Her Majesty, and property 
belonging to and in the virtual occupation 
of the Crown is not assessed. 

Duty is paid in respect of the Estate of 
a member of the Royal Family, but not 
wpon that of the Sovereign. 

The Royal Family are exempt from 
Legacy and Succession Duties, under the 
provisions of Acts of Parliament (35 George 
III., cap. 1, and Schedule ; and 16 and 17 
Vict., c. 51, Sec. 18) ; and also from the 
necessity for taking out Establishment 
Licences (32 and 33 Vic.,c. 14, Sec. 19). 

Grants to the Royal Family. 
The grants made by Parliament, and now 
payable annually for the support of the

The principles upon which the grants to 
the younger children of the Sovereign 
have been made in the past were clearly 
stated by Mr. Gladstone during tbe debate 
on the annuity to the Duke' of Connaught, 
July 31, 1871. He reminded the House that 
Parliament had assented to an arrangement 
by which, instead of attempting to make a 
general provision at the commencement of 
each reign for the possible issue of the 
Sovereign, each particular case had been 
dealt with as it arose. That arrangement 
had some disadvantages, inasmuch as it 
was liable to be misunderstood out of 
doors, and that, being so misunderstood, 
it was apt to cause unjust remarks to be 
made upon the Royal Family and the 
Sovereign. He considered, however, that 
there were recommendations of a high 
order attaching to the present plan. In the 
first place, it was the one by far the most 
agreeable to the spirit of a free Constitu- 
tion ; it established a considerable degree 
of moral control which Parliament might 
otherwise lose. If the Sovereign were to 
be responsible for realizing out of his annual 
income funds sufficient to endow a family, 
however numerous, in a manner becoming 
their station, it would be necessary to 
enlarge the allowance at the commencement 
of the reign ; and, further, the arrangement 
would lose all its elasticity, because, 
whether the Sovereign had issue or not, 
the sum at his disposal would remain tbe 
same. The present method of provision 
also tended greatly to promote and confirm 
harmony between the great powers of the 
State. It placed the conduct of the 
Sovereign and of the Royal Family, 
especially of its junior members, in view of 
the public and the Legislature, and while 
preserving a salutary Parliamentary control, 
it likewise preserved in the hands of the 
Sovereign an important control over the 
younger branches of the Royal Family. 
SuppK>8ing the Sovereign were granted 
what was necessary for annual expenditure, 
but that every Royal Prince and Princess >

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on arriving at full age, or at marriage, 
should receive a fixed annuity, this moral 
and general control would be relaxed or 
destroyed. Mr. Gladstone said that, in 
his opinion, the nature of the provision 
was excellent, as long as it was worked in 
a spirit of liberality, of prudence, and of 
attachment to the Sovereign ; but it 
nndoubtedly would be grievously marred, 
and might become hardly practicable or 
secure, were it unfortunately to be dealt 
with in a different spirit. The arrange- 
ment between the Crown and Parliament 
was made by no written covenant^ nor 
would it be possible to frame one without 
fettering the liberty of the people and 
Constitutional control. But there were 
other engagements besides written words, 
and it was recorded, beyond doubt, that 
Parliament was morally liable to deal with 
these cases when they arose. He referred 
to the terms of the Civil List Act, and the 
Report of the Committee of 1837, as 
showing that the income was bestowed 
upon the Sovereign after a careful investi- 
gation of details, and an exact appreciation 
of what each of the burdens would require 
in order to maintain the dignity of the 
Sovereign, and with it the diguity of the 
nation. One-third of the whole amount 
was allotted for the purposes of salaries 
and superannuation ; and as there was no 
analogy between the Royal income and 
that of an ordinary private person, it was 
not possible, except to the most limited 
extent, to make a great reduction on those 
salaries and superannuations. There was 
not that freedom in dealing with those 
incomes which every private possessor 
enjoyed. As shewing the moral liability 
of Parliament to provide for the junior 
branches of the Royal Family as they 
come to mature age, there was not, either 
in the Report of the Committee, nor in any 
debates of Parliament, the slightest claim, 
or the faintest expectation, that out of 
that income saving* could be made 
adequate to a due provision for them. 
There was, moreover, positive evidence 
that upon every previous occasion Parlia- 
ment had, without question, by an over- 
whelming vote, admitted the virtual bond 
of honourable obligation to make such 
provision. After referring to numerous 
instances in previous reigns, Mr. Gladstone 
concluded by asserting that a long and 
unbroken series of practical acknowledg- 
ments by Parliament for generations, 
embracing every possible case to which the 
principle could apply, constituted a state 
of just expectation on the part of the 
Sovereign, from which it was impossible for 
Parliament to recede, and which it would 
be utterly unworthy of it to disregard. — 
Hansard's Debates, vol. 208, p. 671. 
The Additional Grants in 1889. 
In July, 1889, Her Majesty communicated 
to Parliament the approaching marriage 
of Princess Louise of Wales to the Duke 
of Fife, and requested that Parliament 
would make provision for her, and also for 
(the late) Prince Albert Victor. 



A committee was thereupon appointed 
at the instance of the Government, 
consisting of twenty-three members repre- 
senting all parties, with instructions to 
" consider Her Majesty's gracious message, 
and to inquire into the former practice of 
this House with respect to provisions for 
I Members of the Royal Family, and to 
report to the House ui)on the principles 
I which in. that respect it is expedient to^ 
adopt in the future.'* The Report of the' 
I majority of the Committee was to this 
I effect : — 

I " That since the accession of the House 

I of Hanover there is precedent for provision 

for every child of an Heir Apparent, and 

I no precedent for the omission of such a 

' provision ; and there is also precedent for 

I provision for the children of every child 

I of every younger son of a Sovereign, and 

for provision for a younger son of the Heir 

Apparent. 

j "The Committee cannot find that any 

I notice has ever beeii given to the Crown 

by any resolution of the House of Commons, 

or in any declaration on behalf of a Govern- 

I ment by a Minister of the Crown, that the 

practice which has heretofore prevailed in 

reference to making provision for members 

of the Royal Family would be changed ; 

, or that Her Majesty has had any ground 

j for supposing tliat it was necessary for her 

to make provision for the members of her 

I family. In view of these facts the Com- 

I mittee are of opinion that Her Majesty 

I would have a claim on the liberality of 

Parliament should she think fit to apply 

for such grants as, in accordance with 

I precedent, m€ty become requisite for the 

! support of the Royal family. But the 

Committee have been informed that Her 

Majesty does not propose to press this 

claim for the children of her daughters 

and younger sons ; and with regard to the 

daughters and younger sons of future 

Sovereigns, the Committee are of opinion 

that at the proper time arrangements 

should be made under which no future 

claim of a similar kind can arise. 

" In order to prevent repeated applica- 
tions to Parliament, and to establish the 
principle that the provision for children 
should hereafter be made out of grants 
adequate for that purpose which have been 
assigned to their parents, the Committee 
recommend the creation of a special fund 
by the quarterly payment, during the 
present reign, of £9,000 out of the Con- 
solidated Fund. Out of this the Prince of 
Wales, with the sanction of Her Majesty, 
and the assent of the First Lord of the 
Treasury and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, would be empowered to make 
such assignments, and in such manner, to 
his children as he may think fit." 

In accordance with this Report a Bill 
was passed through Parliament, receiving 
Royal assent on August 12th, 1889, by which 
an annual sum of i;36,000 w^as assigned to 
the Prince of Wales for the support of 
his children, in the manner recommended 
by the Committee.

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DEPARTMENTS OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

[The following pages describe the principal functions exercised by the chief Officers and 
Departments of the Executive Government, and give the names of the various Heads 
of Departments. In modem times, if a Department is represented in Parliament by two 
officials, one, as a rule, is in £ach House. The Home Office is generally an exception 
(both Secretary of State and Under-Secretary being in the House of Commons), and 
occasionally the Board of Trade and Local Government Board. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and, usually, the heads of the great spending Departments, are in the 
House of Commons. The Lord Chancellor, the Lord Privy Seal, the Lord President 
of the Council, and the great Officers of the Household, are always Peers.] 



ADMIRALTY (WhitehaU, S.W.), is un- 
der a Board, who, since the reign of Queen 
Anne, have been appointed as '' Commis- 
sioners for executing the office of Lord High 
Admiral of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland.!' The Board at pre- 
sent consists of five members, viz: the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, the First and 
Second Naval Lords ; the Third Naval 
Lord, who is also Controller of the Navy ; 
and the Civil Lord. There are also a Parlia- 
mentary and a Permanent Secretary. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty is re- 
sponsible for the general direction and 
sirpervision of all business relating to the 
Navy. He also deals personally with all 
political questions, and matters connected 
with promotions and removals of Officers of 
the Navy and Marines, honours and re- 
wards, ttie Boyal Yachts, Civil appoint- 
ments and promotions (with some excep- 
tions), the nominations to Naval Cadetships 
and Assistant Clerkships, E.N.; and the 
appointment of Flag Officers, Captains, 
Officers commanding Ships, Coast Guard 
Commanders, Medical Officers, Eoyal 
Marines' Staff, &c. 

The First Naval Lord advises the First 
Lord of the Admiralty on all questions of 
maritime defence, strategy, and naval 

E^licy ; he also is responsible to the First 
ord for ships in comm'issiou, and the distri- 
bution and organization of the Fleet; the 
appointment of Commanders, the Intelli- 
gence and Hydrographic Departments, 
questions of discipline and Courts Martial, 
signalling, collisions, the slave trade, the 
personnel of the gunnery and torpedo ser- 
vice, together with questions of prize money 
and leave. 

The Second Naval Lord is similarly re- 
sponsible for the manning of the fleet, and the 
mobilisation of the fleet and reserves, so far 
as relates to personnel ; the Koyal Marines, , 
the steam reserve, the training establish- 
ments, and education generally ; the coast 
guard, naval reserve and naval volunteers, 
the appointment of officers of and below 
the rank of lieutenant, and other minor 
matters. 

The Third Naval Lord and Controller of , 
the Navy is responsible for the dockyards, 
the matiriel of the steam reserves, the 
construction and repair of ships and ! 
machinery, the purchase and disposal of , 
ships, naval ordnance, including torpedoes, 
electric lighting, and other matters. I 

The Junior Naval Lord has charge of the ' 



transport, medical, and victualling servicei^. 
the coaling of the fleet, appointments of 
'■ clerks and carpenters, questions relating 
to chaplains, medical officers, paymasters, 
uniform, pay, allowances, compensation 
and pensions, and other matters of inferior 
importance. 

The Civil Lord has charge of the Works 

Department, including contracts for stores 

and purchases of land, the civil staff of 

naval establishments, Greenwich hospital, 

dockyard schools, and special questions 

affecting retirement pay and allowances.

AORICULTURE, BOARD OF (4, 
Whitehall Place, S.W.) This Department, 
establiBhed by an Act of 1889, consists 
nominally of the Lord President of the 
Council, the Principal Secretaries of State, 
the First Lord of the Treasury, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, the Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, the Secretary 
for Scotland, and such other persons as 
Her Majesty may appoint. The President 
is a Privy Councillor, and a member 
of the Ministry for the time being ; 
and if a member of the House of Com- 
mons has to undergo re - election on 
appointment. The Board has control 
over the administration of the Contagious 
Diseases (Animals) Acts, and the Destruc- 
tive Insects Acts, formerly exercised by 
the Privy Council. It superseded the 
Land Commission, taking over their func- 
tions in regard to the Tithe Rent-charge, 
Copyhold, luclosure of Commons, and 
Allotment Acts, as well as their general 
duties connected with the drainage and 
improvement of land, agricultural hold- 
ings, glebe and settled lands. The powers 
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and duties of the ComuiissiouerH of Works 
under the Survey Act, ]870, were vested in 
the Board of Agriculture; and the collection 
and preparation of agricultural and forebi 
statistics, as well as the inspection and 
assistance of technical agricultural schools 
were also transferred to it. It has power 
to make, and assist, enquiries and experi> 
ments for the promotion of agriculture 
and forestry ; to prescribe rules for pre- 
venting rabies in dogs, and to regulate the 
aeizure, detention, and disposal of stray 
dogs.

ATTORNEY-aENERAL,THE(Koyal 
Courts, W.C), is the chief law officer of the 
Crown, and is appointed by letters patent 
under the Great Seal. He is a member of 
the Government, and almost necessarily 
must be in the House of Commons. He 
represents the Crown in the courts of law, 
prosecutes by himself or by his nominee in 
criminal cases, exhibits informations in 
revenue cases in the Exchequer, and takes 
proceedings on behalf of those who come 
under the protection of the Crown &a parens 
patricBj such as lunatics, or the objects of a 
charitable trust. Legal questions are con- 
stantly referred for his opinion by the dif- 
ferent Government offices. When the House 
of Lords is sitting as a Committee of Privi- 
leges in peerage cases, be is present in a 
judicial capacity to express the views of the 
Crown on any point which may arise. Let- 
ters patent for inventions are considered to 
be issued under his general superintendence 
and under the patent laws appeals from 
the Comptroller may in certain cases be 
brought to him. He is the official head of the 
Bar, and to him all questions of professional 
etiquette are referred. 

Under an arrangement made in 1895, the 
Law Officers are precluded from nppear- 
ing on behalf of private clients, and a 
clerical staff is assigned to them.

CHAMBERIiAIN, LORD.— The office 
of the Lord Chamberlain (St. James' 
Palace, S.W.) is a department of Her 
Majesty's Household, and its head, who 
is always a Peer of high rank and a 
Privv Councillor, is a member of the Minis- 
try for the time being. He superintends 
all the officers and servants of the 
Household above stairs (see Lord 
Steward for below), the department of 
the Wardrobe, the Jewel House at the 
Tower of London, and the licensing of plays 
in the metropolis north of the Thames. He 
has the direction of the details of State 
functions such as coronations. Royal mar- 
riages, public entries, and funerals. In his 
department are the Royal Physicians, the 
Chaplains, the Chapels Royal, the Ser- 
geants-at-Arms in Parliament, and the care 
of the Royal swans on the Thames. His 
Deputy, the Vice- Chamberlain, is usually 
a member of the House of Commons, and 
until recently has also been a Privy 
Councillor.

CHAMBERLAIN, THE LORD 
QREAT (House of Lords, S.W.).— This 
is an hereditary office, held during the 
present reign by the Earl of Ancaster as 
the representative of the joint heirs. 
Admission to the House of Lords when 
Parliament is not sitting is granted to 
strangers under regulations made by tlie 
Lord Great Chamberlain. On all State 
occasions he has the charge of Westminster 
Hall, as when it is used for a trial or a 
coronation. At a coronation he has func- 
tions of a numerous and varied character. 
When the Sovereign goes to Parliament, 
this officer walks on the right of the Sword 
of State, next to the Royal Person. 

CHANCELLOR— THE LORD HIGH 
CHANCELLOR of GREAT BRITAIN 
is the highest judicial officer in the Kingdom, 
and ranks next to the Sovereign. He is 
ordinai*ily appointed by the delivery of the 
Great Seal into his custody. He is keeper 
of the Royal conscience, custodian of the 
Great Seal, visitor in right of the Crown 
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of all hospitals and colleges of Royal foim- 
datiou, and patron of between 600 and 
700 Crown livings and twelve canouries. 
Representing the Sovereign as parens 
pdfricBy he has the general superintendence 
of all charitable trusts, and he is the gene- 
ral guardian of all infants, idiots, and 
lunatics. As a judge, he is President of the 
High Court of Justice, and of the Court of 
Appeal, besides presiding, if present, when 
the House of Lords is exercisingits appellate 
jurisdiction. He is a Cabinet Minister and 
a Privy Councillor, and is usually, though 
not necessarily, a Peer. He presides on the 
woolsack as Speaker (or Prolocutor) of the 
House of Lords, and when in of&ce takes 
precedence of every temporal lord. When 
Uoyal Commissions are issued for opening 
the Session, for giving the Royal Assent to 
Bills, or for proroguing Parliament, the 
Lord Chancellor is always a Commissioner, 
and reads the Royal Speech. He appoints 
the justices of the peace in every county, 
usually, though not necessarily, on the 
recommendation of the Lord Lieutenant; 
and directly in every borough (except 
in Lancashire, where the Chancellor 
of the Duchy exercises the patronage). 
The Lord Chancellor nominates to many 
important offices connected with the 
administration of justice. Letters Patent 
under the Great Seal are passed by him, 
and all writs for the commencement of 
civil proceedings in the courts of law are 
'* tested " or witnessed in his name. The 
Lord Chancellor's jurisdiction is confined 
to Great Britain.

CHARITY COMMISSION (Gwydyr 
House, Whitehall, S.W.) is superintended 
by a Chief Commissioner, a permanent offi- 
cial appointed by the First Lord of the 
Treasury, and assisted by five other com- 
missioners, one of whom is a member of 
the House of Commons, and represents the 
Commission in Parliament. Theirdutiesare 
to superintend the preparation of schemes 
for the general administration of charities 
and also of Endowed Schools, and the City 
of London charities, under special con- 
ditions laid down by Acts of Parliament. 
A Select Committee in 1894 recommended 
that the Commission should be re-orgaui&ed 
and placed under a Minister of Education, 
responsible to Parliament.

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 
(Cannon Row, Westminster, S.W.) is ad- 
ministered by two permanent Commis- 
sioners, appomted by the First Lord of the 
Treasury ; their duty is to examine all can- 
didates for the Civil Service in respect of 



age, health, and character. They also make 
arrangements for all literary examinations 
for the Home Civil Service, for the Indian 
Civil Service, and for the admission of can- 
didates to the Royal Military Academy at 
Woolwich and the Royal Military College 
at Sandhurst.

, ment this office interferes very little. 
I The Colonial Secretary recommends the 
i Governors to the Crown for appointment, 
! and has power to advise the disallowance 
j of laws passed by Coloniar Legislatures, 
I where they conflict with Imperial legisla- 
I tiou or touch on Imperial interests. In 
I the Crown Colonies, on the other hand, he 
exercises direct executive action, and all 
important officers are appointed by the 
Crown on his recommendation. Their 
legislation is subject to revision, and the 
Colonial office exercises a considerable con- 
trol over the expenditure and legislation of 
any such colony. 

An Emigrants' Information Office (31, 
Broadway, Westminster, S.W.) was organ- 
ised by the late Mr. E. Stanhope when 
Colonial Secretary in 1886. Its duty is to 
collect and circulate the latest and most 
accurate information respecting the Colo- 
nies, for the guidance of intending 
emigrants, and to answer personal 
enquiries (which average about 6,000 per 
annum), but it does not actively promote 
emigration, nor is it responsible for 
advising emigrants in the selection of 
their destination.

COURTS OP JUSTICE, THE 
ROYAL (Strand, W.C.)— The Courts of 
Justice, tbough not, strictly speaking, part 
of the Executive Government, are now 
maintained out of Imperial funds, and may 
properly be noticed here. The Supreme 
Court of Judicature for England was con- 
stituted by the Act 37. and 38 Vict., cap. 66. 
It consists of two permanent divisions, 
*' Her Majesty's High Court of Justice," 
with both original and appellate jurisdic- 
tion, and " Her Majesty's Court of Appeal," 
mainly exercising appellate jurisdiction. 
The High Court of Justice is divided into 
three divisions, and now consists of ( I ) The 
Lord Chancellor and five Justices of the 
Chancery Division; (2) The Lord Chief 
Justice of England, and fourteen Justices 
of the Queen's Bench Division, and (3) the 
President and one Justice of the Probate, 
Divorce, and Admiralty Division. The 
Court of Appea^ consists of five ex-offlcio 
Judges, viz., the Lord Chancellor, one ex- 
Chancellor, the Lord Chief Justice of 
England, the Master of the EoUs, 'the 
President of the Probate, Divorce, and 
Admiralty Division ; and five Lords Justices 
of Appeal. The various offices of the Courts 
were in 1879 amalgamated, when the " Cen- 
tral Office" was constituted, and placed 
under the superintendence of the Masters of 
the Supreme Court. In its various depart- 
ments is transacted the general business 
of litigation leading up to the hearing of 
cases in Court, iucluding the machinery 
for recording the Orders of the Courts. 
Four of the five Chancery Judges have, in 
addition, separate sets of Chambers, and 
three Chancery Masters are assigned to 
each for dealing with questions affecting 
property, &c., over which the Chancery 
Division has jurisdiction. The salaries of 
all the officers of the Courts are de- 
frayed from moneys voted by Parliament, 
wifch the exception of the Judges, whose 
salaries are charged upon the Consolidated 
Fund. (See Paymaster-General.)

CUSTOMS. (Lower Thames Street, 
E.C.) The Customs Establishment is 
administered by three permanent Commis- 
sioners, appointed by the First Lord of 
the Treasury. It has charge of the collec- 
tion of all customs duties at the ports of 
the United Kingdom. For this department 
the Treasury is responsible in Parliament.

ECCLESIASTICAL AND CHURCH 
ESTATES COMMISSION (10, White- 
hall Place, S.W.) is administered by a body 
consisting of the archbishops, bishops, 
three deans, and twenty eminent laymen. 
The principal duties are discharged by the 
Church Estates Commissioners, the chief 
of whom, always a Peer, is nominated by 
the First Lord of the Treasury, one other 
is commissioned by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and one is ordinarily a member 
or supporter of the Government for the time 
being. They administer the large estates 
vested in them, and apply the proceeds in 
promoting the work and efficiency of the 
Church, and increasing its endowments. 
They have also power to create new 
ecclesiastical districts, under Acts of 
Parliament. An annual report is made 
to the Home Secretary.

EXCHEQUER AND AUDIT DE- 
PARTMENT (Somerset House, W.C), 
under the Comptroller and Auditor-General, 
has the duty of auditing all public accounts. 
He reports to the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, a 
body of fifteen members, nominated at 
the commencement of every Session " for 
examination of the accounts showing the 
expenditure of the sums granted by Parlia- 
ment to meet the public expenditure," 
and any matters so reported are investi- 
gated by them. The Comptroller and 
Auditor - General has a high degree of 
independence in relation to other Govern- 
ment Departments, and his salary is, like 
those of the Judges, charged upon the 
Consolidated Fund.

HOME OFFICE (Whitehall, S.W.) is 
presided over by the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department (changing with 
the Ministry, but always in the House 
of Commons), assisted by one Permanent 
and one Assistant Under-Secretary, and 
one Parliamentary Under-Secretary. This 
department is charged generally with the 
maintenance of order and the repression 
of crime in Great Britain. It has complete 
control over the Metropolitan Police (out- 
side the City), but only certain statutory 
financial powers over the provincial police. 
It controls all prisons, whether convict j 
prisons or those transferred from local i 
authorities under the Prisons Act, 1877, and 
is in this work assisted by Boards of > 
Visitors appointed locally. The preroga- 
tive of mercy vested in the Crown is > 
exercised upon the advice of the Home 
Secretary, except as to Ireland and Scot- j 
land, where it is exercised by the Lord | 
Lieutenant and the Secretary for Scotland j 
respectively. The direction of Public Pro- i 
secutions is an important branch of the 
Home Office work, but is transacted at the I 
Treasury by the Solicitor to that Depart- ' 
ment. Amongst other duties of the Home | 
Office are the inspection of reformatory and 
industrial schools, of coal and metalliferous 
mines, of quarries, of explosives, and of 
factories and workshops. It administers 
the Burial Acts, the Inebriates' Acts, the 
Vivisection Act, the Cruelty to Animals 
Act, and other statutes. The Home Office 
also prepares the Criminal and Judicial

This official, who is a peer, and changes 
with the Government, has charge of all 
Her Majesty's stables and horses. In his 
department are the Koyal equerries, pa^es 
of honour, footmen, &c., and tradesmen 
supplying the stables. He has the privilege 
of applying to his own use one coachman, 
four footmen, and six grooms, in the Queen's 
pay, and wearing the Queen's livery.

INDIA OFFICE (Downing Street, 
S.W.) is presided over by a Secretary of 
State (changing with the Ministry), assisted 
by one Permanent and one Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary, and by a Council com- 
posed originally of fifteen members haviug 
Indian experience ; the number, however, 
is now eleven, and will be reduced to ten 
on the occurrence of a vacancy. The 
Council are appointed by the Secretary 
of State, are meligible to Parliament, 
and hold office for a term of ten years, 
but a member may for special reasons 
be continued in office for a further 
period of five years. The major part 
of the Council must consist of persons 
who have resided in India at least ten 
years, and who have not left India more 
than ten years previously to their appoint- 
ment. The " Secretary of State in Council" 
is charged with such superintendence of the 
Government of India as is entrusted to 
him by the Government of India Act of 
1858. The precise relations between the 
India Office and the Governor-General 
of India, and between the Secretary of 
State and his Council, are somewhat 
difficult to explain, being regulated by 
the Act of 1858 mentioned above, which 
transferred the Government of India to 
the Crown, apd vested the powers of the 
old Court of Directors of the East India 
Company in the Secretary of State for 
India in Council.

LUNACY COMMISSION (19, White- 
hall Place, S.W.) consists of a Chairman , 
and ten Commissioners (four of whom are 
honorary), appointed pursuant to the Act 
6 and 9 Vict., c. 100, for the regulation and 
care of lunatics. They have extensive 
powers of inspection over lunatics in public 
and private asylums, gaols, and workhouses, 
and for the prosecution of offences. Licenses 
are granted by them to keepers of private 
asylums. A periodical report is made to 
the Lord Chancellor. The powers of the 
Lunacy Commissioners were varied and 
extended by the Lunacy Acts of 1886 and 
1890.

MINT. THE ROYAL (Little Tower

MUSEUMS.— British Museum (Great 
Russell St., W.C.) is managed by a Board 
of Trustees, some of whom are official, 
some serve in right of their relationship to 
families who have made large bequests to 
the Museum, and the rest are nominated by 
the First Lord of the Treasury. They elect 
from themselves a Standing Cominittee, 
in whom the real power is vested. The 
chief management under them is en- 
trusted to the Principal Librarian and 
Secretary. Under the charge of this 
body are placed all the collections in the 
British Museum itself, and in the Natural 
History Museum at South Kensington. 
An annual grant is made for the purchase 
and acquisition of new objects of interest, 
besides which si)ecial purchases are occa- 



sionally authorised. Sir John Lubbock. 
M.P., has hitherto answered for this 
department in Parliament. 

The British Museum is open to the 
public from 10 a.m. till dusk, and from 
8 to 10 p m., Sundays 2 p.m. till dusk.

September to April, from 9 a.m. till 8 p.m. ; 
May to August, 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. Reading 
tickets are granted on application, stating 
age (not under 21), abode, business or pro- 
fession and object of application; and a 
recommendation from a householder of 
recognised position, or some well-known 
person, must accompany it.

National Portrait Gallery (Trafalgar 
Square), founded at the instance of the late 
Earl Stanhope in 1869, is vested in a Board 
of unpaid trustees appointed by the Prime 
Minister. The national collection of portraits 
is under their charge, and they are respon- 
sible for all fresh purchases, a small grant 
being annually made by Parliament. 
The chief executive duties are vested in 
the keeper and secretary. The present 
building, adjoining the National Gallery, 
was erected under an Act passed in 1889, 
at the cost of a private donor, Mr. W. L.

POST OFFICE (St. Martin's-le-Grand). 
— The General Post Office is presided 
over b}' the Postmaster-General, chang- 
ing with the Government, assisted by 
three permanent secretaries. It has 
charge of the Postal system of the United 
Kingdom, of all the Post Office telegraphs, 
has a royalty on all telephones, ana 
manages the Post Office Savings Banks, 
Money Order and Postal Order Offices, 
besides being a medium fpr the issue of 
Inland Revenue Licences and Stamps to 
the public. The number of letters dealt 
with in 1896-7 was 1,800 millions; of other 
postal missives, 1,£50 millions; and of tele- 
grams more than 79 millions.

EDUCATION, SCOTLAND. - The 

Committee of the Privy Council for Educa- 
tion in Scotland (Dover House, S.W.) 
has generally consisted of six to nine 
members, and is presided over by the 
Secretary for Scotland, as Scotch Vice- 
President of the Council. It exercises in 
regard to Scotland control over the public 
elementary educational work of the country.

Established by the Scotch 
Local Government Act of 1894, to take over 
all the powers and duties formerly exercised 
by the Board of Supervision, in relation to 
the Poor Law and Public Health, and to 
perform duties in relation to Local Govern- 
ment analogous to those of the Local 
Government Board in England.

LORD- ADVOCATE OF SCOTLAND 

(Dover House, Whitehall). TJie Lord- 
Advocateship of Scotland is an ancient 
Office of State which is held direct 
from the Crown, and changes with the 
(jovemment. He is Public Prosecutor for 
Scotland, and in his duties as such is assisted 
by the Solicitor - General for Scotland 
and four principal Advocates Depute, and 
one Assistant Depute. His political func- 
tions in the management of Scottish affairs 
are of importance, many discretionary 
powers and a considerable amount of 
patronage being entrusted to him. Prior 
to the Union, he held a seat ex-officio in the 
Parliament of Scotland, and the Office has 
still the title of Right Honourable attached 
to it, in respect of its holder being ex-ojfficio 
a member of the ancient Scottish Privy 
Council. Since the Union he has almost 
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invariably had a seat in the House of Com- 
mons, where he answers questions relating 
to the legal business of Scotland, and assists 
in conducting Scotch legislation, the 
Government Bills being drafted under his 
superintendence. The Lord-Advocate is 
counsel for the Crown in all Crown civil 
cases, and also practises ordinarily in the 
Scottish Courts, having the privilege of 
sitting on the right of the table within the 
bar. He is usually appointed a Privy 
Councillor and a Queen's Counsel. The 
Lord Advocate's office was formerly in- 
timately connected with the Home Office, 
but it is now limited in that respect to 
matters relating to law and justice.

; TRADE, THE BOARD OF (Whitehall 
I Gardens, S.W.)— The Board is merely a 
I nominal body, entitled the Committee of 

Privy Council for Trade, and has not 
I met for many years .^ It is administered by 

a President, who changes with the Govem- 
! ment, and is assisted by a Parliamentary 
j and a Permanent Secretary. All matters 
' relating to trade and commerce fall to its 
i charge, except certain functions exercised 

by the Home Office and the Commercial 

Department of the Foreign Office. 
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The various Departments of the Board 
of Trade are : — 

Makine and Harbour. — Under the Mer- 
chant Shipping Acts the powers of the 
Board include the survey and detention of 
unseaworthy or over-laden ships, the pro- 
vision of local Mercantile Marine offices for I 
the engagement and discharge of seamen, 
the inspection of boilers, the conduct of 
inqiiiries into shipping disasters, and the 
supervision of all expenditure out of the 
Mercantile Marine Fund. Under this de- 
partment also are the supervision of har- 
bours, the protection of the rights of the 
Crown in foreshores, and powers of inspec- 
tion and of -granting certain rights in the 
case of oyster and sea fisheries. 

The General Begister and Becord Office 
of Shipping and Seamen (Custom House, 
E.G.) is a branch of the Board of Trade. 

The powers of the former Commissioners 
of Emigration are now vested in the Board 
of Trade. (See also under Colonial Office.) 

Railways. — With regard to Railways, 
many duties are imposed upon the Board 
by the Railway and Canal Traffic Act of 
1888, and subsequent statutes, such as the 
liight Railways Act of 1896 and the Hours 
of Railway Workmen Act, 1894. Its powers 
of inspection are also in all respects very 
"Wide. No line can be opened without a 
certificate from the Board, cases of accident 
are investigated, and all bye-laws require 
the Board's approval. 

FiSHKRiES.—The control of Salmon and 
Fresh Water fisheries has been transferred 
to the Board of Trade from the Home 
Office, and a special department has been 
instituted for that purpose. 

Electric Lighting. — The Electric 
Lighting Acts leave enormous discretion 
to the Board as to granting licenses and 
provisional orders for the supply of elec- 
tricity, and as to inserting conditions for 
the public safety. 

Bankruptcy. — The Bankruptoj' and 
Companies Winding-up Acts also give large 
powers to the Board, involving practically 
the supervision of every bankrupt estate 
or compaLy in England and Wales, and the 
appointment of all the official receivers. 

Labour. — A " Labour Bureau " was 
organized by the late Mr. Mundella in 
1886, the object being the collection and 
dissemination of statistical and other 
information as to the rate of wages, the 
cost of manufacture, and the selling 
prices of produce at home and abroad. 
This work was further developed in 1893, 
when a separate department was organized, 
entitled the " Labour Department," having 
distinct offices (44, Parliament Street, 
S.W.) and a special staff. It is divided 
into three branches : Commercial, Labour, 
and Statisticnl, the whole being under 
the superintendence of a Comptroller 
General. The Labour Department has 
a staff of correspondents in the larger 
towns, whose duty it is to inform the cen- 
tral office of important events affecting 
labour in their districts, and to conduct 



local investigations. The Board of Trade 
Journal (monthly, 6d.) i.s issued by this 
Department, and sets forth Tariff changes, 
movements in foreign markets, foreign 
commercial legislation, port and harbour 
regulations, &c. The Labour Gazette is also 
issued monthljr (Id.) for supplying infor- 
mation on subjects of special interest to 
workmen and workwomen, such as trade 
disputes, important industrial negotiations, 
sliding scales, &c. It also publishes 
digests of reports of the inspectors of 
mines and factories, of proceedings under 
the Employers Liability and Workmen's 
Compensation Act, of action "taken by 
local authorities with regard to the 
sanitary condition of workshops, the 
housing of the poor, the provision of allot- 
ments, &c. Important meetings and con- 
ferences are noticed, and statistics are given 
of pauperism, immigration, savings banks, 
education (especially in its industrial 
aspects), exports and imports, and the 
prices of the chief articles of consumption 
by workmen, as well as comparative tables 
of wholesale prices of leading articles in 
the chief markets of the world. A 
large number of copies is gratuitously 
distributed to Free Libraries, workmen s 
organizations, Mechanics' Institutes, Cham- 
bers of Commerce, and other institutions. 
An annual report of the proceedings of the 
Department is issued. 

MiscELiiANEOUS. — Important functions 
relating to gas and water companies, 
tramways, assurance and other com- 
panies, and patents, also devolve upon 
the Board; and it has the main charge 
of the collection of our national statis- 
tics, the custody of the primary standards 
of length and weight, and the duty of 
verifying local standards. The permanent 
secretary is the Warden of the Standards.

TREASURY, THE (WhitehaU). "The 
Commissioners for executing the offices of 
Treasurer of the Exchequer of Great Britain 
and Lord High Treasurer of Ireland," are 
a body comprising the First Lord of the 
Treasury, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and three members of the Government, 
usually called Lords of the Treasury, all 
changing with the Ministry. The Trea- 
sury is the highest financial Department 
of the State. It is charged with the pre- 
paration of all financial measures, and sees 
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that money is provided to meet the 
requirements of the Imperial service 
throughout the world. It is entrusted, in 
the interest of sound finance, with a power 
■of check over the public expenditure, and 
its assent is, for that object, required for 
all measures increasing, or tending to 
increase, the public expenditure. This 
power of check has from time inimemorial 
been given to the Treasury, and it is in the 
possession of this power that the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer differs generally 
from Foreign Ministers of Finance. The 
Board very seldom meets, and the real work 
of the Treasury is done by the Chancellor i 
of the Exchequer, who introduces the 
Budget, and exercises a supreme super- 
vision over questions affecting the i^ublio 
Revenue and Expenditure ; but for the 
details, the Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, with his colleague, the Perma- i 
nent Secretary, are responsible. These I 
officers practically control the financial , 
afifairs of the country, with the occasional . 
.assistance of one or other of the Lords. 
The First Lord is usually the Prime Minis- 
'ter, but in recent years the custom has 
been frequently departed from. Unless 
he is also Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Ihe does not ordinarily take much part ; 
in the management of the depart- i 
ment, of which, however, he is the 
-supreme head. He acts rather as final ' 
arbiter between the different Depart- 
•ments of the Government, and is occupied 
chiefly in the direction of the general policy 
of the Government, and in exercising 
the large and varied powers of patronage 
which are vested in tbe office. The Parlia- 
mentary or Patronage Secretary to the 
Treasury, with two of the Lords, and some- 
times the Vice-Chamberlain, Treasurer, 
•or Comptroller of the Household, act as 
" whips " of the Party in office, and manage 
its afifairs in and out of Parliament; 

The Financial Secretary, besides Ijis 
business at the office, is also responsible 

,for the arrangement of the business of the 
House of Commons. The Treasury controls 
the Revenue departments, and is respon- 
sible for them to Parliament (the Post 

•Office excepted, when represented by a 
Minister in the House of Commons). The 

•control of the Treasury over expenditure 
in Ireland is represented by the Treasury 
Remembrancer at Dublin Castle, and in 
Scotland by the Queen's and Lord Trea- 
surer's Remembranctjr (Exchequer Office, 
Edinburgh). 

The Solicitor to the Treasury has the 
•direction, under the Home Secretary, of 
•Government prosecutions, and acts as 
Public Prosecutor, as Crown Nominee for 
intestates' estates, and as Queen's Proctor in 
the Divorce Court. He is also legal adviser 
to tbe Treasury and numerous other 
^Departments of the Government.

TRINITY HOUSE, THE (Trinity 
Square. E.C.) — The Corporation, which is 
self -elected, consists of a Master (unpaid), 
a Deputy-Master, twenty-two Elder 
Brethren (eleven of whom are honorarj^ 
and eleven are Merchant Service officers), 
and some Junior Brethren. This body is 
permanent, and is entrusted with the 
control of all light-houses, buoys, and 
beacons, and the examination of masters 
and pilots. In Scotland and Ireland other 
bodies of Commissioners work under the 
supervision of the Trinity House for this 
purpose. The financial control of the work 
is vested in the Board of Trade, the funds 
being mainly derived from tolls levied on 
ships.

WAR OFFICE (Pall MaU, S.W.) is 
presided over by a Secretary of State, 
changing with the Government, and 
assisted by a Parliamentary and a Per- 
manent Under-Secretary, together with a 
Financial Secretary, who is also a member 
of Parliament. 

The Military Departments are under 
the Commander-in-Chief, who holds office 
for five years, and exercises general com- 
mand over the forces at home and 
abroad. He holds periodical inspections, is 
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responsible for commissions, promotions, 
appointments, honours, and rewards, 
for the intelligence and mobilisation 
branches, and for the general distribafcion 
of the Army. He is the principal adviser 
of the Minister on all military questions. 
The Adjutant-General is charged with the 
discipline, education, and training of the 
Army, with patterns of clothing, statistics, 
and enlistments, and acts for the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in his absence. The 
Quartermaster-General is charged with 
supplying the Army with food, quarters, 
horses, and transport ; with the movement 
of troops, the Pay department, the Army 
Service Corps, and sanitary questions. 
The Inspector-General of Fortifications 
deals with fortifications, barracks, railways, 
telegraphs, &c., and War Ofi&ce lands. The 
Inspector-General of Ordnance attends to 
the supply of warlike stores and equip- 
ments, armaments, patterns and inventions. 
Each of these officers is immediately res- 
ponsible to the Secretary of State for the 
efficient administration of his department, 
and submits proposals for departmental 
estimates. There is also a consultative War 
Office Council, presided over by the Secre- 
tary of State, and including the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the Under-Secretaries, 
the Financial Secretary, the heads of the 
principal military departments, and any 
other officer who may be summoned. The 
Commander-in-Chief and the other heads 
of departments also form an Army Board to 
report on promotions above the rank of 
major, on StafiE appointments, on the 
Estimates, and such other questions as may 
be referred to them by the Secretary of 
State; the Accountant-General attends to 
furnish financial information. The final 
decision of any matter rests with the 
Secretary of State. 

The Financial Department of the War 
Office is under the Financial Secretary, 
subject to the control of the Secretary 
of State. It settles the Estimates, ad- 
ministers the Parliamentary votes, and 
examines and audits the accounts. In this 
Department are the Accountant-General, 
who advises on financial questions, com- 
piles the Estimates, issues money, and 
prepares the annual account for Parlia- 
ment ; the Director of Contracts, whose 
duties are concerned with contracts for 
supplies, clothing, lands, and buildings, 
the Manufacturing branches, such as the 
Ordnance Factories at Woolwich, the 



Factories at Enfield, Waltham, and Bir- 
mingham, and the Clothing Department at 
Pimlico.

WOODS, FORESTS, AND LAND

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ROYAL COMMISSIONS. 

KoYAL Commissions, as the Commissions of Enquiry instituted under the authority of 
the Crown are commonly designated, are constituted either hy Special Act of Parliament, 
by an instrument under the Great Seal, or by Warrant under the Sign Manual. They 
have power to examine witnesses, and to send for persons, papers, and records, but in 
ordinary cases have not powers of commitment or indemnity. A Special Act of Parlia- 
ment is necessary if it is desired to confer unusual powers. Ordinary Commissions 
now almost invariably issue under the Sign Manual. In Ireland, Commissions are 
appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, on behalf of Her Majesty. 

The Reports of Boyal Commissions are forwarded to the Secretary of State to be laid 
before the Sovereign, by whose command they are subsequently presented to Parliament. 

The powers of Commissions expire with the presentation of their Final Report, unless 
subsequently continued bv authority. In addition to Commissions of Enquiry there 
are others of a more or less permanent nature, such as the Boyal Commission of the 
Exhibition of 1851, of the Patriotic Fund, for Army Purchase, the Universities, and for 
various Exhibitions in this country and the colonies. Others again, such as those for the 
Irish Land Acts, Lunacy, Public Works, Railway and Canal Traffic, (fee, &c., are virtually 
Departments of the Government or the Judicature, and are noticed ante.

RULES FOR PETITIONS TO PARLIAMENT. 

Eyebt Member presenting a Petition to the House must affix his name at the 
beginning thereof. 
Every Petition must be written, and not printed or lithographed. 
Every Petition must contain a prayer. 

Every Petition must be signed by at least one person on the skin or sheet on 
which the Petition is written. 

Every person signing a petition must write his address after his signature, or his 
signature will not he counted. 

Every Petition must be written in the English language, or be accompanied by a 
translation certified by the Member presenting it. 

Every Petition must be signed by the parties whose names are appended thereto 
by their names or marks, and by no one else except in case of incapacity by sickness. 
Disregard of this rule may entail serious consequences. 
No letters, affidavits, or other documents may be attached to any Petition. 
No erasures or interlineations may be made in any Petition. 
No reference may be made to any Debate in Parliament. 

No application may be made for any grant of public money, except with the consent 
of the Crown. 

No application may be made for a charge upon the revenues of India, except with 
the consent of the Crown. 

All Petitions, after they have been ordered to lie upon the Table, are referred to the 
Committee on Public Petitions, without any question being put; but if any such 
Petition relate to any matter or subject with respect to which the Member pre- 
senting it has given notice of a Motion, and the said Petition has not been ordered 
to be printed by the Committee, such Member may, after notice given, move that such 
petition be printed with the Votes. 

Petitions to the House of Lords should be headed— 

*'To the Bight Honourable the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament 
assembled." 

Those to the House of Commons should be headed— 

" To the Honourable the Commons of Great Britain and Ireland in Parliament 
assembled." 

A Petition should run as follows: — 

"The humble Petition of" (the undersigned, or describe the body presenting 
it) sheweth : (Here set out the facts.) 

" Your Petitioners therefore pray that (your Lordships, or your Honourable 
House) will be pleased to : (Here state the prayer.) 

" And your Petitioners as in duty bound will ever pray. 

" Signed Address " 

A Petition, addressed to a Peer or a Member of Parliament at the Hotises of 
Parliament, passes free through the Post. It should be enclosed in a cover open at the 
ends, and marked outside " Parliamentary Petition." If sent through the letter post 
it must not exceed 82 ounces in weight. 
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THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 



ORIGIN. 

The HooRe of Lords is by far tbo 
more aucient of the two Houses of Par- 
liament, being derived from the King's 
Oreat Connoil as it existed in the reigns 
immediately following the Conquest. Of 
this Council the constitution and powers 
seem not to have been precisely defined, 
and there is some difference of opinion as 
to what they really were in practice. It 
included magnates ecclesiastical and tem- 
poral, bishops, abbots, earls, barons, and 
apparently other persons of distinction, 
sammoned by the King. In early times it 
seems likely that all tenants-in-chief of the 
kilig received the summons, which later was 
only issued directly to the greater tenants 
holding baronies, while the lesser, sum- 
moned through the sheriff of the county, and 
appearing by representation, were the germ 
of the knights of the shires in the Lower 
House. The creation of baronies by patent, 
apart from tenure, dates from the latter 
part of the fourteenth century. The effect 
of a summons by writ in creating a peerage 
in early times has been a matter of some 
question. It seems that some persons 
were summoned by writ for one parliament, 
and not again, others were summoned 
individually, but not their descendants. 
The same irregularity, however, is found 
in the issue of writs to boroughs for 
the election of members of the House of 
Commons for some time after the com- 
mencement of its existence, so that it is 
difficult to draw the line in this matter 
between constitutional and arbitrary 
exercises of prerogative. It was held in 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, in accord- 
ance with what had gradually become an 
established custom, that a writ of sum- 
mons conveyed a hereditary peerage. Such 
a peerage is considered to descend to 
heirs general ; it goes into abeyance in the 
ease of a peer so created having several 
daughters, until it is called out of abeyance 
by the Crown as the descendants of sal bnt 
one co-heiress are extinct. It thus differs 
from the usual rule of English patents 
deHcending to heirs male only, and from 
that of some Scotch peerages descending 
to an elder daughter. In the case of the 
Earl of Arundel, in 1626, it was decided by 
the House that every peer of full age is 
entitled to his summons, and that the 
House should refuse to proceed to business 
in case such summons to any peer is omitted. 
That the Crown no longer possesses the 
right of creating a life peerage, conferring 
a seat and vote in the House, was decided in 
the well-known case of LordWensleydale in 
1856. The only temporal lords sitting with- 
out hereditary peerages are the past and 
present Lords oi Appeal created under the 
Acts regulating the appellate jurisdiction 
of the House, passed m 1876 and 1887. 
These lords hold the rank of barons for life, 



and may sit and vote after resignation of 
their offices. 

APPELLATE JURISDICTION. 

The Appellate jurisdiction of the House 
has its origin in the practice of appealing 
for justice to the l^ng in Parliament. 
Petitions of this kind were addressed to 
the King in the Great Council, but after the 
establishment of the Courts at Westmin- 
ster, such petitions were ordinarily referred 
to the proper Court. The Lords and the 
Privy Council appear to have exercised 
certain judicial powers jointly. The Lords 
exercised a right of appellate jurisdiction 
down to the reign of Henry IV., and 
after some disuse, it was resumed in that of 
Elizabeth. In 1685, the establishment of 
the Court of Exchequer Chamber, as inter- 
mediate between the Common Law Courts 
and the House of Lords, definitely recog- 
nised its right to hear appeals from those 
Courts. The House of Lords in the follow- 
ing century claimed in some oases even an 
original jurisdiction. But two cases in the 
reign of Charles II., which created for the 
time a violent conflict between the Houses 
— those of Skinner v. the East India Com- 
pany and Shirley v. Sir John Fagg — ended 
by the defeat in the first case of tne claim 
to original jurisdiction, and the establish- 
ment in the second of the right to enter- 
tain appeals from Courts of Equity as well 
as of Common Law. 

This iurisdiction, originally exercised 
by the whole House, or any members who 
chose to attend, has, since the case of 
O'Conneirs appeal (1844), been left to the 
Law Lords — that is, the Chancellor and 
other peers holding, or having held, hi>;b 
legal positions. By the more recent Acts, as 
before mentioned, the Lords of Appeal are 
especially appointed to exercise this juris 
diction, under the presidency of the Lord 
Chancellor. But any other legal peer, and, 
theoretically, any peer whatever, retains 
the right to attend and deliver judgmeut. 

THE LORDS SPIRITUAL. 

Before the Reformation, the Lords 
Spiritual formed the larger part of the 
House. By the disappearance of the 
mitred abbots under Henry VIII., they 
were reduced to the twenty-six bishops — 
being then a minoritv of the House, which 
about that time included fift^r-nine tem- 
poral peers. Their number in the first 
Parliament of his predecessor had been 
only twenty-nine. 

Under the Union with Ireland, the Iriph 
bishops sat by rotation in the House, but 
they are now excluded by the Irish Church 
Act of 1869. At present, 24 English bishopn 
sit as barons, the junior bishops above that 
number for the time being having no seats. 
The Archbishops of Canterbury and York, 
and the Bishops of London, Durham, and 
Winchester are always members of the 
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House. It has been supposed that the 
bishops* baronies arise from the tenure 
of their lands; the analogy, however, of 
other European kingdoms in early times 
favours the idea that the magnates of the 
Church were admitted to the national 
councils in virtue of their ecclesiastical 
dignities. 

THE LOEDS TEMPORAL. 

The Lords Temporal comprise the 
dignities of duke, marquis, earl, viscount, 
and baron. The ducal title, although one 
of great importance in early times, was first 
recognised in England by the creation of 
the Black Prince as Duke of Cornwall by 
Edward III. The rank of marquess is 
originally derived from the omce of 
governor and custodian of the marches or 
borders, and bears date as a title from the 
reign of Richard II. The earls derive their 
name from the Danish eorle, signifying 
" noble by birth " {May), which was used 
as a title of dignity prior to the Norman 
Conquest. After that date tiie alternative 
title of count came into use until the 
revival of the original title. The rank of 
viscount also dates back to remote times, 
and was used to distinguish the degree next 
subordinate to count. The title, however, 
was not conferred in England until the 
reign of Henry VI. The barons are the 
oldest dignities in the peerage, as the title 
is to be found in the records of the Saxon 
dynasties. Under the feudal system follow- 
ing the Conquest, they became tiie tenants 
in capite of the king, and were so sum- 
moned, as before stated, to Parliament. 
The oldest English baronies now existent 
are those of de Ros and Le Despencer, both 
dating from December 24th, 1264 ; but an 
Irish barony, Kingsale, was conferred by 
Henry II. in 1181, and cod firmed by sub- 
sequent kings in 1223 and 1 397. 

THE HEREDITARY SYSTEM. 
The unlimited power of the Crown to 
add to the House of Lords has at times 
been looked upon as dangerous to its inde- 
pendence. As long, however, as a peerage 
is necessarily hereditary, the permanence 
of the creation and the necessary succes- 
sion of an heir who will be wholly inde- 
pendent, would restrain a Sovereign or 
Minister from any very lavish exercise of 
this power. In the reign of Queen Anne, the 
Ministry of Harley and Bolingbroke created 
twelve peers at once, to overcome the op- 
position to the Government in the House of 
Lords. After the accession of the House of 
Hanover, this opposition became the domi- 
nant party, and proposed, by the Peerage 
Bill of 1719, to make such abuse of power 
impossible for the future, by prohibiting all 
future creations except on the extinction of 
existing peerages. This Bill was rejected 
by the House of Commons, as calculated 
to convert the House of Lords into a clan 
oligarchy, severed from the rest of the na- 
tion, and no similar proposal has ever 
been renewed. The action, however, 
against which it was directed has never 



been repeated, though threats of the kind 
were thrown out at the time of the 
Reform struggle of 1832. 

The House of Lords is sometimes rather 
invidiously referred to as consisting wholly 
of great landowners. They necessarily form 
its majority, and it is weU that they should 
thus be secured an oi^an in the State. But 
among its most prominent and active mem- 
bers are many men who have been them- 
selves raised to the Peerage for public ser- 
vices or professional eminence. Of its pre- 
sent members 171 have had Parliamentary 
experience as members of the House of 
Commons. It is constantly recruited from 
the ablest men of the time (as is shown 
bv the fact that upwards of two-thirds 
of the existing peerages have been created 
since 1820) from the law, the army, 
the navy, and the professional and 
commercial classes; so that a seat 
in the House is a possible inheritance 
for the descendant of any English family. 
Its Constitutional position was well under- 
stood by the member of the House of 
Commons who said, with reference to 
the Peerage Bill of 1719> that while he 
had himself no aspiration to a Peerage, 
he would never bar his remote posterity 
from the chance of attaining to it. Those 
who constantly protest against any exer- 
cise of its powers in rejecting or modifying 
the decisions of a majority of the House 
of Commons, may be fairly challenged, 
unless they advocate the unlimited power 
of a single Chamber, to produce a solution 
of that most difficult of political problems, 
how to create a new Upper Chamber for 
the first time. The late Lord Beacons- 
field's speech at Manchester in 1872 weU 
illustrates the advantages afforded by the 
House of Lords, as it at present exists, and 
the difficulties which would attend any 
change. He said — "For a century, ever 
since the establishment of the Government 
of the United States, all great authorities — 
American, German, French, Italian — have 
agreed in this, that a Representative 
Government is impossible without a Second 
Chamber. . . . However anxious 
foreign countries have been to enjoy this 
advantage, that anxiety has only been 
equalled by the difficulty which they have 
foimd in fulfilling their object. How is a 
Second Chamber to be constituted? By 
nominees of the Sovereign power ? What 
influence can be exercised by a Chamber of 
nominees ? It is a proverb of general dis- 
respect. Are they to be supplied by popular 
election ? In what manner are they to be 
elected ? If by the same constituency as 
the popular body, what claim have they, 
under such circumstances, to criticise or to 
control the decisions of that body ? If they 
are to be elected by a more select body, 
qualified by a higher franchise, there 
immediately occurs the objection, why 
should the elected majority be governed by 
the elected minority ? The United Stater 
of America were fortunate in finding a 
solution of this difficulty ; but the United 
States of America had elements to deal 
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with which never ooonrred before, and 
never probably will occur again, because 
they formed their illustrious Senate from 
the materials that were offered them by the 
87 Sovereign States. We, gentlemen, have 
the House of Lords, an assembly which has 
historically developed itself in an ancient 
nation, and periooioally adapted itself to 
the wants and necessities of tne times." 

PROCEDURE. 

The usual hour of meeting of the House 
of Lords is at a quarter past four o'clock. 
It may proceed to business if at least three 
peers are present ; but no question can be 
decided on a division unless thirty peers 
at least take part in the vote. 

The stages through which a Bill has to 
pass in the House of Lords correspond with 
those in the House of Commons. But in 
the Upper House the first reading of a Bill 
is usually a matter of course ; discussion is 
reserved for the second reading, when the 
principle of the Bill is decided upon. If 
the second reading be carried, it is not 
usual to raise the question again on going 
into Committee, or by any amendment 
going to the root of the matter. But a Bill 
which has passed the House of Commons 
is often read a second time with the 
understanding that large alterations are to 
be made in Committee, limiting the scope of 
the Bill, though not defeating its object. 
A Bill after passing the second reading, or 
after passing through Committee of the 
whole House, may be referred to a Stand- 
ing Committee, as in the House of Com- 
mons. These Committees are composed of 
not more than 40 nor less than 2u peers, 
and all are nominated by the Committee 
of Selection. The quorum is twelve, and 
the procedure is the same as in a Select 
Committee. When a decisive majority 
has declared in favour of a Bill, the third 
reading is not often opposed, unless in 
consequence of something that has occurred 
in Committee or on the Report of Amend- 
ments. But if the majority has been so 
small as to leave the real opinion of the 
House uncertain, there is nothing irregular 
in a fresh trial of strength on the third 
reading, which sometimes results in the 
losR of tiie Bill. 

The Lords' amendments on a House of 
Commons Bill, and vice verad, may be 
accepted, rejected, or modified by the other 
House. If the two Houses cannot agree, a 
Conference may be held between members 
on both sides. For many years, however, 
such Conferences have been wholly formal, 
no discussion taking place. Written 
reasons are delivered for the course adopted. 
The difference, therefore, must be settled 
by concession on one or both sides. If 
both parties persist in disagreement, the 
measure is dropped. 

The Lord Chancellor (who is usually, 
but not of necessity a ^eer) presides in de- 
bates as Speaker, but without the authority 
of the Speaker of the House of Commons

I as guardian of order. His position as a mem- 
j ber of the Ministry of the day would be 
incompatible with that of an arbiter be- 
I tween parties, and as he is frequently a new 
I member of the House, he would not neces- 
i sarily have the experience of a Speaker of 
the House of Commons. Order is maintained 
, by the House at large, which decides by ac- 
clamation, or, in extreme cases, by vote, as 
to which of two speakers be heard. Since 
1889, peers have been at liberty to refer to 
each other in debate by name. 

The Chairman of Committees, who is 

elected for each Parliament, exercises full 

authority on points of order in Committee?. 

The Lord Chancellor has not a casting vote 

when the House is equally divided. His 

! vote is taken first on every division, but if 

I the numbers be equal, he declares that the 

I "Not Contents" have it, the rule being 

] ' ' Semper praesumitur pro negante.** 

Though Bills granting money to the 
Crown, or imposing pecuniary penalties, 
pass through the same stages as others, the 
, privileges of the House of Commons have 
1 been, since 1768, held to preclude their 
origination or amendment by the Lords. 
' The restriction has now been so fully estab- 
lished, that in 1865 a proposed alteration by 
the House of Lo^ds in the local authority 
which under the Cattle Plague Bill was to 
have power to assign pecuniary compensa- 
tion for cattle slaughtered, wa» withdrawn 
on the ground of privilege. In 1891, also, 
an amendment to the Education Bill, 
which it was contended would indirectly 
have increased a charge upon the rates, 
was objected to in the House of Commons. 
The abstract right of rejecting a money 
Bill* is admitted; but the rejection, in 
i 1860, of the Paper Duty Repeal Bill by the 
! House of Lords led next year to the inclu- 
sion of all the financial measures of the 
year in a single Bill, which could only be 
[ accepted or rejected en bloc. This practice 
, has sincA prevailed. 

The House of Commons has sometimes 
endeavoured to force measures upon the 
I House of Lords by "tacking" extraneous 
matters upon a Bill of Supply, which, if 
i rejected, would cause public inconvenience. 
i This practice is admitted to be unconstitu- 
: tionai, • but was successfully resorted to 
under William III., and was also attempted 
later with regard to an " Occasional Con- 
formity Bill." To mitigate some practical 
inconveniences, Bills of a partly financial 
I character are occasionally passed through 
the House of Lords with " red-letter 
clauses," explaining the money provisions 
intended. These are struck out before the 
Bill leaves the House, and are re-inserted 
in the Commons. 

Private Bills, if opposed, are referred to 
committees of five members, nominated by 
a Committee of Selection, over which the 
Chairman of Committees presides. No 
peer is compelled to serve on such a com- 
, mittee but if he consents to serve he must 
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attend during the heaiing of the whole 
case. 

The House of Lords possesses, like the 
Lower House, power to commit for con- 
tempt of its authority, and to protect its 
officers from molestation in the execution 
of its orders. It has also power to punish 
by fine and imprisonment persons guilty 
of breach of privilege, or of libels upon the 
House or its members. In the exercise of 
these powers it claims all the authority 
of a Court of Record. 

It exercises the right of deciding, by a 
Report to the Crown, on claims to sit or 
.vote in the House, or to vote at the election 
of Scotch or Irish representative peers. 
The case, if disputed, is heard before a 
Committee of Privileges, at which any 
peer may attend, and on which some non- 
legal peers have often sat. The judg- 
ment is usually delivered by the Law 
Lords and the Chairman of Committees 
alone, though sometimes a lay peer 
who has heard the whole case has also 
delivered his opinion. A Select Committee 
of jkhe House of Commons, to whom the 
question of the succession of Lord Wolmer 
M.P., to the Earldom of Selbome was 
referred in 1895, reported as follows : — 
1st. — That the succession to a peerage of 
England, Great Britain, or the United 
Kingdom, disables the person so succeed- 
ing from sitting or voting |u the House 
of Commons. 

2nd. — That as the calling up to the 
House of Lords by writ of summons is 
the best and safest proof of his succession, 



the general practice of the House of 
Commons has been to abstain from declar- 
ing the seat of the new peer vacant. But 
as, in the case of a Scotch Peerage, the 
succession does not entitle the holder to a 
seat in the House of Lords, and there is, 
therefore, no writ of summons, the House 
of Commons has been in the habit, in 
such a case, of declaring the seat vacant, 
upon good and satisfactory evidence of 
the death of the predecessor and succes- 
sion of the member affected. 

3rd. — That when a member who has 
succeeded to a peerage entitling him to a 
seat in the House of Lords refuses or 
delays to apply for a writ or summons, 
the House of Commons may ascertain 
the fact of the succession by auoh inquiry 
or evidence as it considers necessary. 
The peers of Scotland and Ireland, 
since the unions with the two kingdoms, 
sit only by representation, the Scotch 
having sixteen, me Irish twenty-eight re- 
presentatives. The Scotch representative 
peers are chosen at the commencement of 
every new Parliament. The Irish repre- 
sentative peers are elected for life on the 
occurrence of vacancies. Many Scotch 
and Irish peers, however, sit by English 
titles. A Scotch peer, not a representative, 
cannot be elected to the House of Com- 
mons. An Irish peer may be elected for 
any constituency not in Ireland, but, like 
all other peers, is not entitled to be placed 
on the Parhamentary register of electors, 
or to vote at a Parliamentary election.

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THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 



HISTORY. 
In the Soyereign and the three estates of 
the realm— viz., the Lords Spiritual, the 
liords Temporal, and the Commons, is 
vested supreme legislative authority in 
this country. The growth of the power of 
the House of Commons— the third estate — 
is a prominent feature in our history from 
the reign of Henry III. downwards. 

In early Saxon times, the Witenagem6t 
(general council or assembly of wise men) 
«txercised many of the functions which 
were afterwards assumed by Parliament. 
This assembly was not called together by 
Jloyal warrant, but met of its own accord. 
Every freeman possessed the right of tak- 
ing part in its deliberations, although the 
expense of attending from a distance prac- 
tically limited the exercise of the privilege 
to the richer nobility and the higher 
ecclesiastics. The Witenagemdt in theory 
elected the king. It had a voice in the 
determination of war and peace, and in 
general matters of State policy. It acted 
as a court of appeal, and it is interesting 
to note that its authority appears to have 
been necessary for the imposition of extra- 
ordinary taxation. 

After the Conquest, the Witenagemdtgave 
place to the Great Council of the Realm, first 
summoned in 1070, and attended by twelve 
representatives from every county. This 
was no longer a meeting of the ordinary 
freemen, but representation was based on 
land tenure, and the Council became a court 
of the vassals of the Crown, composed of 
bishops, abbots, earls, barons, and Knights, 
who neld land directly from the king. 
Under the first Norman kings t^e autho- 
rity of the Great Council was limited. It 
still, indeed, discussed questions of forei^ 
and general policy, and enjoyed a certam 
legislative authority, but it had no power to 
join in taxation; and although its "Counsel 
And Consent " was necessary in matters of 
fiscal as well as of political importance, its 
functions seem to have become almost 
nominal. In the reign of Henry II. (AJ). 
1154 to 1189), its authority was consider- 
ably extended, and about this time it began 
to be summoned regularly, and the Com- 
mons were admitted to its deliberations. 
Although it engaged in the discussion of 
taxation, yet the Crown resolutely main- 
tained that the sole right to levy taxes on 
the subject was vested in the Sovereign. 
During the troubled times of John's reign, 
however, the authority of the Great Council 
increased rapidly, and in 1215, in Magna 
Gharta, its constitution was more clearly 
defined and its powers over taxation were 
first formally recognised, by the enactment 
that no burthen beyond the customary 
feudal aids might be imposed, ** save by the 
Common Council of the Realm." 

There was as yet but one assembly, but 
it is to be noticed that in Magna Charta, 
for the first time, an important distinction 
was made between the '* greater *' and the 



"lesser" barons; the former, it was en- 
acted, should be summoned to the Council 
personally by special writ, but the latter 
were to be called together by a general 
writ addressed to the sheriffs. In this, 
according to Mr. Freeman, lay the germ of 
popular represenli|tion. 

Up to tbis time the towns had enjoyed 
comparative immunity from taxation, but 
their growing importance, and the in- 
creasing wealth of the mercantile class, 
which was not represented in the Great 
Council, made it desirable, as a means of 
making taxation more efficient, that the 
towns should be brought into contact with 
the central authority. Accordingly, in 
1265, Simon de Montfort, in the ting's 
name, summoned a parliament at West- 
minster, and besides requiring the atten- 
dance of two knights from every shire, he 
ordered the return of two citizens or bur- 
' gesses from each town. The Parliament 
of 1265, therefore, was the first distinct 
foundation of a system of popular repre- 
sentatioD. 

During the reigns of the first three 
Edwards the assembly was in a period of 
transition, and at the close of the reign of 
Edward III. the division into Lords and 
Commons had become apparent. In that 
reign it was the practice for the prelates, 
with the clergy, to consult by themselves : 
the nobles by themselves : and the knights 
and burgesses by themselves : but sending 
the result of their deliberations collectively 
to the king. The clergy and baronage— 
the official and hereditary element— gradn- 
ally became an upper Assembly, whUe the 
union of the knignts of the shire with the 
burgesses became known as the ** Com- 
mons." Under the strong-willed Tudor 
dynasty the Commons displayed little inde- 
pendence (although they refused to accede to 
some of the demands of Henrv VlllOt and it 
was not till the accession of the House of 
Stuart that the long struggle between the 
Sovereign and the Parliament began. By 
making the granting of supplies contingent 
upon the redress of grievances, the House 
of Commons during the Stuart dynasty 
was able to greatly extend and consolidate 
its authority. The uuyielding disposition 
of Charles I. led him to attempt to govern 
without a Parliament, and his growinff 
necessities drove him to many illegal 
expedients for raising money by forced loans, 
" snip-money," tonnage and poundage, &c., 
thus alienating popular sympathy, and 
enlisting it on the side of the Parliament. 
After the Restoration the popular assembly 
showed some symptoms of a relapse into 
subservience, but only outwardly so ; its 
supremacy was firmly established by the 
Revolution of 1688, which for the second 
time drove the representative of the Stuart 
dynasty into exile, and finally transferred 
the principal authority from the king to the 
representatives of the people. 

In the Declaration of Right submitted 
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to William III. on coming to the throne, 
the powers of the House of Commons 
are clearly defined. William accepted 
the crown with the acknowledgment 
that the king had no right to exercise 
a dispensing power, or to exact money, or 
maintain a standing army, " save by con- 
sent of Parliament." A very important 
change was effected soon after his acces- 
sion. The vote of sappUes was made an 
annual one, and the powers necessary for 
the pay and discipline of the army were 
granted but for a single year. The grant 
of supplies and the Army Act have re- 
mained annual ever since. To William III. 
also belongs the credit of the solution of 
the difficulty occasioned by the growth of 
the new power of the Commons, when he 
began to choose his ministers from among 
the members of the party strongest in the 
House of Commons. This change is the 
origin of our system of government by 
party, and has been productive of far- 
reaching results. 

In 1714, upon the accession of the House 
of Hanover, the power of the House of Com- 
mons was well established, and ite place in 
the constitution had become clearly defined. 
The Septennial Act, limiting the duration 
of parliaments to seven years, was passed 
in 1716. At the Bestoration the number of 
members was 613, and they were increased 
to 568 in 1707 when the Act of Union of 
the English and Scottish Parliaments was 
passed and 46 members were allotted to 
Scotland. In 1800, upon the union with the 
Irish Parliament, 100 members were added, 
bringing the total up to 668. By 
the Bedistribution of Seats Act, 1886, 
the number of members was raised 
from 662 to 670— England and Wales 
having 496 instead of 489, Scotland 
72 instead of 60, Ireland having still 
108. The County seats in England and 
Wales are now 258 instead of 187, in Scot- 
land 39 instead of 32, and in Ireland 86 
instead of 64, while the number of Borough 
seats (including Universities) was in Eng- 
land reduced from 302 to 242, in Scotland 
raised from 28 to 32, and in Ireland reduced 
from 89 to 18. The total result was that 
throughout the United Kingdom the num- 
ber of County seats was raised from 283 to 
377, while the number of Borough seats 
(including Universities) was reduced from 
369 to 293. 

The franchises upon which the House of 
Commons was elected began to be the 
subject of Parliamentary discussion in 
1786, when Pitt brought forward his motion 
for Electoral Beform, by which many of 
the decayed boroughs would have been 
disfranchised. In 1809, Sir Francis Burdett 
again raised the question; but, although 
the subject was afterwards kept much 
before the public, it was not till 1832 that 
what is known as the first Beform Act was 
passed. By this Act, 66 constituencies, 
returning 111 members, were totally dis- 
franchised, and 30 others lost one Member 
each. 22 new Boroughs were given the 



right to return two members, and 20 to 
return one member. 66 new County 
constituencies were created. In Scotland 
and Ireland, the Counter representation 
remained unaltered, but eight new Scotch 
Burghs were added. Both the Borough 
and County franchises were extended, the 
franchise being bestowed in Boroughs oa 
all it'lO resident householders. 

In 1867, the second Beform Act was 
passed by Mr. Disraeli. 11 Boroughs in 
England were totally disfranchised, and 28 
others lost one member each. 25 new seats 
were bestowed on Boroughs and Univer- 
sities, and 28 on Counties. The franchise 
was conferred in Boroughs on all house- 
holders, and on lodgers occupying lodgings 
of not less than JglO annual value. In the 
following year the Act, with some slight 
modifications, was extended to Scotland. 
In Ireland, the County franchise remained 
unaltered, but in Boroughs, householders 
rated at an annual value of M^ or 
upwards became entitled to vote. 

If there was any injustice or shortcoming 
in the Beform Act of 1867, both parties 
were equally responsible for it. The 
Liberals were at that time in a majority in 
the House of Commons, and could have 
passed any amendments they liked, or re- 
j ected the Bill altogether. In fact, however, 
the Act, as it was finally passed, was very 
much in advance of the measure proposed 
by Mr. Gladstone in 1866, and was regarded 
by many of the Liberal party, notably by 
the late Mr. Bright, as having gone to the 
very verge of what might be granted with 
safety. Naturally no attempt was made 
to amend the representation of the people 
during Mr. Gladstone's next period of 
office, which lasted from 1868 till 1874. In 
1872, Mr. Trevelyan moved a resolution ia 
favour of extending the Borough franchise 
to the Counties. A resolution of a similar 
tendency was brought forward by Sir Charles 
Dilke in 1873. Both were opposed by Mr. 
Gladstone, and rejected by large majorities. 
When the Conservatives came into power 
in 1874, these resolutions, which were 
annually renewed, began to receive a 
growing support from the Liberal party, 
but it was not till 1878 that Lord Harting- 
ton, then the official leader of the 
Opposition, formally adopted the equali- 
sation of the franchise in town and 
county as an article of the Liberal creed. 

The Franchise Act of 1884 marks the 
third of the great changes in the Constitu- 
tion of the House of Commons which have 
taken place in the present century. 

By this Act household suffrage and the 
£10 occupation and lodger franchise were 
extended to the counties throughout the 
United Kingdom. 



PBOCEDUBE. 

The rules of procedure in the House of 
Commons as regards public business are 
numerous and complicated. The following 
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* brief abstract may be useful for reference ; 
it has been abridged from the small 
volume, published annually, entitled 
" Bules, Orders, and Forms of Procedure of 
the House of Commons." Many of the tech- 
nical terms used in connection with this 
subject will be found in the "Glossary 
of Political Terms," post. 

The Chair. — The Speaker presides at all 
meetings of the House, and the Chairman 
of Ways and Means, as Deputy Speaker, acts 
in his absence, and also presides when the 
House is "in Committee." Five members 
are nominated by the Speaker annually to 
act as temporary Chairmen of Committees 
when required. 

Sitting and Adjournment of theHotise. — 
The House now ordinarily meets at 3 p.m., 
except on Wednesdays, or on any day ap- 
pointed for a morning sitting. Business is 
preceded by. prayers ; after prayers the 
House is counted, and if 40 members be not 
present a second count is made at 4 o'clock. 
If a quorum be not then present, the House 
stands adjourned until the next sitting day. 
Similarly, on Wednesdays and at morning 
sittings, no business is entered upon untu 
40 members are present, but, even ii there be 
no quorum, the House cannot be adjourned 
till 4 o'clock. If notice is taken, or the 
numbers in a division show, that 40 mem- 
bers are not present, the House at once 
adjourns. 

On Wednesday the House meets at 12 
o'clock and sits until 6 o'clock, unless pre- 
viously adjourned. The debate on any 
business is interrupted at 5.80 p.m., and no 
opposed business is taken afterwards. 

When morning sittings are ordered the 
House meets at 2 p.m., and suspends its 
sitting at 7 p.m., resuming at 9, and adjourns 
at 1 a.m., unless previously adjourned. 

The ordinary sittings terminate at 1 a.m., 
unless previously adjourned, or unless a 
financial Bill or any proceedings taken under 
an Act of Parliament or Standing Order 
are under consideration, in which case the 
sitting may be prolonged if necessary. 

At midnight the business in hand is in- 
terrapted, and no opposed business can 
afterwards be taken, but an exception may 
be made in regard to any particular matter 
on a motion by a Minister of the Crown, 
decided without debate. 

No motion for the adjournment of the 
House can be made until questions have 
been disposed of, and no such motion can 
be made before the business of the day 
has been entered upon, except by leave of 
the House ; a member rising in his place 
proposes to move the adjournment for the 
purpose of discussing a definite matter of 
urgent public importance, and not less than 
40 menibers rise in their places to support 
the motion ; if fewer than 40 members and 
not less than 10 rise, the House determines 
by a division whether the motion shall be 
made. When, during any debate, a motion 
is made to adjourn, or to report progress, the 
debate thereupon must be confined to the 
matter of such motion ; and no member 
who has moved or seconded any such 



motion is entitled to move or second any 
similar motion during the same debate. If 
the Sjpeaker or Chairman is of opinion that 
a motion for adjournment of the debate, or 
to report progress, is an abuse of the rules 
of the House, he may forthwith put the 
question thereupon from the chair, or he 
may decline to notice it. 

Conduct of Members. — Every member 
must be uncovered on entering or leaving 
the House, or on moving from one part 
of the House to another, and must make 
an obeisance to the chair in passing to or 
from his seat. Seats may be retained for 
the sitting by members who have been 
present at prayers, but not otherwise. The 
front bench on the right of the chair is 
reserved for Ministers ; that on the left is 
ordinarily occupied by Privy Councillors or 
other members who have held office. No 
member may pass between the chair and 
any member who is speaking from either 
of the two lower benches ; nor between the 
chair and the table ; nor may he read any 
newspaper, book, or letter in his place. 

Admi88io7iof Strangers.— "PersonBdesiroxxs 
of admission to the Speaker's, Special, or 
Strangers' Gallery, must make application 
to a member, who may then apply, per- 
sonally or by letter, at the office of the 
Speaker's Secretary. A ticket of admission, 
bearing a number, will then be issued to 
the member so applying, a counterfoil being 
retained. On any person presenting the 
ticket of admission, ne may be required to 
sign his name and write his address, which 
must correspond with the name and address 
as contained in the written application and 
entered on the counterfoil. Applications 
for admission may be made for not more 
than six days in advance. In cases of 
casual vacancies occurring during the 
sitting of the House, applications are to be 
made to the Serjeant-at-Arms in the same 
form as above. The Members' Lobby is 
reserved for Peers and members ohly, and 
for some permanent officials, secretaries of 
Ministers, and such others as are included 
in a special list authorised by the Speaker. 
Parliamentary agents are admitted to the 
Members' Lobby until half-past five o'clock. 
Persons going to the offices of the House 
on business are admitted at all times. 
When the Committees and Courts of 
Appeal are not sitting, none but persons 
going to the offices of the House are 
admitted. When the Committees and 
Courts are sitting, persons proceeding to 
them are only permitted to enter the Com- 
mittee Booms and offices pertaining thereto. 
During the sitting of the House no 
visitor is admitted to the central hall, 
unless he wishes to see a member, or has a 
ticket of admission to one of the galleries, 
and no persons, except those who have 
such tickets, are permitted to go beyond the 
central and lower waiting halls, nor to 
enter the dining, tea, and smoking rooms ; 
nor to go on the terrace, even though 
accompanied by a member. After 4 p.m. 
the subway under Bridge Street is closed 
to all but members. Strangers may be 
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ordered to withdraw by vote of the Honse, 
decided withont debate, or by order of the 
Speaker or Chairman at any time. 

Business of the House. — The ordinary 
business of each day consists of orders of 
the day and notices of motion. An order 
of the day is a Bill, or other matter, which 
the Honse has ordered to be taken into 
consideration on a particular day. 

Orders of the Day generally take prece- 
dence of motions on Mondays, Wednesdays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays ; Ministers having 
the right to place Government Orders at 
the head of the list on every order day 
except Wednesday. After Whitsuntide, all 
public Bills, except those introduced by 
the Government, are arranged so as to give 
priority to those which are most advanced 
in their stages. 

Except for a money bill, no order of the 
day or notice of motion can be taken after 
twelve at night, if objection is made to its 
progress. 

The House generally proceeds each day 
with, 1, Private Business ; 2, Public Peti- 
tions ; 8, Giving Notices of Motions ; 4, 
TJnopposed Motions for Beturns; 5, Motions 
for Leave of Absence ; 6, Questions ; 7, 
Orders of the Day and Notices of Motions, 
as set down in the order book. Notices of 
motions take precedence of orders of the 
day on Tuesdays, unless otherwise ordered. 
When a motion has been made and 
seconded a question thereupon is proposed 
to the House by Mr. Speaker ; if it is not 
seconded it drops at once. A motion once 
made can only be withdrawn by the unani- 
mous leave of the House. A question may 
be superseded : 1, By Adjournment or by a 
• " Count out ; " 2, By a motion " That this 
House do now proceed to the Orders of the 
Day," or " That the Orders of the Day be 
now read ; " 3, By Amendment. A decision 
by the House on a question may be pre- 
vented. by moving the Previous Question, 
i.e.y " That that question be not now put," 
and to this motion no amendment may be 
moved. If the previous question be 
negatived, the original question is to be 

Sut forthwith, without amendment or 
ebate. Debate upon a question may be 
interrupted; 1, By a matter of privilege 
suddenly arising; 2, By words of heat 
between members; 3, By a question of 
order ; 4, By a message from the Queen or 
Lords Commissioners ; 5, By an answer to 
an address; 6, By a message from the 
Lords. 

Closure. — The Closure rule adopted in 
March, 1887, and amended in March, 1888, 
is as follows : — 

" That after a question has been proposed, 
a member rising in his place may claim to 
move, "That the question be now put," 
and, unless it shall appear to the Chair 
that such motion is an abuse of the rules 
of the House, or an infringement of the 
rights of the minority, the question, " That 
the question be now put," shall be put 
forthwith, and decided without amend- 
ment or debate. 
When the motion, ** That the question 



be now put," has been carried, and the* 
question consequent thereon has been 
decided, any further motion may be made 
(the assent of the Chair as aforesaid not 
naving been withheld) which may be 
requisite to bring to a decision any question 
already proposed from the Chair. Also, 
if a clause be then under consideration, a 
motion may be made fthe assent of the 
Chair as aforesaid not naving been with- 
held) that the question, that certain words 
of the clause defined in the motion stand 
part of the clause, or that the clause stand 
part of, or be added to the Bill, be now put. 
Such motions shall be put forthwith, and 
decided without amendment or debate. 

Provided always, that this rule shall be 
put in force only when the Speaker or the 
Chairman of Ways and Means is in the 
chair, " Questions for the closure of debate 
under this order are decided iii the affirma- 
tive if, when a division be taken, it appears 
by the numbers declared from the* Chair 
that not less than 100 members voted in 
the majority in support of the motion." 

Rules of Debate, --Every member desiring^ 
to speak must rise in his place uncovered, 
and address himself to the Speaker. A 
member may not read a speech, but may 
refresh his memory by notes. Members 
can only speak to a point of order, while the 
House is dividing, by permission of the 
Speaker, and while speaking, are to sit 
covered. A new member who has not yet 
spoken, is generally called upon, by cour- 
tesy, in preference to other members. On 
resuming an adjourned debate, the member 
who moved its adjournment is allowed 
precedence by courtesy. The Speaker or 
Chairman may call the attention of the 
House, or Committee, to continued irrele- 
vance or tedious repetition of his own 
arguments, or the arguments of others, 
on the part of a member ; and may direct 
the member to discontinue bis speech. In 
questions to ministers or other members, 
no argument or opinion may be offered, 
nor any facts stated, except so far as 
necessary to explain the question. By 
indulgence, a member may explain matters 
of a personal nature, although there be no 
question before the House ; but they may 
not be debated. A reply is allowed to a 
member who has made a substantive 
motion to the House. Any member may 
rise to speak " to order," or upon a matter 
of privilege suddenly arising. No member 
is to allude to any debate of the same 
session, upon a question or bill not being 
then under discussion, except by the 
indulgence of the House, for personal 
explanations. A member may not allude 
to any debate in the other House of Parlia- 
ment. He may not use Her Majesty's 
I name irreverently in debate, nor for the 
I purpose of influencing the House in its 
deliberations; nor may he refer to any 
other member by na7ne. 

Censure. — Whenever any member is 
named by the Speaker or ChaiiTnan, im- 
mediately after an offence of disregarding 
' the authority of the Chair, or of abusing 
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the rules of the House by persistently 
and wilfully obstructing the business 
of the House, or otherwise, has been 
oommitted by such member, a question 
is forthwith put, without amendment, 
adjournment, or debate, "That such 
member be suspended from the service 
of the House." If any member is so 
suspended, his suspension on the first 
occasion continues lor one week, on the 
second occasion for a fortnight, and on 
the third, or subsequently, for a month. 
The suspension does not exempt the 
member from serving on any private bill 
committee. Not more than one member 
can be '' named " at the same time, unless 
several have jointly disregarded the au- 
thority of the chair. A member whose 
conduct is grossly disorderly may be 
ordered to withdraw from the House for 
the remainder of the day's sitting, or he 
may be ** named " as above described. 

Divisions. — No member may vote unless 
present when the question is put, and every 
member so present must vote. When a 
division is taken strangers are excluded 
from seats below the bar, and a two- 
minute sandglass is turned to allow 
members time to enter the House, after 
which the doors are locked, and the 
Speaker puts the question. After the voices 
have been given, he declares whether, 
in his opinion, the ** ayes " or the " noes " 
** have it." If his decision is challenged, 
he directs the " ayes " to go into the right 
lobby, and the ** noes " into the left lobby, 
and appoints two tellers for each party. 
When all the members have resumed their 
places, the tellers on either side come to 
the table and report the numbers to the 
Speaker, who declares them to the House. 
If he is of opinion that a division is frivo- 
lously or vexatiously claimed, he may take 
the vote by calling upon the members who 
support and who challenge his decision, to 
rise in their places, and he shall then either 
declare the numbers or name tellers for a 
division. 

Ptiblic Bills. — A member who wants to 
initiate a Bill must attend at the beginning 
of business on the first day of a Session, 
and must ballot for a place for his notice 
for leave, and when called on he fixes the 
next day for the motion. He attends next 
day, and at the end of the evening he rises 
and moves for leave to bring in the Bill, 
and on his position in the ballot, early oi* 
late,- very much depends the chance of 
pushing the Bill through Parliament. The 
ballot can be drawn by one member for 
another, but the member who brings 
in the Bill must himself attend to move 
for leave. Bills making grants of public 
money must originate with Ministers, and 
must be first considered in Committee of 
the whole House. The first reading of 
every bill is proposed immediately 
after the same has been presented. 
On the order being read for the second 
reading of a bill, a motion is made, 
and a question put, "That the bill be 
now read a second time," and amendments 



may be moved by leaving out **now," and 
substituting " three months," " six months," 
or any other time ; or that the bill be re- 
jected. A bill having been read a second 
time, is ordered to be committed to a Com- 
mittee of the whole House ; or, in certain 
oases, to a Select Committee, or to a Stand- 
ing Committee. The bill having been fully 
considered in Committee, the Chairman 
is directed to report it to the House. 
Clauses may be withdrawn by the mem- 
ber in charge of the Bill on giving 
two days' notice. A bill reported 
without amendment is ordered to be 
read a third time, and on the third 
reading a motion is made and question put, 
that the bill be now read a third time, to 
which amendments may be moved, as on 
the second reading. After the third reading, 
and further proceedings thereon, the title 
of the bill is agreed to, and the bill is 
passed without further question. For a 
descnption of the various Committees of 
the House of Commons see ** Glossary of 
political terms," post. 

Supply. — Whenever the Committee of 
Supply stands as the first order of the day 
on Monday or Thursday, the Speaker leaves 
the chair without putting any question, 
unless on first going into Supply on the 
army, navy, or civil service estimates 
respectively, or on a vote of credit, an 
amendment is moved, or question raised, 
relating to the estimates proposed to be 
taken in Supply. In 1896, for the first 
time, a Sessional Order was passed allotting 
twenty days, before the 6th August, to the 
business of Supply, with an additional 
three days, if necessary, before or after 
the same date. If the business were not 
completed within that time the remain- 
ing votes were jto be decided upon forth- 
with. Supplementary estimates and votes 
of credit were excluded from the com- 
putation, and the proceedings were not to be 
interrupted by motions for adjournment or 
other dilatory motions. The success of thi» 
experiment in providing for the regular and 
business-like discussion of the Estimates 
has been very marked, and the Sessional 
Order was renewed in 1897. 

Fartly-considered Bills, — In the Session 
of 1890, owing to the excessive length of 
the debates. Lord Salisbury's Government 
brought forward proposals, by which 
power would be given to the House of 
Commons to carry over Bills from one 
session to another. A Committee was 
appointed, and the Government proposals 
were met by Mr. Gladstone with a direct 
negative, but his draft report framed in 
that sense was rejected. 

The Report of the Committee stated 
that the exhausting labours imposed upon 
members of Parliament were excessive and 
increasing, and that the closure was in- 
adequate to enable the House to deal with 
lengthy, complicated, and controversial 
Bills. It was necessary, therefore, either to 
adopt a more stringent form of closure or 
to give power to revive measures in the 
succeeding session. They recommended 
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the second alternative. They proposed 
that — 

"A Standinf( Order should be passed, 
under which any Public Bill, in progress 
in Committee of the whole House, or 
in a Standing Committee, or which had 
been reported, or which had reached any 
further stage, might, on the motion of a 
member in chargeof the Bill, be suspended 
until the next Session. 

If the Motion were carried, then, in 
the ensuing Session of the same Parlia- 
ment, a Member whose name was on the 
suspended Bill might present the Bill in 
the form in which it stood when the 
Proceedings thereon were suspended; 
and the Questions on the First and Second 
Readings thereof should be successively 
put forthwith. 

If both Questions be carried, the 
Bill would be ordered to be printed; 
and, if it had been partly considered in 
Committee in the previous Session, the 
Committee would begin their considera- 
tion of the Bill at the Clause on which 
Progpress was reported in the previous 
■Session; but if it had been reported 
from Committee in the previous Session, 
its consideration, as reported, would be 
appointed for that day week. 

If the First or Second Reading were 
negatived, such Vote was not to preclude 
the House from entertaining a Bill on 
the same subject under the ordinary 
Rules of Procedure. 

The Committee pointed out that the 
proposed Standing Order whs limited to 
Bills which had originated in one House 
i&nd which had never left it, and they 
recorded their opinion that neither House 
could, of its own authority, postpone to a 
future Session any Bill sent to it from the 
other House without a breach of constitu- 
tional usage. 

The Committee summarised the various 
considerations as follows : — 

*' The length of discussion to which it is 



thought necessary to subject measures which 
are the object of party controversy has 
increased, is increasing, and does not seem 
likely to diminish. As a result, the difficulty 
of passing such measures through all their 
stages in the course of one Session has 
increased likewise. This difficulty is 
especially felt in the case of long and com- 
plicated Bills, and it is precisely in the case 
of these Bills that the closure of debate is 
most ineffective as an instrument for 
facilitating the rapid progress of business. 
It is, therefore, desirable to increase the 
power of the House of Commons to deal 
with such measures ; it is also desirable to 
shorten the length of Sessions, whose 
present duration overtaxes the endurance 
of Members and embarrasses the machinery 
of administration ; but it is not desirable, 
so long as any other alternative remains, to 
increase the stringency of the existing 
machinery for closing debate. Your Com- 
mittee believe that if these three principles 
be accepted every possible alternative is 
excluded, except one which shall relieve 
Parliament in certain cases from the 
necessity of repeating in two successive 
Sessions the same debate upon the same 
questions. They attach no weight, for 
reasons above given, to any objections that 
have suggested themselves to this plan, 
based upon the relations now existing 
between the two Houses of Parliament. 
They think the change, though undoubtedly 
an important one, is much less violent in 
character and much less at variance with 
the spirit of Parliamentary tradition than 
some alterations which have been made of 
late years in Parliamentary procedure ; and 
they point out that if, as they recommend, 
it be efl'ected, by Standing Order instead of 
by Bill, the experiment may be purely 
tentative, and could be abandoned, should 
that course be subsequently thought desir- 
able, by the sole action of the House of 
Commons, without requiring the consent 
of the other branch of the Legislature."

PARTY GAINS AND LOSSES, 



At the Dissolution of Parliament in Julv, 1896, the Gladstonian-Liberal party, 
including the NationaUsts and Parnellites, held a nominal majority of 28. At the 
General Election which followed, they lost 110 seats, 83 to Conservatives and 27 to Liberal 
Unionists. On the other hand they gained 20 seats, 16 from Conservatives, and five from 
Liberal Unionists. The net loss of the Bosebery Government was therefore 90 seats, 
counting 180 on a division, and deducting their previous majority of 28, the result was to 
produce a Unionist majority of 152.

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THE PARLIAMENTARY FRANCHISE. 

The following are the classes of persons who, being males of full age, are entitled to 
be registered, and when registered to vote at Parliamentary Elections, provided they are 
not under any legal incapacity, such as alienage, or conviction for corrupt practices, and 
have not within 12 months preceding 15th July received parochial relief (other than 
medical relief) or other disqualifying alms : — 



COUNTIES. 
1.— THE OWNEKSHIP FRANCHISE. 

(a) Freeholders :— 

(1) Persons possessed in fee simple or fee 

tail of a freehold estate in lands or 
tenements of the annual value of 40s. 

(2) Persons possessed of a freehold estate 
for life or lives in lands or tenements of 
the annual value of 40s. who actually 
and bona fide occupy the premises, 
or were seised of such estate on 
the 7th June, 1832, or have acquired 
such estate after that day by 
marriage, marriage settlement, de- 
vise or promotion to a benefice or 
office. 

Persons possessed of a freehold estate 
for life or lives in lauds or tenements 
of tlie clear yearly value of £5. 

Note.—Besideiice on the property is not re- 
quired from freeholders. A freehold 
situate in a Parliamentary borough quali- 
fies the owner for the county vote, unless 
it is in his own occupation. 8ee also 
N.B. below. 

ib) Copyholders :— 

Persons possessed of an estate for life or 
lives in lands or tenements of copy- 
hold or any other tenure of the clear 
yearly value of £5. 
NoU.—Re»idencs on the property is not re' 
quired from copyholders. A copyhold 
situate in a Parliamentary borough does 
not qualify the owner for the county 
vote if it would qualify him or any other 
person (i.e., his tenant) for the borough 
vote. See also N.B. below. 

<c) Leaseholders :— 

Lessees, their assignees, and sub-lessees 
(if in actual occupation) of a term 
originally created for not less than 60 
years, of the value of £5 per annum. 
Not less than 20 years of the value 
of £50 per annum. 

Note.— Residence on the property is not re- 

quired from leaseholders. A leasehold 

situate in a Parliamentary borough does 

not qualify the owner for the county 

vote if it would qualify him or any other 

person (i.e., his tenant) for the borough 

vote. See also N.B. below. 

y.B.— Joint Ownership.— Oim only of several 

joint owners can claim a vote, unless they have 

acquired the property by inheritance, marriage, 

or will, or are bona fide carrjring on business 

thereon as partners, in which case all can claim 

votes if the value is sufficient. 

Possession.— The claimant must have been in 
actual possession or in receipt of the rents and 
profits for his own use for 6 months (in the CAse of 
(e) leaseholders, 12 months) preceding the 15th 
July, unless the property has been acquired by 
descent, marriage^ or will. 



BOROUGHS.

— A " dwelling-house" includes, for the 
purposes of the franchise, any " part of 
a house which is separately occupied as a 
dwelling," and where the landlord lets 
out the whole of the house in apartments, 
retaining no control. A single room may 
thus be considered a dwelling-house. Sole 
occupation of one "part of a house" 
qualifies, notwithstanding joint occupa- 
tion of another part.

REGISTRATION APPEALS, 1896-7. 



The following is a siimmary of the judgments on Appeals from the decisions of Eevlsiiig 
Barristers, heard by the Queen's Bench in 1896, and on appeal therefrom. The details 
are reported at length iti *' Lacey Smith's Registration Cases," published by Stevens and 
Sons, 119, Chancery Lane, W.C. 

Claimants not entitled to be heard after Barrister has declared the 
Ijists closed.— The Revising Barrister, by public notice duly given, announced that he 
would hold his Court for revising the lists of the East Division of Leeds on the 16th and 
17th September, and that the lists would be closed at the evening sitting on the L7th. 
At that sitting, having satisfied himself by inquiry in open Court that there were no 
more persons present who desired to be heard, he declared the lists closed and adjourned 
the Court to the 18th September for the formal work of completing the lists by reading 
and initialling the names inserted or expunged, and appending his signature in com- 
pliance with 6 Vict., cap. 18, sec. 41, and 28 and 29 Vict., cap. 36, sec. 15. As the names 
were being po read out on the 18th September, claimants who had not appeared nor 
desired to be heard at any of the advertised sittings applied to the Revising Barrinter to 
then hear and determine their claims. He refused to hear them and expunged their 
names. The Court held that the lists were duly closed on the 17th September, and that 
the claimants were not entitled to be heard. Qucere whether a mandamus will lie to a 
Revising Barrister who is functus officio and has returned his nomination. — The Queen \, 
Soden.

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Person objected to not entitled to produce rebutting cTidenoe after 
closing of lists by Barrister.— This case is somewhat on all fours with the previoas 
ca«e of The Queen y. Sodeii. The revifling barrister for the City of Leeds gave notice 
that the lists would be closed on the 16th September, and that September 16tii would be 
devoted to formal work of completing tbe lists. A voter, whose name was on division 1 
of the occupier's list, was objected to by a person who was not an overseer ; but neither 
he nor the objector claimed to be heard, nor had any evidence of the objection been given 
prior to the closing? of the lists. On the following day the revising barrister, in 
accordance with a practice be had adopted for several years, fat for what he called the 
noQ-oontentious business of taking formal proof of objections in the cases of persons 
objected to who had not aunounced that they desired to be heard, and the clerical work 
of initialling the names and signing the lists. He then read proof of the service, and 
pi'imd fade proof of the grounds of the said objection, but refused to hear evidence on 
behalf of the voter in support of his vote, on the ground that be was too late. The 
Court held that, notwithstanding the provisions of 41 ond 42 Vict., cap. 26, sec. 28, sub-sec. 
9, 10, 11, tbe above-named practice was reasonable, and within the powers of the revisinf( 
barrister, and that he was right in expunging the voter's name.— The Queen v. Soden 
and Overend. 

Omission by mistake of declaration as old lodsrer may be amended by 
Barrister. — A person on the existing register as a li»dger sent to the overseers on the 
25th July notice uf claim on the form u^ed for new lodgers, the words "and I hereby 
declare that I am on the register of parliamentary electors for the said parliamentary 
borough in respect of the same lodgings as above mentioned, and I desire to have my 
name inserted in the old lodger list," being omitted. 

At the sitting of the Court on tbe 16th September, the appellant objected to the claim 
on the ground that they were bad as old lodger claims by reason of the omission of the 
aforesaid final declaration, and were bad as new lodger claims by reason of their having 
been delivered to the overseers before the last day of July. The revising bdrrister found 
that the omission was a mistake, and amended the claim by inserting the declaration. 
Held that this was a mistake in a claim which the revising barrister haa power to amend, 
and that he was right in so doing. — Francis v. Metcalfe. 

Inmates of the Hnll " Cbarterlioiise " Charity are qualified for the 
Franchise.— The Charterhouse in Hull is a charity for the benefit of poor persons, who 
must be " feeble or old " and necessitous. Each of such persons, called brothers and 
sisters, occupies a room in the said house, in respect of which he is rated to the poor, the 
rate, however, being paid out of the central funds of the ** Charterhouse," and receives, 
its of right, a weekly allowance from the said funds with medical attendance and coals. 
The lands of the said Charterhouse are vested in the master and the said brothers and 
sisters, and form the hource from which the revenues of the charity are derived. The 
brothers and sisters are elected by, and are removable at the pleasure of, the Town Council 
of Hull, 

The cases of Harrison v. Carter and Baker v. Tow7i Clerk of Monmouth were cited by 
the revising barrister against the claims to the franchise of the inmates of the Charter- 
liouse. Hawkins, J., in giving judgment in favour of the claimants, prefaced his remarks 
by saying that a qualification should be favoured unless the law compels the contrary ; 
ill such cases as this there was no fixed principle of law at all to p:uide, and that each 
case depended upon its own particular circumstances. He then differentiated between 
this and the cases quoted above. In this case there was no evidence to justify the Coart 
in finding that there was that amount of poverty and such a receipt of lilms as was cal- 
culated to destroy the independence of tbe recipient, as in the case of Harrison v. Carter, 
Iq Harrison v. Carter tbe charity estate was devihcd to and vested in trustees other than 
the claiming voter. In this case the charity was vested in the claimants themselves, and 
though their right to occupy is dependent on the will of the trustees, the power of 
removal had never been exercised. In this case, again, the funds are to be distributed 
to feeble, old, or necessitous persons — necessitous not necessarily meaning persons in 
extreme poverty. In Harrison v. Carter they were to be shared by the poorest persons. 
In Harrison v. Carter^ too, the person removed from the register before 1&67 had never 
l>een in a position to vote, whereas in this case the claimants had for a longer period than 
1832 been uninterruptedly allowed to vote in respect of the same qualification till 1896. 
In Baker v. Tovm Clerk of Monmouth, Edwards v. Lloydj and Dix v. Ke^it, poverty and 
inability to maintain themselves by thoir own exertions were proved as the condition of 
the clisbimants to votes. On the other hand the case of Smith v. Hall supported this 
case. Cave, J., and Wright, J., concurred in this decision. — Cowen v. The Toum Clerk of 
Kingston-wpon-Hull. 
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PARLIAMENTARY ELECTION LAW. 

The Parliamentary Elections (Corrupt and Illegal Practices) Act of 1888 introduced 
large changes into the previously existing law, and enacted a Code of Begulations 
foi' the conduct of elections. There are here shewn in a concise form 

1. The principal acts which constitute offences against the election law and the 
penalties which they entail. 

2. The regulations under which Candidates and their Agents are obliged to conduct 
the election. 

1.— OFFENCES AT ELECTIONS. 

The offences are grouped under three main heads, (A) Corrup Practices, (B) Illegal 
Practices, (C) Illegal Payment, Employment, or Hiring. 

(A) Corrupt Practices. 



Offekces. 

Bribery. — It is bribery to give, lend, or 
promise money or money's worth, in order 
to induce an elector to vote or abstain 
from voting for a particular candidate. 
The consequences are the same whether 
the payment is made directly or indirectly, 
and whether before, during, or after an 
election. 

It is bribery to give, offer, or promise any 
employment to or for a voter, or anyone 
connected with him, with the same object. 
[No persons must be employed, for payment 
at an election except by the election agent, 
who in strictly limited in the numbers he 
may engage. ] 

Any person who gives money to be spent 
in bribery, or who repays it Mterwards, is 
guilty of a corrupt practice. 

It is bribery to make a gift or promise to 
any third person in order to secure an 
elector's vote. 

It is bribery to pay the day's wages of 
any voter, or to give him money for railway 
fare, loss of time, &c. 

An employer may give his workmen or 
servants reasonable leave of absence (with- 
out deduction of pay) for the purpose of 
voting, on condition that all voters in his 
eniployment are treated alike. 

The elector who receives a bribe for his 
vote, or who bargains for a promise of em- 
ployment or reward of any kind, is equally 
ffuilty of bribery, whether it is done before 
or after the election. ^ 

Treating. — The offence of treating is 
committed if any meat, drink, entertain- 
ment, or provision is corruptly paid or pro- 
vided for any person at any time in order 
to influence him, or any third party, to vote 
or abstain from votiug at the election. 



Penalties. 



To the briber or the person bribed, 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding 
twelve months, with or without hard 
labour, or a fine not exceeding £200. 

Deprivation of the right of being 
elected to Parliament, or voting, for 
seven years. 

Removal from, and disqualification 
for, any public office. 

Payment of the costs of an election 
enquiry in gross cases. 

If committed by a candidate person- 
ally, he loses his seat, if elected, and is 
disqualified for ever from representing 
the constituency. 

If committed by any agent of a candi- 
date, the election is void, and the candi- 
date is disqualified for sitting in Parlia- 
[ ment for the same place for seven years.

Offences. 

Treating, continued. — Treating the wives 
or relations of electors may constitute *he 
offence The quantity of refreshment pro- 
vided is immaterial if the intention is cor- 
rupt. The gift of tickets to be exchanged for 
refreshment is equivalent to direct treating. 

The person accepting any meat, drink, or 
entertainment, is also guilty and punishable 
accordingly. 

Undue Influence. — This offence con- 
sists — 

(a) In using or threatening force or re- 
straint to induce any elector to vote or not 
to vote at the election. 

(6) In inflicting upon or threatening any 
temporal or spiritual injury against a voter 
with the same purpose. 

(c) In abducting an elector, or fraudu- 
lently preventing, or interferiug with him 
in giving his vote freely. 

The withdrawal of custom or employment 
is undue influence, if done with the view of 
affecting the elector's vote. 

A threat to evict a tenant with the same 
object comes within the definition of undue 
influence. 

Personation. — Any person who applies 
for a ballot paper in tne lytme of another, 
whether living or dead, or of a fictitious 
person, is guilty of personation. 

Voting twice at the same election is the 
same as personation. ' 

Aiding or abetting personation is equiva- 
lent to personation itself. 

Forging or counterfeiting a ballot paper is 
an offence punishable as a misdemeanour.

(B) Illegal Practices. 



Paying or receiving money for the con- 
veyance of voters to the poll, whether in 
counties or boroughs. (The provision of all 
but private conveyances, voluntarily lent, is 
absolutely prohibited, but electors may pay 
for their own conveyance to and from the 
poll.) 

Paying an elector for exhibiting bills, 
notices, &c. (The receiver is also punishable ; 
an ordinary advertising agent is exempted.) 

Paying any money for election expenses 
in excess of the prescribed maximum, or 
through any person other than the election 
agent. 

Hiring or letting committee rooms for 
payment in excess of the number allowed. 
(The number of such rooms is strictly 
limited, and they can be hired only by the 
election agent.) 

Voting when prohibited, or inducing a 
prohibited voter to vote. 

Publishing a false statement of the with- 
drawal of any candidate, or a false state- 
ment of fact in relation to the personal 
character or conduct of a candidate.

A scale of expenditure is laid down beyond which a candidate is not at liberty to go 
without risking the loss of his seat ; any expenditure above the maximum entails the 
penalties imposed upon the commission of an illegal practice. The maximum scale is as

Counties.— In counties, there is allowed 
in addition to one election agent, a sub-; 

(F.) Return 

With a view to ensure the due observance 
of these provisions, the Act requires a 
detailed^ return of the amount expended 
under each head to be made by the election 
agent, and signed and attested before a 
Justice of the Peace. The candidate is 
also bound to make a similar declaration

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COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 

Under the Local Goveniinent Act, 1888, a County Council was established in every 
County in England and Wales, the duties of which body include all the administrative 
and financial business of the county formerly transacted by the Magistrates in Quarter 
Sessions. 

The next elections for the County Councils in England and Wales will take place 
on a day to be fixed by the County Councils between March Ist and March 8th, 1898. 
(If no day is so fixed, the elections will take place on March 8th.) A brief account is here 
^ven of the constitution of the County authorities and of the regulations under which 
the elections are conducted. 



A.-CONSTITUTION OF COUNCIL, 

The Council consists of a Chairman, County Aldermen, and County Councillors. 

They are elected and conduct their proceedings similarly to existing Town Councils 
in boroughs, with some exceptions. 

The County is divided into Electoral Divisions, each returning one Councillor. 

The Electoral Divisions are arranged so that the population of each is as nearly 
equal as possible, regard being had to the proper reprenentation of rural and urban 
districts and to the distribution and pursuits of the population. 

Boroughs with over 50,000 inhabitants are constituted administrative counties of 
themselves, and their Town Councils are the sole authority under the Act. The 
enrolled burgesses in other municipal boroughs elect a certain number of represen- 
tatives to the Council of the County in which they are situated; they are not, however, 
entitled to vote on any expenditure to which the boroughs are not assessed. 

London is constituted an administrative county, aud each parliamentary division 
is an Electoral Division and elects two Councillors. 

The quorum of a County Council is one-fourth of the whole. 

Ohaibman. — The Chairman is elected by the Council from among the Aldermen or 
Councillors, or persons qualified to be sucli. 

He holds office for one year, and may receive such remuneration as the Council 
think reasonable. 

He is ex officio a Justice of the Peace for the County. 

County Aldebmen. — The County Aldermen are elected by the Council and constitute 
one-third of the number of Councillors. 

A person is disqualified for election as an Alderman unless he is a Councillor, or 
qualified to be la Councillor. 

A County Alderman may not ss such vote in the election of a County Alderman. 

The term of office of a County Alderman is six years, but one half of the first alder- 
men chosen under the Act retire at the end of three years. 

In the county of London the number of Aldermen must not exceed one-sixth of the 
number of Councillors. 

County Councuxobs. — The number of Councillors for each county is determined by 
the Local Government Board. 

The Councillors are elected triennially, and all retire together. 

A Councillor who is chosen to be an Alderman vacates his office of Councillor. 

Bankruptcy, or absence from the county for 12 months, disqualifies an Alderman or 
Councillor. 



B.-QUALIFICATION OF ELECTORS. 

In Municipal Boroughs the enrolled Burgesses choose the Councillors to represent 
them on the County Council, and in the other parts of the county the qualifications 
entitling an Elector to be registered, and when registered to vote, are defined by the 
County Electors' Act, 1888, substantially as follows : — 

Pebsonal. — An Elector may be a man or a woman, but must be of full age, not subject 
to any legal incapacity, and must not, within 12 months prior to July 15th, have received 
parochial (non -medical) relief. 
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Occupation. — An Klector must for 12 months prior to July 15th, 

(a) have been in occupation, joint or several, of a house, i^arehouse, counting-bouse, 
shop, or other building in the parish ; or 

(6) must during the same period have been nn occupier, as owner or tenant, of 
some land or tenement in the parish, of the yearly value of n<»t less than J610. 

Joint occupation under (a) qualifies, irrespective of the value of the premises, 
and also under (6) if the value is sufficient, when divided, to give JtlO for each 
occupier. 

The occupation of part of a house qualifies where that part is separately occupied 
for the purposes of any trade, business, or profession. 

Where a person succeeds to qualifying property by descent, marriage, etc., the 
occupation and rating of the predecessor in title qualifies the successor. 

If a person has occupied different property in the County in immediate succession 
during the twelve months, he is entitled to be registered in the parish in which the 
last-occupied qualification is situated. 

N.B. — ^Non-resident owners and lodgers are not entitled to vote in the election of 

County Councils, nor are electors under the Service Franchise. 

Residence. — A County Elector must have resided in the County, or within seven (in 

the case of London, 16) miles of its boundary, for twelve months prior to July 16th 

(or in the case of the ii 10 qualification, six months). He or she may, however, let the 

house furnished, for not more than four months during the year, without losing the vote. 

Rating. — The elector, or someone else, must, during the twelve months prior to July 

16th, have been rated in respect' of .the qualifying property to all poor rates made during 

those twelve months ; and all such rates (including County rates) as have become payable 

up to the preceding 6th January must be paid on or before July *20th. 

PUBLICATION OF LISTS. 

The overseers publish the Lists of County Electors in conjunction with the Lists of 
Parliamentary electors on August 1st. They are printed in three Divisions : — 

1. Persons entitled^to vote both as Parliamentary electors and County electors. 

2. Parliamentary electors only. (This Division chiefly comprises occupiers under 

the Service Franchise.) 

3. County electors only. (This Division is mainly composed of women ratepayers.) 
The Lodgers lists remain separate, and are applicable to Parliamentary elections only. 
There is also a separate list of occupiers residmg beyond 7 miles but within 16 miles 

of the County, and so qualified to be elected as County councillors. 

CLAIMS AND OBJECTIONS. 

Claims. — Any person who is omitted from the list published on August Ist may claim 
to have his or her name inserted by serving a " Notice of Claim " upon the overseers on 
or before August 20th. 

Objections. — A person whose name appears in any list of County electors or burgesses 
may object to the name of any other person being retained therein, by giving notice (in 
t lie proper form) to the overseers and to the person objected to, on or before August 20th. 

Lists of such claims and objections are published by the overseers on August 26th. 

Declarations for correcting any misdescription in the lists may be served upon the 
Clerk of the Peace not later than September 6th. 

Revision op the Lists. — The Lists of Parliamentary electors and of Burgesses and of 
County electors will be revised by the appoinied barrister between September 8th and 
October 12th. 

The Register of County Electors for Local Government purposes comes into force on 
J.iuuary 12th. 

C.-QUALIFICATION OF COUNCILLORS. 

Tiie qualification of County Councillors is thus defined by the Municipal Corporations 
Act, 1882, as extended to counties : — 

The Councillors are to be fit {i.e., legally qualified) persons chosen by the County 
-electors. 

A person is not qualified to be elected, or to be a County Councillor, unless he 
(a) Is enrolled, and entitled to be enrolled, as a County elector. 
[h) Being entitled to be so enrolled in all respects except that of residence, is resi- 
dent beyond 7 miles, but within 16 miles of the county, and is entered in the separate 
non-resident list. 

(c) In either of those cases is possessed of real or personal property to the value, in 
the county, of ^^1,000 ; or is rated to the poor rate in the county on the annual (rate- 
able) value of £30. 
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" Provided that every person shall be qualified to be elected, and to be a County Couu- 
tillor, who is at the time of election qualified to elect to the office of Councillor, which 
last-mentioned qualification for being elected shall be alternative for, and shall not repeal 
or take away any other qualification. 

'•But if a person qualified under the last foregoing proviso ceases for twelve months to 
reside in the county, he shall cease to be qualified under that proviso, and his office shall 
become vacant, unless he was at the time of bis election, and continues to be, qualified in 
some other manner." 

The practical effect of these provisions is that any person who is properly enrolled as a 
County elector may be elected a Councillor for that county, and need not in that case be 
qualified for election by property or rating. 

Persons who are on the separate non-resident list, residing beyond 7 but within 15 
miles of the county, must be qualified by the stated amount of property or rating. 

The Local Government Act further provides that peers owning property in the county, 
and other owners of property in the county who are registered as Parliamentary county 
electors, shall be qualified to be elected County Councillors. 

Clerks in holy orders, and other ministers of religion, may also be elected, if duly 
qualified. 

Disqualifications for Electimi. — Persons holding any office of profit in the gift or dis- 
l»o8al of the Council. 

Persons having, directly or indirectly, by self or partner, any share or interest in any 
contract or employment with, by or on behalf of the Council. 

Bankrupts, persons convicted of felony, or corrupt practices. 

Coroners for the county. 

Women, though qualified to elect, are disqualified for election. 



D.-THE ELECTIONS. 

The Poll at contested elections for the County Council is conducted by ballot, as at 
Parliamentary elections. No elector can vote more than once at any election for the 
Kanie county, even though he may be on the register for more tnan one electoral 
division. (In London an elector may vote for one or both candidates, but may not give 
his two votes to one candidate.) 

The Sheriff of each county is the Eeturning Officer at the election, unless he is a 
candidate, when other arrangements are made. In London, the Local Government 
Board appoints the Eeturning Officer. 

The Eeturning Officers may appoint deputies for each electoral division. 

If the electoral division is a borough, the Mayor or some- perdon appointed by him 
is the Eeturning Officer for that division. 

The elections for all the divisions of a county are held on the same day, between 
the hours of 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 

The Eeturning Officers* expenses are payable by the county. 

THE NOMINATION. 

Every candidate must be nominated in writing by two registered County electors of 
the electoral division for which he stands, and eight others must assent to the nomina- 
lion (see Form, post). An elector who' is only on the Parliamentary Eegister is not 
qualified to sign a nomination paper. 

No elector must subscribe more nomination papers than there are vacancies to be 
filled. 

Nomination papers must be delivered by the candidate, or his proposer or seconder, at 
a place and time to be fixed by the Eeturning Officer, not exceeding six days before the 
day of election, and before 6 p.m. of the last day. In a borough, nominations must be 
delivered to the Town Clerk. 

The nomination paper must contain the surname and all other names of the candidate 
ill full, with his abode and description. These particulars must be filled in before the 
[)aper is signed. The names of the nominators and assent ors should be signed in full. 

ObjeotionH to nomination papers will be heard by the Eeturning Officer on the follow- 
itig day, and a candidate may appoint a representative to attend on his behalf (see Form 
post). 

The nomination of a person absent from the United Kingdom is void, unless his 
written consent given within one month previously, in the presence of two witnesses, is 
produced at the nomination. 

The nominations are to be published at least four days before the day of election. 

A candidate may withdraw by giving written notice not later than 2 p.m. on the day 
after the last day for nomination. 
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CONDUCT AND MANAGEMENT OF THE ELECTION. 

Maximuh Expense. — The sum which a candidate ma^ expend in the conduct and 
mauaffement of an election is regulated under the Municipal Elections' (Corrupt and 
lUegu Practices) Act, 1884, by a scale which allows a maximum of £25 for the first 500 
electors, and threepence for each elector above that number. The limit of expenditure, 
therefore, will be as follows : —

These sums must not be exceeded, or the election will be void. 

(In London, if two candidates stand jointly, the maximum amount for each must be 
reauced by one-fourth, and they are only iii that case allowed to hire the number of 
committee rooms, and employ the number of persons authorised for a single candidate). 

Committee Booms.— One committee room is allowed to be hired tor each electoral 
division, or if the number of electors exceeds 2,000, one additional committee room for 
every additional 2,000, or part of that number. The use of committee rooms voluntarily 
lent is not limited, provided they are not in prohibited premises. 

The following premises, or any part of the same, mat not be used either as a com- 
mittee room or for holding a meeting to promote the election of a candidate, viz. : — 

Premises licensed lor the sale of intoxicating liquor for consumption on or off the 
premises : 

Premises where refreshment of any kind, whether food or drink, is ordinarily sold 
for consumption on the premises : 

Premises where any intoxicating liquor is supplied to the members of a Club, 
SociBTT, or Association. 

N.B.— The use of Public Elementary Schools is 7iot prohibited. 

Employment.— The number of persons who may be employed for payment, as clerks 
or messengers, or in either capacity, in connection with the election is as follows : —

and so on, one additional person being allowed for every 1,000 electors, or part of that 
number. 

There is no provision authorising the payment of an election agent, as such. 

One polling agent is allowed for each polling station, and as:ents (unpaid) to attend the 
counting of votes on the candidate's behalf may also be appointed (see Form, post). 

Electors who are employed for payment may not vote. 

Election Expenses. — Claims in respect of the election expenses of a candidate must 
be sent in within fourteen days after the election, or they will be barred and cannot be 
paid. 

All such expenses must be paid within twenty-one days of the election. 

Every agent must send in to the candidate, within twenty-three days after the election, 
a return, in writing, of all expenses incurred by him in the conduct and management of 
the election (under a penalty of £60). 

Every candidate must, within twenty-eight days after the election, send to the Clerk 
of the County Council a return of all expenses incurred by him or his agents, together 
with bills stating the particulars, and receipts for all sums over twenty shillings. 

A declaration, according to the presented form {post)^ must accompany the return. 

A candidate who fails to make the return is forbidden, under a penalty of £50 a day, 
to sit or vote in the Council. 

The penalties and disqualifications attending the commission of corrupt or illegal 
practices at the election of a County 'Councillor, are similar in most respects to those 
which follow the same offences at Parliamentary elections.

A-PRELIMINARY NOTES. 

By the Local Government Act, 1894, Parish Meetings were bronght into existence, the 
Guardians were reconstituted, and Parish, Rural District, and Urban District Gotmcils 
were created. ' 

QUALIFICATION Qp ELECTOBS. 

For all elections under this Act the elector is the "parochial elector," who, by 
Section 44 of the Act, is defined to be any person on the Local Government Begister, or 
on the parliamentary register of electors, and the term includes non-resident owners of 
property in theparisb who are on the parliamentary register. 

No person is disqualified by sex or marriage for being an elector. 

In all elections under this Act the poll, if any, is conducted in a similar manner 
to that in a parliamentary election. 

B.-PARISH MEETINGS. 

(a) Where there is a Parish Council there must be at least one annual meeting for the 
election of the Council. A chairman is elected, and after the appointment of a Comicil 
the chairman presides at any meeting. (6) In smaller parishes where there is no Parish 
Council, there must be at least two meetings a year. The chairman holds office for a 
year, and, with the overseers, forms a body corporate. 

The Parish Meetings consist only of parochial electors, and the annual meeting is 
held between March 1st and April Ist. 

C.-THE PARISH COUNCIL. 

I.— CONSTITUTION. 

Every rural parish having a population of 300 and upwards has a Parish Council' 
(A rural parish is one situated in a rural sanitary district.) 

In a rural parish with a population of 100 and upwards, if the Parish Meeting so 
decide, the County Council must issue an order for its establishment. In a roral parish 
with less than a population of 100 the County Council may, if the meeting so wish it, 
issue an order for its establishment, or such small parishes may, with consent of the 
meeting, be grouped together under a common Parish Council. 

The Council consists of a chairman and councillors. The councillors are elected 
at the annual or first Parish Meeting, if there is no poll required. If there is a poll, 
then the election is by ballot accordinfr to rules laid down by the Local Government 
Board. The electors are the parochial electors of the parish. 

The chairman is elected by the councillors at the annual meeting, which takes place 
on or within seven days of the 15th of April. 

The councillors and chairman hold office for one year from the 16th of April. 

The number of councillors is not less than 6 nor more than 16, the number being fixed 
by the County Couucil. 

The quorum of a Parish Council is one-third of the councillors, but in no case is the 
quorum to be less than three. 

Absence of a councillor from meetings of the Council for more than six months 
consecutively, unless from illness or cause approved by the Council, vacates the seat. 
Every Parish Council is a body corporate whose acts are signified under the hands, and, 
when necessary, under the bauds and seals of the chairman and two other members. 

II.— QUALIFICATION OF PABISH COUNCILLOBS. 

A person to be qualified as a parish councillor must be registered as a parochial elector 
of the parish, or must have come into residence within it, or within three miles of it. on 
or before the 26th March in the year preceding the election. No person is disqualified by 
sex or marriage for being elected a parish councillor ; practically, therefore, any adult 
elector or resident of either sex is qualified for election. 

A person is disqualified for election when he [or she] 

(a) Is an infant or alien . 

(b) Has within 12 months before or after election, received union or parochial relief. 

(c) Has within five years before or after election, been sentenced to imprisonment 

with hard labour; or has been adjudged a bankrupt, or compounded with 

his creditors. 
{d) Holds a paid office under a parish council. 
(0) Is a contractor under the council or board, or profits by any contract or work 

done for them. 
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LOCAL GOVERKMENT. 228 

Disqualification does not apply to a person selling or leasing land or lending money to 
the coancil or board, nor to contracts lor supplying stone, gravel, &c., from his own land 
for road repairs, nor to the transport of such material for such repairs in his neighbour- 
hood; nor does it apply to persons interested in newspapers which insert advertisements 
relating to council or board, nor to shareholders in joint stock companies holding contracts^ 
but they must not vote on any matter in which the company is interested. 

In certain cases the County Council may remove a disqualification, and discharged 
bankrupts may also be elected under certain conditions. 

III.— THE ELECTION OF PARISH COUNCILLORS, 
(a) NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES. 

At the parish meeting the chairman calls for nomination papers to be handed to him. 

Form of nomination paper may be obtained free from the overseers, or from the Clerk 
to the Guardians : the latter is the Returning Officer. 

The nomination paper should be filled up as a matter of precaution before the parish 
meeting. It must be signed by two parochial electors of the parish, and no more, as 
proposer and seconder. 

Each candidate must be nominated by a separate nomination paper ; the same proposer 
or seconder may sign as many papers as there are candidates to be elected, but no more^ 
for the parish, or ward (if there are wards). 

The chairman of the parish meeting will number the papers as they are handed in tc 
him, in the order in which he receives them. 

When all the nomination papers have been received, and not less than fifteen minutes 
has elapsed since the chairman took the chair, he reads out the names of all the duly 
nominated candidates alphabetically, with their addresses and descriptions, and thV 
names and addresses of tneir proposers and seconders. 

After this has been done, no further nominations can be received, except to replace 
candidates who may withdraw their names. 

The chairman's decision that a nomination paper is valid is final ; but if he decides that 
any paper is invalid, he must write and sign his reasons for so deciding, and inform the 
meeting thereof. 

After the nominations are read out, questions may be put to candidates, and 
explanations given by them. 

Candidates may withdraw their candidature before the names are put to the meetings 
either in writing or by word of mouth, and in such event, if any elector desires it, an 
opportunity must be given for further nominations to be made. 

{h) THE ELECTION. 

The number of parish councillors for each parish is fixed by the County Council. • 

If the candidates validly nominated are not more in number than the number of 
councillors to be elected, the chairman declares them all duly elected. 

If, however, the nominations are in excess of the number of councillors, the chairman 
will put each name to the meeting in its alphabetical order, and will take a vote by show 
of hands in favour of each candidate. The votes will be counted and the number in 
favour of each declared. 

If no poll is demanded, he will declare those to be elected who have obtained the 
largest number of votes. 

Any elector present at the meeting may demand a poll to be taken, and if snch demand 
be made and not withdrawn before the close of the meeting (ten minutes being given for 
the purpose), a poll will be taken as shewn below. If no poll is demanded, the declaration 
of the chairman, as to the result of the election, will be generally final, subject to an 
election petition (if any). 

(c) THE POLL. 

If a poll is demanded, the chairman sends the names of the candidates and the 
nomination papers to the Returning Officer, and also sends notice to each candidate 
that he has been nominated and that a poll has been demanded. 

At any time, not being less than six clear days before the poll, a candidate may with- 
draw his candidature by giving written notice to the Returning Officer, and if the 
\vithdrawal of one or more names renders it unnecessary to take a poll, the Returning 
Officer declares the remaining candidates duly elected. 

If a poll is taken the Returning Officer gives five clear days' notice, and the proceed- 
ings are conducted in a similar manner to those at a Parliamentary election, the votes 
being taken by ballot. 

D.-RURAL DISTRICT COUNCILS. 

I.— CONSTITUTION. 
Every rural sanitary district is constituted a rural district, with a Rural District 
Council. (A rural sanitary district consists of the area of a Poor Law Union, exclusive 
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of such parts thereof as are inchided in an urban district. When a rural sanitary district 
extends into two administrative counties the part in each county shall be a separate 
rural district. Provision is made in sec. b6 for the County Council to deal with such 
a part as shall have not more than five guardians appointed to it, as also with areas 
of parishes, rural districts, and unions.) 

The Eural District Council consists of a chairman and councillors. 

The councillors are elected by the parochial electors of those parishes or areas now 
electing guardians, and they are the representatives of that parish or area electing 
them on the Board of Guardians. 

The chairman is elected by the councillors. The chairman, as also a vice-chairman, 
and not more than two other persons qualified to be district councillors, may be elected 
by the councillors outside their own body, and from those who have been ex officio 
guardians. 

The term of ofl&ce of councillors is three years, one-third as nearly as possible going 
out of office on the Iftth of April in 6ach year. Jiy order of County Council they maj* 
retire simultaneously at end of the third year. 

The chairman of the Rural District Council, unless a woman, is ex officio a Justice of 
the Peace for the county. 

Every Rural District Council is a body corporate, and has perpetual succession and 
a Common Seal. 

II.— QUALIFICATION OF COUNCILLORS. 

A person qualified to be a councillor must be a parochial elector of some parish 
within the union, or have resided in the union during the whole of the twelve months 
preceding the election. No person is disqualified by sex or marriage; practically, 
therefore, any adult elector or resident in the union, of either sex, is qualified for 
election. 

Disqualifications are the same as those of parish councillors, referred to ante^ but the 
disqualification is not removable as it is in certain cases of parish councillors, and certain 
further disqualifications as to guardians are applicable to rural district coimcillors. 

III.— ELECTION OF RURAL DISTRICT COUNCILLORS. 

Notice of election must be published by returning officer (the clerk of the guardians). 

Candidates must be nominated as in case of parish councillors. 

Nomination paper, properly filled in, must be sent to the returning officer. 

Nomination papers may be obtained free from returning officer or overseers. 

No parochial elector can sign nomination papers for more than the number of rural 
district councillors to be elected in any one parish or area. 

Returning officers deal with nomination papers, as the chairman does in the case of 
parish councillors. Candidates may withdraw their candidature by giving the pre- 
scribed notice. 

The number of rural district councillors is in each parish or area the same as the 
number of guardians. 

If the candidates validly nominated are not more in number than the number of 
councillors to be elected, the returning officer gives notice that no poll will be taken. 

If there is to be a poll notice is given at least five clear days before date fixed. 

The date and hours of the election are the same as for parish councillors elected 
for same parish 

An elector can only vote in one polling district, although his property may be in 
several. 

E.-GUARDIANS (OUTSIDE LONDON). 

I.-CONSTITUTION. 

Under rural district councillors, ante, the status and election of the guardians, and 
the term of office have been explained, so far as they relate to a guardian for rural 
districts, and the same apply to all guardians, whether in rural or urban districts outside 
London, with one or two minor differences in the case of guardians in boroughs, which 
are noted below. 

II.— QUALIFICATION. 

The qualification is the same whether in rural or urban districts, except in the case 
of a borough, where, additionally, in case of a parish wholly or partly situate in the 
borough, tne residence qualification of a municipal councillor is that to qualify for a 
guardian. 

III.— THE POLL. 

The Polling hours for Guardians in urban districts, other than boroughs, and for 
<irbau district councillors, are the same. 
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F-URBAN DISTRICT COUNCILS. 

I.— COWeTITUTION. 

Urban sauitaiy authorities (not being boroughs), viz.. Improvement Commissioners 
and Local Boards, are now called Urban District Councils. 

The number of councillors is that provided by any local or personal Acts, the County 
Council having power from time to time to add to the number. 

The parochial electors of the parishes in the district are the electors of the coun- 
cillors of the district, and if the District Council is divided into wards the electors of 
the coanoillors for each ward are such of the parochial electors as have qualifications 
within that ward. 

Each elector gives one vote and no more for each of any number of persons not 
exceeding the number to be elected. 

The term of office of a councillor is three years, one-third of the Council as nearly 
as possible (and if the district is divided into wards one-third of such ward), going 
out of office on 16th April in each year. The County Council may, on request of an 
Urban District Council, direct the members to go out simultaneously at the end of 
the third year. The chairman, unless a woman, is, ex officio, a Justice of the Peace 
for the county. 

II.— QUALIFICATION OF UEBAN DISTBICT COUNCILLORS. 

A councillor must be a parochial elector of some parish within the district, or have 
resided in the district durmg the whole of the twelve months immediately preceding 
the election. No person shall be disqualified by sex or marriage. 

Disqualifications are the same as those for rural district councillors and guardians. 

in.— THE ELECTION OF URBAN DISTRICT COUNCILLORS. 

(a) Notice of election is given by the returning officer. 

Nomination paper is provided by the returning officer free of charge. 

It must be signed by two parochial electors of the district, or ward, if there are 
wards. 

Each candidate must be nominated by separate nomination paper, and no elector 
shall sign more than ten nomination papers for one ward if there are wards, or more 
nomination papers than there are councillors to be elected for the district or ward. 

The returning officer is the clerk of the urban sanitary authority, except in the case 
of a new urban district, when he is a person appointed by the County Council. 

He deals with the nominations as in the case for district councillors, and publishes 
the names of those persons validly nominated. 

A candidate may withdraw from his candidature by a notice in writing to the 
returning officer. 

{h) Election. — If the valid nominations do not exceed the number to be elected there 
shall be no poll. 

(c) Foil. — If there is to be a poll the returning officer gives notice at least five clear 
days before date fixed, with full particulars of candidates. 

G.-INFORMATION FOR CANDIDATES. 

If a candidate, or a number of candidates combined, determine to institute a oti^vass 
of the parish, and to hold meetings, distribute bills, &c., with a view to their election, it 
is desirable that they should know the provisions of the law as regards such matters, 
and the limitations which it puts upon their action. 

EXPENSES. 

The Local Government Act, 1894, does not apparently contemplate that any large 
-expense will be incurred by candidates at Elections under the Act, since no maximum 
sam has been laid down by it, nor is any return of expenses required to be made by 
Candidates, as in the case of Parliamentary and Municipal Elections. 

The general provisions of Election law against bribery, treating, undue influence, 
personation, illegal practices, illegal payments, employment and hiring, apply, however, 
to Parish Council Elections, and should be carefully studied. 

It is considered that some of the restrictions imposed by the Municipal Elections Act, 
1864, also apply to Parish Council Elections. Among such are the following :— 

16 
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COMMITTEE BOOMS. 

One Committee Boom only is allowed to,be hqred by a Candidate. An additional 
Committee Boom may be hired if the nnmbeiAA/ti^tors is above 2,000. 

The following premises may not be used by a Candidate as a Committee Boom :— 

Premises licensed for the sale of intoxicating liquor for consnmption on or off the 
premises. 

Premises where refreshments of any kind, whether food or drink, are ordinarily sold 
for consumption on the premises. 

Premises where any intoxicating liquor is supplied to the members of a Club, Society, 
or Association. 

The use of Public Elementary Schools as Committee Booms is not in- terms prohibited, 
as at Parliamentary Elections, but it would be highly unwise that they should be used 
for the purpose. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

Tn^o persons, but not more, may be employed for payment, either as Clerks or Mes- 
sengers, when the number of Electors is below 2,000. 

Candidates who stand jointly are only allowed to hire the number of Committee Booms 
and to employ the number of paid Clerks or Messengers authorised for a single Candidate. 

For Parish Councils any number of Candidates, being not less than one-third of the 
whole number, may combine to appoint one Polling Agent, who may be paid or unpaid. 

If there are only two Candidates in any District Council or Guardian Election, each 
may appoint one Polling Agent for each Polling Station, who may be ^aid or unpaid. 

If there are more than two Candidates, any number of them being not less than one- 
third of the whole number of candidates may appoint one Polling Agent for each Polling 
Station, who may be paid or unpaid. 

Unpaid Agents to attend the counting of votes on the Candidates' behalf may also be 
appointed. Notice of the poUing and counting Agents' names and addresses must be 
given to the Betuming Officer not less than two clear days before the polling. Each 
must make a declaration of secrecy before a magistrate or the Betuming Officer. 

Electors who are employed for payment may not vote. 

MEETINGS. 

In Bural Sanitary Districts only meetings for the purpose of promoting the election 
of a Candidate may be held on licensed premises, or those mentioned above as prohibited 
for use as Committee Booms. 

The arrangements for meetings should be well considered beforehand, and the plans 
for engaging rooms, announcing the meetings, selecting Chairman and Speakers, d^c, 
settled. 

All printed Bills, Notices of Meetings, &c., must bear the name and address of the 
printer and publisher at foot. 

THE CANVASS. 

If a personal Canvass of the parish is decided upon, voluntary canvassers must be 
obtained in sufficient numbers. 

PBEPABATIONS FOB POLLING DAY. 

When the list of nominations is closed, and a poll is certain to be held, the candidates 
should send to each elector a card, entering thereon particulars of his register number, 
and tibe time and place for the polling. 

THE POLLING DAY. 

All payments for conveyance of voters being prohibited by law, reliance must be 
placed upon such private vehicles as may be voluntarily lent for the purpose. No vehicle 
or animal which is usually lent for hire may be used for the conveyance of voters to or 
from the poll.

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PARLIAMENTARV^lSUMMARY, 1897. 



The following is a Sumxnuy of the Proceedings in Parliament from January 19th to 
August 6th, 1897. 

It deals only with snoh matters of public business as are of general importance or 
interest, and gives, as far as space permits, an outline of the leading speeches and 
arguments in both Houses. 

The proceedings are collected under the headings of the subject-matters of discussion 
with cross-references when necessary, so as to show the chronological progress of each- 
Bill or question. They are, as far as nossible, arranged in alphabetical order, with the 
exception of debates in " Supply," which generally appear in order of date unless the 
subject is already noticed under another heading, when it is so stated. 

Business in the House of Lords is prefixed by the letter L and in the House of 
Commons by C> Government business is denoted by an asterisk.

Opening of Parliament.— The third Session of the 14th Parliament of Queen 
Victoria was opened by Boyal Commission on January 19th. 

^Queen's Speech. — Her Majesty's Speech^ after recording the continued friendliness 
of our foreign relations, referred to the appalling massacres which had taken place in 
Constantinople and in other parts of the Ottoman dominions which had (MiJlecf for the 
special attention of the Powers who were signatories to the Treaty of Paris. Papers 
would be presented showing the considerations which had induced the Powers to consult 
together upon the condition of the Ottoman Empire. The conf fences of the six Ambassa- 
dors in Constantinople were, it was stated, still proceeding. 

The success of the expedition to Dongola was warmly acknowledged, and a further 
advance whenever such a step shall be juaged to be desirable was foreshadowed. 

The Speech went on to refer to the conclusion of an arrangement with the United 
States for arbitration on the disputed frontier between Venezuela and British Guiana, 
which would, it was hoped, adjust existing controversies without risk to the inteiests of 
our colonists. 

Her Majesty expressed much gratification at the conclusion of a Treaty for General 
Arbitration with the United States,- by which she trusted that all future differences 
would be peacefully adjusted, and further, that the principle might commend itself to 
other Powers. 

The suppression of the rebellion in Matabeleland and Mashonaland and the appoint- 
ment of a Commission to investigate the Sugar industry in the West Indian Colonies 
were next noticedL 

The Speech then referred with regret and deep sympathy to the scarcity and famine in 
India, and recorded the efforts of the Government to mitigate suffering, commending 
the crisis to the liberality of the people at home and in India. 

Plague had also appeared in the seaports of Bombay and Karachi, and the most strin- 
gent measures would be taken to eradicate it. 

Passing to domestic questions, the Speech declared the necessity for maintaining the 
provision for the defence of the Empire. 

The Government Bills to be laid before Parliament were announced as follows :

The Speech concluded by invoking the guidance of Almighty God. 

L— The Address.— The Marquis of Bath (C.) moved the Address in answer to the 
Speech and Lord Kenyon (C.) seconded it. Lord Kimberley (G.L.) expressed his regret 
that Lord Eosebery was no longer the Opposition leader in that House. He also referred 
with regret to the death of Archbishop Benson. After a reference to the sixtieth year of 
the Queen's reign, he proceeded to criticise the Speech. He heartily welcomed the 
arbitration treaty with the United States, and congratulated Lord Salisbury on the 
snccessful conclusion of his difficult task. As to the Armenian massacres, the country 
onght to know what were the results of the consideration of the Powers. He asked 
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whether the Berlin Treaty was to be ooosideMd dead, or waB there any intention to carry 

it out ? He had hoped that we might have aetl^A 'together with BuBSia, as Lord Salisbury 

had disclaimed any permanent antagonism bi^tw^en England and that country. The 

Opposition would support him in any measures short of provoking a European war. 

As to Egypt, the Dongola operations reflected the greatest milita^ honour, but the 

policy was mysterious and contradictory, aud the country had a right to know what 

was the real object of the Oovemment. If the Soudan was to be reconquered we 

must do it at our own cost, and it would add in no way to our strength. As to domestic 

legislation, if the Education Bill aimed only at rendering the voluntarv schools 

thoroughly efficient, it would probably receive general support. The financial relations 

between England and Ireland would require careful consideration. — Lord SaUsbnxy, 

Prime Minister, congratulated Lord Eimberley on becoming leader of the Opposition in 

succession to Lord Rosebery, who was exceedingly popular, had great ability, aud in his 

retiring speech had raised high the standard of patriotic duty. During the unique 

duration of the Queen's reign, he remarked that Her Majesty had won the warm affection 

of her own people, and the deen respect of the civilized world, while she had enabled 

constitutional government to achieve a success never before equalled. He next paid a 

tribute of respect to the late Primate, who, be said, had singular power of governing men 

as well as of guiding the Church. Referring to the Turkish question, he said that Lord 

Beaccfnsfleld's policy in 1878 had been inherited from others. The Emperor Nicholas in 

1861 made proposals for deahng with the Ottoman Empire which were rejected by Lord 

Clarendon. 'I ne mistake made was that they put all their money on the wrong horse, 

and it was not very easy to withdraw from a step of that kind. The hopes entertained 

of regenerating the Turkish Empire had not been justified, and there remained no other 

course but to exercise our influence with other Powers to induce the Sultan to introduce 

such reforms as would save his subjects from massacre, and preserve his own empire 

from a ruin that could not be lon^ delayed. The Government had done this, and the 

Powers were agreed in the necessity of considering how the Turkish Empire might be 

saved. They were also agreed that, if the Sultan refused, material pressure might have 

to be emj^oyed to enforce reforms, but there were differences in the expression of their 

views. Wi^ regard to Eg3rpt, he repeated that the ultimate occupation of Khartoum 

was an object to which they were urged alike by their desire to extirpate the vilest and 

cruellest despotism, and to open the Nile Valley to Egyptian commerce. As to the Treaty 

of general arbitration, he did not say that it would restrain a Napoleon or a Bismarck 

but there were many small differences which tended to excite bitter feeling; and a 

Minister would be enabled to negotiate with a freer hand if he could say that a matter 

was to be referred to an impartial tribunal. The measure might lead to others of the same 

kind, and the necessity for the vast and increasing armaments maintained by different 

Powers might gradually disappear before the system of substituting judicial decision for 

the arbitrament of force. The Address was agreed to, Jan. 19. 

C—The Sessional Order affirming it to be a high infringement of the rights and 

privileges of the Commons for any peer to interfere in the election of members having 

been carried by 834 to 68, the Address was moved by Lord Folkestone (C.) and seconded 

by the Hon. A. Lyttelton (L.U.). — Sir W. Harcourt (G.L.) referred, in the first place, to the 

most satisfactory announcements of the arbitration treaty with the United States and 

the settlement of the differences with Venezuela. The general treaty, he said, afforded 

great ground for congratulation, as it would probably establish permanent peace and 

goodwill with America. He a^ed for further information respecting the Egyptian policy. 

The Dongola expedition had, he admitted, been conducted with great ability and 

success, but a clear explanation should be given as to the aim and object of the Government, 

as our international relations were full of difficulties and perils on this question. As 

regards Armenia, though he did not charge the Government with indifference to the 

massacres, an explanation was due as to wby the influence of Great Britain had proved 

unavailing, and we ought to know how we stood with regard to the Anglo-Turkish 

Convention and our obligations thereunder. In domestic affairs, the year had been, he said, 

one of increased trade and extraordinary prosperity, and there would be a surplus of several 

millions. The Irish demand for financial relief should be considered before the Budget 

was introduced. On the question of education, he desired to approach it in a spirit of 

peace, and, if the Government would only act with common sense the Opposition would 

support them against the Church party, provided that the fundamental principles of the 

Act of 1870 were retained, and that the Bill would be proposed with the object, not of 

endowing denominations, but of educating the nation. — Mr. A. Balfour (C), First Lord of 

the Treasury, made a brief reply. He recognised that the Opposition had patriotically 

done their best to prevent any difficulty in the course of the Venezuelan negotiations. 

The general arbitration treaty, though nominally limited to five years, would, he hoped, 

be a perpetual guarantee of peace. As regards Egypt, the policy of the Government in 

the Soudan had in no way increased the difficulties of our foreign relations, nor, if the 

Egyptian iquestion were removed would it be possible to diminish our forces by a ship or 

a man. He maintained that it was right, and an advantage to humanity, to restore to 

Egypt the southern provinces which she had recently held. A vote would be asked to

sanction the advance to the Egyptian Government of the sum repaid to the Caisse de la 
Dette. As to Turkey, he confideptlj, jtisn^ted that European joint action would yet 
produce the desired results. As regards the financial relations with Ireland, the Royal 
Commission had omitted to deal fully with the subject, and the Government would 
propose a further investigation. On the education controversy, he thanked Sir W. 
Harcourt for his offer of co-operation, though he founded very slight hopes upon it. He 
hoped the Bill would receive general support on the Ministerial side. In regard to the 
Anglo-Turkish Convention, our obligations were precisely what they were when Sir W. 



Harcourt was in office.— The debate was continued by Sir E. A. Bartlett (CJ, Mr. 
Labouchere (G.L.), and Sir C. Dilke (G.L.). The latter advocated handing over Cyprus 
to Greece under certain conditions. — Mr. Bryce (G.L.) said that the position of this 



country with regard to the question of Armenia was one of humiliation, and that our 
diplomacy had proved a failure. Jan, 19.

Wilson (G.L.) calling for a Bill to prevent undermanning ; withdrawn Jan. 25. 9. India— 
AmendmeDt by Sir W. Wedderburn (G.L.) in favour of an inquiry into the condition of 
the people in India ; negatived by 217 to 90, Jan. 26. 10. Registration. — Amendment by 
Mr. Strachey (G Jj.) demanding simplification of the Registration Laws ; negatived by 141 to 
59, Jan. 26. 11. Poor Law. — Amendment by Mr. Murnaghan (N.) in favour of discon- 
tinuing the deportation of paupers from Great Britain to Ireland ; withdrawn Jan. 26. 
12. Turkey. — Amendment by Mr. Disraeli (C.) urging the desirability of sending a special 
envoy to Constantinople; withdrawn Jan. 26. The Address in reply to the Queen's 
Speech was finally agreed to. Jan. 26. 

C— Adulteration of Food.—In the debate on the Address, Mr. Kearley (G.L.) 
moved an amendment expressing regret that no legislation was proposed on the report of 
the Committee on Food Products, which disclosed the existence of unfair and nefarious 
competition with native food producers by foreigners and others.— Mr. T. W. Russell 
<L U.), Sec. to the Loc. Govt. Board, said the report was only recently presented, 
and the question bristled with controversial points and required most careful considera- 
tion. A draft Bill had been prepared. The amendment was negatived. Jan. 26. 

C — Africa — Abyssinia. — Mr. Curzon (C), Under Sec, announced a mission to King 
Menelik to assure him of our friendly intentions, to endeavour to promote amicable 
and cooomercial relations, and to settle certain questions which had arisen between the 
British authorities in the Somali Coast and the Abyssinian Governor of Harrar. Feb. 26. 

In Supply, Mr. Curzon stated that the mission had not been without success as regards 
the settlement of boundaries aud other questions, June 24 ; and on July 19 he 
announced the conclusion of a treaty. 

Benin Expedition. — Mr. Curzon (C.) said the mission to Benin which led to the murder 
of British officers, was undertaken by the officials of the Niger Coast Protectorate, whose 
duty it was to visit the different parts of their district. Jan. 21. 

Mr. Goschen announced the successful issue of a punitive expedition, and the taking 
of Benin city with little loss of life. Feb. 22. 

Congo State. — Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) called attention to the condition of the Congo State, 
ahd advocated a conference of the European Powers having territory iu Africa, for the 
consideration of further measures for securing equitable treatment of the natives. He 
said the international stipalations for regulating the supply of arms and of liquor were 
violated both in the Niger and Congo territories, and that cannibal troops had been 
employed by the Congo State. — Mr. Curzon (C.) said it was admitted that many mistakes 
had been made by the Congo authorities, but it was fair to remember that the State had 
achieved great things for freedom. The charges against the Niger Company could not 
be sustained. The Government were, in fact, communicating with other Powers on the 
subject of a conference. April 2. 

*£otpt. — Mr. Curzon said that letters had been addressed by the French and Russian 
Consuls-General at Cairo to the Egyptian Government inquiring whether the latter had 
requested or would accept pecuniary assistance from England, and expressing the opinion 
that such application should be made through the Caisse de la Dette to all the Powers. 
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In Committee of Supply a vote of i-798|802 was proposed in aid of the expenditure 
for the Egyptian Expedition to Dongola.~MStr M. H. Beach (C.)« Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said that the actual coat was 4788,000, including £186,000 for the railway 
and telegraph and gunhoats. Out of the whole force only 47 were killed, 286 died of 
cholera, and 100 from other diseases while the campaign lasted. No more complete 
success was ever attained hy any expedition. The sum of £612,600 was advanced hy the 
Caisse de la Dette to the Eg3rptian Government, which, with a surplus fund, would have 
defrayed the whole cost, but the decision of the Caisse had been overruled by the Mixed 
Court of Appeal, and the sum advanced had to be repaid. When, in 1898, the constitution 
and powers of this Mixed Court would be reconsidered, a very grave question must arise 
as to their future powers and authority, but for the present the Egyptian Government 
must repay the money, and H.M. Government had no option bat to recoup it. An 
advance nad therefore been made to the Egyptian Government at 2} per cent, interest, 
to be repaid from time to time as might be found possible and convenient. If the 
occupation of Egypt were regarded as an abstract question there was not a little to be 
said against it, but it had long passed out of that region. A long chain of events, for 
which no Ghovemment was specially responsible, had prevented the termination of the 
occupation with honour or safety. The main cause was that France, especially after 
having voluntarily retired, had never allowed us a free hand in Egypt. She had cast upon 
EngUmd the sole responsibility for the safety of Eg3mt, and we might justly demand a 
free hand to perform our responsibilities. As to the luture, the Egyptian Government 
had been refused permission to use their own surplus, and H.M. Ghovemment would 
consider carefully whether they should sanction a further advance in the policy adopted 
in 199tJ towards restoring to civilization the province of Bongola. The Government held 
that there ought to be a further advance, and that Egypt could never be secure while a 
hostile Power held the Nile Valley up to Khartoum. If it believed any policy to be right 
with regard to Egypt, this country would not be worried out of it by hindrances and 
difficulties such as the refusal of this money. The Government believed their policy ^*^ 
right, and they intended to pursue it prudently and carefully, for it would not be 
advantageous to Egypt that more territory should be restored than she could pik>perly 
administer and defend. In the first instance there would be a further Egyptian advance 
to Abu Hamed, a very important point on the Nile, and afterwards, probably, beyond, 
but how far could not be stated. The main work in the coming reason would be to 
consolidate the district already acquired, and to obtain important strategical positions for 
the future. The Government proposed to contribute £270,000 for a light railway between 
Wady Haifa and Abu Hamed, but they did not contemplate during 1897 any further 
expenditure in this matter. They believed their policy would meet the approval of the 
great majority of the people of this country. — Mr. J. Morley (G.L.) regarded the 
announcement as one of much gravity, as at that moment the Government ought neither 
by word nor act to increase the indignation notoriously felt in some quarters, and Sir M. 
Beach's reference to the action of France and Russia was a direct and most imprudent 
challenge to those Powers who questioned the sincerity of our pleas for remaining in 
Egypt. The policy of the Government would embark us in serious, costly, perilous, and 
thankless operations. — Sir W. Harcourt (G.L.) also regarded the speech as mischievous 
and dangerous. He said he should vote against the grant as a public protest against 
language of menace and defiance. He had noped the Government would have acted in 
friendly concert with the Great Powers, and especially with France and Russia.— Mr. G. 
Curzon (C.)* Under Secretary, said that the clear and emphatic statement of Sir M. Beach 
contained no word of a provocative or an irritating character. Our positioB in Egypt was 
due to the fact that since Arabi's rebellion France declined to take part with us, and bad 
since given us no support, otherwise more might have been done for the benefit of Egypt. 
The decision of the Mixed Tribunal was due to political predilections, and when, in 1898, the 
time came to revise the arrangements, that decision must be taken into account.— Mr. 
Courtney (L.U.) held that the expedition was impolitic, inexpedient, and dangeroas. — 
Mr. Labouchere (G.L.) also opposed any further advance. — Mr. Amold-Forster (L.U.) 
regretted the attitude of the Government towards France and Russia ; and Mr. H. M. 
Stanley (L.U.) considered that Abu Hamed was a magnificent strategical position. — A 
motion by Mr. Enox (N.) to reduce the vote by the sum of £72,500 was negatived by 
139 to 29.— Mr. Munro Ferguson (G.L.) and Mr. M'Arthur ^G.L.) spoke in favour of the 
proposal of the Gtovemment, and declined to vote against me estimate. —Other members 
having spoken, the vote was passed by 169 to 57.— A vote of £145,000, the expenses of 
employing Indian troops at Smudm, was agreed to after short debate. Feb. 5. 

Mr. Curzon stated that the Government had no information that French troops had 
occupied a portion of the Bahr el Ghazel, and had reached the Nile. The Egyptian 
Government, he added, had not relinquished any of its claims to territory in the basin of 
the Upper Nile. April 26. 

Mr. Curzon announced that the Italian Government did not desire to maintain the 
occupation of Eassala, and would consult the convenience of the British and Egvptian 
Governments as to the time of withdrawal. May 20. 

In Supply, Mr. Dillon (N.) moved a reduction of the Diplomatic vote to elicit inlopna- 
tion ; negatived by 225 to 86. June 24. 
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r. Brodrick (G.)f Under Sec. for War, stMied that if any operations were undertaken 
in the valley of the Nile they would bb coridncted by the Government of Egypt. July 5. 

L — ^NiGBR Tbbbitoby.— Lord Stanmore (L.) asked whether the Government proposed 
to extend their control over the Niger Company by the addition of nominees of the Crown 
to the board of directors. — ^Lord Salisbury replied that the suggestion for placing 
Government directors on the board did not offer a practical solution of the problem, 
but he admitted that more direct Govemment influence would be desirable. The many 
difficulties attending the present state of things were receiving anxious attention. 
He concluded by expressing great admiration of the administrative success of the 
Company.— Lord Kimberley concurred. May 24. 

O— *SouTH Africa. — Mr. J. Chamberlain (L.U.), Colonial Secretary, moved the re-appoint- 
ment of the Select Committee to inquire into the origin and circumstances of the incursion 
into the South African Republic by an armed force, and into the administration of the 
British South Africa Company. — Mr. Maclean <C.) opposed the motion, as circumstances 
had very much changed since 1896. Jan. 20. 

Mr. Maclean moved an amendment that an inquiry was unnecessarjr in view of the 
peaceful settlement of affairs, the punishment of the raiders, and the inexpediency, in 
the interest of South Africa, of re*opening questions which had been disposed of. He said 
that if any arrangement had bean made with the South African Republic, it had been 
cancelled by the conduct of President Kruger, but the blue-book did not show any 
such compact.— Sir J. Lubbock (L.U.) seconded the amendment, admitting that H.M. 
Govt, were fulfilling their pledges, but holding that the House must consider what 
would be best for the general interests of the Empire. The re-appointment of the com- 
mittee might lead to disastrous consequences in South Africa, and no good could arise 
out of the inquiry. Jan. 28. 

Mr. J. Chamberlain said the Government could not consent to treat the resolution 
as an open question. All sections of the House desired to promote good relations 
between the Dutch and English in South Africa, and it had been and would be his 
policy to do so. Referring to the rumours current with regard to his action and policy 
previous to the raid, he said that if there were any who believed that he approved of that 
raid or was cognizant of it beforehand, he hxd more reason than anyone to desire an 
inquiiv. But, apart from personal considerations, the present situation in South Africa 
caused considerable anxiety, and there was still a state of unrest which all must desire, 
if possible, to allay. The recent legislation of the Transvaal Republic had not improved 
the situation, and the friendly suggestions of H.M. Govemment as to reform in favour of 
the Uitlrtuders had been inadequately met by President Kruger. There could be no 
security for peace and good relations between the two races until some attempt had been 
made to redress those grievances. H.M. Govemment asked the House to proceed with 
the inquiry into the ori^n and circumstances of the raid, and into the administration of 
the Chartered Company! As to the latter, he believed the Company would be able to 
make a very good case. The other brtmch of the inquiry must be conducted with great 
care and discretion, but it must go into the question of the grievances which caused the 
discontent and made the raid possible. He appreciated the difficulties in the way, but 
thought it necessary to press for the Committee. No promise was given to President 
Kruger or any outsider in this matter, but it was made to the House of Commons, and 
the Government were bound in honour to keep such a promise, unless the general wish of 
the House were otherwise. He believed the result would be satisfactory to the country, 
and that the inquiry would allay and not increase the animosities which might at present 
prevail. — Sir W. Harcourt (G.L.) said the Announcement of a searching inquiry was made 
m the Queen's Speech of 1896, and was made to the world at large. He desired to reinforce 
Mr. Chamberlain's friendly representations as to the interests of the Uitland»-rs, but we 
must first keep faith with the Transvaal Govemment. That was the ground of the 
promise of a fvJl and searching inquiry. The trial of Dr. Jameson and the inquiry at the 
Gape did not dispose of the question as to how far other persons and the Chartered 
Company were responsible. The Opposition desired to strengthen the hands of the 
Govemment in reconciling the English and the Dutch races. The Committee would 
ascertain the real facts of the case, and would give an assurance to the world that this 
country desired to deal fairly with other nations.— Sir E. Ashmead-Bartlett (C.) was con- 
vinced that the inquiry could only result in evil.— Mr. Courtney (L.U.) said- it was 
absolutely imperative that the Committee should sit. — Mr. Maclean said that after Mr. 
Chamberlain's declaration he would withdraw the amendment. — This was agreed to, and 
the motion for the appointment of the Committee was passed after some further 
diHCUssion. Jan. 29. 

Mr. Chamberlain announced that a claim had been received from the Transvaal 
Government in connection with the raid by Dr. Jameson and the British South Africa 
Company's troops. The amount claimed was— first, material damage, JB677,938 3s. 3d. ; 
second, moral or intellectual damage, Jgl,00O,0O0. Feb. 18. 

Mr. Chamberlain, referring to a dispute between the High Court of the Transvaal and 
the Volksraad, said that whatever the result the protection of British subjects was secure, 
by the Convention, which H.M. Govemment intended to maintain in its integrity. Feb. 25. 
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Mr. Chamberlain announced that a despatofa had been received containing particalars 
of the demand of the Transvaal Government;-' f^tiA demand wonld have to be considered 
by the Government and by the Chartered Company, and subjected to legal investigation ; 
and it would have to be the subject of possibly prolonged communications with the Trans- 
vaal Government. Until that process had been exhausted, he could give no further 
information. The claim was for £1,677,000 odd. Mar. 19. 

Mr. Balfour stated that H.M. Government were devoting their attention to the question 
of the future government of the territories of the South Africa Company, and proposed 
to consult immediately the directors of the Company, Sir A. Milner, and the authorities 
at the Cape. July 16. 

(For Report of Committee, see Pari. Paper, published July^ 1897.) 

In Supply* on the vote for the Colonial Office, Mr. Amold-Forster (L.U.) attacked the 
conduct of Mr. Rhodes, who, he declared, Had lighted a brand in South Africa which it 
would take a hundred years to extinguish. He also insisted that the report of the 
Committee was inadequate and unsatisfactory, inasmuch as the proceedings of the 
Chartered Company had not been inquired into. — Mr. Balfour repudiated any idea that 
the Government were afraid of discussion, but said that no demand for time had been 
made by the front Opposition bench or any large section of members. With respect to 
Mr. Rhodes, the Committee had in the most explicit terms said that the raid was wholly 
xm justifiable, and in point of fact Mr. Rhodes himself had never attempted to justify it. 
No one had endeavoured to extenuate his faults, but he had nevertheless rendered 
important services to South Africa and to the Empire. — Sir W. Harcourt thereupon 
asked for a day to discuss the question, which was acceded to. Progress was tnen 
reported. July 19. 

Mr. Chamberlain stated that as the Transvaal Government had repealed the Aliens 
Immigration Act and proposed to amend the Expulsion Act, the urgent questions in 
dispute between them and H.M. Govt, had been disposed of. July 26. 

Mr. P. Stanhope (G.L.) moved a resolution regretting the inconclusive action and 
report of the Committee, and its failure to recommend action in regard to Mr. Rhodes' 
and Mr. Hawksley's refusal to produce telegrams ; and further, ordering the latter to 
attend at the Bar and produce tne telegrams. He contended there had been a campaign 
to burke inquiry and stifle discussion, and that the Committee had left the Govt, to deal 
with the Chartered Company. He suggested that Mr. Rhodes' name should be struck off 
the Privy Council. — Mr. Labouchere supported the resolution, and vehemently attacked 
Mr. Rhodes and the Committee. — Sir M. Hicks-Beach said the Committee had reported 
definitely as to the origin and circumstances of the raid, and had gone fully into the 
subject. To recommend farther action would have been beyond their scope. It was for 
the Govt, to consider whether any action should be taken ; and, as regards Mr. Rhodes, 
they mast regard not only the conduct of which the Committee reported that he was 
guilty, but also his services generally to the country. Mr. Rhodes was the person 
responsible for the non-production of the telegrams, and not Mr. Hawksley, and it 
would have been imdesirable to prolong the inquiry that they might be produced. 
Every allegation against the Colonial Office had been exploded, and the Committee had 
decided not to make themselves parties to the propagation of further malignant slanders. 
In the interest of peace in S. Africa it was essential that the inquiry should close. — 
Sir W. Harcourt denied that the Report was inconclusive with regard to the raid, and 
justified its issue, as farther delay would have done infinite mischief. The Committee 
had emphatically cleared the Colonial Office of all complicity in the raid. Although he 
thought Mr. Hawksley ought to give an account to the House, the main part of the 
resolutiou was a censure on the Committee, and he could not support it. — Mr. Courtney 
(L.U.) said he absolved Mr. Chamberlain from any knowledge of Mr. Rhodes' design, but 
thought the Committee had not carried their inquiry far enough. — Mr. Birrell (GJj.) 
moved to omit the part of the resolution censuring tne Committee, leaving only the order 
for Mr. Hawksley's attendance. — Mr. Balfour said the Govt, could not consent to a with- 
drawal of the first part. — Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman justified the early presentation 
of the Report. — Mr. Chamberlain bore testimony to the loyalty of Sir W. Harcourt to the 
decision of the Committee. As to himself, his action was his justification against the 
rumours and charges which had for 18 months embarrassed him. As to the missing 
telegrams, he had seen them confidentially, and no great secret was hidden in them. 
As to Mr. Rhodes, while his fault was as great as any pohtician could commit, his 
personal character as a man of honour was not affected. Be had been already punished, 
and the Govt, did not intend to prosecute him or expunge his name from the Privy 
Council. The Chartered Company would be placed under more direct and efficient 
control by the Govt., but the charter would not be abolished, as Imperial control over 
Rhodesia would not be acceptable to S. Africa as a whole. The Govt, considered that, 
having been placed in the wrong by the raid, it was their duty to be extremely patient, 
and while firmly asserting their rights, they had not pressed the Transvaal Govt, on 
some questions as they otherwise might have done. — The amendt. was negatived by 333 
to 74, and Mr. Stanhope's resolution was then rejected by 304 to 77. July 26. 
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L— -Lord Loch having expressed a hope th fet the Chartered Company's territory should 
be brought under a greater degree of' kd^rial control, Lord Salisbury replied that the 
substance of the charter would be. modified, but that details could not be given. July 27. 

In reply to Lord Carrington (G.L.)) Lord Lansdowne stated that there were no reasons 
io justify the Govt, in restoring their commissions to Sir John Willoughby and other 
■officers who had taken part in the raid. July 29. 

O— *0n the 2nd R. of the Appropriation Bill, Sir W. Lawson (G.L.) condenmed the 
policy of the Govt, in not punishing Mr. • C. Rhodes, and avowed himself a " Little 
Englander," as the term implied a policy of peace, honesty, and justice. — Mr. Gripps <C.) 
prged the reinstatement of the officers, to which Mr. Brodrick (C.) replied that it was 
impossible to restore their commissions, as they had been convicted by a court, and had 
■disobeyed the High Commissioner. Aug. 4.

SiiAVEBT. — In the debate on the Address, Mr. J. A. Pease (G.L.) moved an amendment 
regretting the omission from the Queen's Speech of any statement that slavery had 
ceased to exist in Zanzibar. — Mr. Curzon (C.), Under Sec, repeated that the Govem- 
xnent would very shortly give instructions for the abolition of the status of slavery in 
Zanzibar and Pemba, but said that certain details remained to be settled. The amend- 
ment was withdrawn. Jan. 19. 

*Mr. Curzon announced the issue of decrees concerning the abolition of the legal status 
■of slavery in Zanzibar and Pemba. April 2. 

Ill Supply, on the Diplomatic vote, Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) called attention to the fact that 
runaway slaves from Zanzibar who escaped to the strip of British territory were, by 
British orders, i;iven back to their masters. — Mr. Curzon replied that in his belief nothing 
had been done by the British officials contrary to law. — Mr. J. A. Pease (G.L.) moved to 
^reduce the vote ai a protest. Negatived by 124 to 72. June 24. 

Mr. Curzon stated that specific instructions had been sent to our agents at Mombasa 
-that no proceedings of the kind referred to would be sanctioned by the Govt. June 26. 

A further statement on the same subject was made by Mr. Curzon. June 28. 

C—Agrionltnral Frodnoe Marks BilL— Mr. Wingfield-Digby (C.) moved the 
second reading of a Bill to provide that all imported dead meat and cheese should be 
marked in accordance with rules to be drawn up by the Board of Agriculture. A similar 
Bill had, he said, been read a second time in 1896 by 289 votes against 82, but amend- 
ments had been made to meet objections that were then raised. The sale of foreign or 
colonial meat as home-grown meat would be an offence, and all dealers in foreign meat 
must be registered as such. Local autiiorities were to give effect to the provisions of the 
Bill by means of inspectors, and fines were provided for offences. — Mr. Mildmay (L.U.) 
and Mr. Lambert (G.L.) supported the Bill. — Mr. G. Whiteley (C.) opposed it as causing 
a tnaximmn of trouble and expense while yielding a minimum of advantage. — Mr. Long 
(C), President of Board of Agriculture, said that agricultural traders were as much 
entitled to protection from fraud as any other class. The Bill was admitted to be good in 
principle, and he regarded any alarm as to increase in the price of meat as quite unfounded, 
nor would the Bill promote protection in the ordinary sense of the word. The clauses, 
however, would require most careful examination, and the Government would assent to 
the second reading on condition that a Select Committee should take evidence as to their 
effect. — Mr. Bryce (G.L.) said the Bill might increase the consumption of foreign meat, 
and be disadvantageous to the British producer. — The second reading was carried by 160 
to 91, and the Bill was referred to a Select Committee. April 7.

C— Alien Immigration.— Mr. Lowles (C.) moved a resolution declaring that the 
constant influx of pauper aliens into London and other industrial ceotres was pre- 
judicially affecting and displacing British labour, and ought to receive instant attention 
at the hands of H.M. Government. — Mr. Eitchie (C), Pres. of Bd. of Trade, said the 
Government were pledged to legislate on this subject, and did not desire to depart from 
the pledges they had given.— After a short debate, the House was counted out. Feb, 9.

L— ^Army, The. — Lord Lansdowne (L.U.), Sec. of State, made a statement in detail 
as to the plans of the Government for increasing the strength of the Army. 
He said that ever since 1872 the rule of keeping one battalion at home for every battalion 
abroad had been ignored, owing to the increased requirements of the Empire, the result 
being that there were seventy-six battalions abroad 8nd only sixty-five at home. The 
highest military authorities considered that the deficit of eleven battalions should be 
■diminished, and with that object it was proposed to add two battalions to the seven 
■existing battalions of Guards, and to employ three of them from time to time outside the 
United Kingdom. The details would be settled so as to disturb existing arrangements 
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L— Army, The^-^continued. 
as little as possible^ and not to impair efficiency or recruiting, and the change would be 
introduced gradually. The idea was that thr^e-bbttalions of Guards should be stationed 
at Gibraltar. The effect would be to take three battalions off the foreign and to add 
three to the home establishment, thus producing exactly the same result as if six new 
battalions were created, but costing £900,000 less per annum. There were now one- 
hundred and forty-one battalions of infantry, or seventy pairs of linked battalions and 
one odd battalion — namely, the Cameron Highlanders. They proposed to add to it a 
second battalion. Instead of having seventy-six battalions abroad and sixty-five at home, 
there would be seventy-three abroad to sixty- nine at home, still leaving a deficit of four 
battalions, which, however, as it mi^ht be temporary, it was not intended to deal with. 
To strengthen the garrisons of fortresses and coaling stations it was proposed to make a 
slight increase of infantry of the line, also to add a battalion to the Boalta Militia and one 
to the West Indian Regiment, while the garrison artillery would be increased by 8,600 
men. It was further intended to provide another battery of field artillery, making forty- 
five batteries — the full complement of three army corps. These proposals would be 
spread over a period of three years. — ^A short discussion ensued. Feb. 4. 

C— *Aricv Estimates.— In Supply, a Supplementary Estimate of Jk*265,800 for the 
Volunteers was agreed to, a motion lor itssreduotion having been negatived by 127 to 25. 

On going into Supply (Army Estimates), Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) moved a resolution de<^aring 
that while the House was ready to provide the funds required for the efficient main- 
tenance of our military foroes, it desired to be convinced that the present system of 
enlistment and terms of service were such as to be suitable to the requirements of the 
Empire. He said the cost of the Army and Navy in 1896 was £68,000,000 in all, more 
than half of which was spent on the Army and fixed defences, in spite of the fact that the 
Navy stood first in Imperial defence. For 1897-98 the military expenditure would be 
£18,865,000, and that of India for 1896-97 was £16,127,000. Our military system was the 
dearest in the world, and yet our Army had no permanent organization in brigades, 
divisions, or corps, no permanent staff for war, an<i no generals trained for war. The 
Guards were the only force that could be easily mobilized, and the Government scheme 
would spoil the only battalions of infantry in the Home Army which were fit for war at 
present. What was wanted was a short-service home force with a real reserve, with 
a long-service force for Itidia.— Mr. Brodrick (C)} Under Sec. for War, denied that our 
system was a rotten one. and pointed out that no hint had been given as to how a better 
return could be obtained for the money expended. The suggestions made would magnify 
every existing evil. The Government proposals had been gratefully accepted as a greater 
advance than had been taken for many years. — Sir H. Gampbell-Bannerman (G.Ij.) said 
tbat those who condemned the prosent system had had no experience of its work in 
detail. He thought it could not be replaced by any system which would not have ten 
times as many faults. — Sir J. Colomb (C.) asked for a Government statement as to the 
circumstances according to which the strength of the garrisons ftbroad was determined, 
and their views as to the possibility of an invasion by a large hostile force. — Mr. Brodrick 
said the Government asked for what they considered to be the needs of the national 
defences, after considering the whole naval and military requirements of the nation. — 
Gen. M'Calmont (C.) thought the proposed addition to the Army was absolutely con- 
temptible.— Mr. Arnold-Forster (L.U.) urged that the whole of our military system should 
be recast on common-sense lines. — Col. Rusoell (C.) said the proposals of the Government 
had caused general disappointment among military men. — The resolution was negatived 
by 197 to 68.— Col. Lockwood (C.) urged that the proposal to send three battalions of the 
Guards to Gibraltar required further consideration, as it would be detrimental to the 
Guards, whose officers were unanimously opposed to the change. Feb. 8. 

Sir A. Hood (C.) opposed the change in the brigade of Guards as tending to impair its 
efficiency, and Col. Kenyon-Slaney (C.) urged reconsideration of the propostd. — ^Mr. 
Brodrick said the main object of the scheme was approved by Lord Wolseley, as it would 
improve the military organization by providing a force of Guards at a fairly high strength, 
without depleting the home battalions. The views of the commanding officers would be 
carefully considered with a view to meeting objections, but the scheme had been recom- 
mended to the Government by the Army Board. It would add 2,000 choice troops to the 
British Army. — Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman (G.L. ) suggested that the addition might have 
been made in Line regiments, but thought the Guards were not likely to suffer from 
taking a share in foreign service, though the selection of Gibraltar ought to be recon- 
sidered. — Mr. A. Balfour said that if the expectations of the Government were realized, 
as he believed they would be, it would be admitted that, instead of injuring the Guards, 
a service had been done them. — The House then went into Committee of S apply, and 
Mr. Brodrick moved that a number of land forces not exceeding 168,774 should be granted 
for the service of the Army in 1897-8. He said that the measures now proposed would 
make the Army 16,000 stronger than in 1887, besides having 40,000 more men in the 
Reserve. There had been a rigid overhaul of every branch of our equipment for war, 
and a deliberate policy had been pursued by the Government. Since they came into 
office in 1896 they had proposed for Army services a loan of £6.600,000, an increase of 
8,000 men to the Army, supplementary estimates for the Volunteers £260,000, and had 
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spent large Bums to equip the infantry with, ammunition and the artillery with guns. 
In the matter of men, they asked ifo^^.^i^aany as oould be recruited at this time on 
existing terms. The past year had been one of exceptional activity. The pressing needs 
of iihe field artillery in respect of guns, those of the infantry in regard to ammunition, 
and of the Volunteers in respect of the capitation grant, had been met. It was further 
proposed to re>organize the cavalry, so that the first cavalry division and the divisional 
cavalry regiment would at all times be ready for active service. It was intended that all 
regiments should keep their present full dress, but that the undress of the regiments of 
each corps should be assimilated. Various changes were contemplated in the artillery 
a*nd medical services, and some further provisions for the comfort of the private soldier. 
The period of commands for Militia and Volunteer officers had been fixed at five and 
four years respectively. As to the Artillery. 81 pieces were added last year, and there 
were now 46 batteries of six guns each, with 40 reserve guns ; ten batteries, or 60 horse 
artillery guns, with six reserve guns->the complete equipment and reserve of three army 
corps. Beyond this, in case of invasion, we had 186 field guns held by the Volunteers, 
and 204 guns of position. This year it was hoped to complete the ammunition columns 
for the horse and field artillery, and to commence the formation of a modern siege 
train ; also to spend a considerable sum on quick-firing guns for the defence of harbours. 
The Militia artillery had been armed with the -303 rifle, and next year the re-arming of 
the engineer and rifle volunteers would be completed. He asked the Committee to 
support the Government in their attempts to make our military system efficient. — A 
general discussion followed, after which Mr. Labouchere (G.L.) moved to reduce the 
vote by 4,200 men, the number of the army of occupation in Egypt. — Negatived by 134 
to 20, and vote agreed to. * Feb. 12. 

On the vote of £653,000 for the Militia, Mr. Brodrick said the system of training 
the Militia with the Regular forces would be extended. The difficulty in officering was 
due to the depression in agriculture, but the War Office hoped soon to deal with it'. — Vote 
agreed to, —On the vote of £76,000 for the Yeomanry, Mr. Knox (N.) moved to reduce 'it 
by £7,000, the proportion paid by Ireland. — Negatived by 182 to 46, and vote passed by 180 
to 38— Votes of £67,000 for the Volunteer force, and of £639,000 for transport and 
remounts were agreed to. On the vote of £2,563,400 for provisions, &c., Mr. Dalziel (G.L.) 
moved to reduce it by £1,000. — Sir R. P. FitzGerald (C.) and others called attention to 
the supply of foreign meat to the Army. — Mr. P. Williams (L.U.), Financial Sec, said 
the War Office acted upon the principle of giving preference to the home producer, 
and to local districts wherever possible. — After further debate the reduction was 
negatived by 131 to 18, and the vote was agreed to. — Other votes having been passed 
without a division, the vote of £64,800 for miscellaneous effective services was carried by 
120 to 8. Feb. 19. 

On the vote for the War Office, Sir A. Hood (0.) condemned the policy of sending the 
Guards to Gibraltar as detrimental to their efficiency. He moved to reduce the vote by 
J6100.— Mr. Brodrick denied that the status or efficiency of the Guards would be 
interfered with. The experiment ought to be given a fair trial, as it was strongly 
recommended by the military advisers of the Government. — Sir H. Campbell-Bannermaia 
(GX.) said he remained unable to pronouuce any opinion on the scheme. — After farther 
debate, Mr. A. Balfour appealed to the military members not to throw difficulties in 
its way, and to wait the result of the plan. The Government were determined to do 
nothing to impair the position of the Guards. — The reduction was negatived by 160 to 97. 
The rest of the sitting was occupied by discussions on the results of our military expendi- 
ture, the disbandment of a Scotch Volnnteer Battalion, and other matters. July 22. 

On the vote for warlike stores, Mr. P. Williams (L.U.), Financial Secy., announced an 
increase of wages to labourers in Govt, factories from 19s. 6d. to 21s. per week. — Capt. 
Norton (G.L.) expressed dissatisfaction, and moved to reduce the vote. — Negatived by 
165 to 78, and vote agreed to; July 27. 

O— *MiLiTARY Manceuvrbs Bill. — On the 2nd R. of this Bill Mr. Stephens (C.) moved 
its rejection on the ground that its machinery was unduly arbitrary and gave excessive 
powers to a Military Commission. — Mr. Brodrick said that there was no fear of 
interference with any rights without compensation. The Bill entailed a minimum of 
sacrifice from private individuals for a great public advantage. — Amendment negatived 
by 170 to '26, and BiU read a second time, being afterwards (169 to 36) referred to the 
Standing Committee on Law. July 20. 

On Report, Mr. McNeill (N.) moved to limit the Bill till Dec. 31, 1899.— Mr. Brodrick 
replied that the Bill gave a permanent right to hold manoeuvres, subject to a resolution 
in Parliament whenever it was to be put in force. — Negatived by 94 to 16. — An amendment 
by Mr. Dillon (N.) that local representatives should be a majority over nominated mem- 
bers was accepteri by the Govt,, and the Bill then passed the Report staee. July 31. 

L — Lord Lansdowne (L.U.), Sec. of State, moved the 2nd R. of the Bill, which was 
agreed to. Aug, 2. 

The Bill subsequently became law. (See Statutes, post.) 

♦Military Wobks. — Mr. Brodrick proposed a resolution authorizing a loan for the 
purposes of urgent military works to the extent of £6,468,000, a Bill for" which would be 
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^ntrodaoed. The first item of £1,120,000 was for f ortifioatioiis iuid the def enoe of naval basesr 
inolading that of harbours at Berehayen, Loneh ^willy, Falmoath, and SoiUy. Further 
ezpenditnre, amounting to £2,900,000, was fox* Barracks and large camps, and additional 
qnarters for married soldiers. A third item of the loan, £1,149,000, was for snrronnding 
London with defensive positions and storehouses, providing for the more efficient 
training of troops, and for rifle ranges. It was also intended to propose a vote of £600,000 
for the establishment of ranges, the use of whioh would be available for the Militia and 
Volunteers. Land was required for manoeuvres if our troops were to be maintained 
efficiently, and provisional agreements were contemplated witn landowners by which the 
Government hoped to purchase about sixty square milee of land on Salisbury Plain, the 
cost of which, with the necessary works, would be about £460,000. The works would be 
permanent, and the loan would be repaid within thirty years.— After discussion, the 
resolution was agreed to. Jan, 29. 

On the Report of the resolution Sir W. Harcourt (O.L.) asked for information oon- 
ceming the projected fortification of London. — Sir M. H. Beaoh (C.) replied that it was not 
proposed to erect a series of fortifications round London, but only to complete the work 
commenced by the late Government, at a cost of £96,000. The Report was carried by 109 
to ^, — Mr. Brodrick then brought in the Bill founded on the i'esolution,and it was read a 
first time. Feb. 1. 

On the 2nd Reading, Mr. Lough (G.L.) moved an amendment declaring the necessity 
of further information as to the proposed works. — Gen. Russell (C.) supported the 
scheme of defensive positions for London, which he said were simply block-houses 
for stores, where temporary fortifications would enable an attack by a light column of 
invaders to be checked until the main defence had time to rally. — Mr. Brodrick 
defended the plan of dealing with these matters by means of a loan, as it gave 
Parliament increased control over the expenditure. The scheme for the defence of 
London was in principle that accepted by Parliament in 1887. — Mr. Woodall {G.L.) con- 
sidered the statement most re-assuring. — Sir W. Lawson (G.L.) opposed the Bill, objecting 
to the enormous expenditure on tbe Army.— Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman (G.L.) said that 
as to the defence of London too much had been made of the matter. The notion that 
London would be encircled by a circumvallation or a chain of forts was perfectly absurd. 
The Government ought to receive the support of the Committee. — Other members having 
spoken, the amendment was negatived by 194 to 48, and the Bill was then read a second 
time. Feb. 18. 

L — Lord Spencer (G.L.) called attention to the effect of the new Lee-Metford rifle upon 
ranges in the country, and asked whether any arrangements had been made to assist 
Volunteers to obtain practice at the present ranges or within easy reach of their head- 
quarters. — Lord Lansdowne (L.U.) replied that the matter was under consideration, and 
that the Military Works Bill provided for the expenditure of £600,000 on new ranges for 
the use of the Axmy, the use of which he hoped Volunteers would share. Feb. 18. 

C — In Committee several amendments on points of detail were moved, and negatived 
by large majorities. Feb. 22. 

On CI. 2, Mr. Lough moved that an account of expenditure should be laid annually 
before Parliament. — Sir M. Hicks-Beach said the amendment was unnecessary, and 
it was negatived by 198 to 78. — The clause was passed by 160 to 60. — A new clause by 
Mr. Lough having been rejected by 137 to 48, the schedule was carried by 179 to 69, and 
the Bill passed through Committee. Mar. S2. 

The Bill was read a third time. Apr. 1. 

L— Lord Lansdowne moved the 2nd R. and explained the provisions of the Bill, which 
was supported by Lord Spencer (G.L.) and agreed to. Apr. 6. 

The Bill was read a third time, April 6, and subsequently passed into law. See Statutes, 
post. 

C — VOLT7NTEEBS — Mr. John Wilson (L.U.) moved the adjournment to call attention 
to the War Office Order disbanding the 6th Volunteer Battahon Scottish Rifles at Airdrie 
and the refusal of an enquiry. He contended that a slur had been cast on between 700 
and 800 working men, for whom universal sympathy was expressed in Lanarkshire. — ^Mr. 
Brodrick (C.) replied that in the opinion of the military authorities the battalion was 
inefficient and quite unfit for duty on parade. He gave numerous details in support of 
the War Office Order, and said that the maintenance of the corps would be an injury and 
an injustice to the whole body of Volunteers. — Tbe motion was negatived. Mar. 16. 

Axmy.— See also under Imperial Defence. 

C— Bankruptcy Law. — Mr. Kemp (L.U.) moved the 2nd R. of the Preferential 
Payments in Bankruptcy Act (1888) Amendment Bill, its object being, in winding up 
companies, to give priority to local rates and employees' wages. — ^After debate the second 
readm^ was agreed to, the Government assenting. Bill referred to the Standing 
Committee on Law. Feb. 10. Subsequently read a third time. 

L — The Bill was read a 2nd time, April 6, and subsequently passed. See Statutes, po9^. 

C— ^Budget, The.— Sir M. H. Beach (C), Chancellor of the Exchequer, made the 
annual financial statement. He said that the financial situation was even more 
favourable than last year, when we appeared to be on the crest of the wave. In spite of 
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political oiroumstances, trade crises in maaj^^ quarters, distress in India, and anxieties in 
the East, the revival of trade had beei^, paaiintained. Our foreign trade had risen from 
702 to 738 millions, and our home trade ';<^as not less flourishing. The revenue of 1896-7 
had produced £112,199,000, of which ^£108,960,000 went to the Exchequer, and i;*8,249,00a 
to relieve Local Taxation. The only fallings-off were in land tax and estate duty, due to 
the legislation of 1896. All other heads showed an increase. The expenditure (Exchequer 
issuesj amounted to £101,477,000. Of the increase ^(^799,000 was due to the Dongola 
expedition, and Jgl45,000, the cost of the Indian troops at Suakim ; and the balance to in- 
creased expenditure on the Army, Navy, and education. Deducbine the Exchequer 
issues from the revenue there was a surplus of i>2,478,000, which had been devoted ta 
military works, so as to prevent an increase of new debt. The National Debt had been 
reduced from £662,640,000 to £644,966,000. Th^ unfunded debt now consisted solely of 
Treasury Bills. In reference to the celebration of the sixtieth anniversary of the Queen's 
accession, he g[ave an elaborate account of the financial changes which had occurred 
during those sixty years. Speaking of the finances for 1897-8, the total expenditure 
might be put at £101,791,0()0, in addition to £8,979,000 for relief of local taxation. 
The increased cost was due to higher wages. Against this he anticipated a revenue of 
£103,360,000, or an estimated surplus of £1,669,000. He must, however, disEappoint those 
who anticipated a reduction of taxation, because since the Navy EstimateH had been 
brought in, the Government had resolved on an addition to them. They had also had to- 
consider carefully the responsibilities of their position as the paramount Power in South 
Africa, and they felt that a material increase must be made in the Imperial garrison, 
there. That decision had been taken in no aggressive spirit. They intended to fulfil to- 
the utmost all their own obligations, but they expected others to do the same. He had 
to reserve £200,000 on account of it, and thus he was left with £869,000 to deal with. 
This sum was insufficient to reduce the income-tax or general taxation, but it was 
proposed to make certain reforms in the Postal service, which would be indirectly a- 
reduction of taxation. There would be free delivery of letters to every house in the 
Kingdom, involving a multiplication of rural post-offices. Telegram^ would be delivered 
free within three xniles, and beyond that limit at 8d. per mile. The cost of the guarantee 
for opening a new telegraph office would be reduced, and also the rate on parcels to Id. 
per pound up to a maximum of Is. The sample post would be abolished, and all articles 
under four ounces, whether letters, samples, or books, would be sent for Id., with a- 
further charge of ^d. for every two ounces over that weight. Finally, the Postal Union 
would be asked to reduce the rate on foreign and colonial letters from 2id. to 2d. These 
changes would cost £366,000, leaving a surplus of £603,000 for contingencies, out of which 
some grants would be made for education in Scotland and technical education in Ireland. 
There would be the cost of the entertainment of our foreign and colonial gnests at the 
Diamond Jubilee, and after that there would be very little margin for the current year.— 
Sir W. Harcourt (6.L.) considered the statement generally satisfactory, though it was to- 
be deplored that in two years of great surpluses no material relief of taxation had 
been given for the benefit of all classes. The surplus of next year was, he said, to be used 
in part for the support of a war policy in South Africa. The Colonial Minister had 
endeavoured to exasperate sentiment in this coimtry, and to produce a racial war ; but 
his policy had been defeated by the good sense and ^ood feeling of the people of the Cape,, 
and by the vote in the Cape Parliament condemnm^ a war policy. — Mr. Chamberlain 
(L.U.) condemned Sir W. Harcourt's speech as pernicious, dangerous, and unpatriotic in 
the highest degree, embarrassing to tne Government, and injurious to the cause of peace. 
He denied that the Government were entering upon an aggressive and a warlike policy. 
They intended to observe their own obligations, and they held that obligations towards 
ourselves should also be maintained. The differences with the Transvaal were due to- 
the fact that on more than one occasion the Transvaal Government had broken the 
Convention, and were called upon in friendly and conciliatory terms to give us satis- 
faction. Sir W. Harcourt, in effect, told them that they should not give us satisfaction,, 
and that we were the aggressors. The Cape Parliament had practically declared that 
they were determined that the obligations should be observed on both sides. Nothini^ in 
the despatches was in any way provocative to the Transvaal. For months the Transvaal 
had been arming to an extent '\wiich was absolutely unjustifiable by any ordinary policy 
of defence. The Government would ask for an extremely modest sum, sufficient to send 
a brigade of artillery and an additional regiment to the Cape.— Mr. Courtney (L.U.)- 
deprecated the policy of biting our thumbs at other nations.— Mr. Balfour (C.) replied 
that Sir W. Harcourt and Mr. Courtney had made speeches calculated to aggravate ihe 
relations between this country and the Transvaal. Troops were being sent to the Cape- 
solely as a precaution; the Government were absolutely innocent of any aggressive 
purpose, and would regard hostilities as a national disaster. — Sir W. Harcourt said he- 
was extremely glad to hear this statement, because an impression existed that the policy 
of Mr. Rhodes had Mr. Chamberlain's support. — Sir M. H. Beach having replied and 
other members having spoken, the resolution as to the income-tax was agreed to. Ayl. 29. 
On the resolution re-imposing the 4d. tea duty, Mr. A. O'Connor (N.) moved to reduce 
the duty to 2d., contending that the general prosperity of the country rendered such a 
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rednotion practicable, and that it would be specially valuable to Ireland. After dis- 
cussion, Sir M. Hicks Beach pointed out that indirect taxation was a necessary part of 
our system, and that direct taxation had reached a very high point. The reduction 
■of the tea duty would be impolitic, as removing one of the very few duties still paid by 
everyone. The duty was not oppressively heavy, and the money could not be spared. — 
Mr. Buxton (G.L.) said the Government had muddled away in subsidies surpluses of about 
Jg7 ,000,000, which should have been used to reduce taxes.— The amendment was negatived 
by 209 to 96, and the resolution a^eed to. May 10. 

On the second reading of the Fmance Bill, Mr. J. Lowther (0.) moved that the existing 
fiscal system of the country was unequal to the demands of the public service, and that 
more varied sources of taxation should be resorted to. A small duty on foreign manu- 
factures would yield a considerable revenue, while a duty of 9s. per quarter on com 
would, without inconvenience to the consumer, yield J£6,000,000 a year. He advocated a 
preferential tariff imder which colonial food stuffs would come in imder better terms 
than those of foreigners. — Sir M. H. Beach said he must decline to go into the con- 
troversy between protection and free trade. He admitted that the narrow basis of our 
present taxation might become a danger, and that in a period of serious depression or a 
great war, new sources of revenue must be found. But the present system satisfied 
present needs. He had opposed the Finance Act of 1894 imtil concessions had been made 
on many points, but now that the great change in the death duties had been established, 
it could not be repealed or materially altered until it failed in its object. He would 
consider, however, any special hardships. — Sir W. Harcourt said that the Budget was a 
signal proof of the soundness of our fiscal basis and of our currency. He defended the 
Act of 1894, but would not object to the removal of any unfair pressure. As to the 
surplus, he argued that indirect taxation, such as the tea duty, should be reduced. — The 
amendment was withdrawn and the Bill read a second time. May 21. 

In Committee, Sir M. Beach proposed a clause sanctioning the sale of tobacco iu 
omnibuses and tramway cars. — Agreed to. June 3. 

Mr. Dillon (N.) moved a clause to reduce by 2s. per pound the duties on all manu- 
factured tobacco, as a concession to the Irish people. — Sir M. H. Beach said the proposal 
would reduce the general taxation of the country by i;7,000,00u, and he could not spare 
that amount. — Sir W. Harcourt said that the financial injustice of which Ireland com- 
plained must chiefly be remedied by reduction of indirect taxation, which might have 
been made out of the surplus, and he regretted it was not done. He could not, however, 
support the clause, and it was negatived by 289 to 89.— Mr. T. G. Bowles (C.) proposed an 
amendment to render valid deeds of gift made three months before the death of the donor. 
Negatived by 197 to 96. The Bill passed through Committee Ju7i^ 29, and was read a 
third time on Jvh/ 1, subsequently becoming law. See Statutes, post.

C — Burials Bill, — Mr. Cameron (G.L.) moved the second reading of a Bill promoted 
by the Dissenters, the main object of which was to provide that while permitting the 
consecration of parochial cemeteries, it should be regarded only as a religious rite, and 
should create no legal rights or disabilities, or claims to fees preserving existing incum- 
bents' rights). — Mr. Boscawen (C.) moved the rejection of the Bill on the ground that only 
a very small part of it was devoted to removal of grievances, and that the greater portion 
■of it was intended as a sort of guerilla warfare against the Church of England. — Mr. 
J. W. Sidebotham (C.) supported the Bill, but not in all its details. — Lord Cranborne (C.) 
maintained that it was an attack upou the rights of the Church, and that it outraged the 
sentiments of Churchmen. Under one clause any kind of service, however impious or 
revolting, might be' conducted in a consecrated burial-ground or chapel. — Mr. L. George 
(G.L.) said Nonconformists objected to consecration being made a means of vesting m 
one sect the property in a portion of the burial-ground. — Sir H. Fowler (G.L.) argued that 
the Act of 1880 had done no harm either to Christianity or the Church of England. The 
existing grievances had since arisen, and the Bill sought to remedy them without any 
reference to disestablishment. In Committee amendments might be introduced in 
regard to tbe administration of the law which would tend to allay sectarian animosities. — 
Sir M. W. Ridley (C), Home Secretary, confessed that the burial laws were somewhat 
complex, and might be improved, but the Bill appeared to irritate to the greatest 
possible extent those who were attached to the Church of England, while it sought to 
remedy in a most illogical and impracticable manner some of the grievances which 
-existed ; he should therefore vote for its rejection. — The second reading was negatived 
by 194 to 150. Feb, 34. 

C— ^Business of the House.— A motion that the House should meet at two o'clock 
■on Ash Wednesday was carried by 246 to 81. Mar. 2. 

Mr. Balfour moved that Government business have priority on Tuesdajrs and 
Wednesdavs. Agreed to. June 21. 

Mr. Balfour moved to suspend the 12 o'clock rule for the remainder of the Session, and 
announced the abandonment of the Criminal Evidence Bill and the Fisheries Bill. — ^Mr. 
Strachey (G.L.) moved a limiting amendment, which was negatived by 258 to 76.— The 
motion was carried, after debate, by 249 to 89. July 16. 
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Children.— See under Poor Law and Infu&t Life Bill. 

C— Chnrcli of England.—DiBESTABLisHMENT.— Mr. S. Smith (G.L.) moved a 
resolution in favour of the disedtablishmeut and disendowm^nt of the Church of England, 
both in England and Wales. He contended that the union of Church and State had become 
An anachrouism, that it was strongly opposed by Nonconformists, and that the Church ought 
to be free and self-governing. Distinctively Roman Catholic doctrines were now openly 
preached in thousands of Anglican pulpits, notwithstanding the fact that by the coronation 
oath the Sovereign had solemnly bound herself to maintain the Protestant reformed religion 
established by law. Parliament would never again attempt to reform the Church ; the only 
Alternative was to disestablish and disendow it.— Mr. Morton (G.L.) seconded the resolu- 
tion. In the course of his speech he asserted that the resolution did not affect endow- 
ments, a statement afterwards corrected.— Mr. A. Balfour (C.) described the debate as 
little better than a sham, and pointed to the absence of the greater number of the leaders 
of the Opposition as a proof of their want of any interest in the subject. The House was 
'wasting time, and lowering its dignity and efficiency by occupying itself with academipal 
arguments. There might have been regrettable episodes in the long history of the 
■Church, but it ought not on that account to be deprived of the machinery by means of which 
it did its work. He hoped the division would show that the House would not tolerate 
longer than it could help even the consideration of a resolution which was so diametrically 
opposed to all the wishes and hopes of the people. — Mr. 0. Williams (6.L.) read a list of 
seventeen reforms which were wanted by the Church, and declared that most of the 
evils complained of would cease on disestablishment. — The resolution was negatived by 
^04 to 86— majority, 118. Feb. 9. 

Q— ♦IsiiB OP Man (Chubch Building) Bill. — Sir R. Webster (0.)# A.G., moved the 
Becond reading of this Bill, which was opposed and negatived by 65 to 62. Mr. BalfOur 
thereupon moved the adjournment, remarking that business during the Jubilee celebra- 
tions was not unattended with difficulties. — The motion was defeated by 64 to 68, but 
was eventually carried by 133 to 76. (See Statutes, ^os^.) JuneSiS. 

L — Patronage Bill. — The Archbishop of York moved the 2nd R. of this Bill, which 
proposed to make void the nomination or presentation to a benefice unless notice was first 
given to the Diocesan Registrar of the name and address of the transferee. He emphasised 
the necessity of a Bishop knowing who were the patrons of benefices in his diocese. After 
some criticisms by the Lord Chancellor and Lord Herschell, the Bill was read a second 
time. May 14. 

The Bill passed through Committee, May 28, and was read a third time, July 9, but 
made no progress in the House of Commons. 

C— Taxation of the Clergy.— Mr. Round (C.) called attention to the taxation 
of clerical incomes, and moved a resolution that the burdens of local taxation borne 
by them were inequitable and excessive, and that the grievance called for substantial 
relief. — Mr. Harrison (G.L.) opposed the motion on the ground that the grievance 
was felt to a far greater extent by urban ratepayers. After much discussion, 
Sir M. H. Beach (C), Chancellor of the Exchequer, admitted that the clergy were the 
only class who were rated on their professional income, and that in this respect there ^as 
a grievance which required a remedy. The Government could not, however, deal with 
only one part of the question, which was being investigated by a Royal Commission, and 
he suggested that the rating of clerical tithe rent-charge should be laid before them. 
When the report was presented, the Government might consider how to deal with it, and 
he hoped some fair relief might be given. — Resolution carried by 178 to 97. Mar. 23.

L— Civil Service.— Lord Monkswell (G.L.) called attention to the dismissal of Mr. J. 
Bull by the Lord Great Chamberlain from the office of resident superintendent of the 
Palace of Westminster, and moved for a Select Committee. — ^Lord Ancaster having 
replied, the motion was, after further discussion, rejected by 29 to 1& Feb. 16. 

O— Local Government Board — Mr. LI. George (G.L.) drew attention to the con- 
gestion of work at the Board, and urged that it was desirable to relieve the pressure. — 
Mr. T. W. Russell (L.TJ.)* Pari. Secy., said that a departmental committee had been 
Appointed to inquire into the subject, and its recommendations would have the result pf 
^eatly reducing the delays of which complaints had been made. April 2.

C — ^*Coloniefl. — Mr. Chamberlain (L.O.), referring to the visit of the colonial Premiers 
to London, said that there was no intention to hold an Imperial Conference for the dis- 
•oussion and determination of questions of common Imperial concern; but the Govern- 
ment would take the opportunity of discussing with the Premiers any matters of common 
interest which any of them might desire to raise. Feb. 23. 

On the 2nd R. of the Appropriation Bill, Mr. Courtney (L.U.) called attention to the 
action of the Govt, in denouncing the commercial treaties with Belgium and Germany, at 
the instance of Canada, which, he feared, might lead to a war of tariffs and the abolition 
of free trade. — Mr. Chamberlain (L.U.), Colonial Sec, replied that the Ooluniid Conferenee 
had unanimously approved the course which the Govt, had taken, as the treaties hampered 
Hhe relations between this country and the colonies, and prevented preferential treatment

L— ^Companies BilL—On the motion of Lord Dudley (C.) the Companies Bill—the 
same measure as the one introduced by the Government in 1896 — was read a second time 
and rel erred to a Select Committee. Feb. 11.

L— Convey ancinfiT Bill.— Lord Davey (G.L.) moved the second reading of a Bill to 
make the title to land approximate as nearly as circumstances permitted to the title to 
stock. The measure, he said, introduced no new principle or rule of law, but it rendered 
much technical and complicated law obsolete as regarded both purchasers and mort- 
gagees. — Lord Halsbury (C.) assented to the motion, but said that the elaoses would 
require very careful examination. — Bead a second time. May 13. 

C— Convict Prisons.— Mr. Fickersgill (G.L.) called attention to the death of an 
escaping convict at the hands of warders at Dartmoor Prison, and urged an inquiry iii^to 
the law and practice respecting the prevention of escapes. — Mr- CollingB (L.U.), Under 
Secretary, said the case had been before a coroner's jury, and no one thought that the 
warders had exceeded their duty. He declined to assent to an inquiry. Apr. 2. 

L— Copyright Bill.— Lord Monkswell (G.L.) moved the second reading of a Bill 
dealing with copyright in periodical works, lectures, abridgments, and the dramatization 
of novels, and providing a summary remedy for infringement of dramatic oowrright. — 
Lord Dudley (C.) objected to piecemeal legislation on a question. — Lord Herschell (G.L.) 
supported the second reading, as did Lord Halsbury (C), and it was agreed to, the Bill 
being afterwards referred to a Select Committee. May 31».

C— ^Education. — Voluntaby Schools.— In Committee, Mr. A. Balfour (C), First 
Lord of the Treasury, moved resolutions authorizing the payment of grants in 
aid ' of voluntary schools in England and Wales. He said that the experience 
of 1896 showed that a brief and simple Bill dealing with voluntary echools 
would have met with general acceptance, in regard to its main principles, 
on both sides. Therefore, the Government decided in July, 1896, that their 
measure for relieving voluntary schools should be restricted so as to afford no 
groimd for multiplying subjects for debate. The Bill would deal with oniy a fragment of 
a great subject, but a fragment clearly defined in its scope and very urgent in its 
character. While necessitous Board schools ought at a very early date to be Healt witb» 
their case raised questions vitally different from those involved in the relief of neoessitoas 
voluntary schools, and if the Bill dealing with the latter were rapidly passed, there 
would be no difficulty in bringing forward the further measure. The present Bill 
would be limited to three points, relieving voluntary schools from rates, abolishing 
the 17s. 6d. limit, and distributing the aid grant. The first grievance was universally 
admitted, and it was proposed to place voluntary schools in the same position that was 
occupied by scientific institutions, which were not liable to rates at all. The 
abolition of the 17s. 6d. limit would apply to Board schools as well as to voluntary schools,, 
as its maintenance could not now be defended. The remaining provision related to the 
aid grant and to the mode of its distribution. When the Bill of 1896 was withdrawn, 9 
promise was given that the voluntary schools should not suffer, and that pledge 
would be fulfilled by the Bill, for whereas the Bill of 1896 only gave 4s. per child in 
average attendance, the amount would now be raised to 5s. This would involve a pay- 
ment of £616,000 in 1897-8 instead of i;489,000 on the basis of a 4s. grant. The distributing 
authority must be the Education Department, but it was proposed to encourage the 
formation of associations of voluntary schools to advise the Department as to the 
expenditure. Any school which unreasonably refused to join an association might 
lose the grant, but no school would be obliged to join an association belonging to a 
different religious denomination. A distinction would also be drawn between town and 
country schools in the allocation of the grant. No interference was proposed with the 
management of the voluntary schools, though their accounts must be aaly audited. He 
doubted whether the Bill could be got through in time for the grants to be distributed 
by March 81st, 1897, but the voluntary schools would not lose thereby, since they would 
receive a larger amount than under the Bill of 1896.— Mr. Acland (G.L.) said the country 
had been led to believe that Board schools would be excluded because otherwise the Bill 
could not become law before March 8 1st, but that contention eould not now be upheld* 
The Opposition were not disposed to object to increased grants to voluntary schoolB 
' under reasonable conditions, but necessitous Board schools were equsbUy deserving of 
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attention. The Bill departed from the principle of equal treatment as between voluntary 
and Board schools, and the resolutions /iiad been frnmed in such a way as to restrict 
debate and to leave the Board sohoolA out in the cold There was no guarantee that 
the subscriptions to voluntary schools should be maintained, and no provision for 
improving the management of the voluntary schools through the representation of 
either the public or the parents. — Mr. Jebb (C.) expressed approval of the Bill, 
claiming that parents had a right to demand religious instruction for tbeir children, and 
pointed out that the State could secure the efficiency of secular teaching in denominational 
schools.— Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) urged that it was unjust to exclude necessitous Board 
schools from the Bill, and must vote against the resolutions. — Mr. Courtney (L.U.) said 
that he had been prepared to accept a limited Bill dealing with voluntary schools on the 
ground of urgency, but as that no longer existed, he was wholly unable to see why it 
should be confined to one class of schools. — Mr. Cripps (C.) and Major Easch (C.) 
supported the resolutions, and Mr. Spicer (G.L.) and Mr. C. Morley (G.L.) opposed in 
the interests of Nonconformists. — Mr. Dixon L.U.), though a supporter of the Govern- 
ment, felt it is duty to vote against them. — Sir J. Lubbock (L.U.) argued that 
denominational schools ought not to be allowed to be carried on without private 
subscriptions, but that subscriptions should be deducted from the rates. — Mr. Gray (C.) 
regretted that both Board and voluntary schools were not dealt with, and that the Bill 
was not to be passed in the present financial year. He asked for a pledge that necessitous 
Board schools should be assisted during the present Session. Feb. 1. 

Mr. Balfour (C.) moved to give precedence to the resolutions over other business. — This 
was opposed by Sir W. Haroourt, and after debate the closure was carried by 259 to 143, 
and the motion was agreed to by 283 to 123.— Sir W. Hart Dyke (0.) resumed the debate. 
He said that the only solution of the great educational difficulty was to substitute an 
educational body in every county for the central department. The present proposal was 
an honest endeavour to fulfil the pledge which had been given by the Government. He 
hoped the Bill would secure the maintenance of the private subscriptions at their present 
level. He was disappointed that the grant would not be paid this year, but it appeared 
to. be impracticable. The plan of setting up associations had his strong approval, but 
he would have preferred a more comprehensive scheme. He warned the supporters of the 
Government who criticised the proposals that big majorities did not last for ever, and 
that they ought not to play into the hands of the Opposition.— Sir H. Fowler (G.L.) 
maintained that there was no ground for a plea of urgency, and that the inclusion of the 
Board schools would have saved time, because just measures passed more rapidly than 
unjust ones. The Government ought to pledge themselves that Parliament should not 
disperse before their Bill dealing with the necessitous Board schools had been passed. 
If the voluntary schools and the Board schools were dealt with in separate Bills, one 
might be accepted by the House of Lords and the other rejected. The Government were 
preventing the House from voting on the simple issue whether Board schools should be 
treated on a footing of equality with voluntary schools.— Sir R. Finlay (L.U.), Solicitor- 
General, argued that Board schools required special treatment in a separate Bill. The 
suggestion as to the possible action of the House of Lords was a very unworthy suspicion. 
The Government did not dispute that there was need for aid to necessitous^ Board schools, 
but could do only one thing at a time, and they fully intended to deal with the question 
at as early a date as possible. — Mr. Dillon (N.) said the Bill was a ^reat improvement on 
that of 18v6, and he should vote for it, though he thought the policy of the Government 
with regard to the voluntary schools was fraught with danger. — Sir J. Kennaway (C.) 
heartily supported the Bill. — Mr. Birrell (G.L.) believed that the so-called religious diffi- 
culty ^d not exist, and said he could not understand the policy of the Government. The 
Bill was unfair and unjust, and another measure must be brought in to remedy the 
injustice. He did not see why it could not be done by means of a single measure. — 
Mr. L. George (G.L.) moved an amendment that the aid grant should be given only to 
"necessitous" voluntary schools.— Mr. Asquith (G.L.) said that it appeared that the 
Government meant to calculate the amount on the total number of children in average 
attendance in the whole of the voluntary schools, and to give their dole to necessitous 
schools alone, which thus might get, not 5s., but 6s., 8s., or 10s. for every child in average 
attendance in the latter schools. — Mr. A. Balfour (C.) replied that the needs of voluntary 
schoc>ls varied between comparatively wide limits, and the sum to be allocated among 
the various schools was calculated at the rate stated in the resolution. The amendment 
would largely diminish that amount. As to whether they were going to adopt the same 
system with regard to Board schools, one of the reasons why they had not introduced 
into this Bill the question of Board schools was that by the nature of the case a similar 
provision could not be applied. The machinery must be different. When he introduced 
the Bill dealing with Board schools he should be able to explain it.— Sir W. Haroourt 
said this was not a question of machinery, but of the manner in which public money was 
to be expended. The resolution had been so framed that it was almost impossible to get 
at the real intentions of the Government, but he found that they did not intend to deal 
with Board schools on the principle which then applied to voluntary schools. — The 
amendment was negatived by 320 to 113, and the closure having been carried by 296 to 
142, the resolutions were carried by 325 to 110— majority 215. Feb. 2. 
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On Report, Mr. Asquith (6.L ) said the method of procedure adopted by the Government 
compelled him to move a negative to the resohitions. It pledged the House to assist 
voluntary schools, without any limiting conditions, which were essential to secure the 
just appropriation of the funds and to maintain the proper educational standard. The 
money was not to be applied equally and impartially to all necessitous schools, but pre- 
ferential relief was given to one class. If the Government were equally desirous to ftid 
both classes of schools, they could have deaH with them together, instead of creating an 
injustice by one Bill and removing it by another. The proposed Ss. grant was a bogus 
sum, and had no real relation to the actual facts of the case. He strongly objected to the 
system of associations of schools, and insisted that the distribution of the money should 
be kept subject to Parliamentary control.— Mr. A. Balfour {C.) said the Government had 
simply followed the ordinary procedure of the House. The only pledge he had given 
was tiiat the voluntary schools should not suffer from the loss of the Bill of 1896, and 
the Government resolved not to overweight this Bill with extraneous matter. The 5s. 
grant was not a dole to compensate voluntary schools for not receiving assistance in the 
current year, since he had only recently known that it could be made, and when he knew 
it he dismissed from his mind all anxiety as to the precise day on which the Bill should 
become law, for he felt that the pledge given by the Government would be amply fulfilled 
by the Bill. It was nevertheless important th»t it should become law soon, because the 
machinery for distribution required time, and this grant should be made as soon as possible. 
— Mr, Haldane (G.L ) complained of the omission of any grant to either Scotland or Ire- 
land.— Col, "Williams (C), Mr. Cohen (C), and Mr. Drage (C.) supported the resolution ; 
and Mr. Evans (G.L.), Mr. Channing (G.L.), and Mr. Broadhurst (G.L.) opposed it.— Sir 
W. Harcourt said the Opposition would not object to giving assistance to voluntary 
schools if the grants were made on conditions which were fair to others, and with refer- 
ence to the management of the schools. Their position was that the compromise of 1870 
had worked vjrith §reat advantage to the country, and not injuriously to the voluntary 
schools, which had mcreased in efficiency and numbers, and were not being " starved out." 
Some modifications had been introduced into the situation since 1870, but they were quite 
consistent with the principle of the Act, which was that of statutoiy equality in regard 
to grants to all classes of schools. The Govt, violated the compromise, giving £615,0u0 to 
one class of schools and not to the other. The Bill of 1896 failed because it was hostile 
to the School Boards ; and it was now intended relatively to depress the Board Schools, 
and to give to rich districts where voluntary schools flourished nearly all the money, 
and little or none to poor districts. By not brmging in a Bill dealing at the same time 
with both voluntary and Board schools, the Government had greatly retarded the settle- 
ment of the question. As to the machinery of the Bill, he held that part of it was wholly 
unworkable. It was a specimen of pernicious class legislation. Under the settlement of 
1870 the. voluntary schools had to raise subscriptions to a substantial amount, but nothing 
was now said upon this vital point as to maintaining the subscriptions. If the Government 
desired to pass their Bill easily, they would state frankly what they meant as to the 
Board schools. — Mr. J. Chamberlain (L.U.) argued that though the voluntary and Board 
schools were at present on equal terms as to their claim upon the Exchequer, the Board 
schools could have recourse to the rates, whereas the voluntary schools could not get a 
penny from the rates. Was that equality ? The Bill was in no way class legislation, for 
grants to poor voluntary schools would confer a pecuniary benefit, not on the subscribers, 
but the ratepayers. If time were given, the Government would deal with the necessitous 
Board schools in the present session, but they meant to get the Voluntary Schools Bill 
through first. — The Report was agreed to by 283 to 99, and the Bill founded upon the 
resolutions was brought in and read a first time Feb. 4. 

Mr. A. Balfour (C.) moved a resolution giving precedence to the Bill, which he said 
was of so simple a character that its several stages need not occupy much time In that 
event the sacrifice made by private members would be very trifling. Although it was not 
absolutely necessary that the Bill should operate by a given day, it was highly desirable 
that it should be passed as soon as possible, so as to give time to establi.sh those organiza- 
tions on which its success must greatly depend. — Sir W, Harcourt (G.L.) said the demand 
of the Government went far beyond any made by previous Governments. He denied 
that the Bill was simple in its character. — Two amendments to limit the scope of the 
resolution having been defeated, the closure was carried, and the resolution was passed 
by 265 to 117. — Mr Balfour then moved the second reading of the Bill, when Mr. M'Kenna 
(G.L.) submitted an amendment that no Bill would be satisfactory which did not provide 
foir both Board and Voluntary schools. — Lord Cranborne (C.) said that as an interim 
Bill it was in many ways extremely good, but a permanent Bill must be introduced later, 
as the Voluntary schools could not be saved by any fixed grant as long as the School 
Boards were able to draw upon a bottomless purse. — Mr. J. Morley (G.L.) said the State 
was not concerned with Church education. A new situation had arisen, partly owing to 
the meHts, the services, the activity, and the generosity of the party opposite. He 
desired in 1870 to have a system in which there should be no recognition by the State of 
any sectarian educational institutions, and he still held that view strongly. The Bill 
was an interim measure which was not a settlement, but a defence, hastily thrown up. 
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of the richly- endowed Church of England. The Government had been driven to promise 
a measure dealing with Board schools i^^re or less on the same principles, but the 
Opposition wanted to know whether the two classes of schools were to be treated on 
exactly the same footing. The ratepayers ought not to be put to disadvantage as com- 
pared with the voluntary subscribers. He denied that if the Voluntary schools were 
extinguished the rates would rise from Is. to Is. 9d., but if it should prove true, all 
the talk about the earnestness of the Church with regard to denominational teaching was 
not sincere. The Opposition would endeavour to insert definite provisions that the grant 
should go to increased efficiency, and not for structural alterations or the payment of 
debt. The maintenance of subscriptions ought to be made a primary obligation, and 
there should be a recognition of the principle of popular control. He said that in this 
Bill there was no true civil equality. It had not a great public object, but a sectarian 
object — Mr. Boscawen (C.) considered. that although this was only a temporary measure 
it was an exceedingly good one. Feb, 11. 

Mr. Channing (G.L.) described the Bill as an obscure, indefinite, and vague measure. — 
Sir R. Finlay (L.U.), Solicitor General, argued that the growth of the Voluntary school 
system showed that religious teaching was demanded by the people of this country. The 
country was not ripe for a permanent settlement, but the Bill would solve the difficulty 
for years to come. The Voluntary schools were in danger; owing to the increased 
standard of education they needed assistance, and to withhold it would be to penalize 
religious teaching or to lower the standard. The State ought to hold the balance evenly 
between all the schools. The Bill gave indirect relief to the ratepayers, since, if the 
Voluntary schools were destroyed the education rate would be doubled. He admitted 
that poor School Boards required help, which they would have received by the BUI of 
185^6, but for the Opposition. The present Bill contained no provision for local control, 
but it proposed Imperial control by the Education Department, which would receive 
assistance from local associations. — Sir F. Lockwood (G.L.) said the House had not heard 
a word from Sir J. Gorst on the Bill. This was without precedent. The Opposition, he 
said, were not the enemies of Voluntary schools, but they declined to deal unfairly with 
other schools. The Bill contained no guarantee for the maintenance of private subscrip- 
tions. — Sir J. Gorst (C), Vice-President, said the Committee of Council were practical 
men who did not question whether it was desirable or undesirable that Voluntary schools 
should exist, but whose duty it was to render them more efficient. At present they 
lacked money and organization, and the Bill would supply both, and would ensure the 
money reaching the schools, regard being had to the maintenance of voluntary sub- 
scriptions. The fixing of a definite minimum subscription would not be a practical 
expedient, and though the distribution of the grant would no doubt be difficult, the 
Department would be able to perform the task. Feb, 16. 

A motion giving precedence to the Bill was carried by 250 to 128. — Mr. Mundella (G.L.), 
while in favour of religious education, denied that the existence of Volimtary schools was 
due to a demand by parents for denominational education. It had, in fact, been forced 
upon them, as in many parts of the country they had no choice of schools. The moral 
and religious instruction in Board schools was greatly superior to that given in the 
Voluntary schools. The proposed grant was like pouring water into a sieve, as the 
moment it was made the private subscriptions would disappear. — Mr. T. P. O'Connor (N.) 
said the Roman Catholics had no fear of popular control if the appointment of teachers 
was left to the school managers. He should vote for the second reading, although 
unable to accept the Bill as a final and satisfactory settlement. — Sir H. Campbell-Ban- 
nerman (G.L.) said the taint that vitiated any possibilities of good in the Bill was the 
inequality of its dealings with the two great classes of schools. There was no guarantee 
that a Bill to assist Board schools would become law, or that it would be satisfactory to 
the Opposition. If any distinction was.to be drawn between schools, preference ought to 
be given to the Board schools. The. strain complained of by the Voluntary managers 
fell upon the private subscribers, whose contributions, after all, were voluntary, whereas 
the Board schools were maintained by rates which were exacted from everyone, whether 
he could afford it or not. The Opposition would insist on equality of treatment as 
between the two classes, that the money should be applied to increased efficiency, and 
that there should be some representation of popular feeling on the management. — Mr. A. 
Balfour wound up the debate, which he said had been merely a repetition of previous 
discussions. The sole fault of the Bill of 1896 was that it gave too large a field for the 
eloquence and ingenuity of the Opposition, but this year he had done his best to avoid 
that error. As to popular control, in the Scotch sense of the term, it was altogether 
outside the scope of this Bill. They were not giving pecuniary support out of the rates, 
but out of the Exchequer, and therefore the Department would exercise control. But, 
while not giving local control, organizations were to be founded which would have as 
great an influence on education as any system of popular control could give. The School 
Board system could not be maintained if the Voluntary school system were allowed to be 
destroyed. The country might tolerate either the Scotch or the Irish system, but it 
would never submit to a system of universal Board sobooU, where denominational 
teaching was impossible. This Bill would not for all time settle the education question 
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in England, but it was the beat and most practical scheme which in the existing condition 
of English politics could be presented.— The amendment was negatived by 365 to 160, 
and the Bill was read a second time. " Feb. 16. 

On the order for Committee, Mr. L. George (G.L.) moved an instruction giving the 
Committee power to insert clauses for insuring adequate representation of local 
authorities or parents on the management of schools in receipt of the aid grant. — Mr. A. 
Balfour opposed the instruction on the ground that a national grant did not confer upon 
the inhaoitants of a particular district any right to exercise any control. Neither 
efficiency nor harmony would be promoted by having Nonconformist parents on the 
management of Church schools, and a change in the boards of management mi|:bt 
deprive the schools of their denominational character. The objection to the instruction 
was that the Bill was restricted in its scope, and that this subject, if dealt with at all, 
ought to be embodied in a separate measure. — Mr. Acland (G.L.) argued that a reasonable 
representation either of the local authorities or of the parents Bhould be made a condition 
of the large new grant proposed. — A long discussion followed, in the course of which Mr. 
Seely (L.U.), Mr. Hopkmson (L.U.), Sir A. BoUit (C), Mr. Gray (C). Mr. Bartley (C), 
Col. Sandys (C), Major Rasch (C), and Mr. Courtney (L.U.) supported the principle 
of the instruction, some with reservations. — Sir E. Clarke (C.) argued that there was no 
justification for the representation of ratepayers on the boards of voluntanr schools, and 
that the greatest service to the cause of education would be to pass the Bill as it stood, 
and to give the schools the aid they had long needed. — Sir H. Fowler (G.L.) said the 
independent Conservatives had either been silent or had expressed a desire not to judge 
the instruction on merely party lines. The Honse ought to have an opportunity of dis- 
cussing a scheme of popular representation.— Sir R. Finlay (L.U.) said that the Govern- 
ment meant to carry tne Bill, and if the instruction were accepted the Bill would be 
destroyed.— Mr. J. Morley moved the adjournment of the debate, which was seconded by 
Sir W. Harcourt, and opposed by Mr. Balfour as contrary to ordinary Parliamentary 
practice.— The closure having been carried by 284 to 133, the motion for adjournment 
was negatived by 283 to 133, and Mr. L. George's instruction was then negatived by 270 
to 134. Feh. 26. 

Li Committee, on clause 1, which provided for the aid grant to voluntary elementary 
schools, Mr. Lewis (G.L.) moved to postpone the clause, ou the ground that the 
machinery ought to be set up first and the money voted afterwards. Negatived by SJ44 
to 94. — Mr. Lambert (G.L.) moved to confine the aid grant to " necessitous " voluntary 
schools.— Negatived by 276 to 104. — Mr. Evans (G.L.) moved to define the aided schools as 
" sectarian and British " schools. Negatived by 275 to 102.— Mr. Griffiths (G.L.) moved 
to limit the aid grant to existing voluntary schools. Negatived by 237 to 82 —Mr. Perks 
(G.L.) moved to confine the aid grant to voluntary schools in which no fees were charged. — 
Mr. A. Balfour (C.) argued that this would make the Bill an instrument of torture, 
compelling managers to do what the existing law did not oblige them to do. Some 
parents preferred to send their children to fee-paying schools, and ought to have the 
power to do so. The amendment would reduce the total amount to be given. The 
closure was, after debate, carried by 273 to 105, and the amendment was negatived by 276 
to 102. — Lord Cranbome (C.) moved that the aid grant should be " equal to " 5s. per child, 
instead of " not exceeding " that amount. — Negatived after debate. March 1. 

The Committee stage being resumed, Mr. Clough (G.L.) immediately moved to report 
progress, but the motion was rejected by 189 to 57. March 2. 

Mr. Lewis (G.L.) continued the discussion on an amendment by Mr. L. George (G.L.) 
to omit the words " in the aggregate " as superfluous, or else as securing the grant up 
to 6s. per scholar even to FchooTs which did not require it. — Negatived by 167 to 79. — 
Mr. Evans (G.L.) moved that the aid grant should not exceed the voluntary subscrip'^ions 
for each school, and, in any event, that it should not exceed 6s. per scholar for the 
whole number in attendance. — After long debate, Mr. Ca son fC.) moved the closure, 
which was carried by 266 to 109, and the amendn\ent was negatived by 296 to 96.— Mr. 
Evans moved to reduce the aid grant to 4s. per scholar. — Mr. A. Balfour maintained 
that 5s. was not at all too much. The average expenditure was about 4-2 lOs. per child in 
Board schools, while it was only about 41 19s. in voluntary schools. — Mr. Acland (G.Li,) 
agreed to accept. 58., if conditions were laid down to secure that the money would go to 
increase efficiency. — After much further discussion, Mr. Balfour moved the closure, 
which was carried by 291 to 124, and the amendment was negatived by 820 to 94. — Mr. 
Balfour then moved to closure the rest of the sub-clause providing the aid grant. — 
The Chairman, in accepting the motion, said that practically it did not cut out any 
amendment of any substance. — The closure having been carried by 280 to 111, the motion 
was agreed to by 282 to 105. March 3 

Mr. Griffith (G.L.) moved that the 5s. grant should be paid direct to all voluntary 
schools so as to avoid the necessity for associations. — Mr. A. Balfour opposed, as non- 
necessitous schools had no claim to the grant, while necessitous schools might be entitled 
to receive more than 5s. — Mr. Acland said it was almost impossible to distinguish between 
necessitous and other schools. Negatived by 2SS8 to 88. — Sir J. Woodhouse (G.L.) moved 
that the grant should be distributed by the Department under regulations applying it to 
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improving the number, qualification, or salary of teachers ; and, so far as not so required, 
in the payment of the teachers, the provision of special teachers, in improving the 
education of pupil teachers, in improving educational fittings and apparatus, and 
otherwise in increasing eflSciency. — Mr. Balfour said this was the object of the Govern- 
ment, and the terms of the Bill carried it out sufficiently. — The amendment was discussed 
for upwards of two hours, the Opposition generally denying that the Bill gave sufl&cient 
indication to the Department as to how the grant was to be expended. — Sir J. Gorst 
thought the distribution could be safely intrust&d to the Education Department, who 
were specialty qualified by experience. — Amendment rejected by 259 to 119. Mar. 4. 

Mr. li. George moved that the aid grant should be distributed by the Department in 
accordance with a scheme to be laid before Parliament. - Sir R. Finlay said that the 
question was one of discrimination as between different schools, and that Parliament was 
not a satisfactory court of appeal. — Mr. Asquith said this was the first time so large a 
sum as i:610,0ii0 had been left to be distributed by a Government department. — Mr. 
Balfour considered that the Department might be safely intrusted with the distribution 
of the money for educational purposes.— After two hours' discussion, Mr. Balfour moved 
the closure, which was carried by 212 to 79, and the amendment was negatived by 221 to 
73.— Mr. Buxton (G.L.) moved to omit the words " for the purpose of helping necessitous 
fichools " in order to insert the words ** those schools." — After debate the closure was 
again carried by 265 to 111, and the amendment negatived by 280 to 116. — Mr. Balfour 
next moved that the question '*that the words ^for the purpose of helping necessitous 
schools and increasing their efiiciency ' should stand part of the clause " be now put. 
The closure having been carried by 275 to 119, the motion was agreed to by 294 to 1 15. 
Mr. Lambert (^G.L.) moved that na school should receive the aid grant when its voluntary " 
subscriptions lell short of the average of the past three years. — Mr. Balfour agreed that 
the grant ought not, as a rule, to relieve voluntary subscribers, but there were cases in 
which they might legitimately ask for relief. The Roman Catholics, for instance, 
defrayed the cost of their schools in the large towns largely from the pennies of the very 
poor, and it would be imprudent, by a hard and fast line, to stereotype in every case the 
amount of voluntary subscriptions.— Sir W. Harcourt argued that one result of the Bill 
would be to relieve voluntary schools from the necessity of voluntary subscriptions. It 
did not afford adequate security for the vmaintenance of private subscriptions, which 
were essential in the case of voluntary schools. Mar. 8. 

Mr. Mundella (G.L.) held that if the State paid the entire cost of secular instruction, 
local control must follow.— Sir R. Finlay said the Government desired that voluntary 
subscriptions should be maintained, but the cast-iron rule in the amendment would be 
unjust, and would not meet the exigencies of the case. — Mr. Acland urged that there 
ought to be increased subscriptions in return for the auemented State grant. — Mr. 
Balfour said it was impossible to make any provision for the increase, or for the main- 
tenance of existing subscriptions as a condition of the new grant.— Closure having been 
voted (283 to 131) the amendment was negatived by 285 to 130.— On an amendment moved 
by Mr. L. George to omit the provisions for the constitution of associations and the 
allocation of a share of the aid grant to each, Sir W. Harcourt asked for information as 
to the proposed constitution of the associations. The members, he said, would fight for 
the money like the lion and the unicorn fighting for the " crown." When the associa- 
tions were formed the clergy would have a certain sum to scramble for, and there would 
certainly be conflict as to how much each should have. Unless explanation were given, 
he must pronounce this the most preposterous and absurd scheme ever submitted to the 
House. — Mr. Balfour replied that nobody had suggested that the Department could, 
unassisted, deal with the problem of distribution, and there was no alternative except 
associations. He did not believe that they would be such selfish, degraded, and short- 
sighted bodies as Sir W. Harcourt described. — Mr. Bryce asked for an assurance that the 
associations would be truly representative. — Mr. Chamberlain said the object of the 
Government was to relieve necessitouK schools ordy. Discretion must be left to somebody, 
and they proposed to leave it to the Department, with advisory associations to lay the 
facts before it. — Mr. Courtney supported the clause, subject to the Bill being made a 
temporary one, and to the removal of the compulsion proposed to be vested in the 
Department. — Amendment negatived by 279 to 11^. Mar. 9. 

Mr. Griffith (G.L.) proposed that the associations should be constituted '• in accordance 
with the regulations hereinafter laid down," intending later to introduce such regulations, 
to which the present amendment referred. — Mr. Balfour declined to deal with unknown 
and unspecified regulations, and preferred to wait till the details were discussed. — 
Mr. Acland regretted that the Government would not then explain their scheme, and Sir 
W. Harcourt pressed them tor further information. — Mr. Balfour said they had no desire 
to conceal their views when a specific amendment was brought forward. — After further 
discussion the closure was voted (223 to >09), and the amendment was negatived by 282 to 
106. — Mr. Channing (G.L.) proposed to make urban and rural sanitary districts the areas 
for associations. — Mr. Evans (G.L.) opposed, as the area would be too small. — Col. Milward 
(0.) hoped the area would be one wiiich would commend itself to laymen. — Mr. Balfour 
said the Government preferred an elastic framework as the only one that would meet the 
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necessities of the oase, instead of laying 4o.wn elaborate statutory regulations. The 
associations would develop themselves in accordance with the needs of the diHtricts and 
of the schools. — Mr. Adand suggested that Oburch schools should associate on the basis 
of the existing civil areas.— Amendment negatived by 924 to- 126. Mar. 10. 

A motion by Mr. Lambert to report progress having been negatived by 174 to 88, he 
moved that the governing bodies of the associations should be ** elective." — Mr. Balfour 
objected to making election compulsory. — Negatived by 266 to 105. — Mr. Evans (G.L.) 
moved that tbe governing bodies should consist of an equal numrber of persons for each 
school. — Rejected by 263 to 92. — Another amendment by Mr. Evans to omit the words 
tliat the governing bodies should be *' representative of the managers," was negatived by 
261 to 83. Mar. 11. 

Mr. L. Morgan (G.L.) moved that the associations of schools should also be representa- 
tive of parents of scholars. — Mr. Balfour opposed, holding it impossible to frame a scheme 
for the representation of both managers and parents, and that neither managers,* nor 
parents, nor ratepayers were capable of advising the Department as to the allocation of 
the grant.— Negatived by 250 to 109. — Mr. Perks (G.L.) moved that the associationa 
should contain representatives of the teachers, so as to neutralize the clerical element. — 
Mr. Balfour said that teachers were not recognised by the Department aa managers of 
Kihools ; and it would be equally objectionable for them to he on the governing body 
of an association.— Negatived by 266 to 126. — Mr. Griflath (G.L.) moved that the governing 
bodies should consist, in at least one-balf, of persons not clerks in holy orders. — Mr. 
Balfour said there would no doubt be a strong lay element on the governing bodies oi 
these associations, and the amendment was unfair in not applying to Nonconformist 
ministers. — The closure having been carried (223 to 85), the amendment was negatived by 
225 to 87. — Mr. Balfour then claimed to move that the question ** that the words down to 
and including *as are' stand part of the clause *' should be now put. The closure was 
afterwards applied to a further part of the clause (221 to 83), which was then added to 
the Bill by 219 to 77. —Mr. Asquith (G.L.) moved that the associations should be con- 
stituted by schemes made by the Education Department, to be laid before Parliament. 
He said this would be such a safeguard as Parliament had insisted upon whenever any 
public body was given the control of public money. — Sir H. Fowler said that all amend- 
ments were resisted because the Government wanted to avoid discussions on Report — 
Mr. Balfour admitted that the discussions in Committee did not create a desire for tbeiar 
r^etition on Report, but the Opposition had not proposed a single amendment which 
would have improved the Bill. Mr. Asquith's proposal would unnecessarily impose an 
enormous additional burden on the Department. — The closure having been carried (249 
to 101), the amendment was negatived by 256 to 103. A further part of the clause was 
then agreed to (260 to 97), the closure having been carried by 256 to 102.— Mr. Dillon (N.) 
m(rved that the aid grant should be computed according to the number of scholars *^ ana 
to the needs of the association," instead of at 5s. per scholar. Mar. 15. 

A motion to suspend the twelve o'clock rule having been carried (285 to 110) Mr. 
Dillon's amendment was negatived by 360 to 43.— Mr. H. Roberts (G.L.) moved to omit the 
provision allowing different rates for town and country schools. — Mr. Balfour replied 
that discretion was left to the Department, which would be governed by the ciroum- 
stances of each case, and rural schools would not necessarily receive less than urban 
schools. — ^After debate the closure was carried (190 to 66), and the amendment was 
negatived by 183 to 72. — Mr. Griffith moved an amendment to enable the Education 
D^artment to fix different rates of grant in School Board districts from those where 
there are no Boards. — Negatived by 230 to 81. — Mr. Evans moved to omit the paragraph 
providing for the distribution of any surplus in the grant,.- Mr. Balfour opposed the 
amendment as scarcely practicable, and after further dixcussion the closure was carried 
by 268 to 100, and the amendment negatived by 273 to 102. — A further part of the clause 
vfss then carried by 263 to 94, the closure having previously been agre^ to (i63 to 96), 
whereupon Mr. Morley moved to report progress. — Mr. Balfour opposed the motion as 
stultifying the Committee, and after furtlier debate the closure was again carried (282 to 
83), and the motion negatived by 233 to 81. — Mr. Nussey fG.L.) moved to omit the sub-section 
which enabled the Department to exclude a school from any share of the grant. — 
After long debate this was negatived by 188 to 69. The closure was then applied to tbe 
suh-section (188 to 52), and it was carried by 186 to 51. Adjourned at 3 a.m. Mar. 16-17. 

On sub-section 6 (audit of accounts) Mr. L. George moved that the accounts should be 
audited by the district auditor of the Local Government Board. — Mr. Balfour opposed, as 
the alteration would he cumbrous and expensive. The Department should be left its 
discretion. — Sir J. Gorst assured the Committee that the Department would do its best to 
secttre a reasonable and effective audit. The closure having been carried by 217 to 97, 
the amendment was negatived by 230 to 100. — Mr. Courtney proposed an amendment 
allowing an officer of the Department to attend the meetings of the governing body of 
any association. — Mr. Balfour declined to accept the amendment, as the object might be 
sumciently attained under the Bill as it stood.— The closure was carried by 266 to 111, 
and the amendment negatived by 263 to 119. CI. 1 was afterwards passed by 279 to 107 
after closure (259 to 112). Mar. 17. 
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CI. 2, repealing the ITs. 6d. limit of grant, was passed by 267 to 62 ; and CI. 3, exempting 
voluntary schools from rates, was carried by 283 to 88. On CI. 6, limiting the Act to 
England and Wales, Mr. Lewis (G.L.) moV^ to exclude Wales.— Rejected by 198 to 61. 
—Mr. Logan (G.L.) moved a new clause, that no teacher in a school receiving the aid 
grant should be required to perform any duties other than those of teaching. Negatived 
by 237 to 96. The Bill was then ordered to be reported without amendment. Mar. 18. 

A motion to suspend the twelve o'clock rule having been carried (269 to 114), the third 
reading of the Bill was proposed, when Mr. Asquith moved its rejection. He described 
the Bill as creating a grave innovation, which might fundamentally alter for the worse 
the conditions under which parliamentary business was carried on. The Government 
had concealed its real character by huddling together highly contentious proposals in 
viigue and indefinite language in one clause. The House was in ignorance of what the 
proposals for the Board schools would be, and discussion had been stopped by an 
unexampled use of the closure, all amendments being rejected. There had been no 
guidance from the head of the Department, who had been a silent and detached 
spectator of the proceedings. This was a grave Parliamentary scandal and gross 
disrespect to the House. The Bill was an unjust and unconstitutional measure, and 
would not be a settlement, but a provocation. — Sir R. Finlay contended that the first 
clause related to only one subject — ^viz., the grant of a certain aggregate amount and its 
distribution. The Government had prevented discussion from becoming unreasonably 
long, and if they erred at all, they erred rather on the side of mercy. The policy 
of the Opposition was one of barren negation, and the Government appealed with 
confidence to the judgment of the country. The Bill was an honest endeavour to main- 
tain in efficient working an essential part of the great settlement of 1870. — Sir W Hart 
Dyke (C.) said it was generally acknowledged that a break-down of the voluntary system 
would impose upon the ratepayers a burden of many millions. No future Government 
would dare to repeal this Bill, and he believed that it would tend to increase rather than 
diminish private contributions. — Mr. J. Morley (G.L.) said the Bill had been conducted 
with the deliberate object of avoiding the report stage, a course which he regarded with 
great apprehension. Whether from au educational, a constitutional, a Parliamentary, or 
a social aspect, the Bill was a mischievous and reactionary measure. — Mr. A. Balfour 
argued that the leader of tlbe House was entitled to take charge of any Government Bill, 
and he did not therefore apologise for having taken the chief part in the conduct of the 
measure. The Government had refused to accept amendments, but not because they 
wished to deprive the House of its privilege to re-discuss the Bill on Report stage. He 
repudiated any such suggestion. The Opposition were altogether out of court when the 
question was the liberty of debate, for they had exercised the tyranny of majorities too 
often to entitle them to criticise. He was prepared to justify to the House the Govern- 
ment procedure, on the ground that the Bill was a brief one, and that it had been amply 
discussed. It was, moreover, an experimental measure, and its success would depend 
upon the action of the managers of the voluntary schools. If they worked in a broad and 
liberal spirit a^reat deal would be done permanently to preserve the voluntary system. — 
The third reading was carried by 331 to 131. Mar, 26. 

L — The Duke of Devonshire (L.U.), Lord President, moved the 2nd R., and explained 
the object and scope of the Bill. — Earl Spencer (G.L.) protested against the Bill as giving 
no guarantee for efficiency or popular representation on the management of voluntary 
schools, and also as operating unfairly. — The Archbishop of Canterbury supported the 
Bill. He said the pobition of laymen would be fully assured on the governing bodies of 
the associations, and that they would work for efficiency. The relief was small, but it 
would help the schools to meet pressing emergencies. The control of the appointment 
of teachers was the only guarantee for religious teaching. — Lord Herschell (G.L.) said 
the Bill endowed denominational teaching out of general taxation. A grant of 6s. per 
child to schools of all kinds was the only fair method of meeting the difficulty. — The 
l^ishop of Manchester argued in favour of allowing subscribers to voluntary schools to 
deduct their contribution from the school rates. — After further debate the second reading 
was carried by 1' 9 to 16. March 30. 

On going into Committee, Lord Halsbury (C), Lord Chancellor, submitted that amend- 
ments by Lord Spencer and others were not in order, as they infringed the practice by 
which the House refrained from altering Money Bills, and would change the conditions 
on which the Commons had authorised the aid grant. — After some conversation three 
amendments were not pressed, and Clauses 1 to 3 were agreed to.— Lord Kimberley 
moved a new clause providing for an annual report to Parliament of the proceedings 
under the Act.— Rejected by 65 to 19. — After further discussion, in which Lord Kimberley 
l)rotested against the way in which the Bill had been framed and conducted by the 
Government, the Bill passed through Committee without amendment. April 2. 

The Bill was read a third time and passed, April 6, and subsequently became law. See 
Statutes, post. 

Referring to the associations of schools under the Act, the Duke of Devonshire said 
the Department would recognise either the diocese or the county as the area if a suffi- 
cient number of voluntary schools formed an association. They would look to the 
expressed wish of the managers. July 12. 
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^BoAKD Schools Bill. — In Committee Sir J. Gorat moved a finanoial resolution to 
enable a Bill to be brought in to amend the 97th section of the Act of 1870. He said the 
principle of that Act was that there should oe a local contribution to meet sums paid 
out of the Consolidated Fund. It was supposed in 1870 that the average cost per child in 
an elementary school would be 28s. or 29s., and the locality was asked to contrioute 7s. 6d., 
equal to a rate of 3d. in the il, and that if such a rate did not produce 7s. 6d, the State 
should make good the deficiency. Experience had shown, however, that the cost per 
child had been under-estimated, and that the average local expenditurfe was 42s. per child, 
or 9d. in the Jb*. The Government now proposed in all oases where the rate was over 4d. 
in the ic. to give an additional 4d. for every penny of the rate until they reached a 2s. 6d. 
rate— the highest provided for. Of 769 schools with a rate above 9d., 566 would get relief 
under this scale. In 369 districts with rates above Is., 324 would receive relief. London was 
the only borough which would not get relief. The total sum to be distributed under the 
scale was jei53,000, being £110,000 additional to the present grants under section 97. 
The provision would, he believed, be ample for those Board school districts which found 
a difficulty in performing their duty under the present law. — Mr. Acland (G.L.) thought 
the proposal of the Government would be considered exceedingly inadequate. An equal 
grant ought to have been made to voluntary schools and Board schools all roimd. — Mr. 
A. Balfour pointed out that the Government desired to relieve necessity only where it 
existed, and not to grant public money where necessity did not exist. He was prepared 
to defeud this policy on any platform. The House ought to preserve the composite system 
of Board and voluntary schools established in 1870, and to assist all schools which were 
in urgent need. — Sir H. Fowler (G.L.) said the Board schools werH entitled to an equal 
amount with that given to voluntary schools ; Lord Cranbome (C.) pointed out that the Bill 
contained no element of finality ; and Mr. Stuart (G.L.) held that the amount of relief to 
be granted was inadequate and unequal. — The resolution was agreed to. April 6. 

On the second reading of the Bill (Elementary Education Act (1870) Amendment Bill), 
Mr. Channing (G.L.) moved that no Bill for further aid to Board schools would be satisfac- 
tory which did not provide at least 5s. per scholar in average attendance. — Sir J. Lubbock 
(L.U.) supported the Bill, though it dealt somewhat hardly with London.— Sir Henry 
Fowler said that the Act of 1870 intended that the school rate should not exceed 3d., and 
that any additional cost should be paid by the State. This principle ought to be carried 
out by the Bill, but the Government had adopted a sliding scale which would act unjustly. — 
Sir J. Gorst (C) said the Government did not intend by this Bill to carry out the inten- 
tions of Mr. Forster and Mr. Gladstone, but to endeavour to make more equitable the 
working of the 97th section. London had never been within that section, and it would 
be impossible to bring it under it. — The amendment was negatived by 122 to 41, and the 
Bill was read a second time. April 26. 

In Committee, Mr. Acland said that only 800 out of the 2,500 Board Schools would 
get relief, and in many cases the grants would be very small. — The clauses haying been 
passed. Lord Cranborne (C.) moved a new clause to prevent School Boards from increasing 
their rates without the consent of the Department.— Sir J. Gorst (C.). opposing, held that 
the ratepayers had their own remedy in cases of extravagance.— Rejected by 294 to 20. 
—The Bill passed through Committee. Way 10. 

On the third reading Mr. J. Hutton (C ) and others asserted the claims of the rural 
School Boards to relief.— Sir J[. Gorst (C.) said the Government could not assist these 
Boaids without including the Boards in large towns, and this would involve an enormous 
expenditure. There would, he said, never be a satisfactory state of education in rural 
districts until authorities were established for the purpose of dealing with large areas. — 
The Bill was read a third time. May 20. 

L— The Duke of Devonshire (L.U.), Lord President, moved the second reading, and 
explained the object of the-Bill.— Lord Playf air (G.L.) and Lord Kimberley (G.L.) com- 
plained that the grant to Board schools was illiberal, and that equal assistance should 
be given to all schools. — The second reading was agreed to. May 26. 

The Bill passed through Committee, May 2S, and was read a third time, May 31. (See 
Statutes, po8t. Elementary Education Act Amendment Act.) 

Q_*Education Estimates. — In Committee of Supply Sir John Gorst moved the educa- 
tion vote for the year (£7,306,910). The grant for day scholars, he said, now amounted 
to i-4,338,000. The averajre attendance had increased by 9S.000 scholars, but no 
further increase could be looked for unless some reform in the Uw or its administration 
took place. The evening schools had greatly developed, and the schools for blind and 
deaf children were making satisfactory progress. The estimates did not include the 
special aid grants to voluntary schools and necessitous Board schools. — After a protracted 
discussion, the vote was agreed to. Jutie 17. 

On a supplementary vote of je710,«^66 for grants under the Voluntary Schools Act, 
Sir W. Harcourt asked for information as to the principle on which they were to be 
administered. The associations of schools, he said, had become ecclesiastical organisa- 
tions for sectarian objects, and ihe parish schools would be put under episcopal 
domination. — Mr. A. Balfour replied that the associations were not sectarian, as the great 
majority of them were open to schools of all denominations. He hoped and expected 
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that they would exercise a beneficent influence over education. — Sir J. Gorst explained 
that the Department had nothing to do wit^i, the formation of the associations, but would 
accept either diocesan or county association's as the managers. The town schools would 
receive a higher rate of grant than rural schools, as the cost of education was greater. 
The present allocation of the grant was, however, temporary. — Mr. L, George (G.L.) 
denounced the clergy for endeavouring to dominate education, and moved to reduce the 
vote by JB 100,000.— Negatived by 139 to 34, and vote agreed to. July 29.

L— Finance Act, 1896.— Earl Stanhope (G.) called attention to the effect of the 
Finance Act of 1896 in discouraging the preservation and retention in the kingdom of 
works of art, &c., of national or historic interest, not yielding income, and moved an 
address to Her Majesty praying for such measures as would preserve such invaluable 
objects to the country.— After debate. Lord Cross (C.) explained the instructions issued to 
the Inland Revenue by which such works of art would be examined by an expert, and 
reported on by the trustees of the National Gallery or National Portrait Gallery —The 
motion, though amended, was negatived. May 28.

L— Floods Prevention Bill.— Lord Thring (G.L.) moved the second reading of a 
Bill to give further powers to county councils with a view to the prevention of floods and 
other damage arising from rivers or watercourses. After a short debate the Bill was 
rejected by 38 votes to 18. July 6. 

C— Food Supply.- Mr. Seton-Karr (C.) called attention to the inadequate production 
of food supplies within the United Kingdom in relation to its population, and moved a 
resolution that the subject demanded the serious attention of the Government. He said 
that since 1845 our production of wheat had steadily decreased, while population and the 
imports of breadstuffs had steadily increased. In 1866 the wheat area of this countiy 
was 4,199,812 acres, but in 1896 it was only 1,734,118 acres; and we had now 14,000,000 
more people to feed. He suggested the encouragement of an increased food supply from 
our colonies by a commerciai confederation with them ; the imposition of an import duty 
on wheat, to encourage its production at home ; and the establishment of State granaries 
for the storage of an adequate reserve of wheat. Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) regarded the 
resolution as vague and inoffensive, but argued against any return to protection. — Mr. A. 
Balfour admitted that the resolution commauded general assent, but said the arguments 
in its support were very divergent. For various historical reasons the masses of the 
people viewed protection with an ineradicable prejudice. The result of State granaries 
would be to make the Chancellor of the Exchequer a great corn merchant, and would 
make his position intolerable. A commercial zollverein between this country and the 
colonies would not really touch the difScolty. A war could only be entered upon with 
the full support of the sentiment of the people, who in that case would be prepared to 
undergo hardships The great danger would be the posnibility of our being unable to 
bring com into tne country iu the event of a blockade. If we should engage in a war 
without allies, a combination of Powers might declare food a contraband of war, and 
forbid neutrals to carry it to our shores, but the United State'', for instance, might not 
accept that doctrine, and in that case they would have a strong personal interest to 
supply us. We should be strong enough to meet any probable combination of Powers 
against us, and with the United States in alliance should be strong enough to meet any 
conceivable combination. In the final resort, our security depended upon the Navy, and 
we need not fear starvation into submission by any likely combination. The subject 
demanded the serious attention of the Government, and that serious attention it would 
most certainly have. — The resolution was agreed to. Apr. 6.

C- Foreign Imports. — Sir H. Vincent (C.) moved a resolution that fully manu- 
factured goods imported from any foreign country should pay a toll of 10 per cent. 
<ul valorem^ Skiia partly-manufactnred goods five per cent., the proceeds to be 
applied towards old-age pensions or otherwise utilized for the benefit of Britiph 
trade and labour. — Mr. A. Balfour, in opposing, said it could be no advantage 
to agriculturists to pay more for all the articles they used while no more wag 
paid f6r articles made at home. The object of the resolution was to benefit, not 
agricultural, but manufacturing interests. To import nothing but raw material 
and pay for it in exported goods would be no benefit to our manufactures. Debts 
as between foreigners and this country were roughly balanced in the course of each year, 
and we could not expect to increase our exports wittiout increasing the imports for which 
the exports really paid. He was not afraid of imports but he did fear the competition in 
neutral markets between our own and foreign manufaoturep. The best wav to compete 
«ffectively with foreign manufactures in neutral markets was not to swaddle our own 
tmde in protective tariffs.— The resolution was negatived. April 27.

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!■— •Imperial Defence.— The Duke of Devonshire (L.r.), Lord President, made & 
statement as to th** place of the Volunteer Forces in the plan of home defence. He said 
that the maintenance of sea supremacy had 1>een tkssumed as the basis of the system 
of Imperial defence against attack from over the sea. That was the determining factor 
shaping the whole defensive policy of the Empire, and it was fully recognized by the 
Admiralty, which accepted the responsibility of protecting all British territory against 
organized invasion. He also pointed out that complete freedom and independence' of 
action was essential to the efficiency of the Navy, that the presence of the fleet could not 
be insured at all times at any particular point, that the Colonies therefore could not be 
guaranteed against predatory attacks by cruisers or by a small squadron of battleships ; 
but that measures were possible and desirable by which they could protect themselves 
against such attacks. There was no new policy in this statement of the case. The 
eflEortrt of recent Governments to increase the strength of the Navy were directed to the 
paramount object of insuring our naval supremacy, and he should have little confidence 
m any system of defence after the permanent loss of the command of the sea ; bnt 
between that and a temporaiy reverse which might expose some portion of our coast to 
invasion there was a very wide diflEerence. No Government could be indifferent to the 
necessity of adopting every precaution tending to diminish such a risk, whether by the 
provision of fortifications or defensive works or adequate military establishments. As 
to the Volunteers, the Government considered that they formed an indispensable part of 
our defensive system, and the force need be under no apprehension that their services, 
were not held at their proper value by the Government, or that the importance of main- 
taining their numbers and their efficiency would be in fcny way neglected. Feb. 11. 

O— India — ^Aimiy. — Mr. Johnstone (C.) moved for a Select Committee to inquire 
into grievances of certain officers of the Indian Army in regani to their claim to colonels' 
allowances.— Lord G. Hamilton (C.) opposed the motion as the object was to reverse the 
decisions of successive Viceroys, Commanders-in-Chief, Secretaries of State, and military 
councils, who had decided that there was no real grievance. — Sir H. Fowler (G.L.) sap- 
ported this view.— Motion negatived by 174 to 65. April 27. 

!■— Lord Dunraven (C.) moved a resolution affirming the urgent necessity of an 
inquiry into the health of the Army in India.— Lord Roberts (C.) said that plain speaking 
was necessary on this subject. Disease had enormously increased among the British 
troops in India since the abolition of the Act. One-fourth of the 70,000 soldiers serving 
were unable to take the field. Protective regulations would be valuable, but only if 
applied in no half-hearted manner. The Act had never received a fair trial. The 
efficiency of the Army and the moral and material well-being of the soldiers whom he 
loved so well were at stake. — The Archbishop of Canterbury urged that the moral aspect 
of the question should be inquired into thoroughly.— Lord Onslow (C), Under Secretary 
for India, deprecated further Committees or Commissions on the ground that the time 
for action had now arrived.— Debate adjourned. May 14. 

Lord Rei^ (G.L.) expressed hearty approval of the instructions given to the Govern- 
ment of India.— Lord Lister (C.) deprecated further inquiry and hoped the House would 
encourage the Indian Government to persevere in the good and Christian course on 
which they had entered.— The Duke of Cambridge said that it was of enormous im- 
portance both to the Army and the civil population to put an end by stringent regulations 
to the existing state of things.— Lord Lansdowne said the policy adopted by the Indian 
Secrefarv was entirely accepted by the War Department, and was applicable to the 
British Army throughout the Empire. He hoped that the proposed inquiry would not be 
pressed for, as there was no difference of opinion, except among extreme partisans, either 
as to the facts or as to the necessity for remedy. The Government proposals were not 
limited to the re-enactment of the cantonment regulations, and larger control might he 
desirable. No exertion would be spared to increase the comfort and decency of the 
soldier's life. — Lord Kimberley (G.L.) recognized that a change of feeling had come over 
the country on that subject. He concurred in the measures now being adopted and 
honed they would be strengthened if necessary. — Motion withdrawn. May 17. 

C -•Budget. — Lord G. Hamilton made the Uhual Indian financial statement. He 
stated that the famine and plague had interfered with the satisfactory condition of 
the finances, and had caused a loss of Ex. 12,000,000, which, with extra expenditure on 
frontier wars, had been met without additional taxation. The accounts for 1896-7 
shewed a deficit of Rx. 1,69^,000, and the year 1897-8 was expected to shew a further 
deficit of Rx. 2.164,000. The year 1897 would long be notable for the great calamities of 
earthquake, plague, and famine ; but the Indian Govt, had faced all their difficulties 
with sound judgment, unfailing courage, and success. — Mr. McNeill (N.) moved an 
amendt. condemning the attack upon the freedom of the press in India, and the arrest 
and imprisonment of natives without trial.— Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) declined to support it, as 
he was not in favour of extendinijf the British constitution to India; and Lord G. Hamilton 
argued that the government of India should be compared, not with British rule, but with 
that which preceded it.— Amendment negatived by 97 to 17. — After further debate the 
usual financial resolutions were agreed to. Aug. 5. 

O— Condition of the People.— In the debate on the Address Sir W. Wed- 
derbum (G.L.) moved an amendment praying for a full and independent inquiry into the 
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C— India — Condition of the People — continued. 
condition of the masses of the Indian people. In view of the famine and pestilence, he asked 
lor a limited and definite inquiry into tb(B mode of administration in a few typical Indian 
villages. — Sir J . Fergusson (C.) opposed the motion, as every possible means had been 
taken to relieve the necessities of the people.— Mr. Bhownaggree (C.) also said that its 
effect would be mischievous in India, as casting a slur on tjje Government, who were 
steadily meeting the difficulties they had to face, and advertiaiiig a certain class of 
agitators who were never tired of declaiming on the inadequacy of British rule. — Lord G. 
Hamilton (C), Secretary of State, said that the Indian Government were engat<ed in 
the most onerous posBible task, and that there never was a more inopportune moment 
for an amendment of this kind. The proposed inquiry would extend to every custom, 
tradition, and habit of one fifth of the world's population. The amendment emanated 
from the National Congress, which was always attackidig and :di«crediting British 
administration. It would be interpreted in India as a censure both on the Government 
here and on the Government there. — Sir H. Fowler <G.L.) said the first duty of Parliament 
-was to support to the utmost of its power the Government of India in fighting two such 
gigantic foes as the famine and the plague. He suggested the withdrawal of the amend- 
ment, which was of no practical value, and would be greatly misunderstood. — Amend- 
ment negatived by 217 to 90. Jan. 26. 

L— 'Famine.— Lord Onslow (C), Under Secretary, gave particulars of the number 
of people in the relief camps, the regulations for the distribution of grain, and 
the action of the Lieutenant-Governors oC the different provinces. — Lord Northbrook 
(L.U.) said the country at large might place every confidence in Lord Elgin and those who 
were associated with him in grappling with this great calamity.— Lord Kimberley (GL.) 
pointed out that the Indian Government had never been so well prepared for the task 
«s it was now by increased means of transport and other facilities. Feb. 1. 

O — Lord G. Hamilton stated that in all the provinces relief arrangements were 
reported to be adequate and working well, and added that the whole of the administrative 
and financial resources of the Government would be used to cope with the distress. Mar. 9. 

L — Lord Onslow stated that 21 lakhs had been allotted to provincial committees to meet 
argent demands, and that subscriptions of 140 lakhs, or between i:8l 0,000 and i^90U,000, 
would probably be sufficient to meet all requirements. Every penny subscribed would 
be utilized in helping to give a fresh start in life to the unfortunate people after pressing 
necessities had been relieved by the Government. Mar. 11. 

O — *Fbontieb Expeditions. — Lord G. Hamilton announced a series of attacks by 
native tribes upon the British forces at Malakand, and that reinforcements would be 
sent to the latter with all speed. July 29. 

O — *The Plague.— Lord G. Hamilton explained the steps which had been tak«>n by 
the Bombay Government to deal with the bubonic plague prevalent there, and said that 
neither self-sacrificing work nor money was being spared. Jan. 22. 

L — Lord Onslow stated that vigorous measures were being taken in Karachi, Poona, 
and in Bombay to combat the plague, and any expenditure necessary would be sanctioned 
by the Government. Mar. 11. 

O — Lord G. Hamilton gave information as to a murderous outrage upon officers at 
Poona who were engaged in fighting the plague, and said the propagation of sedition 
through the native press was receiving attention. Jvly 1. 

Lord G. Hamilton gave emphatic denial to allegations of improper conduct on the part 
of British troops in suppressing the plague at Poona. July 5. 

L — In&tnt Life Protection.— Lord Denbigh (C.) moved the second reading of a 
Bill with the object of giving local authorities powers of registration and control. — Lord 
Belper (L.U.) for the Government, accepted the Bill, reserving the right to move amend- 
ments, and it was read a second time. Mar. 29 

The Bill passed through Committee with amendments, May 13, and was read a third 
time May 24, subsequently passing the House of Commons. See Statutes, post.

C — *Ireland. — Agricultural Department Bill. — Mr. G. W. Balfour (C.) Chief 
Secretary, introduced a Bill to establish a Department and a Board for the promotion of 
agriculture and other Irish industries. The Board would include the Chief Secretary, a 
Vice-President, and a Commissioner of Agriculture. Its work would not be confined to 
agriculture, and a further Bill would provide for industrial and technical education out 
of a liberal grant to be administered by the new department. The Board would have 
full control over the funds placed at its disposal, and would deal with agriculture, 
fisheries, cottage industries, and land drainage. The Board would consist of twelve 
members, including the above officials, and nine to be appointed by the Lord-Lieutenant. 
It would draw up regulations for a consultative council consisting partly of members of 
agricultural organizations. A sum of about i;*150,000 a year, being the amotmt paid to the 
local taxation account in respect of estate duty, subject to some payment for congested 
districts, would be handed over to it, and also a portion of the sea and coast fisheries 
grant. Grand juries and boards of guflrdiaus would have power to raise money by special 
rates for carrymg out schemes under the Board. — Bead a first time. April 12. 
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O— Ireland— *AoBicuLTUEAL Dbpartment Bill. — continued. 

Mr. A. Balfour, in antiounoing that the Bill would not be proceeded with this Session, 
made an important statement as to the policj^ivf the Goyernment in regard to a grant to 
Ireland, equivalent to that given to relieve agricultural rates in England. He said the 
question of local government was inextricably intertwined with that of relief to rates. 
He repeated that Ireland had no claim in strict equity, if rating were to be treated on 
English lines, but, even if it had, there would be the greatest difficulty in giving any 
large relief until the question of local government was settled. The local machmery 
was antiquated, although county administration by the grand juries had been honestly 
and economically carried out. The Poor Law machinery was aUo out of date, and the 
Unionist party were pledged to deal with both questions. His Bill of 1892, owing to the 
special difficulties of Irish administration, put local government on a broad, popular 
franchise, but hedged it round with elaborate precautions and safeguards. There 
was now an unique opportunity of meeting these difficulties, as well as the claims put 
forward by all classes m Ireland. The Bill could not be introduced until next Session, 
but the plan of the Government was to place both Poor Law and county administration 
upon a broad, popular basis, while also relieving lundowners of any danger of extrava- 
gance on the part of the new popular bodies. The landlords at present paid half the 
poor rate, and this half the Government proposed to pay out of Imperial funt^s. They 
also proposed to relieve the tenant of half the county cess. By doing this, local govern- 
ment might be launched under circumstances which would enable it to work smoothly 
and safely. Provisions would be made to secure that the tenant should reap the whole 
benefit of the half of the county cess, and of any economies in the administrative system. 
The landlord would also be protected from extravagance by the new county coancils and 
Poor Law guardians. As there would be a general relief of agricultural rates, and 
>opular Relf-government such as would prevent financial abuses, the Agriculture and 
Industries Bill and the Poor Law Bill would be dropped for the present Session. The new 
policy would impose a much larger charge upon the Exchequer, but the coutitry at large^ 
and the Unionist party in particular, would not grudge it. A change in Irish local 
government could not long be delayed ; and he believed that all classes wonld regard 
with favour a great reform carried out under safe circumstances. — Mr. Carson (C.) 
moved the adjournment in order to discuss the statement, which he regarded as most 
important, and not only statesmanlike, but entirely in accordance with Unionist prin- 
ciples. — Mr. Dillon (N.) reserved his opinion. — Col. Saunderson (C.) viewed the statement 
with great satisfaction. — Mr. T. M. Healy (N.) regarded it as hopeful and auspicious, and 
Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman (G.L.) assured the Government that the Opposition would 
meet them in no carping or grudging spirit. Other members expressed general approval. — 
Mr. Balfour, in reply, said that an Agricultural Department would be of great advantage 
to Ireland, but he could not give any pledge with regard to it. The relief of rates would 
be confined to agricultural land, and the grant would be a fixed one.— Motion for 
adjournment withdrawn. May 21. 

L — Crimes AcT.-^Lord Londonderry (C.) called attention to a speech delivered by 
Mr. W. O'Brien at Cahir, on the 81st January, in which he violently denounced 
** land-grabbing " and advocated boycotting, and asked whether the Government 
intended to make Mr. O'Brien amenable to the law for his conduct. — Lord 
Ashbourne (C), Ld. Chancellor, replied that all the circumstances of the case had been 
considered, and the Chief Secretary had decided not to institute a prosecution ; but 
complete police protection would be afforded to any persons who had tiken evicted 
farms. Ireland was happily now in a very peaceful state, and the Executive would apply 
all their energy to maintain law and order. Feb. 12. 

O— Distress. — On going into Supply, Mr. Crilly (N.) asked for assistance for 
the people of BelmuUet and other parts of West of Ireland where the potato crop had 
failed. — Mr. G. Balfour (C.) admitted that the distress in BelmuUet was cousiderable, but 
it did not warrant the special remedy of relief works. The conditions of out-door relief 
would, however, be relaxed. — The closure having carried (155 to 37) the House went into 
Committee. April 2. 

C — Dynamiters. — In the debate on the Address, Mr. P. O'Brien (P.N.) moved 
an amendment calling for the reconsideration of the cases of all prisoners con- 
victed, under the Treason Felony Act, of offences arising out of insurrectionary move- 
ments connected with Ireland. He contended that these men ought to be regarded as 
political offenders, and urged that the 60th year of the Queen's reign might well be marked 
by an amnesty. Numerous Irish Nationalist members, together with Mr. H. J. Wilson 
(G.L.) and Sir J. Leng (G.L.), supported the amendment. — Sir M. W. Ridley (C), Home 
Secretary, regretted that he could not recommend the exercise of the Queen's prerogative 
of mercy towards the remaining treason- felony prisoners. He protested against the idea 
that he had deviated in any way from the principles on which Mr. Asquith had acted. 
These prisoners were justly found guilty of abhorrent crimes, and whether animated by 
political motives or not, they ought to be punished in the severest manner. Referring 
to the withdrawal of the case against Bell, an alleged dsmamiter, he repudiated strongly 
an allegation that the case had been got up by the police. They had prevented a very 
great disaster. As to the release of four prisoners in 1896, he had acted solely on

medical reports, which showed a state of thihgs that jnstified him in recommending 
their release. In so doing he had only oftzried out the practice pursued by the Home 
Office for many years.— After further debate, the amendment was negatived by 204 
to 132. Ja/fc. 20. 

Sir H. Howorth (G.) moved a further amendment to the Address to the effect that the 
explanation given by the Government to justify the release of four dynamiters was- 
inadequate, and calculated to encourage that form of crime. — Mr. A. Balfour (G.) replied, 
saying that the imputation that the Government action had been dictated by political! 
considerations was utterly xm worthy of a member of their party. Either Sir H. Howorth 
thought the Home Secretary unworthy of the post he occupied, or else that he was one of 
a band of conspirators who were willing to sell the honoar of their country for the purpose- 
of securing a temporary political triumph. Jan 22. 

Mr. Davitt (N.) emphatically protested against the practice of not differentiating 
between political prisoners aud ordinary malefactors. It was absurd to suppose that a 
Unionist Government would enter into a " deal " with the Irish members.— Sir M. W. 
Ridley (G.) assured the House that there had never been any compact between himself,, 
or any member of the Government, and a section of the House. In one sense the men 
released might be described as political prisonerH, as they were tried under the Treason 
Felony Act, and political motives guided them to crimes. But they must go behind such 
motives, and must hold that men who dealt with dynamite were guilty of crimes which in 
the opinion of the civilized world were most atrocions, and which deserved the severest 
punishment. He repudiated the idea that they should have any special treatment. Ini 
advising clemency to the four men released in August, 1896, he acted solely and entirely on^ 
medical grounds, which he explained in detail. — Mr. Asquith (G.L.) regretted the intro- 
duction of the amendment upon such slender grounds, and described Sir. M. Ridley's- 
conduct as plain and straightforward. He himself had never believed for a moment 
that there was any compact, or secret arrangement, between the Government and their 
opponents. — Sir H. Howorth said his object in submitting his amendment was to elicit 
such a statement from the Home Secretary as had been now given. — The amendment 
was negatived. Jan. 26. 

In the discussion on a vote on account, Mr. Flynn (N.) moved to reduce the Home 
Office vote by £1,000. — Mr. Davitt (N.) called attention to the supposed dynamite plot in. 
September, 1896, which, he maintained, had no real existence, but was the creation of 
agents of the Government. The charge against Bell, alias Ivory, was abandoned by 
the Government because they were afraid to put into tlie witness-box a man who- 
was the prime instigator of the whole plot. — Sir R. Finlay (L.U.), Sol.-Gen., denied this 
statement, which he said was preposterous. The prosecution was not proceeded with 
because they could not bring home to Bell a knowledge of the existence of explosives in 
the house at Antwerp. — Sir M. W, Ridley (C.) defended his administration of the secret 
service money. The police by means of the information supplied to them through its- 
agency had been able to prevent a great crime which would have caused the greatest 
consternation in the United Kingdom. — The motion was negatived by 107 to 60. Mar. 26.. 

Mr. Dillon again called attention to the matter on the motion for adjournment. June 3.

C— Education. — In the debate on the Address Mr. Engledow (N.) moved an 
amendment representing that the grievances of the Roman Catholics of Ireland im 
respect of University education had been recognised by successive Governments, and 
affirming that the Government ought to propose immediate legislation to place them on 
a footing of equality with their fellow-countrymen. — Mr. W. Johnston (C.) asked the 
Government not to sanction a policy which might disintegrate their party. Jan. 21. 

Mr. Harrington (P N.) said there was no desire to interfere with Trinity College, but 
the establishment of a Catholic University was required, where their youth might receive 
a thorouglj secular education without danger to their faith. The endowment of theo- 
logical teaching was not asked for. — Mr. Lecky (L.U.) hoped that the Government would 
gratify the desire of Irish Roman Catholics to have either a University or an endowect 
Catholic college of their own. But before establishing it, the proportion of lay influence 
on the governing body should be settled, and the prof essors must not be liable to arbitrary 
dismissal by the ecclesiastical authorities. — Mr. A. Balfour (C.) dissociated himself from 
the views of Mr. W. Johnston on this question. He said it was admitted that unless- 
some system could be adopted which the Roman Catholics would accept, higher educa- 
tion could not be brought within the reach of large numbers of that commimion. The 
best results could not be attained by examination alone, but a teaching body should be 
established. A scheme for a University must be one which would be accepted by the- 
Roman Catholics, and at present there was not much guidance from the leaders of Irish 
public opinion. — Mr. Morley (G.L.) said that in 1893, when in the debates on the Home 
Rule Bill the establishment of a place for University education was discussed, a i)lan was 
accepted that the Irish Parliament should be allowed to estabhsh such a University,, 
provided that it should not endow out of public funds any theological chair; and^ 
secondly, that it should be under the same restrictions as the University of Dublin. 
That was the proper way of meeting a grave difficulty. He himself objected to setting. 
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up an instituiion in which ecclesiastics would have a dominant inflnence. In 1893 the 
hierarchy were willing to assent to the propoffibl that no Divinity chair was to be founded 
in the Catholic University. — Mr. T. M. Healy (N.) said the Catholics did not desire any- 
thing in the nature of a mere ecclesiastical seminary. — The amendment was then by 
leave withdrawn. Jan. 22. 

♦Mr. A. Balfour said he doubted whether it would be possible for the Government at 
present to deal with the problems connected with higher education in Ireland. Mar, 11. 

On the vote for the Queen's Colleges, Mr. A. Balfour said that as the Roman 
Catholic bishops would agree to a University which would have its doors as widely open 
to all denominations as Oxford, Cambridge, and Trinity College, he was in favour of 
meeting their views on that basis.— Mr. John Morley (G.L.) accepted this statement, but 
believed that the question would present serious difficulties. — Mr. Rentoul (C.) said the 
Presbyterians were opposed to a Catholic University in Ireland, and favoured a mixed 
system of education. July 9.

L— Financial Relations.— Lord Castletown (L.U.) called attention to the report 
of the Royal Commission, and moved for the production of the reference to 
the proposed new Commission. He contended that Ireland had been unfairly dealt with 
in the matter of finance, more especially since 1863, when the income-tax was imposed 
4>n her by Mr. Gladstone, and that she was entitled to redress under the clause of the 
Act of Union which promised her exemptions and abatements. He asked that Ireland 
should have the full advantage of the credit of the Empire, and that an Irish Consolidated 
Fund should be created, to be managed by Irish financiers and to be utilized in promoting 
agricultural and other industries. — Lord Lansdowne (L.U.), Secretary of State, said that 
aio Royal Commission, however eminent, could relieve the Government of its responsibility 
to the taxpayers of the entire Kingdom, and. the question involved concerned political as 
well as financial relations. The Commission was, moreover, far from unanimous, wnile 
Ahe point of departure in its inquiry was a Home Rule one, leading to a Home Rule 
solution. The majority regarded Ireland as an independent partner, entitled to her 
own political and financial system, a position which the people of this country had 
decided against in the most unmistakable manner. The Commissioners also, while 
treating Ireland as a separate entity for purposes of revenue, omitted to consider the 
amount she received for purely Irish purposes from Imperial sources. The Government 
considered further inquiry necessary into points inadequately dealt with by the late 
Commission, and when the report of the new Commission came before them they would 
oonsider it with ihe strictest regard both to the spirit and the letter of the Act of Union. — 
Lord Farrer (G.L.) thought that much of the information required could be obtained 
irom the Treasury without another Commission. He condemned the policy of doles to 
Ireland, and believed the only remedy would be found in settling what amount she ought 
to contribute to Imperial expenditure, and then leaving her to manage in her own way. — 
Lord Morris (C.) maintained that Ireland was greatly overtaxed.— Lord Spencer (G.L.) 
said that the only eventual solution of that problem would be a safe and well-considered 
measure of Home Rule. The question whether Ireland did not receive a set-oflf for her 
excessive taxation out of the Imperial Exchequer ought to be considered ; it did not need 
the dilatory and cumbrous agency of another Commission.— Motion agreed to. Mar. 5. 

C — Mr. Blake (N.) called attention to the report of the Royal Commission on the 
^nancial relations between Great Britain and Ireland, and moved a resolution that it 
established the existence of undue taxation on Ireland, and that the Govemmeut ought 
to propose remedial legislation at an early day. He argued that the report showed that 
Ireland was over-taxed by at least ii2,760,000 a year. She ought to be taxed in accordance 
with her actual taxable capacity. All the data were to be found in the proceedings of 
the Royal Commission. Any new inquiry would fail to give satisfaction, and the only 
safe way to deal with the question was to take a stand on the provisions of the Act of 
Union. The precise form of remedy was a question for Parliament to consider on the 
initiative of the Government.— Mr. J. Redmond (P.N.) seconded the resolution, saying 
that on the main issues involved the people of Ireland were united as they never had 
been united for a hundred years. The proposal to appoint a new commission was a dis- 
honest and dilatory evasion. — Mr. Whittaker (G.L.) moved an amendment that as long 
as the Exchequers remained consolidated all portions of the Kingdom must be regarded 
as forming one country for fiscal purposes, and that any genuine grievance could be 
satisfactorily removed by adjusting: the present fiscal system so as to render it just to all 
parts of the United Kingdom. He argued that pending the solution of Home Rule, 
Ireland could not be regarded as a separate financial entity. Existing fiscal conditions 
were in strict accordance with the Act of Union, and Ireland had been treated generously 
in regard to finance. — Sir M. Hicks-Beach (C.) said he desired to deal with the question 
in an impartial spirit and to do justice to all parts of the Kingdom. He admitted that 
rthe proportionate contribution required by the Act of Union was greater than Ireland 
could have borne, but, as a matter of fact, she never had paid her debt. She was relieved 
of it by the Act of 1817, when the two Exchequers were united, and the whole Kingdom 
became responsible for the Irish debt. The inquiry in 1864 showed that Parliament was 
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jastified in consolidating the debt and in amalgamating the exchequers. The report of 
the late Commission dealt with only one small part of the question^ bat had disclosed a 
difference of opinion which mi^t be a fatal obstacle to the policy of Home Rule. The 
accepted doctrine that under Home Rule there ought to be a real contribution from 
Irelaud to the common expenditure had now been repudiated by the Nationalist party ; 
Ireland was to retain her share in the Government of the Empire and was to pay 
nothing for it. He wished Sir W. Harcourt joy in the preparation of the next Home 
Rule Bill. The Government would do nothing either to produce a different system of 
finance between Great Britain and Ireland or a different political system. In their 
view the arrangement made in 1817 of consolidated debt, common exchequer, and 
equal taxes was lar more equitable as between individuals, classes, and countries than 
any system based on taxable capacity, which was a matter of the wildest speculation. 
He admitted, however, that there was a proviso that exemptions and abatements should 
be granted when circumstances required them, and therefore the Government proposed 
an impartial and judicial investigation of that question, and when the facts were f ally 
ascertained they would endeavour to do justice to the i)oorest part of the Kingdom, 
although they would do nothing to impair either the financial or the political permanence 
of the Union. Mar. 29. 

Sir B. Clarke (C.) said he believed the Commission had established the case that 
Ireland was suffering from undue taxation. Any additional information coald be supplied 
by the Treasury. — Sir T. Sotherla^d (L.U.), as a memb^ of the Commission, declined to 
accept the principle of treating Ireland as a separate entity. — Col. Saunderson (C.) 
regarded the repoii; of the Commission as a verdict in favour of Ireland, and held that 
Parhament ought to carry out the obligations entered into at the time of the Union, and 
make some generous proposal to the Irish people. Mar. 30. 

Mr. Arnold- Forster (L.TJ.) maintained that Great Britain ought to supply Ireland with 
some things which under nappier circumstances would come from private enterprise. 
He opposed the resolution because it was made on inadequate grounds, and would lead 
to disintegration. — Mr. Lecky (L.U.) said that the Government would commit a grave 
mistake if they treated the report as insignificant. Ireland ought to be treated as 
Ireland, and not as an aggregate of English counties. Constitutionally and historically 
it had a right to be so treated. The demand for separate legislation was not inconsistent 
with the Act of Union. He did not believe extensive remissions of taxation could be 
made, and thought a system of customs duties would be intolerable. This question 
might be settled by larger expenditure on Ireland from the Exchequer, and spendhie more 
monev on reproductive works and developing the resources of the country.— Mr. Morley 
said tnat Mr. Lecky and his class had had the government of Ireland in their bands for 
aged, and no results could have been more deplorable. It was admitted that an undue 
burden was laid upon Ireland, and, by proposing a new Commission, that a prima facie 
case had been established. He denied that the late Commission was appointed by him 
to settle Home Rule questions, or that it was directed to approach the inquiry from the 
Home Rule point of view. The main result of the inquiry was that Ireland was overtaxed 
if her means were compared with those of Great Britain. It was for the Government to 
propose a remedy if they agreed that a wrong had been done to Ireland. If county 
ooundlB were established in Ireland and the Government considered that Ireland was 
entitled to Jgl,000,000 or £1,600,000, why should the money not be given to those local 
bodies ? Another Royal Commission was needless and futile. —Mr. Goschen (C.) said that 
the Opposition argued that as a majority of the late Commission had reported that some 
2i miUions was paid by Ireland above what she ought to pay, there was no option but to 
accept their conclusions. Did they say, then, that this sum should be transferred ^m 
Ireland and put on the British taxpayer ? That was the clear issue before the House. 
Whatever might be done as a palliative, that grievance would still remain. No remedy 
could be applied which interfered with the general fiscal policy of the country, but the 
new Commission would investigate the question of " set-off," and, if it was found not to 
have the effect which the Government now believed it to have, they would see whether 
the eiemptions and abatements contemplated by the Act of Union could be made. — The 
resolution was negatived by 317 to 157. Mar. 31. 

Mr. Knox -(N.) moved a resolution that the Agricultural Rating Act of 
1896 not having been extended to Ireland, operated as a bounty to the English 
as against Irish competing farmers, and that the Government ought to remove 
this inequality by giving Irish farmers the same relief from rates as English 
farmers. This proposal, he said, was supported by every independent Irish member 
who was national m the widest sense.— Sir M. H. Beach (C.) said the answer of the 
Government was, that in this matter the circumstances of Ireland differed from those 
of England. When the Bill of 1896 was discussed, the Irish Members had entirely 
failed to prove identical circumstances demanding an identical remedy. Agricultaral 
depression had not been so severe in Ireland as in England, for Ireland was not a 
wheat-growing country, and the high price of tenants' interest in Ireland showed that 
there was no serioas depression. Tne Government were asked to give rating relief to 
Irish agriculture, and also to give for other purposes grants which were never asked for 

18 
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in England. The resolution was against the past practice of Parliament, and was based on 
the erroneous view that a debt was due from England to Irieland. — Several Irish members 
spoke in support of the resolution, which was opposed by English agricultural members. 
— Mr. Lecky (L.TJ.) denied that agricultural depression was non-existent in Ireland. If it 
were, why did the Land Court reduce rents 60 per cent ? The Irish were not treated in 
an equivalent manner to England, since thev received £600,000 a year less than was paid 
to England. The Government was powerful and possessed unlimited resources, and 
ought to do justice in Ireland. — Sir H. Fowler (O.L.), supporting the resolution, reminded 
Unionists that their party professed absolute equality between the two countries. — Mr. 
Goschen (C.) said the Government had followed the precedent set by their predecessors 
since 1888. If the doctrine of set-ofE were accepted, it would be seen that Ireland owed 
England £1,000,000 at present. The system of giving an equivalent grant must continue 
until the whole question of tiie financial relations had been determined. — After further 
debate, the resolution was negatived by 219 to 127. May 6.

L — Industries Bill. — Lord Mayo (C.) moved the second reading of a Bill to give to 
companies and individuals further powers to establish induhtries dependent upon 
electrical power.— Lord Arran (L.U.) and Lord Morley (L.U.> opposed the Bill, as 
the powers for compulsory purchase of land were deficient in safeguards. Motion with- 
drawn. May 25. 
C — *JudicaH^re Bill. — Mr. G. Balfoar (C), Chief Secy., introduced a Bill to unite tjie 
Irish Courts of Exchequer, Bankruptcv, and Probate, with the Queen's Bench Division. 
This would involve the reduction in the number of Irish Judges from 20 to 17, and the 
money saved thereby— £7,500 a year— would be carried to a separate credit to be appli«»d 
for Irish purposes as Parliament might determine. July 22. 
In Committee, several amendments by Nationalist members were discussed and 
rejected on divisions, and the Bill passed that stage, July 31, being read a 3rd time, Aug. 2. 
L— Lord Ashbourne (C.) moved the 2nd R., which was agreed to Au^. 4, and the 
3rd R. was passed Aug. 5. (See Statutes, post.) 

O— *KiNG8T0WN Roads.— A Bill dealing with the transfer of a road near Kingstown 
Harbour was opposed by Nationalist members, and after several divisions was 
withdrawn by Mr. A. Balfour, who said that it hadsbeen brought in for no purpose 
except to benefit Kingstown, and that the Government could not allow more time to be 
wasted Qver it. April 1. 

C — Land Question. — In the debate on the Address, Mr. Dillon (N.) moved au 
amendment representing that the great fall in agricultural prices and a disastrous 
seasou had made it impossible for Irish farmers to pay their present rents without 
depriving themselves of their capital, that the Land Act of 1896 had not provided any 
effective remedy, and that the condition of the agricultural population demanded 
immediate measures of relief. Jan. 20 

Mr. Daly (N.) maintained that the Land Act was a dead letter as far as giving relief 
to the tenant farmers. Prices had never before been so low, and capital was gradually 
disappeariug. — Mr. Drage (C.) urged the Government to take measures to improve the 
housing of tne Irish farmers. — Mr. Atkinson (C), Atty.-Genl. for Ireland, replied. He 
said every facility had been given for reinstating the evicted tenants, except that 
public funds had not been advanced for that purpose. In numerous instances a successful 
result had been attained. He denied that a widespread feeling of alarm existed. 
Ireland had suffered from the fall in prices but not so greatly as was stated. The Govern- 
ment would not depart from their decision with regard to the evicted tenants and the 
reduction of the judicial term, nor was it then necessary or desirable to amend the 
Labourers' Dwellings Act. — Mr. T. M. Healy (N.) considered that, although the Land 
Act of 1896 was excellent as far as it went, it did not remove all the grievances of the 
tenants. If the Government would not shorten the judicial term, they might give the 
tenants relief from rates as they had given English farmers. — Other members having 
spoken, the amendment was negatived by 189 to 125. Jan. 21. 

Mr. Dillon moved an Address to Her Majesty praying that two of the Irish Land 
Commission Rules sbould be annulled. —Rejected by 101 to 40. Mar. 11. 

L — The Duke of Abercorn (C.) asked whether the Government could consent to appoint a 
commission to inquire into the working of the Land Act of 1881. — The Duke of Argylr(L.U.) 
strongly condemned the Act, which, he said , gave to irresponsible persons the arbitrary power 
of disposing as they pleased of the whole landed property of Ireland. That revolutionary 
tribunal, if left unchecked, might completely confiscate the landlords' property. — Lord 
Salisbury agreed that both landlords and tenants were discontented with the working of 
the Act, and a strong case for investigation existed, but there was extreme difficulty in 
providing the proper machinery, as it would not be easy to find men whose views would 
be regarded as unbiassed. He could not see his way to appointing a Commission that 
would be satisfactory ; but if a committee were moved for the Government would not 
resist the motion — Lord Londonderry (C.) and others condemned the action of the Sub- 
Commissioners.— Lord Spencer (G.L.) defended the Irish Land Commission, and urged 
that the House sbould strengthen it and make it as good and impartial a tribunal as 
possible. He would oppose the appointment of a Commission or committee. Mar. 18. 
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0--*Iii Supply, on the vote for the Irigh Land Commission, Mr. G. Balfour announced 
that the Government had decided to grant an inquiry, by Boyal Commission, into the 
procedure and practice of the Land Commission, but not into the principle of the Land 
Acts themselves.— Mr. Morley said the statement filled him with dismav, as the object of 
the inquiry could not be friendly, to the tenants. — Mr. A. J. Balfour replied that the Act 
of^ 1881 had been a disastrous experiment, but that as it had become the fundamental 
Irish law governing landlord and tenant, its principles ought to be carried out equitably. 
Charges had been made against the Land Court by landlords and tenants alike, so that 
the appointment of the Commission was amply justified.— Further discussion ensued, 
and a motion to report progress was defeated by 119 to 61. May 14. 

L — Lord Inohiquin (C.) called attention to the effects of legislation on. Irish land, and 
moved a resolution in favour of compensation to landlords by State loans on terms as 
favourable as those accorded to tenants under the Purchase Acts. May 25. 

Lord Londonderry (C.) held that the impending ruin of the Irish landowning class was 
due to acts of the legislature, and urged that money should be advanced by the State, on 
easy terms to enable them to reduce the interest on their mortgages. — The . Duke of 
Argyll (L.U.) also agreed that cheap loans might help the landowners to recover their 
position in the country, and thereby restore peace or contentment to Ireland — Lord 
Ashbourne (C), Lord Chan, of Ireland, said he had opposed the Act of 1881, but it would 
be extremely difficult and costly to award compensation for its effects. The entire land 
purchase code rested on the principle of increasing the number of occupying owners, 
whereas the present suggestion would reduce it.— ^ord Lansdowne (L.U.) said that the 
Government had agreed to a Commission on the whole question of practice and procedure, 
and though he saw no prospect of giving landlords direct compensation, and blunders of 
ill-conceived legislation could not be cured by Treasury grants, he promised that the 
landlords' views would be considered with all the sympathy that the circumstances 
permitted. — Motion withdrawn. July 23. 

Lord Belmore (O.) moved an Address for a Royal Commission to consider and report on 
ecclesiastical tithe rent-charge, claiming that tithe-payers were entitled to a reduction, 
having regard to the fall in the market-price of the articles on which it was originally 
fixed. — Lord Denbigh (C.) for the Government said they had considerable sympathy with 
the motion, and hoped it would be possible to afford some reUef ; a Boyal Commission, 
however, was unnecessary. — Debate adjourned. July 12. 

The motion was farther discussed, and. Lord Ashbourne having promised that the 
Government would introduce a Bill on the subject, was withdrawn. July 16. 

The Duke of Abercom (C.) moved that the powers of the Eoyal Commission shoakl be 
extended to cover an inquiry into the effects of the Land Acts on the interests of land- 
lords and tenants. — After debate. Lord Salisbury said the demand was a new one, and 
would require a fresh Commission, which he could not assent to. Such an inquiry could 
not be entered upon safely unless it were understood that there was no intention of 
upsetting the Act of 1881 (for although he did not at^ree with its wisdom, the step could 
not be retracted without a total destruction of confidence) ; and, secondly, that no com- 
pensation could be given to the landlords from the English Exchequer. It was for the 
landlords to bring forward such proposals for their relief as would commend themselves 
to the impartial and sympathetic judgment of English statesmen, but to wreck the new 
Commission by adding to it a wide inquiry for which it was unfitted, would not tend to 
relieve the suffering industry which the landlords represented. — The motion was with- 
drawn. . July 22. 
Pauper Deportation — See under Poor Law. 

C — Sale of Intoxicating Liquors. — Mr, Lecky (L.U.) moved the 2nd R. of this 
Bill, the same as had been read a second time on three previous occasions. It 
made permanent the present Sunday Closing Act, bringing within it Dublin, Belfast, 
Cork, Limerick, and Waterford; closed public-houses on Saturdays at 9 o'clock, and 
extended the hona-fide traveller limit to six miles. The Bill he said had been supported 
by four successive Chief Secretaries, and an overwhelming preponderance of public opinion 
in Ireland was in its favour. — Mr. Daly fN.) moved the rejection of the Bill, the chief 
result of which, he said, would be a rapia crrowth of shebeens and bogus clubs. — Other 
members having spoken, Mr. A. Balfour said that personally he should vote for the Bill, 
but the position of the Government was to wait for the Report of Lord Peel's Com- 
mission.— The amendment was rejected by 201 to 172, and the Bill was read a second 
time. May 12. 

Isle of Man (dmrclL Bnildinff) Bill.— See under Chnrcli of England. 
O— Judicature, The. — Mr. Atherley-Jones (G.L.) called attention to the working of 
the Judicature Acts, and moved a resolution in favour of a Royal Commission to inquire 
into the Acts with a view to greater efficiency and economy. He .argued that with the 
exception of France our judicial system was the most expensive in the civilized world. 
The law lords, exclusive of the Lord Chancellor, received i;24,000 a year, and disposed of 
only 40 or 50 appeals annually. The Railway Commissioners were paid £8,000, and dis- 
posed of 24 cases a year. The business of the superior Courts was d^iminishing, while 
that of the County Courts was increasing. He condemned the vacation arrangements 
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and sftid the oircait sjTBtem had beoome a rldicalons anachronism ; and advocated an 
extension of County Court jurisdiction as the best remedy. — Sir B. Webster (C), 
although in hearty sympathy with the mover, said he could not accede to the proposal, 
as a Royal Commission would be the worst body that could be appointed for the purpose. 
He defended the appointment of four Lords of Appeal as a valuable legal reform, and 
said that the work of tiie Railway Commissioners coald not be measured merely by the 
number of caises which they heard in Court. It would be impossible to graft on the County 
Court system any substantial share of the work of the superior Courts. The circuit 
system ought to be maintained and improved. — Sir F. Lockwood (6.L.) agreed that 
inquiry by a Royal Commission was inappropriate—Resolution withdrawn. Feb. 23. 

CoDBT OF CKiMiNAii AppisAL. — Mr. Pickersgill (G.L.) moved the ind R. of a Bill 
to establish a Court of Criminal Appeal, the necessity for which he said was proved by 
the great disparity in sentences for similar crimes. The Bill provided that the Queen's 
Bench Judges should select from among themselves six Judges who, together with the 
Lord Chief Justice, should be the Court. Its judgment would be final, and any person 
convicted on indictment would be able to appeal against his sentence. The Coui-t might 
increase a sentence appealed against as well as diminish one, and the Attorney General 
might appeal against an absurdly light and insignificant sentence. The Bill was based 
on the recommendations made by the Council of Judges.— After discussion, Sir M. W. 
Ridley (C), Home Sec, said that so very important a change ought to be dealt with by 
the Government, but they would not opppose the second reading, as some alteration of 
the law was generally called for. The Bill gave an unrestricted right of appeal to a 
person convicted upon indictment, but it did not preteud to enable such a peraon to get 
a new trial, and the Bill might tend to secure greater equality in sentences. It did not 
propose to interfere with the Home Secretary with regard to the exercise of the 
prerogative of mercy. The Government would accept the second reading on the under- 
standing that it should be referred to a Select Committee. — Sir £. Clarke (C.) objected 
strongly to the establishment of any Court of Criminal Appeal.— Sir H. Fowler (6X.) 
approved of sending the Bill to a Select Committee. — The closure having been carried 
(147 to 86), the 2nd R. was agreed to by 129 to 86. Mar 24. 

'Evidence Bill.— Sir R. Webster (C), A.-G., moved the 2nd R. of a Bill to 
provide that in any criminal proceeding the person charged should be able, but not com- 
pelled, to give evidence, and tnat the wife or nusband should be similarly competent, and, 
unless jointly charged, compellable. He quoted the views of numerous judges in support 
of the Bill. — Mr. LI. Morgan (G.L.) moved its rejection on the ground that the prosecuting 
counsel would make use of the Bill to force prisoners into the witness box and to supply 
missing links in the evidence.— The debate which followed was confined to legal members, 
Mr. Carson (C.) opposing, and Sir £. Clarke (C), Sir F. Lockwood (G.L.), and others 
supporting the Bui. Eventually the closure was carried by lb6 to 67 ; the amendment 
was negatived by 210 to 41, and the Bill was read a second time. April 8. 

L— Juries Bill.— Lord Coleridge (G.L.) moved the 2nd R. of a Bill to permit juries 
to separate for refreshment or rest in cases of felony in the same way as they do in trials 
for misdemeanour.- Lord Russell of Eillowen and the Lord Chancellor having indicated 
several points which would require careful consideration in Committee, the motion was 
agreed to. May 10. 

The Bill was read a third time. May 81. (See Statutes, post),

O— Sir R. Webster (C), A. G., moved the 2nd R., and suggested that the Bill should be 
referred to the Standing Committee on Law.— Agreed to after debate. July 1. 

Some amendments having been made in Committee, Sir R. Webster (C), A.-G., 
moved the 3rd R., which was opposed by Mr. Butcher (C.) and, after discussion, 
Mr. Balfour promised that the compulsory, clauses should only be applied to any county 
on the request of the County Council. Aug. 3.

by Mr. Lafone (C.).— Sir £. Clarke (G.) supported the Bill as an advantage to Southwark. 
— Mr. T. Russell (L.U.) for the Govt, left the question to the House to decide, and after 
debate the 2nd R. was negatived by 187 to 169. Mar. 22. 

County Buildings Bill.— Mr. Whitmore (C.) moved the 2nd R. of a Bill to 
acquire a site at Trafalgar Square for the erection of a county hall and offices. The 
present office accommodation was wholly inadequate for the basiness of the Council. 
The proposed site was calculated to cost Jk'860,000, but the Council would get recoap- 
ment for their outlay to the estimated extent of i>dCX),000. The cost of the new buildings 
was put at J£600,000. The scheme was promoted by both parties in the London 
County Council. — Mr. Boulnois (C.) moved the rejection of the Bill on behalf of a large 
minority in the Council, and the vast majori^ of the London ratepayers. The site 
was probably the most expensive that could have been chosen, and tne scheme would 
involve an expenditure of nearly i;l,500,000. It was costly, ambitious, and unnecessary. 
^Several London members took part in the debate on both sides.— Mr. J. W. Lowther (C ), 
Ghn. of Committees, and Sir W. Harcourt advised that the question should be left to the 
Private Bill Committee.— On a division, the motion was negatived by 227 to 140/ Feb 18. 

•Police Courts Bill.— The 2nd R. of a Bill to transfer the expenses of these courts to 
the Metropolitan Police fund was opposed by Mr. Pickersgill (6.L.) and others, but waH 
carried by 285 to 87, and the Bill was sent to the Standing Committee on Law. May 11.

School Board Elections. — Sir J. Maple (C.) moved the 2nd R. of a Bill to assimilate 
the existing electoral divisions to those of the Parliamentary constituencies. — Sir J. 
Lubbock (L U.) opposed the Bill as destroying the cumulative vote and minority repre- 
sentation.— After debate, the Bill was rejected by 127 to 80. Apl. 28. 

Taxation.— Mr. Louglx (G.L.) moved a resolution for the appointment of a Select 
Committee to consider whether the amount received by London under grants in aid 
bore a just proportion to its contribution to the general taxation. — Mr. Chaplin (C.) said 
the question came within the scope of the Royal Commission on Local Taxation, and 
the motion was withdrawn. Mar. 28. 

Water Bills. — On the 2iid R. of the Chelsea Wnter (Purchase) Bill, one of eight 
similar Bills, Mr. Buxton (G.L.) spoke in favour of the Bills, which he said were 
promoted by the London County Council with the view of introducing uniformity 
in charges, in quality, and in the supply of water, by the purchase of the 
eight undertakings which supplied the metropolitan area. The amount to be paid 
could be considered by a committee. The Council were willing to pay a reasonable price, 
but desired to protect themselves against exorbitant claims. — Sir F. Dixon-Hartland (C.) 
moved the rejection of the Bill on public grounds. The Couucil had disregarded the 
decision arrived at by the House by a majority of two to one in 1896. The present Bills 
introduced new elements of discord, and proposed to transfer private rights in a manner 
that had never been dreamt of. If the Bills were carried there would be 30 or 40 
authorities all over London. — Mr Chaplin (C), Pres. of Local Govt. Bd., said the policy 
of the Council was open to two objections— (I) The scheme was not practicable ; and 
(2) if practicable, wouM be most injurious to the ratepayers, leading to chaos and confusion. 
Tne Govt, had not sufficient information to warrant them in sanctioning any proposal 
for purchase such as was found in the Bills. There must be inquiry into the financial 
results of purchase ; whether there should be one area and one authority, or more than 
one; and, in particular, whether the policy of severance aud separation was practicable 
and feasible. The Govt, would oppose the second reading and appoint a small Royal 
Commission to inquire into these matters, whicti would complete the inquiries in a 
reasonable time. In the meanwhile they hoped to carry a Bill giving increased facilities 
to an aggrieved consumer to obtain redress from a water company when there had been 
a failure of statutory obligations.- After a long debate the second reading was negatived 
by 258 to 123. — The seven other Bills were then withdrawn. Mar. 11. 

♦Mr. Chaplin (C.) introduced a Bill to enable local authorities as well as consnmerfl to 
initiate complaints as to the water supply, which would be heard by the Railway and 
Canal Commissioners, and the latter would have power to compel the London water 
companies to fulfil their obligations.— Read a first time. Moy 24. 

The Bill was read a second time June 28, and coDsidered in Committee July 14, when 
several amendments were rejected.— The 13111 passed the Committee stage July 20, and 
subsequently was agreed to by the House of Lords. (See Statutes, post.) 

C— uercliandise Marks Act.— Sir H. Vincent (C.) moved the 2nd R. of a Bill to 
repeal so much of Sec. 16 of the Act of 1887 as required a definite indication to be stamped 
on the goods, and to substitute for " Made in Germany," &c., the general term " Foreign 
made " on all goods of foreign origin.— Mr. Ritchie (C), Pres. of the Bd. of Trade, said he 
sympathised with the object in view, having long thought that the marking of goods with 
a dennite country of origin was an excellent advertisement of foreign competitors. He 
suggested as an alternative that English goods should be stamped ** English made." 
The Bill, however, as it stood would be unworkable. A Select Committee might well 
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O— Kerohandiie Karki Act--continued, 
inqnire into the working of the Act, and he hoped the debate would be adjourned until 
that had been done.— Mr. Bryoe (G.L.) said the proposals of the Bill amounted to » 
revolution, and had been made without notice to anyone concerned.— Sir A. BoUit (C.) 
said a full inquiry into the effect and operation of the original Act was neoessary. He 
moved the adjournment of the debate. — Mr. Field (PN.) seconded the amendment. — 
Sir W. Harcourt said the Bill was impossible and impracticable, and ought to 
be got rid of. The original Act was unsound in principle, and had been extremely 
injurious to British trade: — The motion for the adjournment was withdrawn, and after 
further debate the second reading was uegatived by 153 to 97. Jan. 27. 

Mr. Bitchie stated that if a Select Committee to consider the operation and effects of 
the Merchandise Marks Act were moved for, the Government would assent. Jan. 28. 

A Select Committee was subsequently appointed. 

O— Mercliant Shippini^ .— In the debate on the Address, Mr. J. H. Wilson (G.L.) pro- 
posed an amendment regrettmg the absence of any Bill dealing with the manning of British 
merchant vessels, and deploring tbe continued alarming loss of life at sea.- Mr. Ritchie 
(C ), Pres. of the Bd. of Trade, replied that, taking our shipping all round, tbere was as 
little loss of life or less than in any other country, but everything possible ought to be 
done to reduce the casualties. A Committee had made 42 recommendations on a vast 
number of subjects, and it would be impossible to legislate on them all in the present 
session. He hoped, hoinever, to pass a Bill giving the Board power to detain a ship if she 
had an insufficient creW. Amendment withdrawn. Jan. 25. 

*Mr. Bitchie, in accordancp with promise, moved the 2nd reading of a Bill to include 
undermaiming as one of the reasons to justify the detention of a ship under the Act of 
1854. In Committee it would be proposed to extend the Bill to ail foreign vessels 
loading in our ports. Bead a second time. May 3. 

'Military KanoBUTres Bill and Military Works Bill.— See under Army. 

C— Miner*' Eight Honn Bill.— Mr. Allen (G.L.) moved the second reading of this 
Bill, the essential clause of which provided that a person should not, in any one 
day, be employed underground in any mine for a period exceeding eight hours from the 
time of his leaving the surface of tbe ground to the time of his ascent thereto. He said 
that no modification of the principle of the time from bank to bank would be accepted 
by the promoters, nor would they admit the principle of local option. The Bill would 
affect 584,000 persons employed in mining, of whom 45,000 to 60,000 were under 16 years 
of age. An overwhelming majority of miners was in favour of the Bill. — Sir E. Lees (C.) 
opposed the Bill, contending that shorter honrs ought to be brought about by voluntary 
effort. — Mr. D. A. Thomas (G.L.) moved the rejection of the Bill, being in favour of locsd 
option on the question. The great majority of the miners of South Wales were opposed 
to the Bill as it stood. — Sir J. Joicey (G.L.) seconded the motion, and Mr. John Wilson 
(G.L.) (Mid-Durham) denied that there was h growing desire on the part of the miners 
for the Bill. He was against legislating for men who were able to combine to protect 
their own interests.— Mr, Pickard (G.L.) asserted that 29,000 miners in county Durham 
were in favour of the Bill, which would be an immense boon to all undergroand workers. 
—After further debate the Bill was rejected by 227 to 186. May 5. 

O— Money Ziendin^.- The Select Committee on this subject having reported that 
John Kirkwood, a witness before them, had refused to answer a question, he was brought 
to the Bar, and after being interrogated by the Speaker, admitted the fact, but stated that 
be would answer anything that the House ordered.— Mr. Balfour moved that John 
Kirkwood should attend at the next meeting of the Committee and should answer to the 
satisfaction of the Committee questions to which he had hitherto refused to make an 
answer. Agreed to. July 16- 

O— *Navy, The.— In Supply, Mr. Goschen (C), First Ld. of the Admiralty, moved a 
supplementary vote for 1886-7, of £507,000 for naval services, shipbuilding and material, 
and naval works at home and abroad. — ^Af ter a brief debate the vote was passed. Feb. 26. 

On the motion for Supply, Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) called attention to the strength of the 
Navy, contending that since 1898 there had not been a sufficient increase of our relative 
naval strength. The tonnage of battleships built by France and Bussia since 1893 was 
greater than that of our ships, and it was more necessary now than ever to outbuild in 
sbips the great Maritime Powers, because the chance of a hostile combination against us 
was increasing. — Mr. Goschen explained the policy of the Government, pointing out that 
naval matters were in a period of transition. The power and personnel of the Navy had 
been greatly increased in recent years, but if the number of men was increased too 
rapidly they could not be trained efficiently. The Estimates represented the unanimous 
view of the Admiralty of the amount required. In considering the question as to whether 
our ships could be manned in time of war as fast as they would be ready, it could not be 
supposed that all the men must be ready on the first day of war, but they must be 
available when required. The Admiralty proposed to increase the men by 6,300, so that 
in five years 26,000 would have been added to the Navy, a number equal to 26 battalions. 
Also by the end of the year 1897-8 the Navy would have been increased by 71 ships built 
under Lord Spencer's programme. Siuce 1894, 140 vessels had been ordered, the total 
crews required to man them being 30,950, and provision had been made for 31,650. The 
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O— *Navy, The — continued. * 

number of men asked for this year was 100,000, and next year it would be 106,000. But 
there was a point at which it would be impolitic, if not impossible, to add to the number, 
and the Reserve must be trusted to furnish any needed addition. A scheme was in hand 
for improving their sea training. In addition, we had as another resource the naval 
pensioners. In all there were^lOO,000 men in the active list, 25,000 in the reserve, and 10,000 
pensioners. On the question of matiriel^ Mr. Goschen stated that if we were to go to wAr 
to-morrow with two great Powers like France and Russia we should have the superiority 
in ships. Our fleet was of a homogeneous character, and in the Channel and Mediterranean 
we had 17 vessels, with which, as a group, no other 17 ships could compete. To those 
who feared a hostile combination against us of more than two Powers, he could only reply 
that it was impossible for one country, however rich, to cope with a union of all other 
countries. We were bound to prepare to meet any reasonable contingencies, and the 
estimates were sufficient to meet t^e necessities of the country. — Mr. E. Robertson 
(G.L.) spoke in approval of this statement, especially as to increasing the efficiency of 
the Reserve. — A general discussion followed, after which Sir J. Colomb (C.) moved a 
resolution that it was desirable to place the Royal Marines at the naval bases and 
defended coaling ports so as to relieve a corresponding number of Royal Artillery and 
Line at those places. — Mr. Goschen challenged the expediency of the change, as it would 
require the Admiralty to be responsible for fortresses abroad. The marines were regarded 
as an integral portion of the Navy, and to make them more like a colonial corps was 
calculated to diminish their value.— The closure having been carried by 111 to 36, the 
resolution was negatived by 110 to 30. Mar, 5. 

In Supply, on the vote for 100,060 men for Navy and Marioes. a general discussion took 
place, in which various points were raised, among them being the new Royal yacht, the 
water-tube boilers, and the new grade of engineer officers.— In the course of a reply, Mr. 
Goschen said that taking the last and present years together the new construction of 
ships was an adequate, though not an excessive, provision for the exigencies which it 
wa.s necessary to meet. There was a balance of power in the navies of Europe, and the 
Government would watch with some anxiety in order to see that it was not disturbed. 
A great deal had been said about the intentions of other Powers, but he was not 
going to be frightened by programmes, whether made for foreign or home consumption. 
If any abnormal efforts were made to disturb the present relations between the different 
naval Powers, H.M. Govt, would reconsider their position, and would with confidence 
ask the permission of the House and of the country to make corresponding efforts.— 
Mr. Lough (G.L.) advocated a return to the old policy of "peace, retrenchment, and 
reform," to which Mr. Goschen replied that the sole desire of the Govt, in increasing 
expenditure was to secure peace. They were convinced that the country would condemn 
them if they were not in a position to secure that peace. — ^Vote agreed to. Mar. 12. 

On the vote of J64,696,00O for the wages of officers, seamen and boys, coastguard, and 
Royal Marines, Mr. E. Robertson called attention to the action of Admiral Harris at 
Canea in giving information to the press, which he said was inconsistent with Admirajity 
regulations. ~ Mr. Goschen said that in the circumstances he should not reprove Admiral 
Harris for what he did. — Vote agreed to. — On the vote of ^£249,900 for the Reserve, Mr. 
Goschen said the new scheme for the Reserves would secure six months' training, and 
would establish new classes with promotion from one to the other. — Vote agreed to. — 
Other naval votes were also passed. Mar. 19. 

A financial resolution was proposed providing for the construction of works and the 
acquisition of land for the purposes of the Navy, and authorizing payment up to 
.dB664,000 for such purposes. — Agreed to. (See Naval Works Bill, post.) July 6. 

Mr. Goschen announced that as on June 2 the Cape Parliament had passed a resolution 
authorizing the Premier, Sir Gordon Sprigg, to arrange some basis of contribution by 
the colony towards the Imperial Navy, Sir G. Sprigg had made the offer to contribute 
on the part of C&pe Colony the cost of a first-class battleship. No conditions, except the 
necessary ratification by the Cape Assembly, were attached to this most public-spirited 
and generous act* July 12. 

On the vote for expenses of contract work, shipbuilding, &c., Mr. Goschen gave details 
of the new ships which were to be built. In the present year it wai proposed to lay 
down four battleships, three of which would be bomewhat similar to the Majestic. Six 
light-draught boats for river service would also be commenced, as well as the new Royal 
yacht, which would be built at Pembroke and cost ^6250,000. Other countries were 
increasing the number of their large cruisers and torpedo boat destroyers, and, therefore, 
the Admiralty had decided to lay down four more armoured cruisers of 11,850 tons each, 
and four destroyers, out of an additional ^6600,000 which the Govt, proposed to spend this 
year on the Navy. — After discussion, Mr. Weir (G.L.) moved to reduce the vote, 
objecting to the cost of the Royal yacht.— Negatived by 143 t*o 41. Vote agreed to. July 27. 

♦Naval Works Bill.— Mr, A. Chamberlain (L.U.), Civil Ld., moved the 2nd R. of 
this Bill. He said the estimate for Dover harbour was raised to d£3,600,000, and it would 
provide a harbour affording berths for 20 battleships, besides smaller vessels. An 
arrfti^g^^^zit had been made with the Colonial governments for dockyards at Hong Kong 
and Colombo, and a breakwater at Gibraltar. There would also be new naval barraclis 
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C— NaTy, The— ♦Naval Works Bill.— c<m*tnM«d. 
at Sheemess, and hospitals at Haslar and Hanlbowline. The estimated cost of all 
these works woald he ;£8,400,000, of whioh the House was asked to vote £654,00Q.— 
Mr. Longh (O.L.) opposed the Bill as nnnecessary. — Sir W. Harconrt critioised the 
finance of the Bill, and contended that as there was nearly £2,000,000 in hand from last 
year, no vote ought to he taken unless it could be expended during the year^ — The Bill 
was read a second time. July 14. 

In Committee Mr. Dillon moved to omit the provision for Dover EEarbour.— Mr. 
Gosohen pointed out that the proposed expenditure was necessary for the defence, 
not of England only, but of the whole of the United Kingdom. The best defence for 
Ireland was to have our fleet in the best strategical position.— Negatived by 121 to 19. 
Bill reported without amendment. July 20. 

L— The Bill was read a 2nd time Juli/ 29th, and subsequently passed.

C — Penrliyn Quarries. — Mr. W. Jones (G.Ij.) moved the adjournment to call attention 
to the dispute between employer and employed in the Penrhyn quarries, and the failure 
of efforts under the Conciliation Act to terminate it. Me gave the history of the 
dispute, which he said had thrown 3,000 men out of employment, and appealed to the 
Government to take further steps under the Conciliation Act, or otherwise, to bring the 
two parties together and to secure an honourable and a lasting setUement.— Mr. Donglas- 
Pennant (C.) defended the action of Lord Penrhyn in objecting to the intervention of the 
Board of Trade as weakening his authority in the quarries and forming a precedent for 
the men demanding similar intervention on other occasions.— Mr. Bromley- Davenport (C.) 
also defended Lord Penrhyn, who, he asserted, was incapable of any mean, paltry, or 
dishonourable action. — Mr. Bitchie (C), Pres. of the Bd. of Trade, agreed as to the 
character of Lord Penrhyn, although he regretted his attitude on this question. The 
Conciliation Act provided that the Board of Trade i^ould take steps to brinpf about a 
meeting between the parties, and they could only do so by sending a representative to the 
conference. Lord Dudley, the Parliamentary Secretary, had held personal negotiatioas 
with Lord Penrhyn and a trusted official, and had seen the men in order to induce them 
to modify some of their demands. He earnestly hoped that the negotiations migbt be 
resumed, and the Board were willing again to endeavour to bring the two parties 
together. — Sir W. Harcourt approved of the conduct of the Board of Trade, and con- 
demned the conduct of Lord Penrhyn in refusing to accept its good offices. — Mr. A. 
Balfour advised that the matter should be left in the hands of the Board in communi- 
cation with both parties, and that it should not be a subject of acrimonious controversy 
in the House. — After further debate the motion was negatived. Jan. 28.

O— Plumbers' Registration Bill.— This Bill having been read a second time 
without opposition, and considered hv the Standing Committee for Trade, came up for 
third reading, when Gen. Laurie (C.) moved its rejection on the ground that it was 
opposed by the principal technical institutions, as allowing unlearned and unqualified 

Slumbers to practice, and giving undue powers to the Plumbers* Company. — After a long 
ebate the amendment was negatived by 200 to 77. June 30. 

The Bill was further considered. July 7. 

C— Poor Law. — In the debate on the Address, Mr. Mumaghan (N.) proposed an 
amendment regretting the absence of any proposed legislation to stop the deportation of 
paupers from England and Scotland to Ireland. — Mr. G. Balfour (C), Chief Secy., said 
this matter constituted a real grievance, and that he was in consultation with the English 
and Scotch authorities preparing a Bill which he hoped would remove it to a considerable 
extent.— The amendment was withdrawn. Jan. 26. 

*0n a *' Vote on Account," Sir A. Eollit (C.) moved to reduce the item for the Local 
Government Board as a protest against the new board for the care of sick, feeble, and 
imbecile children, which he said involved unnecessary expense. — Mr. Chaplin (C.) said it 
was absolutely necessary that the subject should be dealt with, but he would, before issuing 
the order, consider the views of the boards of guardians, and he believed the ultimate 
result would be to place the children under the Metropolitan Asylums Board. — Motion 
for the reduction withdrawn. Mar, 26.

O — *Post OiB.ce. — In Supply, on the vote to complete the sum of £7,466,460 for the 
Post Office, a debate took place on the relations between the Postmaster- General and the

moved to reduce the vote by £1,000.— Mr. Hanbury (C.) protested against political 
pressure being used by civil servants for the attainment of their ends. Complaints were 
met by the Treasury with »n earnest desire to do what was perfectly fair.— The motion was 
withdrawn.— Mr. 'Weir (G.L.), next moved a reduction of JfclOO.— In the course of the 
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^C — Poit OAce — contimied. 
diBcnBsion Mr. P. A. MoHugh (N.) was removed from the House for decliDing to resume- 
his seat when so directed by the Chairman.— Mr. Dillon (N.) then moved to report 
progress.— Negatived by 116 to 17.— Mr. Weir's motion was negatived by 106 to 9:1 .-^The 
closure was carried by 108 to 29, and the vote was afterwards passed by 114 to 19. July 16. 

C— ^Telephone Sbbviob.— Mr. Hanbnry (O.) announced that the Govt, did not intend 
to bay oat the existing telephone companies, but in oases of complaint they would 
institute public^ independent inquiries, and if the service was founa to be inefficient 
they would exercise the right of instituting a rival service. April 2. 

C— *Frl8on-Kade Ooodi.— Mr. Ritchie (C), Pres. of the Bd. of Trade, moved the 
2nd R. of a Bill to restrict the importation oi prison-made goods, in accordance with a 
resolution passed unanimously in 1896. He said there was no prospect of removing the 
grievance by international agreement, and therefore legislation was necessary. The Bill 
provided that goods proved to have been made or produced in any foreign prison should 
be added to those prohibited under sec. 42 of the Customs Act of 1876. There might, he- 
admitted, be difficulty in procuring the necessary evidence, but the mere fact of an Act 
of this kind having been passed would tend to prevent the importation. — Mr. Dalziel 
(G.L.) moved the rejection of the Bill, which, he said, was brought forward in the 
interests of the brush-making trade. It was a party measure, in redemption of a pledge 
which ou^ht never to have been made.— Mr. Chamberlain (L.U ) said that the obligatioD 
was unammously accepted by the last House of Commons. The Government were glad 
of having an opportunity of redeeming their pledges, and as a matter of principle thr 
Bill was of very great importance. The imported goods made in foreign prisons 
competed unfairly with British industry. Hud if they were not restricted the German 
authorities would extend their prison industries to manv other trades. — Mr. Bryce' iG.L.) 
said thai the Bill was a sham and an imposture from beginning to end ; an unworkablr 
remedv for an insignificant grievance. — Tne amendment was negatived by 221 to 90, and 
the Bill was then read a second time. May 18. 

In Committee, numerous amendments were proposed by Mr. Lough, Mr. Haldane^ 
Mr. Rob^on, Mr. Buxton, Mr. Caldwell, and others, and were defeated after long dis- 
cussion by large majorities. — The debate was continued for several hours. — Sir R. Finlay 
charged the Opposition with resorting to tactics of delay and obstruction. July 13. 

After further discussion and divisions, the Bill passed through Committee. July 20. 

The drd Reading was carried by 120 to 54, after some opposition. July 80. 

L— The 2nd R. was moved by Lord Balfour (C.).— Lord Thring (G.L.) said there was 
no grievance, and that the Bill was a bogus and a sham. — Lord Farrer (G.L.) said it was 
dictated by the trade unions, and was a great blunder. — ^Lord Salisbury replied that the 
interests of consumers must not alone be regarded, and that all Governments were 
agreed not to allow goods made in English prisons to compete with free labour. Foreign 
goods ought to be simiilarly dealt with. — ^Lord Eimberley objected to the principle of the 
Bill, but believed its practical result would be small.

C— ^Queen's Commemoration. — Mr. Chamberlain (L.U.), Colonial Secy., stated 
that, with H.M. approval, the Government had invited the Premiers of all our self- 
governing colonies to come to England to take part in the celebration of the completiom 
of the 60th year of Her Majesty's reign. They would be treated as guests of this country. 
It was also proposed that detachments from the military forces of all the several colonies 
should come to this country. The replies received testified to the loyalty of the colonies 
and their desire to take part in this unique celebration. Jan. 29. 

Mr. A. Balfour moved that the House should attend the Thanksgiving Service at 
St. Margaret's, Westminster, on June 20. — Agreed to after a protest by Mr. W. Redmond 
(N.). June 17. 

L — On the motion of Lord Halsbury (C.) the House resolved to attend the service at 
Westminster Abbey on June 20, • June 18. 

Lord Salisbury moved an Address to the Queen congratulating her on the ausp^icious 
completion of the 60th year of her reifin, and assuring her that the House shared in the 
joy with which the people celebrated it, and prayed for her long life and health.— The 
motion was seconded by Lord Kimberley (G.L.), and unanimously agreed to. June 21,

O— Mr. A. Balfour moved a similar Address, which was seconded by Sir W. HarcouH 
<G.Lj.— Mr. J. Redmond (F.N.) moved an addition to the Address, asserting that the Irish 
people were discontented and disaffected, and unable to join in the celebration. — Rejected 
by 486 to 7.— Address carried by 469 to 44. A motion that the Address should be presented 
by the whole House was opposed by the Nationalists, but carried by 411 to 41. June *2l. 

Both Houses proceeded to Buckingham Palace, and presented uieir Addresses to the 
Queen. June 23. 

Her Majesty's replies to the Addresses were communicated to both Houses. June 29.

C— ReflTistration Xawe.— In the debate on the Address, Mr. Straohey (G.L.) moved 
An amendment expressing regret that no measure was announced simplifying Uie 
registration laws. —Mr. T. W. Russell (L.U.), Secy, to the Local Govt. Board, said the 
Government did not propose to deal with the question this Session, as it was one of a 
highly contentious character. Amendment negatived by 141 to 69. Jan. 26. 

C— Russia and Korea.— Mr. Cupzon (C), Under Secy., in reply to a question, stated 
that some of the Korean troops were under instruction by Russian officers, but the 
proceeding did not appear to be inconsistent with the guarantee given by Russia in 1B86 
that in the future sne would not take Korean territory. There was an arrangement 
between Russia and Japan in regard to Korea which related to the removal of foreign 
troops from Korea, the reference being to the guards which Russia and Japan had 
maintained at their respective legations. Mar. 1. 

Mr. Gurzon stated that the Govt, would take care that the independence of Korea 
should be maintained, and that the territory should not be used for the purpose of giving 
any other Power control over the Eastern seas. July 19.

(G.L ) moved an amendment expressing re^et at the absence of arrangements for 
acquiring some portion of the land now occupied as deer forests or grouse moors in the 
Highlands and Islands, so that crofters, cottars, and fishermen might live under more 
favourable conditions than at present. — Mr. Murray (C), Ld. Advocate, said he was engaged 
in framing a scheme by which the money appropriated to the aid of the West Highlanders 
could be utilized. — Amendment negatived by 144 to 77. Jan. 22. 

*On report of a financial resolution for a grant, the Lord Advocate said tbat in 1896 
& sum of i-16,000 was devoted to the assistance of congested districts in the Highlands, 
and the Govt, now proposed an additional JB20,000 a year, in order that this experiment 
might be continued. A Oommission would administer the money under the Local 
Government Board. A Bill based on the resolution was read a first time. June 17. 

The second reading having been agreed to unopposed, and the C ommittee stage having 
been passed, the Bill was considered on Report, when Mr. Weir moved that the Com- 
mission should have power to acquire land by compulsion. — Negatived by 176 to 107. 
The report was agreed to, and ordered to be set down for third reading. July 22. 

The Bill subsequently became law. (See Statutes, ^o«^). 

^Education. — A resolution providing for grants to necessitous schools in Scotland was 
passed. June 21. 

A Bill to provide for the distribution of the grant was opposed by Mr. T. Shaw (G.L.) 
who moved its rejection as being wholly inadequate. Scotland, he said, was entitled to 
i;il(',< 00 instead of i;*40,0u0.— Mr. A. G. Murray (C), Ld. Adv., said the subvention given 
to necessitous School Boards and to voluntary scnools in Scotland corresponded with that 
provided by the two Euglish Acts. — Amendment negatived by 169 to 62, and Bill read a 
second time. July 1. 

On going into Committee, Mr. A. O'Connor (N.) moved to exempt voluntary schools 
from local rates —The Govt, assenting, the motion was carried bjr 100 to 37.— Capt. 
Siuclair (G.L.) moved to empower the Committee to insert clauses providing for representa- 
tion of local authorities or parents on the management of such schools as received the 
grant. — Negatived by 181 to 48. — In Committee the clauses were discussed at great 
length and agreed to after several divisions. — The clause to exempt voluntary schools 
from rates was carried by 124 to 41. — The Bill passed through Committee. July 21. 

On the 8rd R., Mr. Buchanan protested against the Bill as reactionary, and moved 
its rejection. — Mr. A. G. Murray (C.) defended the grants to voluntary schools, and said 
that the Bill made no alteration in the Scotch educational system. —Amendment rejected 
by 168 to 62, and Srd R. agreed to. July 30. 

L — Lord Balfour moved the 2nd R. — Lord Tweedmouth (G.L.) held that Scotland was 
entitled to a much larger amount tiiau the Bill allotted. — 2nd R. agreed to, Aug 3, 
and 3rd R., Aug. 4. (See Statutes, post.) 

C — Financial Relations. — Dr. Clark (G.L.)moved for a Select Committee on the financial 
relations between England and Scotland. — Sir M. H. Beach (C.) denied that Scotland's 
contribution to Imperial funds was unfair, but the whole question would be discussed 
by the promised Commission on Financial Relations. — Uesolution negatived. April 2. 

L— *Pmivate BiLii Legislation.— Lord Balfour (C), Sec. for Scotland, introduced 
a Bill to reform the system of Scotch Private Bill legislation. It propcsed to apply 
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to Scotland a system similar to that adopted in the case of Provisional Orders— a 
cheap procedure, which gave facilities for local inquiries. A promoter would lodge a 
draft provisional order, when any one interested might petition Parliament that the 
matter should be dealt with by a private Bill rather than by provisional order. Any 
opposition would be dealt with by a tribunal fompoeed of a judge or sheriff and two 
lay commissioners chosen from a panel of 12. The order as settled by them 
would be final unless any aggrieved person petitioned for a joint committee of both 
Houses; but after a local inquiry he believed there would be very few appeals to 
Parlianient.^Lord Tweedmouth (G.L.) feared that the Bill would not give ratisfaotion 
to Scotland. Lord Morris (C.) complained that it did not extend to Ireland. May 18. 

On the 2nd B. Lord Tweedmouth suggested that the Bill should go to a Select 
Committee, and afterwards be considered by the country during the recess. — Lord 
Moriey (L.U.) advised the extension of the system of provisional orders to local schemes 
of various kinds. The proposal would savo much tune and expense. He demurred, 
however, to any large transfer of power from the Legislature to the Executive.— 
Lord Gamperdown (L.U.) expressed belief that the Bill would confer considerable 
benefit on Scotland. — ^Bead a second time. May 20. 

Various amendments made by the Select Committee were agreed to. Juiy 22. 

C— ^Public Health Bill.— On the 2nd B. of this Bill Mr. Caldwell moved a 
resolution in favour of dividing rates between owners and occupiers in boroughs, and of 
compulsory acquisition of land for public health purposes by local authorities. — The 
debate was adjourned. Mar. 22. 

The Bill was read a second time and referred to the Grand Committee on Law, a 
motion by Dr. Farouharson (G.L.), to refer it to a committee consisting of the Scotch 
members and 16 otners being rejected by 198 to 96. April 1. 

The Bill was considered at great length on Beport, July 22 and 28, and passed the 8rd 
B., subsequently being read a 2nd time in the H. of Lords, July 80, and a 8ra time, Aug. 4.

C— Serrioe Franchiae Bill.— Mr. H. Marks (C.) moved the 2nd B. of a Bill to 
allow tbe occupants of cubicles on their employers' premises to exercise the service 
tenchise, from which the^ were debarred by a decision of the Appeal Court in 1896. 
The disability, he said, chiefly affected the police and shop assistants.— Sir C.Dilke(G.L.) 
moved an amendment in favour of the adoption of a single, simple, and uniform franchise. — 
Sir B. Finlay (L.U.), Solr. Genl., assented to the Bill as the Court of Appeal had been divided 
on the question, and after debate the amendment was withdrawn and the Bill read a 
second lime. — A motion to refer it to the Standing Committee on Law was discussed, and 
being opposed by Mr. Balfour was withdrawn. Ajpril 28.

C — Solicitors.— Mr. Harrison (G.L.) moved a resolution that part of the expenses 
incurred by the Incorporated Law Society in fulfilling duties imposed upon it by statute 
should be defrayed out of public funds. — After debate, in the course of which Sir M. 
Hicks Beach said he desired to leave the matter to the decision of the House, the 
resolution was carried by 111 to 16. May 11.

The Bill did not apply to 
engines used for domestic, agricultural, farming, railway, steamship, or Government 
purposes, or to any road traction engine or steam roller. The Bill was supported by the 
Trade Union Congress and by the mining population. — Sir A. Hickman (C.) moved its 
rejection, as no case had been made out for it, and the time was inopportune, in view of the 
Workmen's Compensation Bill,which would cover accidents of all kinds. — Mr.CoUings (L.U.) 
Under Secy., said the proposed certificates could not be a real guarantee of competence, 
while the ^raiit of them would tend to diminish the responsibilities of employers, who 
would shelter themselves under a certificate of competence. The result might be to 
increase rather than diminish the number of accidents.^After further debate, the 
2nd ii. was carried on a division by 203 to 137. Feb. 17. 

L- Sunday Bill. — Lord Hobhouse moved the 2nd B. of a Bill to amend an Act 
passed in 1781, and to allow Sunday lectures and musical entertainments. — The Bishop of 
Winchester opposed the Bill as entailing Sunday labour on musical and other 
performers. — Tne Archbishop of Canterbury also considered that the Bill would tend to 
break down the religious observance of Sunday. — Lord Herschell (G.L.) supported the 
Bill, and Lord Halsbury (C), Ld. Chancellor, said that its language was vague, and would 
Tender confusion worse confounded. — The Bill was rejected by 50 to 33. Jvns 29. 

C -Sunday Closing.— Mr. C. H. Wilson (G.L.) moved the 2nd B. of a Bill which 
proposed to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liqu rs by retail in England on Sunday, 
except to lodgers and bond fide travellers. He claimed that it had the support of the 
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C— Simday Cloaiiig— continued. 
Church of England, the Ohuroh of Rome, and all the Nonoonformist bodies.— Mr. Sharpe- 
(C.) moved the rejection of the Bill, being strongly opposed to restriction on the freedom 
of the subject, and to punishing the immense majority of sensible and temperate persons 
in the vain hope of promoting temperance) among those who were unable to resist the 
temptations of drink.— Sir M. W. Ridley (0.), Home Secy., said it was admitted on both 
sides that there was a large amount of popular feeling in favour of Sunday closing, but 
the question was surrounded by practical difficulties. In Ireland and Scotland Sunday 
closing had succeeded, but in the Welsh Act there were defects inherent in principle,, 
and not merely in machinery.

— In the debate on the Address, Mr. Disraeli (C.) moved 

an amendment in favour of sending a special envoy to Constantinople to guard, 

not only our Imperial interests, but to promote reforms for all the inhabitants, 

irrespective of race or religion, of the Ottoman Empire. — Mr. Curzon (C.) Under Secy., 

submitted that our European policy ought not to be dictated by considerations of the 

effect which it might produce on the inhabitants of India. The policy of coercion against 

Turkey was not of ourselves alone, but of the combined Powers of Europe, and whether 

it was ultimately to become hostile rested with Turkey alone. In its inception it was 

£k policy not of coercion, but of reform, in the interests of every section of the Ottoman 

Empire. The amendment was a motion of want of confidence in H.M. Ambassador, 

{or which there was no foundation. Sir F. Cuirie had represented the Government to 

their entire satisfaction. There was no necessity for sending a special envoy to 

Constantinople, and it would have most mischievous results. — Sir W. Harcourt said he 

should support the Government against the attacks of the janissaries behind them. 

This was a moment not to weaken their hands. — Mr. A. Balfour insisted that from a 

public point of view the Ambassador should be supported. As to Turkey, her existence 

depended upon her acceptance of reforms. — Amendment withdrawn. Jan. 26« 

Mr. Curzfin reported that warships had been sent to Crete, and that their commanders, 

in co-operation with the Consul, were labouring to allay disorder and alarm, and to 

afford protection to refugees. Feb. 8. 

Mr. Curzon said the scheme of reforms for Turkey had been agreed to by the 

representatives of the Powers at Constantinople, but had not yet been received in final 

form by the Governments. Feb. 12. 

L—Iiord Salisbury, in answer to a question, stated that reforms had been arranged 

flud were being carried into effect in Crete, when the Greek Government, apparently 

forced by opinion among its subjects, sent ships and troops to Cretan waters.

He could not speak as confidently in the future 

tense as he might do if the Govt, were acting independently, but the concert of the 

Powers remained complete, and there was no ground for thinking that it would be

O— Mr. T P. O'Connor (N.) moved the adjournment, to call attention to the critical 

condition of affairs in Crete, and the conduct of H.M. Government in reference thereto. 

He appealed for a declaration from them that the Cretans should never be asked again 

to submit to Turkish rule.— Mr. Balfour deprecated the debate solely in the interests of 

the Cretans and of the Asiatic subjects of the Porte, as well as in the interests of Europe. 

While admitting that the Government policy, botii foreign and domestic, was liable to 

be reviewed in the House, he said that a heavy responsibility would rest upon any 

assembly which pressed the Goveifnment for information when it ought not to he given, 

and which insisted on discussing policy at a time when it ought not to be discussed. He 

asked the House to exercise self-control, and to defer a condemnation of the Government, 

ii the Government was to be condemned, for the policy they were pursuing in a grave 

and difficult crisis. A declaration such as was sought would have for resmt that the 

concert of Europe would be broken up, the last chance of reforming the Turkish Empire 

would disappear, and a European war would break out, the consequences of which no 

man could foresee. The sole possibility of a peaceful solution was by means of the 

Baropean concert, and the Gk)vemment would not be responsible for any step by which 
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that concert woald be endangered. — Sir W. Harconrt asserted that the Opposition leaders- 
had not endeavoured to embarrass the Government. But Lord Salisbury's statement 
had been made in such a manner that members of the House could not criticise it, and it 
was nnderstood to be a condemnation of the Government of Greece. Simply to condemn 
their conduct was not, in his judgment, to represent the opinion of the English people.^ 
The motion was withdrawn. Feb, 16. 

Mr. Curzon stated that Greek troops had been landed near Canea on the 16th iust.- 
The advice given by the Great Powers had been that no precipitate action should be taken. 
Detachments from the ships of the Powers had occupied Canea and Sitia, and Consuls 
had gone to Selinos to endeavour to prevent further conflicts and outrages and to relieve 
besieged Mussulman families. Mussulman inhabitants of Barakina to the number of 1 04 
had been murdered by Christians. Feb. 19. 

Mr. Curzon stated, in reply to a question as to the Cretan forces having been fired upon 
by the united fleets, that there had been no attack upon Greek forces in Crete, but that the- 
Cretan insurgents had renewed their attack upon Canea, in spite of the injunctions of the 
admirals, who were responsible for the peace of the town. The squadron had no choice 
but to prevent this by force, which they accordingly did. The firing lasted but a few 
minutes.^Mr. Labouchere, supported by the whole of the Opposition, moved the- 
adjournment, to call attention to this incident. He contended tnat the Cretans were 
fighting for independence, and it was time the Liberal pturty should speak, out plainly on 
the matter. — Mr. Dillon (N.) described the firing from £lnglish ships as an etrrnal 
disgrace to the British flag. — Mr. A. Balfour, in reply, deprecated the debate, as the 
condition of Europe was one of great anxiety, and if either through error or misfortune 
a spark fell into the combu^ble material, we might soon be on the verge of a great 
catastrophe. At the prese>lt time there was an absolute unanimity among the Great 
Powers in the desire to avoid War. They had made great efforts to save life and property 
in Crete, and with Bucoess, whereas the Greek intervention had been ineffective. The^ 
Powers had occupied Canea, and were responsible for peace and order, and when the- 
towu was menaced by the insurgents the European forces could not tolerate outside 
interference with their prerogatives. As to the future government of Crete, H.M. 
Government were bound to speak with the utmost reserve, but they could not leave the- 
Turkish Government to upset the good work which Europe had endeavoured to 
accomplish.— Sir W. Haroourt protested against bombs from Enghsh men-of-war being 
directed into the midst of most combustible materials, and to the landing of marines and 
seamen in Crete to maintain the dominion of Turkey. The Greek forces had joined the 
insurrectionary party in Crete, and we had joined the Turks. The bombardment placed 
England in a false position in the eyes of the world. Until the emancipation of Crete was 
accomplished he should protest against using force against a people who were rightly 
fighting lor their freedom. — Sir B. Beid (G.L.) considered that what our ships had done- 
was an indelible disgrace to the British Government. If we could not be saviours, let ua 
not be executioners.— Mr. Goschen said that all must regret the necessity for such an 
incident, but the insurgents had, in spite of many warnings, placed guns to command the 
spots occupied by the allied forces. The allied commanders were obliged to take action^ 
but it was not true that we attempted to put down the insurrection. Many Christian 
lives had been saved by the action of our forces. — After further debate the motion for 
adjournment was negatived by 243 to 125. Feb. 22. 

Mr. Balfour declined to lay the instruction^ given to the British Admiral on the table. 
Such a course was against precedent, and was the more inexpedient as we were acting in 
concert with the other Great Powers. * Feb. 03. 

L— Lord Salisbury stated that H.M. Govt, proposed to make a public declaration of 
their policy, which they believed to be in accordance with the views of their allies, as 
follows : (1) The establishment of administrative autonomy in Crete as a necessary 
condition to the termination of the international occupation; (2) subject to the above 
provision, Crete to remain a portion of the Turkish Empire ; (3) Turkey and Greece to be 
informed by the Powers of this resolution ; (4) if either Turkey or Greece persistently 
refused, when required, to withdraw their naval and military forces from the island, the 
Powers to impose their decision by force upon the State so refusing. Lord Salisbury 
explained that ib did not follow— certainly in the case of Turkey— that all the troops 
could be withdrawn immediately. Mere questions of police would prevent such a result. 
But TurkiBh troops would ultimately have to be withdrawn as a necessary condition of 
the establishment of autonomy. The Greek troops, he imagined, would be required by 
the Powers to withdraw at an earlier date. He could hot state anything further imtil he 
knew what the decision of the Powers was on each point of detail ; but if the principles 
which H.M. Govt, had laid dovm were recognized, as he believed they wonld be, by the 
Powersi the present state of things in Crete could not indefinitely continue. The Govt, 
must, however, advance by steps, and those steps were necessarily measured by the assent 
following upon the consultation of the Powers. 

C— Mr. A. Balfour made an iden4dcal statement, and added that the Govt, bad received 
no official information that their views were shared by all our allies, though they had 
every reason to believe that they were.— Sir W. Harcoort commented on the ; extreme 
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gravity of the announoeinent, and hoped for an early opportniiity of disoussion. He said 
he was not desirons of moving a vote of censure. Feb. 26, 

Mr. Curzon stated, in reply to a question, that it was not a fact that ahout November, 
1895, one of the Great Powers of Europe made a proposal to Great Britain, in conjunction 
with the other Great Powers, to enter the Dardanelles and to seize the Sultan. Feb. 26. 

Replying to questions, Mr. Curzon said that no Turkish troops had sallied from Canea 
since its occupation by the Powers. The Admirals' instructions were that both com- 
batants should, as far as possible, be prevented from aggressive action. Mar. 1. 

L— Lord Kimberle^ (G.L.) called attention to the policy of the Government. He 
approved of Lord Salisbury's answer to the Austrian proposal in July, 1896, for a blockade 
of Crete as being in harmony with public feeling in England. As to the present crisis, 
Lord Kimberley expressed his belief that, as a mere matter of policy, it would be 
wiser and safer now to join Crete to Greece than to give it administrative autonomy 
under Turkish sovereignty. The withdrawal of Turkish and Greek troops should 
take place simultaneously. While he could not offer the Greeks any counsel that 
might tend to imperil their present safety or prejudice their future hopes, he believed 
that at no distant day Crete would be united to Greece. — Lord Salisbury said that the 
policy of H. M. Govt, had, on the whole, been accepted by the Powers, but the withdrawal 
of the Turkish troops had not been accepted without considerable demur on the part of 
many of them. Before the crisis there had been no evidence that the Cretans desired 
annexation to Greece. To the Mussulmans it would be intensely distasteful, and whether 
it would be agreeable to the rest of the inhabitants it was impossible to say. It would be 
rash and unjustifiable to force Crete into union with Greece when the sober and deliberate 
sentiment of the people could not be genuinely ascertibined. If after some years had 
passed the Cretans should desire a dose union with Greece, he thought the Great Powers 
would not offer any opposition ; but the matter must be deferred until the Cretans had 
an opportunity of calmly judging of its effect. The Powers believed that if the present 
enterprise of Greece, which they stigmatized as illegal and even worse, were allowed to 
result in territorial advantage to her, the example would spread, and the signal would be 
given for civil war in the Turkish Empire and peril to the peace of Europe. The regular 
Turkish soldiers in Crete were under the control of their officers, but their withdrawal 
would accompany the grant of autonomy, and would be effected as expeditiously as 
possible. If, meanwhile, they were retained under supervision of Buropean officers, they 
might be used fot purposes of police without the risk of disorder. The Powers were 
resolved to establish ef^ctive autonomy in Crete, meaning by that term the withdrawal 
of the island from the arbitrary rale of the Sultan, but they were also resolved that 
Crete should not at present form part of the Hellenic Kingdom, and if the Greek Govern- 
ment chose on that point to take issue with the Powers it must abide by the result. 

C — Sir W. Harcourt moved the adjournment to call attention to the same subject. He 
asked whether the assent of the Powers had been given to the Govt, proposals, or whether 
any modification had been made. He said the situation in Crete was the result of the 
entire failure of the arrangements made in 1896, which were founded on the worn-out 
idea that Turkey would carry out reforms. In the poliOT* set forth by H. M. Govt, 
autonomy was placed first, showing that Turkish rule in Crete was to be ended ; this 
would be a great advance in the solution of the Eastern question. He did not understand 
why the Govt, opposed the annexation of Crete by Greece, and the employment of 
Turkish police to Keep order would be most unsatisfactory and almost insane. Crete's 
liberation from the abominable tyranny of Turkey was due to the Greeks, who had 
greatly done and greatly dared. Their fortunes were dear to every lover of freedom, 
and he warned the Govt, that they were entering upon a path in which they would not 
he their own masters, and might be forced into courses which the conscience of the 
P^nglish nation would not approve. — Mr. Curzon said that in 1896 the policy of the Govt, 
aimed at a reconstruction of the government of Crete and the introduction of reforms. 
Having taken Crete out of the hands of the Turks, the Powers could not allow the 
island to be removed from their own control. The arrival of Greek ships and troops had 
greatly excited the Cretans, encouraging the Christians and infuriating the Mahomedans. 
He defended the bombardment of Canea, in respect to which many of the charges of the 
Opposition were erroneous. The Government had every reason to believe that the 
Powers concurred in the policy of autonomy, meaning by that that the effective authority 
of the Sultan in Crete should cease. The retention of Turkish soldiers as police in the 
island was necessary, as a temporary measure, for the safety of the inhabitants. The 
annexation of Crete by Greece, whether right or wrong, was impossible in the present 
attitude of the Powers, and would not promote peace between the rival sections in the 
island. Autonomy had been asked by the Cretans for a century, and the Govt, believed 
that it represented the full extent of their wants. — Mr. Haldane (G.L.) approved of the 
policy of the Govt, as the best under the circumstances. — Mr. Courtney (L.U.) said l^at 
if it should be proposed to enforce the withdrawal of Greece by acts of war, the question 
would arise whether Great Britain ought not to retire from the concert of Europe. War 
against Greece would not be supported by English public opinion.^Mr. Bryce (G.L.) said 
that Turkish troops ought not to be intrusted with the restoration of order, and that 
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-there would never be peace in Crete until the inland was united with Greece. — Col. 
Saunderstin (C.) considered that the Greek troops and the Turkish troops ought to with- 
.draw at the same time. — Mr. A. Balfour at the outset claimed that the concert of Europe 
during the last few years had done an incalculable amount of good to mankind and to 
.civilization. Anv independent action by England would not only have broken up that 
4x>noert, but would have been rendered ineffectual by the action of other Powers. It 
was not the fact that the determination to grant autonomy to Crete was due to the 
.conduct of the Greeks. If Turkey and Greece had been left to fight out the destinies of 
Crete, Uie island would have been ground down under Ottoman dominion, and Greece 
.would have been powerless to prevent it. Every responsible statesman in Europe held 
.that the concert had alone preserved Europe from the untold evils of a general war. As 
regards the constitution of Crete, the Sultan would have no power to interfere in the 
internal affairs of the island, and his troops would be under the control of the Powers. — 
Mr. J. Morley argued that the Greeks might reMonaUy deoUne to retire until they knew 
the intentions of the Powers. The former policy announced by Lord Salisbury had been 
reversed, and the Greeks were now to be forced to evacuate Crete before knowing the 
kind of autonomv to be established. Turkish troops were to be employed to keep order 
where thev had been so long the instruments of disorder. The Opposition regaraed the 
jpolicy of the Govt, with dissatisfaction and misgiving. — Motion withdrawn. Mar. 2. 

Mr. Curzon stated, in reply to a question, that the question as to whether a Christian 
•Governor of Crete should be appointed had not yet been determined.^Mr. Balfour laid 
upon the table Notes addressed by the Powers to the Governments of Turkey and Ghreece, 
.and stated that Turkey had shown no desire to resist the policy which the Great Powers 
had agreed upon. Mar. 6. 

Sir W. Harcourt asked for an assurance that British forces would not be employed 
.-against Crete before Parliament had expressed its opinion thereon. — Mr. Balfour said 
that H.M! Gk)vt. would do their utmost to bring about an amicable settlement, but it 
would be extremely inexpedient, and contrary to universal precedent, to limit their 
freedom of action at what might be a critical moment. Their policy was one of liberty 
.in Crete and peace in Europe. Mar, 9. 

Mr. Curzon said there was reason to beUeve that Turkey accepted the views of the 
Powers. He also announced the relief, by the British Consul's action, of the Mussulmans 
.besieged at Candamo. Mar. 10. 

Mr. Curzon stated that the Greek Government had verbally informed H.M. Govt, that 
Greece proposed to recognize the temporary suzeraintv of Turkey in Crete and to with- 
draw her fleet, and to place the Greek forces in the island under the control of the 
Powers for the restoration of order; stipulating, however, that the Powers should 
ultimately leave the Cretan people to choose between autonomy and annexation to 
Greece. , Mar. 11. 

L— In reply to Lord Kimberley, Lord Salisbary said that instructions had been given 
to the Admirals to blockade Crete. An admirable statement— though one not containing 
^rnany new facts — of the policy of the Powers had been made by M. Hanotaux and M. 
Meline in the French Chamber— speeches with which he heartily concurred. Mar. 16. 

O— Mr. Curzon, in reply to a question as to the presence of the Greek Charg^ d' Affaires 
at a meeting in London, stated that the presence of a foreign representative at public 
meetings where the policy of the Govt, was discussed was unusual and scarcely 
•decorous, but no positive rule against it was known to exist. The commanders of the 
: ships of the allied fleet would distribute a proclamation to the effect that the Great 
Powers had assumed the responsibility for the future of Crete. Mar. 15. 

Mr. Curzon stated that the new gendarmerie had been paid off, that there were in Canea 
.535 Mussulman gendarmes, and that the foreign forces were heinn used to protect life and 
property. — Mr. Balfour announced that H.M. Govt, had directed an important 
•oonmiunication to the Powers of Europe. mar. 16. 

Mr. Balfour announced that the Greek Govt, had been informed of the blockade which 
would be established at Crete. The Carman Government thoroughly agreed with the 
general policy adopted by the Powers. He added that he had not much satisfaction in 
.answering questions put by the Opposition, who endeavoured to embarrass the Govern- 
ment as much as they could by their speeches out of doors and their questions in the 
House, although they did not dare to move a vote of censure. If they wished to move 
•such a vote, Sir W. Harcourt had only to name a day. Mar. 18. 

L — Lord SaUsbury called attention to a speech delivered by Lord Kimberley at 
Norwich on the' 17th March, in which he "utterly repudiated and refused to accept a 
policy based on the maintenance of the integrity of Turkey." Lord SaUsbury said that 
so grave and momentous a declaration ought, if made at all, to have been made in that 
House. Lord Kimberley had repudiated the policy solemnly adopted by a Goverment 
•of which he was a member, and agreed to by the other Powers. He (Lord S.) did not 
hold that the integrity of the Ottoman Empire might not be modified, but the assent of 
the only competent authority — the Powers who hiSi made it part of the law of Europe — 
was necessary. Greece, in point of international law, had not a shred of right to Crete 
.and the Powers believed that unless that law was respected the peace of the world was 
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worth very few years'* purohase. H.M. Government felt that in the federated action of 
Europe lay the sole hope of escapiug from the constantly increasing bnrdens of an armed 

Esaoe which weighed heavily on the spirits and darkened the prospects of the nation. — 
ord Eimberley admitted the gravity of the statement that, with a full sense of 
responsibility, he made at Norwich in regard to the poHcy of maintaining the integrity of 
the Ottoman Empire, That policy had not only failed, but the integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire had been over and over again violated and treated as a mere fiction 
by every Government. Lord Salisbury had on January 19th declared that in supporting 
Turkey in 1866 we had ** put our money on the wrong horse." This was the strongest 
condemnation of the treaty of 1856. By the Treaty of Berlin, several large provinces were 
severed from Turkey, and the time had come when this country should be absolutely 
disconnected from a policy of maintaining the integrity of an empire which was a sort of 
gangrene on Europe and a standing danger to its peace. Nothing in our treaty 
obligations precluded this country from dissociating itself from such a pohcy. Mar. 19. 
CP-Mr. Cur^on stated that the choice of a ruler and the precise form of Constitution 
■ for Crete were matters for which the Great Powers had assumed the responsibility. The 
Cretans would be free from all control of the Porte as regarded their internal affairs. He 
also stated that the Sultan had agreed to the temporary occupation by the Powers of 
such places in tbe island as were thought desirable. Mar. 22. 

Mr. Curzon said Turkey did not take part in the blockade of Crete: also that there had 
been no proposals by Turkey and Greece to open direct negotiations for the settlement 
of the Cretan question. Mar. 03. 

Mr. Curzon stated that the blockade of Crete was a matter of policy, enforced to 
prevent further fighting in the island. The question of contraband of war did not arise. 
H.M. Ambassador at Constantinople had been instructed to urge the withdrawal of the 
Turkish troops from Crete ; but such a step would be greatly facilitated by the withdrawal 
of the Greek forces, a preliminary condition made by the Powers. Mar. 25. 

Mr. Curzon said the Powers had summoned the Greek Government to withdraw their 
troops, but the demand had not been complied with. — In the discussion on a Vote on 
Account »(Poreign Office), jyir. J. Morley (G.L.), referring to the Cretan question, said 
that ihe insurgent Cretans repudiated autonomy as a solution of the situation. Yet 
H.M. Government were imposing autonomy on the Cretans by starving, blockading, and 
occasionally bombarding them. This policy was opposed to the opinious and the 
sympathies of the British people, and would neither bring about freedom in Crete nor 
peace in Europe.— Mr. A. Balfour replied that to define the proposed autonomy while 
Orete was in disorder was not a practical policy. The Cretan question could only be 
judged as part of a greater and more important whole. If the policy of H.M. 
Government was wrong, why did not the Opposition leaders move a vote of censure. 
If they would not do so, they ought to abandon criticising small fragments of the 
Government policy. — Mr. Labouchere maintained that if we could only remain in the 
concert of Europe by attacking Greece and upholding Turkey, we ought to retire 
without troubling ourselves about the consequences. He moved a reduction in Lord 
Salisbury's salary of i-1,666. — The closure having been carried (130 to 48), the motion was 
negatived by 128 to 44 ; and the Vote on Account was agreed to by 128 to 44. Ma/r. 26. 
Mr. Curzon, in reply to a question as to the shelling of (Cretan insurgents, read a 
telegram from the Admiral, which stated that a blockhouse near Malaxa had been 
captured, looted, 'an4 burned by the insurgents, and that Colonel Vassos had declared 
open war against the Great Powers. — These statements were cheered by Nationalist 
members. Mar, 29. 

On Report (Vote on Account), Mr. Stanhope (G.L.) moved to reduce the Foreign Office 
Vote by part of Lord Salisbury's salary, and urged that the Turkish troops should be 
immediately withdrawn from Crete, that the Govt, should co-operate with Greece in 
pacifying the island, and that the proposed autonomy ought to be under Greek influence. — 
Mr. Balfour replied that the Powers were pledged to give autonomy to Crete, which meant 
that it should not be subject to the control of the Porte in her local affairs.— Mr. 
3])illon (N.) protested against the proceedings of the Powers, who, he said, were aiding the 
Sultan to put down 200,000 unhappy Christians who had been struggling to save them- 
selves from extermination. — Mr. Curzon warmly denied that the Govt, had taken thn 
-side of Turkey. It was due to them that Crete had been taken from Turkey, and that 
.Autonomy had been guaranteed.— After further debate the motion was negatived bv 
163 to 60, and Report was agreed to. Mar. 29. 

Mr. Curzon stated that the British Admiral had asked for more troops, and they had 
been sent. The Government were taking every possible means to accelerate the with- 
drawal of the Turkish troops from Crete, but until the garrisons were replaced they would 
not expose to the risk of attack the refugee population in the seaport towns. Apl. 1. 
Mr. Macneill (N.) moved the adjournment to discuss the absence of Lord Salisbury 
-from the kingdom. — ^Negatived amid laughter. Apl. 1. 

Mr. Labouchere again called attention to Crete, and protested against the use of 
British forces of the Crown against either the insurgents or the Greek nation. He 
described the state of things in the island as "an orgy of blood."— Mr. Balfour replied

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that the Powers were defending tlie Mahomedan Greeks of Crete against the attacks 
of the Christians of their own race. He repeated the declarration of policy given on 
previous occasions, and said it could not be justly described as fighting for the Turks 
againf t the Greeks. The Powers were determined that there should not be a scramble 
for the fragments of the Turkish Empire, and their policy was dictated by a love of 
peace and freedom. Apl. 2. 

Mr. Balfour stated that the Gcvt. had represented to the P(«rte the advisability of 
withdrawing the Turkish troops, and without doubt that end would be eventually 
secured. No date could, however, yet be fixed. If it appeared necessary for the main- 
tenance of peace, tbe Govt, would not hesitate to join the other Howers in blockading 
Greece; but meanwhile a joint declaration had been made at Athens and Constanti- 
nople that in case of conflict on the Greek frontier the aggressor would be held 
responsible for all the consequences of a disturbance of the general peace, and t)iat, what- 
ever might be ttie consequences of the struggle, they would not consent to the- 
aggressor's deriving the smallest advantage from it. — Sir W. Haroourt gave notice of 
an Address to tbe Crown praying that the British forces might not be employed against 
Greece or the people of Crete. — Mr. Balfour off^ed to give a day for the discussion if 
a definite vote of censure were raised. — Sir W. Harcourt said that if the Government 
did not intend to act as he had indicated, the motion was not a vote of censure. Apl. &. 

Sir W. Harcourt having asked for a day for his motion, Mr. Balfour said it contained 
nothing explicitly condemning anything which the Govt, had done, were doing, or 
intended to do. and it appeared to evade a direct issue. It would not be in the interests of 
the conduct of business to grant a day. — Sir W. Harcourt replied that he should not call it 
a vote of censure, because such a vote could only be addressed to something actually 
done ; but there migbt be a want of confidence in what was likely to be done, and in 
the expressed intention of the Govt. The motion, if carried, would restrain the action of 
the Govt, if they proposed to employ their forces against Greece or the CretauH, and they 
challenged the policy of the Govt, on that point. From that point of view this was, of 
course, a motion of want of confidence in the Govt. — Mr. Balfour replied thai the terms 
of tbe t> otion were studiously ambiguous. The Government bad stated explicitly that 
they were prepared to use the forces of the Crown to' resist' certain acts of the 
insurgents in Crete, and that they were prepared to blockade Greece, as Mr. Gladstone 
did on a previous occasion. If tbe resolution were framed to condemn one or other of 
these courses, a direct issue would be raised, but otherwise he declined to grant & 
day. Apl. 6. 

Mr. Curzon stated that the withdrawal of the Greek troox)s from Crete must be an 
antecedent step to the Turkish withdrawal ; the initiative rested with Greece. Apl. 8. 

On the niotion for adjournment (Easter holidays) Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) contended that 
the Cretans had always desired union with Greece, and commented on the 
imbecility and helplessness of the European Powers until their hand was forced by the 
action of Greece. — Mr. Curzon replied that the autonomy offered to Crete implied 
freedom from all control by the Porte in internal affairs. An obstacle to the restoration 
of peace and order was the presence of the Greek troops, practically claiming the 
right to hnnex the island to Greece. Since the blockade began, many thousands of 
helpless people had been protected by the Powers. Active discussion was proceeding 
as to the appointment of a Governor, the institution of a militia, and the bases of an 
autonomous Constitution. He claimed that the concert of Europe had saved a general 
war, had prevented greater bloodshed in Crete, and had localized the disturbance on 
the Greco-Turkish frontier. If the Opposition had an alternative policy, let them declare 
it.— Sir W. Harcourt said the matter ought to have been discussed upon rhe definite 
issue presented by the Opposition, which, if carried, would have turned out the Govt. 
Tbe Govt, policy was ofe of vague phrases about peace for Europe and autonomy for 
Crete, while they endorsed whatever was decided by tbe majority of the Powers. 
The policy of this country was placed in commission. In regard to the action of the 
Powers in Crete, he asked what kind of autonomy was to be ^iven, which of the 
Powers were opposed to the Turkish withdrawal, and why a Christian Governor had not 
been nominated? The Liberal party were strenuouBly opposed to a policy founded 
upon the integrity of Turkey. The British Government were not bound to support 
whatever measures the concert of Europe might think it right to take in order to 
maintain that integrity. Such a policy was not an alliance ; it was a submission, and 
of a kind to which a free nation ought never to consent.— Mr. Balfour observed that 
the r«-solution of Sir W. Hnrcourt was purposeless, and deliberately ambiguous, and 
that he had refused to maVe the issue clear and direct, for the reason that his party 
was divided on the question, and were more difiBoult to manage than the concert of 
Burope. Ah regarded the occupation of Crete, Turkey had raised no objection to the 
presei ce of the Powers and the TurkiFh troops had commtted no excesses since it 
began. Tbe central questioii was. whether England had done more for the interests of 
freedom and peact by associatng with the other Powers than it could have douf alone. 
The Opposition thought that the Govt, ought to have pursued a policy absolutely 
regardless of the views, wishes, or the interests of other Powers, but they dared not 
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embody that view in a vote of censure. The pledges given by the Powers to grant 
autonomy to Crete would be fulfilled, and it was a duty to the traditions of this 
country, and to every tradition of honour, of sound policy, and of humanity, tJtiat 
we should bear our fair bhare of this difficult, but not inglorious, task. — Mr. Laboachere 
having moved a verbal amendment to challenge a division, it was negatived by 210 
to 49. — Motion for adjournment agreed to. April 12. 

Mr. Balfour, referring to the outbreak of war between Turkey and Greece, said the 
Powers had all agreed to maintain neutrality, and that they desired ati auy favourable 
opportunity to offer their good offices as mediators. As to the blockade of Crete, the 
island would be cousidered neutral. ApiH26, 

Mr. Curzon gave further particulars as to the negotiations for the withdrawal of 
Turkish troops and the state of affairs in Crete. April 27. 

In Supply, on the Foreign Office vote, Mr. Eobson (G.L.) moved a reduction, and 
denounced the foreign policy of the Government as one of surrender and swagger. — 
Sir E. Eeid (G.L.) admitted that the Govt, had done all that was possible for Armenia; 
but denounced the Concert as an assemblage of greedy, selfish, aud pitiless Powers. — 
Mr. Curzon described the condition of Crete, where 60,0i'0 armed Cretan insurgents were 
ready to massacre the Mahomedan refugees if the Turkish and InternationHl troops were 
withdrawn. One third of the population were Mahomet fans, and did not desire ann^ xation 
to Greece. The Powers, he said, had used all conceivable means to prevent war; and had 
localized it and limited its area, besides expressing willingnohS to mediate if the Greeks 
agreed. No alternative policy had been suggested^ — Sir H. Campbell-BannermHU (G.L.) 
said that the conflict between Turkey and Greece resembled an affair of honour. As 
to the " concert of Europe," it was well to co-operate with other Powers, but the Govt, 
ought not to be hampered by a oast-iron partnership. — The motion was rejected by 169 
to 63. May 7. 

L— Lord Salisbury stated that members of the Greek Government had expressed a 
desire for mediation, and that he understood the troops in Crete would be shortly with- 
drawn. H.M. Govt, would join in any procedure for mediation. May 10. 

C — Mr. Balfour aunounced that the Powers had offered mediation, and that it had 
been accepted by Greece. May 11. 

Mr. Baliour said the removal of the Turkish troops from Crete was dependent upon 
the formation of an adequate force for the preservation of public order. Jun^ 1. 

On the motion for adjournment (Whitsuntide holidays), Sir C. Dilke called attention to 
the condition of affairs in Crete, which he said was going from bad to worse. — Mr. 
Balfour replied that negotiations were in progress, and the Government took no pessi- 
mistic view as to the future of the island. The difficulties of the situation were 
aggravated by the fact that the Powers had first to settle a basis of peace between Turkey 
and Gret- ce. Until there was a Governor in Crete, with a gendarmerie, liberty and 
autonomy could not be firmly established. June 3. 

L — Lord Salisbury referred to the negotiations for peace between Turkey and Greece, and 
said the delay in a settlement was in no degree due to the Powers ; the matter was entirely 
chargeable to Turkey, which had carried its characteristic deliberation and circumspection 
to injurious and possibly dangerous excess. The Powers were absolutely agreed on the 
three main points. As regards Crete, he deeply sympathized with the Cretans of both' 
creeds, who, owing to difficulties for which the Powers were not responsible, were suffer- 
ing from a state approaching anarchy. July 6, 

C— Mr. Curzon stated that the blockade of Crete had not been formally raised, but 
it had been so relaxed as to be practically inoperative. July 19. 

In Supply, on the Foreign Office vote. Sir W. Harcourt asked for information as to the 
progress of negotiations for peace, the condition of Armenia, and the position in Crete. — 
Mr. Curzon replied that as to Armenia there had been some improvement, and the new 
officials were exerting themselves to tranquillize the country. Forced collver^ion8 had 
entirely ceased, and there had for some time been no organized attack U|.»on the 
Christians. The reforms demanded by the Powers had been put in force in some parts 
of Asia Minor, but the experiment had not been altogether successful. As to Crete, the 
situation at Candia was somewhat dangerous, and was likely to continue so for some 
time to come. On the question of the future government of the island the Powers main- 
tained the declarations and engagements which they had publicly m^tde. The autonomy 
proposed had not yet been set up, because the task of more immediate importance was 
to arrange conditions of peace between Turkey and Greece. The appo ntment of a 
European governor had been agreed upon, but he did not know whether that gentleman 
would accept the post. The Turkish troops could not be removepl until there was some- 
thing to takke their place, and at present, undoubtedly, the Turkish troops in Crete 
were an element of order. Definite progress had been made as to tne terms of 

Seace ; it was true that the progress could not be described as rapid; but the 
elays had emphasized the agreement between the Powers. — Sir E. Grey (G.L.) admitted 
that the statement as to Crete was much more favourable than he had expected, although 
the position was not altogether satisfactory. — Mr. Biyce (G.L.) expressed great disappoint- 
ment at the action of the Powers. — The closure having been carried by 166 to 73. the 
vote was agreed to. July 191 
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L — In reply to Lord Eimberiey, Lord Salisbury said that the peace negotiations 

were not concluded. The delay had arisen from the fact that the Greek territory 

occupied by Turkey was held by the former by international arrangement, and could 

not be retroceded to Turkey, while, on the other hand, the Sultan's demand for a 

strategical frontier was reasonable. Turkey had accepted the line proposed by the 

Powers, and agreed to relinquish Thessaly when the indemnity to which it had a right 

was arranged. The latter qucKtion was still under discussion, and he hoped it might be 

settled soon. The question of Crete must remain until the more important controversy 

was settled, but the autonomy promised would be adhered to. Aug. 2. 

O— On Report of Supply, Mr. Dillon moved to reduce the Foreign Office vote to call 

attention to affairs in Crete, and strongly condemned the policy of the Powers. — Mr. 

Curzon replied that the settlement of the question must be deferred until the peace 

negotiations were concluded, but there was no reason to anticipate further disturbances, 

and the Turkish commander was acting in concert with the admirMls. — After further 

discussion, the motion was rejected by 110 to 50, and the vote was agreed to. Aug. 8. 

Mr. Goschen stated that five British ships out of 82 were in Cretan waters, and that it 

had been decided not to allow Turkish warships to enter Canea Bay. Aug. 6.

C— Vehicles Bill. — Mr. Thornton (C.) moved the 2nd R. of a Bill to compel owners 
of all vehicles to carry lights after dark. — The Bill was opposed by agricultural membere, 
and on a division 40 members were reported to have voted on each side, whereupon the 
Speaker gave his vote for the second reading. May 11. 

The numbers voting were corrected : For, 44 ; against, 40. May 12. 

C — Verminons Persons Bill.— This Bill, brought forward by Mr. Hazell (G.L.), 
came up for 3rd R., the previous stages having been unopposed. — Mr. Jas. Lowther (C.) 
moved its recommittal, as it threw upon local resources a burden that ought to be borne 
by the Exchequer. —The Bill was discussed at great length, and ultimately the am«»nd- 
ment was negatived by 116 to 34. — After further debate the closure was put, but negatived 
by 82 to 68. The third reading was subsequently carried by 135 to 82. July 7. 

The Bill was eventually passed. (See Statutes, Cleansing of Persons Act, post.) 
Voluntary Schools Bill.— See under Education.

C— Wales. -*Bbrmew School Bill.— Sir J. Gorst (C.) moved the second reading 
of a Bill to correct a mistake made by the Education Department in 1894.— The motion 
was opposed by Welsh members, but was carried after two divisions, and referred to the 
Standing Committee on Law. April 8. 

The third reading was passed by 129 to 46, and the Bill subsequently became law, <See 
Statutes, post). June 29. 

L — Howell's Charity. — The Archbishop of Cantenrbury moved an address praying 
Her Majesty to withhold her assent to the scheme under the Welsh Intermediate 
Education Act which related to Howell's Charity for Girls School, on the ground that, 
it being a Church of England school no adequate security was provided that the girls 
1[>elonging to that Church would be instructed in its doctrine ana discipline.— The Duke 
of Devonshire said the local bodies and the Charity Commissioners had acted in strict 
accordance with the Act. — The motion was supported by the Bishop of St. Asaph and 
opposed by Lord Herschell. — Lord Salisbury held that the scheme was not free from the 
charge of transferring the endowments of one religious body to another, and as the Act 
provided for such cases being brought before Parliament, the House was entitled to send 
it back to the Charity Commissioners. — Carried by 72 to 33. July 16. 

C— Land Question. — Mr. L. Morgan (G.L.) moved a resolution affirming that the 
distressed condition of small occupying freeholders in Wales called for early atten- 
tion, and that State loans, at low interest, should be granted to enable them to 
redeem existing mortgages. — Mr Long (C ), on the part of the Government, said the pro- 
posal, if admitted in principle, could not be confined to Wales, and if extended would 
impose a gigantic liability upon the State.—Sir M. H. Beach (C), Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, added that the matter must be considered from the taxpayer's point of view. 
The result of the plan proposed would be that the taxpayers would lind themselves 
mortgagees of all the worst properties in the country. The principle could not be con- 
fined to small landowners nor to a particular part of the Kingdom. — The resolution was 
negatived by 102 to 43. Feb. 28. 

Land Bill.— Mr. V. Davies (G.L.) moved the 2nd R. of the Land Tenure (Wales and 
Monmouthshire) Bill, which proposed to eslablinh a Land Court with an agricultural 
Judge appointed by the Bd. of Agriculture. Every tenant would become a judicial 
tenant, and neither landlord nor tenant would be able to contract out. The Judge 
would fix the rent which would endure for five years, and the tenant would have 
a free hand in farming, and would be allowed to sell what he liked, provided that he 
returned a certain quantity of manure to the land. — Mr. Milbank (C.) moved the rejection 
of the Bill, for which he said there was no real demand, and it would destroy good

feeling between landlord and tenant. Any grievance as to improvements might be met 
by an amendment of the Agrionltural Holdings Act. — A long debate followed. — Mr. Long 
(C.), Pres. of the Bd. of Agriculture, denied that separate legislation was necessary fbr 
Wales. The report of the majority of the Welsh Land Commission showed that in recent 
times veiy material improvement had taken place in the condition of the Welsh farmers. 
The landowner if deprived of the right to deal freely with his tenant in fixing rent would 
not continue to find money for the proper equipment of the farm. There was no justifi- 
cation for interference with the ancient system of land tenure. — The Bill was rejected 
by 278 to 154. May 19. 

Sunday Closin(^ Bill. — Mr. H. Roberts (G.L.) moved the 2nd B. of a Bill (which had 
been introduced in six successive Sessions) to amend the law with regard to boiut ride 
travellers, bogus clubs, shebeens, and the wholesale beer trade. — The debate was 
adjourned. Jan, 27.

C— ^Weisfhts and Measures Bill.— A Bill to render legal the use of the metric 
system was passed through both Houses without opposition, being in charge of Mr. Ritchie 
and Lord Balfoar respectively. (See Statutes, post.) 

C— Women's Francliise Bill.— Mr. Begg (C.) moved the 2nd R. of the Parliamen- 
tary Franchise (Extension to Women) Bill, which, he said, would probably enfranchise 
af>out 500,00'i women. He agreed that it was not to the credit of our civilization that 
intelligent women should be placed, for electoral purposes, in the same category of dis- 

analification as paupers, lunatics, and felons, and in a worse position than the 73,000 
literat* s who voted at the General Election. He pointed to the satisfactory working of 
the Women's Franchise Acts in New Zealand ana 8outh Australia. -rMr. K. Cooke (C.) 
moved the rejection of the Bill on the ground that there was no demand for it, and that 
it was unjust. — Mr. Labouchere (G.L.) seconded, declaring that the majority of women 
recognised that they were unfit to govern. — Mr. Jebb (C.) said that until women had the 
franchise the House could not confidently feel that women's interests were regarded from 
women's point of view. — Sir W. Harcourt(G.L.) said the Bill intended to assert ultimately 
the identical rights of women to exercise the franchise with men. There were 1,200,000 
more women than men in the country , and the Bill would, in the end, lead to the enfran- 
chisement of that majority. The tendency towards establishing the Constitution on an 
Amazonian basis involved a fundamental change, which was neither Wise nor expedient, 
nor was it proper to endeavour to establish a principle of such enormous consequence, 
not on the responsibility of the Government, but by means of a " catch " vote on a 
Wednesday afternoon. — The closure having been carried by 214 votes to 170, the bill was 
read a second time by 22B against 157. ' Feb. 3. 

The Bill was subsequently withdrawn. July. 

L — Lord Tcmpletown (C.) moved the 2nd B. of a Bill to provide that any woman duly 
qualified as an occupying owner or tenant of a dw* Uing house or as a 40s. freeholder 
should be ntitled to vote at Parliamentary elections. He argued that their admission 
to the franchise would materially tend to improve the Legislature and strengthen the 
State. — The Duke of Devonshire (L.U.) said that although the Government were not agreed 
upon the question of the admission of women to the franchise, they considered it undesir- 
able that a reform of the House of Commons should be initiated in the House of Lords. 
He therefore moved the previous question. — Lord Kimberley (G.L.) gave his approval to 
this course, and the amendment was carried without a division. Mar. 8. 

C— ^Workmen's Compensation Bill.— Sir M. W. Ridley (C), Home Secy., 
introduced this Bill. He said the Govt, had had to choose between adopting something 
like Mr. Asquith's Bill of 1893, and a scheme of general compensation with proper safe- 
guards and necessary limitations, and that they had taken the latter course. The Bill 
left the Act of 188t) untouched, and proceeded upon the prmciple that where a person on 
his own responsibility and for his own profit set in motion agencies which created risks 
for others he ought to be responsible for the consequences. It proposed that if in any 
employment to which it applied, personal injury by accident arising in the course of the 
employment was caused' to a workman, the employer should be liable to pay 
compensation in accordance with a fixed schedule. When death resulted, the amount 
of compensation to dependants would be a sum equal to three years' earnings, or a 
sum of £150, whichever was the larger, but not exceeding 4'3 0. In case of incapacity 
for work a weekly payment during incapacity should be made not exceeding 60 per 
cent, of the weekly wages, with a maximum of £1. Disputes were to be settled by the 
arbitration of a committee, appointed by employers and employed; and they might 
appoint an arbitrator. If the parties could not agree as to this, the County Court Judge 
would act, the cost being borne by the Treasury. As to contracting-out, the Govt, 
proposed that if the Registrar of Friendly Societies certified that any scheme of 
compensation or insurance was on the whole not less favourable to the workmen than 
the Bill, contracting out would be allowed. The Bill would apply only to the more 
dangerous industries, for which Parliament had already provided special pirotection, 
viz., railways, factories, mines, quarries and engineering works. The Bill was a 
tentative measure, but it was an honest attempt to deal with a difficult question. — 
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Mr. Asquith ((r.L.) Baid the Opposition contended that it was more important to 
prevent acrideuts than to provide compensation. The Bill left the doctrine of 
common employment unaltered, and dealt only with selected industries. As to 
cont' acting-out, the Registrar would sit in judgment on contracts, so that absolute 
freedom was impossible. He approved the proposals as to arbitration. — Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) 
prophesied a stubborn opposition to the Bill.— Mr. J. Chamberlain (L U.) said that when 
the working classes understood the enormous boon conferred u^ on them they would not 
desire to see the Bill defeated. The Bill would practically abolish the doctrine of common 
emplojonent, as far as regards the workmen who would come under the Bill. The 
shipping trade and agricultural labourers had been omitted, as it was impossible to 
include them. — Read a first time. May 8. 

On the 2nd B. Mr. Drage (C.) moved a resolution that no Bill would be satisfactoiy 
which did not provide lor the prevention of accidents as well us for compensation. — 
Mr. Bainbridge (6.L.) opposed the BiU as adverse to the working men, ana dealing a 
death blow to the friendly societies.—Mr. Woods (G.L.) argued for an extension of its 
scope so as to include all trades.— Mr. Seton-Earr (C.) h^-ld that the cost of com- 
pensation ought to be borne by the State.— Sir C. Dilke gave a he «rty support to the 
Bill as an experiment ; as also did Mr. Broadhurst (G.L.).— Other members having spoken. 
Sir M. W. Ridley maintained that the Bill would give employers additio'>al inducements 
to prevent accidents. The doctrine of common employment would in effect be abolished 
by the adoption of a better principl«. Every dangerous trade was included except that of 
seamen, who were under special laws. The effect would be to diminish litigation. May 17. 

Mr. Asquith said he accepted the principle of the Bill, but wished to extend its scope and 
safegUMrds. He maintained that legislation of this kiud, developed as it must be in 
course of time, was not likely to impose an intolerable, or even serious, burden upon 
industries. The liability to pay compensation for accidents was rightly placed upon 
employers, but the injured workmen of insolvent employers must be considered and 
provided for. The Bill practically committed the House to a guarar.tee of the compen- 
sation out of State resources. He argued that more complete safeguards should be made 
for the prevention of accidents by the abolition of the doctrine of conmion employment. 
While it was prudent to proceed tentatively, he did not understand why a selection of 
particular trades had been made. The Bill would give an enormous impetus to sub- 
contracting, and he therefore suirgested that a clause to make the head employer 
liable should be inserted. Oases of injuries to health caused by the neglect of sanitary 
precautions by the employer ought also to be brought within the Bill. — Sir R. Webster 
fC), A.G., admitted that the bankruptcy of an employer introduced a difficulty, but he 
doubted witether the House was prepared to provide a fund for compensation in such 
oases. — Mr. Chamberlain expressed gratification to the employers on that side of the 
House who were ready to submit to sacrifices if they couid secure to workmen that 
compensation which humanity would willingly accord. He admitted that this was 
a new principle in English legislation, and the Bill muMt not be overweighted with 
matters whicn would tend to increase opposition and prevent its passage. The Bill 
ought to be confined to reasonable limits.— The amendment was withdrawn, and the 
BiU was read a second time. May 18. 

On the motion for Committee, Mr. Tennant (G.L.) moved an instruction giving power 
to insert provisions to secure compensation to workmen for injuries to health arising 
out of and in the course of their employment. — Sir M. W. Ridley said this would open 
the door to disputes and litigation, and would not be in the interest of the workmen, 
becau»:e employers would take care to employ only those whose health was not likely to 
suffer from the industry in which they were engaged. — Sir A. Forwood (C.) moved to 
amend the instruction by adding, ''through the failure of the employer to take 
reasonable precautions, in employments injurious to health, for the mitigation or removal 
of the risk of injury to health in such employmentR." — Mr. Asquith held that the Bill 
ought not to be confined to injuries to limbs, but should extend to health.— Eventually 
the amendment was withdrawn, and the instruction negatived by 233 to 144. — ^In 
Committee on 01. 1 (liability of certain employers to workmen for injuries), Mr. Nussey 
(G.L.) moved to extend the Bill to all workmen except domestic and menial servants. — Sir 
M. W. Ridley said the Bill included all trades known as *' dangerous," and as it was 
tentative and experimental it ought not to be mnde too comprehensive at first. — A long 
discussion followed.— Mr. Chamberlain pointed out that those who supported Mr. 
Asquith's Bill, which dealt wi>h only 80 per cent, of aooidentrt, now complained that this 
Bill, which dealt with 60 or 70 per cent., did not go far enough. The Govt, considered 
that for the present they had gone as far as they could go with safety.— Amendment 
negatived by 233 to 155.— Mr. Walton (G.L.) moved that compensation should be given 
whether the injury arose from the act of the employer, or his employee, or from the act of 
a strHUger. provided that in the latter case, if compensation were recovered, the 
employer mignt take action against the person occasioning the injury. — Agreed to. — 
Col. Denny (0 ) proposed that the compensation should have priority in winding up 
or bankruptcy a.<« if it were wages. — Sir B. Webster accepted the principle, but preferred 
to deal with it in a new clause.— Amendment withdrawn. — Mr. Seton-Karr (0.) moved 
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that the employer ^ould not be liable to compensaie any workman by whose wilful 
«nd wrongful act or default the accident arose — Mr. Chamberlain admitted that the 
amendmeut was important, and suggested its postponement. — Agreed to. May 24. 

Mr. Seton-Earr's amendment was further discussed. — Sir C. Diike opposed it as 
encouraging litigation. — Mr. Chamberlain stated that the Govt, viewed the matte' with an 
«pen mind, but wished to avoid introducing complications which might cause iniury. 
The principle of the amendt. could not be refused recognition, but it was undesirable to 
bring back the old doctrine of contributory negligence. He suggested an alteration to 
provide that an employer should not be liable for any injury arising from the wilful 
disregard by a workman of any rule established under statute, or caused by his drunkenness 
or gross misconduct.— Mr. Fen wick (G.L.) and Mr. Abraham (G.L.) opposed this as 
opening the door to endless litigation. — Sir R. Webster moved to amend the amendt. in 
the sense indicated by Mr. Chamberlain, and said it would only apply to a very small 
percentage of accidents. — After a long discussion the original amendment and the latter 
one were withdrawn, and the subject postponed. — Mr. Haldane ( '.L ) moved to omit the 
provision making an employer Uable when the injury was oausea by his act or that of a 
person for whose act he was responsible. — Negatived after debate. May 26. 

Sir M. W. Ridley moved that when the injury had been caused by the personal 
negligence or wilful act of the employer, or of a person for whom he was responsible, 
nothing in the Act should affect any civil liability of the employer; but the amount 
of damages might, at the request of the claimants, be settled by arbitration, or 
recovered from the employer by proceedings under the Act of 1880 ; also that the 
employer should not be liable to pay compensation both independeutly of and also 
undt r this Bill. — Amendment agreed to. — Mr. Chamberlain moved a new sub-section, 
disallowing compensation for accidents solely attributable to the serious and wilful 
misconduct of the workman himself —Carrie- 1 by 233 to 128.— Mr. J. Wilson (Falkirk) 
•(L.U.) moved to add a provision that proceedings should not be maintainable unless 
notice of injury was given within six weeks, and unless arbitration was commenced 
within six months from the accident, or, in oase of death, within 12 months from the 
death. May 26. 

Mr. Bain bridge (G.L.) moved, as an alternative, that proceedings should not be main- 
tainable unless notice had been given as soon as possible after the accident, and unless 
« claim had been made within six months from the accident, or in case of death, within 
12 months, giving also power to the arbitrator to waive the notice on reasonable cause 
being shewn.— Sir M. W. Ridley accepted this amendment as a reasonable solution, and 
with slight modification it was agreed to. — Mr. Ascroft (C.) moved to make contracting- 
out illegal. — Mr. Chamberlain argued that this park of the Bill was distinctly 
advantageous to workmen, as it only allowed contracting-out when the scheme of 
compensation or issurance was certified to be not less favourable to the workmen than 
the Bill. It was made clear that a workman would not be deprived of compensation 
xmder the Bill unless a competent authority held that he was getting a greater advantage 
in another wa^. — Amendment negatived by 170 to 97. — Mr. Ascroft next moved 
that before certifying any scheme, the Registrar should ascertain the views of employers 
and workmen. — Agreed to.— Mr. Perks (G.L.) moved that the scheme must be *' more 
beneficial " instead of *' not less favourable." — Negatived by 188 to 64. — An amendment 
hy Sir R. Webster to disallow any scheme which contained an obligation upon the work- 
men to join it as a condition of hiring was agreed to. — Mr. Pickard (G.L.) moved that all 
schemes for contracting-out should be approved by three- fourths of the workmen, voting 
by ballot. — Negatived b> 189 to 110, but to be considered on Report. — Mr. Chamberlain 
proposed that, if the funds under any scheme were insufficient to provide the 
compensation, the employer should make good the deficiency. — Agreed to. — Sir J. Joicey 
i(G.L.) moved to allow an employer to substitute for his liability the guarantee of any 
insurance association approved by the Home Secretary. — Withdrawn for consideration on 
Report. May 27. 

Mr. Ascroft proposed to add a sub-section enabling the Registrar of Friendly 
Societies on sufficient evidence to revoke his certificate when any scheme for contracting- 
out became unfavourable to the workmen. — ^Agreed to. — On CI. 2 (application of the 
Act and definitions), Mr. Maclean moved to omit mines from the scope of the Bill, which, 
he said, would tax the trade of Cardiff by i>15,000 a year, and was an injustice to a 
particular trade.— Sir M. W. Ridley believed the coal owners were quite mistaken in the 
view they took of this matter. Admitting that the burden was considerable, it was not 
an unfair one, and would not exceed 1 per cent, on wages. — Mr. Chamberlain also said that 
the charge would not be anything like so high as that borne by coal-owners in Germany.— 
Amendment withdrawn. - Mr. Goulding (C.) moved to insert agriculture among the employ* 
ments to which the Bill would apply. — Sir M. W. Ridley said that the Govt, could not see 
their way to bring agricultural laoourers under the Bill. It was desirable to proceed on 
the safest lines ; after experience, its principle might be extended to other industries. — 
Mr. Asquith supported the amendment, as giving the labourer a legal right to compensa- 
tion instead of leaving him to charity. — Mr. Chamberlain argued that time should be 
given in order to ascertain what the effect of the ^t>rking of the Bill was in other cases 
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before extending its provisions to agriculture. — Amendment negatived by 176 to 123. — 
Sir F. Evans (G.L.) proposed to extend the Bill to merchant seamen. — Mr. Chamberlain 
replied that a seaman who was injured on board ship was kept by his employfr and 
received wages during the whole of his illness. The amendment would overload the 
measure. — ^After long debate it was negatived by 209 to 117. — Mr. Harrison proposed to 
extend the Bill to tramways.— Sir R. Webster agreed to accept tramways in mines and 
light railways, but not street tramways. — Amendment rejected by 196 to 99. May 81. 

Mr. Tennant proposed that the Bill should apply to workshops.— Negatived by 191 to 
116. — Sir M. W. Ridley moved to extend the Bill to employments on buildings exceeding; 
soft, in height where there was scaffolding or machinery ; also to " machinery and 
plant " in any dock, wharf, or warehouse to which the Factory Acts applied ; and to 
laundries worked by mechanical power. — This was agreed to. — Ihe remaining olausen-of tho 
Bill were agreed to. — Mr. Hafdane (G.L.) moved a new clause to give a workmiui 
employed under a sub* con tractor a right to claim compensation from the employer. — 
Agreed to. —A clause by Sir R. Reid (G.L.) that an employer's assurance against a<;cident8 
should go to a workman to whom it was due notwithstanding the bankruptcy of th» 
employer was also agreed to. — Sir C. Dilke (G.L.) proposed a new clause that all com- 
pensation should have priority in case of bankruptcy or wibding up.— Rejected by 162 to 
80. — On the first Schedule (scale and conditions of compensation), Mr. Renshaw (C.) 
moved that death compensation should be on a reduced scale for men over 60. - Amend- 
ment withdrawn. — Sir A. Hickman (C.) moved that compensation to a widow or 
children should be by a weekly payment instead of a lump sum. — Mr. Cham^»erlain 
opposed, as an indefinite liability would be bad both for the workmatf and the employer, 
but the arbitrator might be empowered to order the compensation to be invested. June 1. 

The amendment was, after further discussion, withdrawn, and other amendments 
relating to amount of compensation and the mode of payment were withdrawn or 
negatived. — Mr. Bainbridge (G.L.) proposed to reduce the maximum weekly payment 
during incapacity from i:l to 10s., maintaining chat the scale in the Bill would inflict an 
unduly heavy burden upon employers.- Mr. Cbamberlain described the amendment as- 
unreasonable, and gave figures to show that the calculations of the coal-owners were 80 
per cent, in excess of the real Hability. The estimate of id. per ton would, he believed, 
be found to be correct. — Amendment negatived. — Mr. Chamberlain moved that in fixing 
the weekly payment, regard should be had to tne difference between the weekly earnings 
before the accident and after the accident. — Mr. Pickersgill moved that ** dependants " 
should include the brother and sister of the workman. — Negatived by 208 to 89. June 2. 

On the motion of Sir M. W. Ridley, words were inserted confining the pa3niient of com- 
pensation for fatal accidents to ** dependants " who were " wholly or in part dependent 
upon the earnings of the workman at the time of or immediately prior to his death." — 
Mr. I rombie (G.L.) moved that the word" child " might include an illegitimate child. — 
Negatived by 208 to 106. — Mr. Chamberlain moved that where any weekly payment had 
been continued for 12 months the liability might be redeemed by the payment of a lump 
sum, to be settled by arbitration, but not exceeding 312 times the weekly payment. — 
Mr. Pickersgill (G.L.) moved to omit the limit of 312 times. — Negatived by 16 1 to 77. — 
Mr. Chamberlain's amendment was carried by 172 to 78.— On the 2nd Schedule (Mrbitrat- 
tion), Mr. T. G. Bowles (C.) moved to give a right of appeal to the Court of Appeal. — Carried 
by 144 to 79. ' June 3. 

Sir C. Dilke moved that no person should appear by counsel or solicitor. — After 
discussion the amendment was accepted with the addition of the words " except by 
leave of the Court or arbitrator, or on any appeal to the Court of Appeal." — The Bill 
then passed through Committee. June 4. 

On Report, Sir M. W. Ridley moved a new clause that where an injury was due to 
some person other than the employer, the injured workman might proceed either against 
that perbon to recover damages, or against his employer for compensation under the Act, 
but not against both; and, if compensation were paid under the Act, the employer 
should be indemnified by the other person. — Mr. Cripps (C.) and others opposed the 
clause, as it was not jnst to make au employer liable for the act of one over whom he 
had no control. — Mr. Cbamberlain argued ^at the clause must benefit the employer, 
inasmuch as it would diminish his liabihty ; and Mr. Asquith supported it. — Carried by 
861 to 48. — Mr. Haldane moved a clause abolishing the doctrine of common employ- 
ment. — Mr. Chamberlain pointed out that the Bill virtually abolished the doctrine in 
all cases to which it applied : the clause was therefore superfluous. — Negatived by 169 
to 107. — Mr. Cripps moved to amend CI. 1 so that an employer should not be liable 
independently of the Act for any injury to which the Act applied, but when it was 
decided by arbitration that injury had been caused by the serious and wilful misconduct 
of the employer, or of some person for whom he was responsible, the compensation should 
not be limited in amount. — Negatived by 160 to 126.— Mr. Asquith proposed an amend- 
ment to preserve for the workman who sustained an injury all rights at common law in 
proceedings for compensation under the Bill. — Mr. Chamberlain said that in ordinary 
cases the Bill gave a better remedy. — Negatived by 209 to 123. — Sir M. W. Ridley moved 
that if an action was brought to recover damages independently of the Act, and it was 
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decided that the injury whs one to which the Act applied, the damages awarded should 
not exceed the compensation payable under the Act.~The amendment was agreed to. — 
Mr. Tennant moved that the rights of ihe inspectors of factories to recover penalties 
under the Factory Acts should not be affected by the Act. JtUy 5. 

Mr. Tennant's amendment was agreed to. — Mr. D A. Thomas (G.L.) moved to omit the 
provision that if it were proved that the accident was solely attributable to the serious 
and wilful misconduct of a workman auy compensation claimed in respect of injury to 
that workman should be disallowed.— Negatived by2Ul to 119.— Mr. J. P. Smith (L.U.) 
moved that compensation should he claimed hefore the workman had voluntarily left the 
employment. — Gamed by 196 to 121.— Mr. Wolff (C.) moved to reduce the period for 
making a claim from twelve to six months from the time of .death. — Carried by 168 to 
84. — Mr. Woods (G.L.) moved t^at no scheme for ** contracting-out " should be certified 
by the Registrar unless it had been approved by a ballot vote of a majority of the work- 
men. — Sir R. Webster said the Government could not assent to making a ballot vote 
imperative. — ^Amendment negatived by 163 to 108. — Mr. Ascroft moved that no 
employer should insist on a workman joining any scheme, or should require him to 
withdraw from any friendly society or workmen's organizatiou.— Rejected by 177 to 
106. — Mr. Wolff (0.) moved to omit the provision that if the funds under any scheme were 
insufficient to meet the compensation the employer should be liable to make good the 
amount. July 6. 

Sir W. Harcourt opposed the amendment.— Mr. J. Lowther argued that difficulties 
ought not to be placed m the way of " contracting-out," which was one of the chief battle- 
cries of the Conservative party at the election.— Sir R. Webster denied that the Govern- 
ment's attitude was inconsistent with their former action in regard to contracting-out — 
Amendt. rejected by 278 votes to 63.— Mr. Billson (G.L.) proposed that compensation under 
the Act should have the like priority in bankruptcy as wages. — Mr. Chamberlain repeated 
that the Government could not give preference to workmen as against small traders and 
others.— Negatived by 212 to 134. — A proposal by Mr. Ascroft that an employer who 
insured should publish the name and tMldress of the insurance office was rejected by 213 
to 89 — Mr. Walton (G.L.) moved to include in the Billpersons employed on vessels in inland 
waters.— Rejected by 168 to 80.— A proposal to extend the measure to farm labourers was 
also rejected, 141 to 90.— Mr. Souttar (G.L.) moved to abolish the limit of height for 
buildings to which the Act would apply.— The Government proposed that the height of 
80ft. adopted in the Factories Act snould app y, and this was carried by 176 to 111. — 
Mr. J. A. Pease (G.L.) moved that men engaged in or about shipbuilding yards should come 
within the Bill. — Mr. Balfoar said that as the proposal was acceptable to the great ship- 
building industries the Government would reconsider the question. — Amendment with- 
drawn. July 8. 
The 1st Schedule (scale and conditions of compensation) was considered.— An amend- 
ment by Mr. Seton-Earr (C.) that any workman claiming compensation should, when 
asked, submit to medical examination, was agreed to. — Mr. Pickersgill (G.L ) moved to 
omit the commutation scale of 312 times the weekly payment, which, he said, was unfair 
to the workmen.— Sir R Webster said the scale a as the result of a compromise, and would 
give the workmen advantages which they had never enjoyed before. — Amendment 
rejected by 203 to 89. — Sir R. Webster moved to allow any party to appear by counsel 
or solicitor. —Agreed to. July 12. 
The Bill passed the Report Stage. July 13. 
On the 3rd R., Mr. Asquith said that the Bill was defective in not abolishing the 
doctrine of common employment. The scheme of compensation was transitional, and 
at no distant time the liability to pay compensation would be cast, as in Germany, upon 
the trades as a whole, or apon the whole community. — Mr. Chamberlain said the Govt, 
had never pretended that the Bill was final and complete. Its principle was new, but 
just, that workmen in the trades to which it applied should be entitled to compensation 
for all accidents occurring in the course of business, and that compensation sho'jld be a 
charge upon the trade. Employers must consider compensation to be as much a charge 
upon their business as outlay for repair of machinery It was fairer that the charge should 
be impoHed upon the business in which the accident occurred than upon the community. — 
Mr. V. Gibbs (C.) described the Bill as a plunge into Socialism. — Sir J. Kitson (G.L.) gave 
details as to the small cost for compensation which would be entailed upon employers. — 
Sir J. Joicey (G.L.) attacked the principle of the Bill, and Sir E. Clarke (C.) defended 
it. — Mr. A. Balfour said the general conscience of the country was in favour of a greater 
diffusion of the shock of accidents in the great organized industries, but the law could not 
at present be applied to agriculture or to the smaller unorganized industries, an the shock 
would merely be transferred from one individual to another. He hoped, however, that 
at no remote date the principle might be extended to agriculture and allied industries. 
There was no connection between the scheme of the Bill and Socialism ; it violated no 
Tory principle ; it was far better both for employers and employed than Mr. Asquith's 
Bill ; and he believed it would be a happy solution of a difficult question. — Read a third 
time. July 16. 
L— Lord Belper (L.U.) moved the 2nd R., and explained at length the mode in wJiich 
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the Bill woald amend the existing law. The Bill, he said, was tentative in its character, 
and applied to the most important and the most dangeroas industries of the country. — 
Lord Londonderry (G.) denoribed the Bill as opposed to true Conservative principles, as 
founded upon no popular demani, and as unjust to the mining industrv. It would, he 
said, abolish mutual insurance by means of friendly societies, and would seriougly raise 
the cost of production. — ^Lord Dunraven (0.) defended the Bill in its general priuciple. — 
Lord Kimberley (G.L.) also supported the principle of the Bill, but Uiought it would 
disappoint hopes which had been raised among the working-classes. There were only 
two methods of absolutely insuring compensation for all accidents ; either the German 
system, makini? each industry liable for the compensation, or throwing the burden on the 
State. The Bill must ultimately be extended to every trade in the country, and its cost 
borne by the State.—Lord Salisbury asserted that the Bill was perfectly consistent with 
Conservative principles, Mud was in accordance with pledges given by Ministers. Past 
experience in dealing with labour problems did not justify Lord Londonderry's gloomy 
prophecies. The charge which the Bill would throw on the coal-owners would not be a 
crushing burden, or even a decisive factor in competition. At present the cost of a 
calamitous accident in a coal mine was borne by the ratepayers, who did not incur and 
couM not divest themselves of the liability. The Bill would operate as a great life-saving 
instrument, Hn<i employers would spare no labour, ingenuity or money to make their 
industry as safe as possible. — The Bill was read a second time. July 20. 

L — In Committee on CI. 1, Lord Rathmore (C.) moved to exempt employers from 
liability for the consequences of accidents caused by strangers. — The amendt. was 
opposed by the Govt., and rejected by 140 to 48.— Lord Londonderrv moved to extend the 
term of disablement, for which no compensation would be payable, from two to four 
weeks. He argued that unless this were done the permanent relief societies would suffer, 
and malingering would increase. — Lord Belper opposed, as the amendment would affect 
40 per cent, of the cases for which the Bill provided compensation.— Rejected by 143 to 
68. — On CI. 8 , Lord Portsmouth (L.U.) moved to omit the provitiion that the Registrar 
shoul<t be able after inquiry to revoke his certificate.— Lord Salisbury said that no sane 
employer would enter a voluntary insurance scheme if this provision were retained. — 
Amendt. carried by 118 to 19.— On CI. 4, Lord Selborne (L.U.) moved to omit it and 
insert a new claune dealing with sub-contractors, and making them liable to their 
principals, who, however, would remain liable to the injured workmen. — Clause struck 
out (7 to 27) and new clause inserted.— In CI. 7, Lord Belper moved to include workmen 
at shipbuilding yards who might meet with accident when at work outside the yard. — 
Agreed to.— On the Ist Sched., Lord Ravensworth (C.) moved to reduce the maximum 
weekly payments during incapacity to one-third of the weekly wages, instead of one- 
half.— Negatived by 90 to 28. JvZy 26. 

On Report, a new clause dealing with actions brought independent! v of the Act, and 
giving the judge power to award compensation under the Act and to deduct the costs of 
the action, was agreed to. Lord Belper moved a new provision that when a workman 
had giv -n notice of an accident he should, if required, suomit to examination by a medical 
man paid and provided by the employer, and that refusal should suspend the right to 
compenf^at'on. — Agreed t . 

On the moti'»n for drd R., Lord Wemyss moved the rejection of the Bill, describing 
it as meddling and Socialistic. — The Bp. of Winchester supported the Bill, as throwing 
the cost of accidents upon the trade concerned, and ultimately upon the public. — Lord 
Londonderry naid he could not vote against the third reading, as he desired to safeguard 
the lives of those engaged in dangerous occupations, but he thought coal- owners were very 
hardly treated. — Lord Salisbury denied that the Bill was Socialistic, since it would 
transfer a burden from the ratepayers to the industries which ought to bear it. The 
claims of property to non interference must give way where the lives and safety of 
citizens were at stake. The Factory Acts and others had been met with the same gloomy 
predictions, but experience hud shown that such State interference might have most 
beneficent influence. The Bill would remove a great strain from our industry. — Lord 
Kimberley i-aid the Bill could not increase the existing precautions against accidents, and 
that it would be fairer to throw the cost upon the public at large than upon one class. — 
The third reading was carried by 69 to 6. July 80. 

C — The liords' amendments were considered. The amendment depriving a workman 
of compensation when the accident was solely due to bis misconduct was agreed to by 156 
to 79. — Lord Portsmouth's amendment was agreed to by 116 to 66, being justified by Mr. 
Chamberlain, as the origii al proposal would have thrown difficulties in the way of 
voluntary agreements, which the Govt, were anxious to encourage. — The remaining. 
amendments were disposed of. July 30. 

The Bill subsequently received the Royal Assent. (See Statutes, cos^.) 

L— Workinff Men's Dwellinsrs Bill.— Lord Londonderry (C ) moved the second 
reading of a Bill to facilitate the acquisition by working-men of the freehold or leaHchold 
interest in their own dwellings, by enabling local authorities to make advances for that 
purpose under restrictions framed to safeguard the interest of the ratepayers. — ^Lord 
Harris (C.) assented on behalf of the Government ; and the Bill was read a second time. 
Mar. 9. The Bill passed through Committee, Mar. 12, and was read a third time. 
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Prorogfation.— Parliament was prorogued by Royal Commission. Aug. 6. 

*Qiie6n's Speeoh.— Her Majesty's Speech recorded the continuance of friendly 
relations with foreign Powers, the suspension of hostilities between Turkey and Greece, 
«nd the negotiations for peace, which had not yet been concluded. 

It stated that notice had been given to Belgium aud Germany to terminate the 
commercial treaties of 1862 and 1866 wliich prevented the arrangement of fiscal matters 
with British colonies. The conclusion of a treaty wiih China establishing a frontier 
between China and Burmah, and of a treaty of commerce aud friendship with the 
Emperor Menelik of Abyssinia, were announced. 

tier Majestv went on ,to refer to the presence of representatives of the Colonies and 
India at the Diamond Jubilee ceremonies as strengthening the bond of union between 
■all parts of the Empire, and to record the proofs of attachment shown by Canada in its 
£soal leginlation, and by the Cape Colony in its contributiou to naval defence. 

The famine and plague in India were sympathetically alluded to, and the efforts of the 
Indian Government recognised. 

The Speech then recapitulated the work of the Session, mentioning the 

Naval Works Act, for strengthening Dover and Gibraltar and the military 

defences ; 
The Military Manoeuvres Act, for the greater efficiency of the Army; 
The Voluntary Schools Act and the Elementary Education Act, for the 

assistance of necessitous schools ;

If the injury is caused by the personal negligence or the wilful act of the employer, 
or by some person for whose act the employer is responsible, the injured person may, 
at his optiou, either claim compensation under the Act, or take the same legal pro- 
ceedings that he could before the Act ; 

A man may contract out of the Act ; but only those private insurance schemes are 
legal which have been submitted to and approved of oy the Registrar of Friendly 
Societies b.s conferring benefits not less than the Act. 

It further provides that the employer is liable for accidents toT workmen employed 
by contractor in work which is part or process in the trade or business of the 
employer ; that in case of death of a workman— the result of an injury— leaving 
de[>endants wholly dependent upon his earnings, the compensation is to be a sum 
equal to his three years' earnings in the same employ up to his death, or JBIM, which- 
ever sum is larger, but in no case is the sum to exceed £800. Where a workman has 
not been three years in the same employ, the compensation will be 156 times his 
average weekly earniugs during the time of his employment ; that if the workman 
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leaves only dependants in part dependent on his earnings, the amount of compensation 
shall be decided by arbitration. Where there are no dependants, the reasonable 
expenses of medical attendance and burial, up to dSlO, shall be paid ; in the case of 
total or partial incapacity for work, the result of an injury, there shall be made to the 
workman, after the second week, a weipkly payment of 60 per cent, of his average weekly 
earnings for the preceding twelve months, but in no case is this sum to exceed £ I per 
week; at the end of six months this weekly payment may be redeemed, on the 
application of the employer, for a lump sum, to be settled by agreement or arbitration. 
The Act is restricted only to such trades as employment in or about a railway, 
factory, mine, quarry, or engineering work, or in or about any building over dO^fee^ 
high which is being built, repaired, or demolished by means of scaffolding, or on 
which machinery is being used driven by steam, water, or other mechanical power. —

Clause 2 provides that persons retaining for hire, beyond 48 hours, more than one 
infant under five years of age mast give notice thereof to the local authority within 
such 48 hours, wiyi sufficient information to identify such infant (and its destination 
in that case). Omission to give aforesaid notices amounts to an offence against this 
Act. 

Clause 3. — Every local authority must provide for the execution of this Act and 
make inquiry from time to time to insare this : May a|)point inspectors (male or 
female) to enforce the Act, or persons to execute its provisions ; and may combine for 
such purposes with other local authorities. Persons obstructing such inspectors, &c., 
in execution of their dutv are guilty of an offence against the Act. Inspectors refused 
admission to premises where they know of or suspect a contravention of this Act, may 
obtain a warrant from any Justice of Peace to inspect the premises. 

Clause 4. — ^Local authority must fi^ number of infants allowed to be received in any 
dwelling. 

Clause 6. — Persons receiving infants under two years of age, for not more than £00 
cash, must give notice to local authority within 48 hours. Clause contains provisions 
for penalty and procedure in cases of contravention. 

Clause 6. — Local authority must give public notice of provisions of Act. 

Clause 7. — Inspectors may procure removal to workhouse, or place of safety, of 
infants kept in houses likely to endanger health; persons refusing to comply or 
obstructing inspector are guilty of offences against this Act. Order to deal with such 
case may be obtained from Justice of Peace, and enforced by any police constable. 
Master of workhouse must receive child brought under such order. 

No person previously convicted under Acts for protection of children may receive 
an infant unless with written sanction of local authority. 

Clause 8. — Persons in charge of infants shall give notice of death within 24 hours 
to coroner, and coroner shall hold inquest unless satisfactory certificate from registered 
medical practitioner be produced. 

Clause 9. — Penalties for contravention of Act, not to exceed i:5, or six months 
imprisonment. 

Clause 10.— Expenses defrayed out of local rates. 

Clause 11. — Offences to be ^ied before court of summary jurisdiction. 

Clause 12. — Fines to be applied to same purposes as local rate. 

Clause 18. — ^Notices to local authority to be in writing, and sent in registered letter 

Clause 14 exempts certain persons, hospitals and institutions. 

Clause 16 contams definitions. 

Clause 16 regulates application of Act to Scotland, and 

Clause 17 to Ireland. 

Clause 18 repeals Infant Life Protection Act, 1872. 

The schedule gives particulars of districts, local rates, local jurisdiction and local 
authorities.— 6th August, 1897. 

58. *C0TT0N CLOTH FACTORIES' ACT. 

(Introduced by the Hous Secbetaby.) 

An Act to give power to the Secretary of State to make regulations as 
he may deem necessary for the protection of health in Cotton Cloth 
Factories.— 6th August, 1897.

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59. *MERCHANT SHIPPINO ACT. 

(Introduced bj Mr. Ritchie, C.) 

This Act makes seotions 459 and 462 of me iti^rchant Shipping Act, 1894, apply to 
cases of nndermanning, and extends power of detention for such offence. 

t». CHAFF-CUTTINO HACHINBS (ACCIDEirrS) AOT. 
(Introduced by Captain Pbetttman, C.) 

An Act for the prevention of accidents by Chaff- catting Machines. 

It makes provisions for feeding mouth of machine having fittings to secure safety, 
and for fly-wheel and knives being securely fenced. — 6th August, 1897. 

6L "MERCHANT SHIPPINO (EXSKPTION FROM PILOTAO^ ACT. 

(Introduced by Mb. Ritchie, C.) 

Exemption from compulsory pilotage under Sec. 608 of Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, 
shall cease to operate from July 1st, 1898, in the case of vessels on voyages between 
any port in Sweden or Norway and the port of London. — 6th August, 1897. 

62. *£DUCATION (SCOTLAND) ACT. 

(Introduced by the Lobd Advocate.) 

This Act gives the same aid to Board Schools in Scotland as that i^anted to Board 
Schools in England (see Act 16, 1897). To Voluntary Schools an aid is given of Ss. 
per child for the whole number of children in average attendance. Voluntary

(Introduced by Mb. Gebald Balfoub, C.) 

This Act provides for the union and consolidation of the Court of Bankruptcy in 
Ireland with the Supreme Court. Its effect is to reduce the number of juo^es bv

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PARLI AM ENTARy JPuSlICATIONS, 1 897. 

Neably all the general State publications of the United Kingdom appear in the form of 
Parliamentary Papers ; the exceptions being some few which are issued by and at the 
expense of the respective departments— «..gr., "The Post Office Guide/' "The Field 
Exercise for the Army," or " The Board of Trade Journal," and also certain publications 
of ffeneral interest, such as The London Gazette^ or the Statutes. 

The information contained in the Parliamentary Papers appertains to every conceiv- 
able object of political and statistical interest. Besides Bills representing all the 
legislative projects of each session, and Returns specially relating to them, there are 
periodical statements of the working of different departments of the Government, of the 
results of recent legislation, Beports of Boyal Commissions or of Committees of either 
House, Treaties, Correspondence with foreign countries or with our colonies, Beports of 
diplomatic and consular agents abroad. Census and other returns, Statistics of all kinds, 
Accounts, Estimates, and many miscellaneous papers that cannot be included under any 
of the above heads. 

Parliamentary publications are divided as follows : — 

1. BilU introduced into either House, either by the Government or by private 

members. They are numbered in a new series for each year. 

2. Patera hy Command include all such Beports, Papers, &c., as equally concern both 

Houses of Parliament. They are distinguished by the letter C, with numbers in 
brackets. The present series was commenced in 1870. 

3. Beport8 and Papers. These comprise Beports, Beturns, &o., specially ordered to 

be printed by either House, and sometimes afterwards communicated to the 
other House. They, also, are numbered in a fresh series for each year. 

The following riaumi is intended to supply materials from which may be obtained 
information respecting — (1) The objects of the most important of the Public Bills which 
were introduced in the Session of 1897, but failed to pass into law. (The Statutes 
of the year will be found in another part of the work.) (2) The contents of such 
Parliamentary Papers as relate to subjects of general interest or importance issued 
during the same period. 

It does not include publications of which the substance is to be found in the statistical 
tables or other parts of the Conatitutional Tear Book.

PUBLIC BILLS. 



The following list shows the objects of such of the measures introduced into Parliament 
during the Session of 1897 as were of general interest, but which failed to pass into 
law. Government Bills are marked with an asterisk (*). 



'AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRIES (IRELAND) BILL aOX 

Clause 1 establishes a " Department of Agriculture and Industrv " for Ireland— to 
consist of the Chief Secretary as President, a Vice-President to be appointed (and 
removable) by Secretary of State, and a Commissioner of Agriculture appomted by the 
liord Lieutenant. The two latter shall be ex-offi>cio members of Congested Districts' 
Board — and the Vice-President may be a member of Parliament. 

Clause 2 transfers to the Department sundiy powers and duties of the Lord- 
liieutenant, Privy Council, Begistrar General, and Land Commission. 

Clause 3 enables the Lord-Lieutenant, with the consent of the Treasury, to transfer 
to the Department certain other powers from other departments, but not without thirty 
days' notice to Parliament. 

Clause 4 states that the Department shall be a body corporate with capacity to acquire 
and hold land for the purposes of the Act, with an official seal, etc. 

Glanse 6 makes any document, License, certificate, etc., duly issued by the Department, 
valid as evidence. 

Clause 6 enables the Lord-Lieutenant, with consent of the Treasury, to transfer certain 
officers and persons to the Department. 
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Clause 7 provides for the appointment and payment of the staff (including £1,500 per 
annum to Vioe-President) and other expei^sefi of the Department*. 

Clause 8 establishes a Board of Agricu!lttire, with Chief Secretary as President, the 
Vice-President of the Department as Vioe-Pi^^^idMt, the Commissioner of Agriculture, 
and other persons not exceeding nine appointed by Lord-Lieutenant to hold office for 
five years or under. The Board may be dissolved by a resolution of Parliament. 

Clause 9.— The Board (with restrictions regarding "congested districts") may take 
steps to aid and develop agriculture and kindred industries, and fishing ; to improve 
land by drainage, etc.; and to inspect, aid, and establish schools, etc., for teaching 
agriculture or fishing. Certain powers of the Board of National Education are 
transferred to the Board, and the Board may co-operate with public bodies as defined in 
this bill. 

Clause 10 contains regulations for forming a consultative council. 

Clause 11 contains provisions for special rates. 

Clause 12 provides for the expenses of the Board. 

Clause 13 authorises the appointment of and provides salaries for a secretary and 
other officers. 

Clause 14 defines the nature of the Board, and authorises an official seal, etc. 

Clause 16 deals with Proceedings of Board, and Clause 16 with the accounts. 

Clause 17 directs annual reports to be made to the Lord-Lieutenant. 

Clause 18 authorises Department and Board to co-operate. 

Clause 20 relates to the construction of acts and documents. 

Clause 21 provides that if the Board be dissolved by Parliament, its powers, duties, 
and invested securities or land shall vest in the Department. Also the Board's liabilities 
to a proportionate extent shall be transferred to the Department in trust for creditors 
of Board. The Department may apply for an arbitrator to value such property. 

Clause 22 defines "public body." — Mr. Gerald Balfowr (C). 

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE (BIARKS) BILL (10). 

To come into operation on January 1st, 1898. 

Schedule. — " All carcases and other imported dead meat to be marked in accordance 
with rules to be drawn up by the Board of Agriculture, which is also hereby authorised 
to make regulations for tne marking of foreign cheese." 

Clause 8 directs that every person who sells foreign meat or cheese (personally or 
through agents) shall cause it to be marked as such. 

Clause 4 makes it an offence to sell foreign meat or cheese as British or Irish. 

By clause 5, dealers in foreign meat must be registered as such. Local authority mast 
keep a register (clause 6); and shall, from time to time, give public notice of suoh 
registration being needful (clause 7); tiie register shall be open to public inspection 
(clause 8) free of charge. 

Clause 9 directs that the local authority shall carry out the Act by means of inspectors 
and other officers; and shall (clause 10) prosecute offenders upon report from such 
inspector. Also any private person may prosecute under the Act. 

Clause 11. Prosecutions to be conducted before any justices in petty sessions, but 
must be instituted within three calendar months of date of offence. 

Clause 12 fixes penalty at not exceeding £5 for first and Jb*20 for any subsequent offenoe. 

Clauses 13 and 14 provide for expenses of carrying out Act in England, Scotland and 
Ireland. 

Clause 15 contains definitions. " Foreign meat " means " all meat the flesh of cattle, 
sheep or swine, of any kind or age, which shall be imported into any part^ of Great 
Britain or Ireland from any country or place beyond the limits of Great Britain and 
Ireland."— Mr. Wingfield Dighy (fi.). 

"BICYCLES (IRBLAND) BILL aWX 
Clause 1 directs that persons riding bicycles, etc., shall carry lamps, sound whistles, etc., 
to give warning of their approach. There is a penalty not exceeding forty shillings for 
eawi offence. — Mr, Gerald Balfour ((7.). 

FRANCHISE AND REMOVAL OF WOlIEirS DISABILITIES BILL (75). 
The object of this Bill was to establish a single franchise at all eleotions, and thereby 
to abolish University representation, and to remove the disabilities of women. — Sir 
Charles Dilhe (B.). 

GROCERS' CERTIFICATES (SCOTLAND) ABOLITION BIU. (85X 
' Clause ^ states that certificates for the sale of excisable liquor shall not be granted 
except to inns, hotels and public-houses, after 1st April, 1899. 

Clause 8 forbids certificated sellers of excisable liquors to carry on grocers' business, 
although conducted in separate premises, after 15th May, 1899. Penalty not exceeding 
iglO, or two months imprisonment, and loss of certificate. 

Clause 4 states that nothing in this Act shall be held to repeal or affect reoited Acts, 
except to give effect to this Act. — Sir John Lejig {B.). 
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*LAW OF EVmBNCE (CRIMINAL 0A8B8) BIU. aoi). 
The object of this Bill was to proyide.,tba1; in any criminal proceeding the person 
charged should be competent, but not cpnipellable, to give evidence, and that in any snch 
proceeding the wife or husband of the person charged should be competent, and, unless 
jointly charged, compellable to give evidence. There was a proviso that nothing in the 
Bill snould make a husband compellable to disclose any communication made to him by 
his wife during the marriage; and a corresponding provision was. made in the case of a 
wife.— 5*r Bichard Webster (0.). 

LOCAL GOVEBirMENT ACT a894) AXENDMENT BILL (93). 

This Bill seeks to remedy certain minor administrative defects which have been found 
to exist in the practical working of the Local Government Act, 1894. 

Clause 2 is intended to save the time of Parish and District Councils by removing the 
necessity for recording the names on all divisions unless a substantial minority desire it. 

Clause 8 enables a Parish Connoil to be dissolved at any time, on the petition of the 
Parish Meeting, where there are less than 300 inhabitants or 60 electors in the parish. 
This is intended to deal with cases where the population has migrated, or consists mainly 
of the inmates of a lunatic asylum or other institution. 

Clause 4 dispenses with the necessity for an audit of parish accounts where there has 
been no receipts or expenditure within the year. 

Clause 6 removes the anomaly which prevents persons chosen as additional Guardians 
from taking part in sanitary and highway work, where the Poor-Law and District Council 
areas are identical. The second sub-section makes a corresponding provision for other 
rural districts. 

Clause 6 settles a doubt that has arisen as to the status of a Bural District Councillor 
who has ceased to be a Guardian. 

Clause 7 completes the power of County Councils to alter wards for Guardian elections. — 
Mr. Hemry Hothouse {L.U.), 

*LUNACT Bin. (H.L.) (829). 
The object of this Bill was to prevent certain abuses which had gathered round some 
provisions of the existing lunacy laws, especially in respect to ** urgency orders." The 
measure also deals with the subject of pensions and allowances to officers and servants 
of asylums.—iSir Bichard Webster (C). 

MBBCHANDISB HABK8 ACT (1887) AXENDUBNT BILL (63). 
This Bill proposed to repeal so much of Clause 16 of the former Bill as required a 
definite indication to be stamped on the goods, and to substitute for '* Made in 
Germany," &c., the general term ** Foreign made." The Bill also provided that those 
words should be conspicuously and indelibly stamped on all goods of foreign origin. — 
Sir H. Vi7icent (C). 

MINES (EIGHT HOUBS) BIU. (8). 
The object of this Bill was to limit the working hours in mines to eight hours per day 
from bank to bank.— Afr. W. Allen (i2.). 

PLUMBEES' REQISTBATION BILL (349). 

Clause 8 provides for a ** General Council of Plumbers' Education and Registration," 
elected under rules provided in schedule. 

This Council shall consist of members from the following trades, viz., master plumbers, 
builders, ironmongers, sanitary engineers, operative plumbers, &c., and a like number of 
members of the local Councils or Sanitary Authorities. The number of members for 
England, Scotland, Ireland, &c., is given in Clause 8. 

Plumbers who are members of said council must be qualified to be registered, and must 
be registered as soon as possible after registrars have been appointed. (Clause 5.) 

The General Council shall go out of office and the new Council come in on 1st January 
in the fifth year after election. (Clause 6.) 

Clause 7. — The first meeting shall be held within three months of commencement of 
Act, and at the next meeting a president shall be elected from among the members, for 
a term not exceeding three years. The members shall make rules regarding the sum- 
moning of subsequent meetings, failing which the president can summon a meeting by 
letter addressed to each member. At every meeting if president is absent, an acting 
president must be chosen. All acts of General Council shall be decided by votes of 
majority of members present, the whole number present being not less than one-fourth 
of total number of council. 

President or acting president to have a casting vote in case of equality. 

The General Council shall make (Clause 8) bye-laws for regulating branch councils, 
district councils, examinations to qiialify plumbers for registration, fees, appointment of 
registrars and treasurers, election of successors to fill vacancies on (General Council, 
&c., &c. 
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Glange 9 provides that the examination and registration of plumbers shall devolve 
npon the Company (Guild of Plumbers tff ^^itj of London), subject to supervision by 
General Council. i/v.^.j -. 

Clauses 10 and 11 provide regulations for the disposal and auditing of moneys obtained 
from fees for registration. 

Clause 12 empowers General Council to remove from the register the name of any 
plumber guilty of practices injurious to public health, Sso.j and to reinstate if circum- 
stances require it. 

Clause 13 specifies the persons qualified to be registered ; individuals, not firms, only 
qualified. 

Clause 14 authorises a penalty not exceeding £20 for any person falsely representing 
himself as registered. 

Clause 16 provides for the recovery of fees as ordinary debts. 

Money received from penalties is to be applied to the purposes of the Act. (Clause 16.) 

Begistrars of deaths must acquaint registrar of General Council of death of any 
registered person. 

Clause 18 contains definitions of expressions used in Act. 

Schedule A specifies areas for election of members of General Council. 

Schedule B specifies public bodies entitled to nominate persons for election to General 
Council. 

Schedule C gives rules for election of first members of General Council. — Mr. Lees 
Knowlea (O.). 

"POOR RELIEF (IRELAND) BILL (197). 

Clause 1 provides a Commission of Inquiry to draw up schemes for the amalgamation 
of unions and the formation of joint districts, and the appropriation of workhouses as 
central auxiliary workhouses for the reception of lunatics and children. Scheme when 
approved by Local Government Board to be submitted to boards of guardians of unions 
concerned, and if approved by majority of them. Local Government Board may issue an 
order forming a joint district. 

Clause 2 provides boards of management under rules made by Local Gbvemment 
Board to act as governors, and establishes central auxiliary workhouses. 

Clause 8 enables the board of guardians of a union about to be dissolved to borrow 
money for the purpose of discharging liabilities, and Clause 6 provides for the represen- 
tation of such guardians on board of management. 

Clause 6 provides Local Government Board with money for necessary structural 
alterations in workhouses. 

Clauses 7 and 8 enable boards of management to borrow money and to acquire land 
(up to 20 acres). 

Clause 9 enables Local Government Board to order election of new board of manage- 
ment in cases of default, and to nominate thereto 8 members. 

Clause 10 provides for the distribution of the various expenses, and Clause 11 for the 
recovery of contributions in arrear from the unions in the joint districts. 

Clauses 12, 18, and 14 deal with the appointment of officers. 

Clause 15 provides for inspection of wonchouses by Local Government Board Inspectors. 

Clauses 16, 17, and 18 deal with accounts and contracts. 

Clauses 19, 20, and 21 provide for the transfer of lunatics to central auxiliary work- 
houses, and contain safeguards for their proper treatment. 

Clause 22 provides for transfer of pauper children, and Clause 23 for the boarding-out 
of orphans and deserted children. 

Clause 24 enables the Local Government Board to establish cottage homes for work- 
house children, and Clause 25 provides for their teaching in National schools. 

Clause 26 deals with their eaucation in schools other than National schools, provides 
for their maintenance, and that they shall not be sent to a school of religious principles 
different to their own. 

Clause 27 restricts the hiring-out of pauper children under the age of 12. 

Clause 28 enables boards to admit day-pupils or boarders on payment. 

Clause 29 deals with fever cases ; Clause 30 \Hth aged and infirm paupers. 

Clause 81 authorises outdoor relief under certain orders of Local Government Board. 

Clause 38 empowers guardians to contribute towards provision of trained nurses. 

Clauses 84 and 35 deal with suspension and appointment of officers. 

Clause 36 arranges the mode of defraying the cost of relief to lunatics prisoners, &c., 
on their discharge. 

Clause 37 prevents guardians contracting for the supply of out-door relief. 

Clause 38 provides for appearance of boards in legal proceedings. 

Clause 89 deals with contracts for medicines. 

Clause 40 exempts certain documents from Stamp Act. 

Clause 41 enables Local Government Board to make rules for oanying this Act into effect. 

Clause 42 contains definitions. 

The Schedule repeals section 9 Lunatic Asylums (Ireland) Act, 1875 ; and' the whole of 
the Pauper Children (Ireland) Act, 1876.— Afr. Gerald Balfour (C). 
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SALE OF nrrOXIGATING LIQUOBS (XRELAND) BILL 02). 

The Sale of Liquors on Sunday (Ireland) A^tot 1878 shall continue in force as amended 
and extended by the present Act. Its provisions with regard to closing on the whole of 
Sundays shall he hereby extended to the Metropolitan Police District of Dublin, Metro- 
polis, and the cities of Belfast, Cork, Limerick, and Waterford. 

It shall be amended in that the closing hour on Saturday shall be nine o'clock at night. 
The provisions of all Acts relating to penalties imposed with regard to breach of rules at 
other times for closing mentioned in those Acts, shall apply to the hour of nine o'clock as 
specified in this Act. 

Sale to lodgers and bond fide travellers, and in packet boats and canteens when con- 
ducted in pui'suance of the Acts regulating the same shall not be prohibited. 

To be a bond fide traveller a man must have lodged on the previous night at least 6 
miles distant from that place where he demands to be supplied with liquor. — 

Mr. W, E. H, Leahy (L.U.). 

SALE OF INTOXIGATnra LIQUORS ON SUNDAYS BILL (23). 

This Bill calls attention to the great public benefits which have attended the provisions 
in force against the sale of intoxicating liquors by retail during certain hours of the 
Sunday, and proposes to extend their operation to the whole of the Sunday. 

It will not, nowever, prohibit the sale of such intoxicating liquors to lodgers and bomt 
fide travellers (as defined by the Licensing Acts, 1872—1874). 

This Act will apply to England only. — Mr. Charles Wilson {B.), 

SERVICE FRANCHISE AMENDMENT BILL (8). 

The object of this Bill is to prevent the disfranchisement of large classes of persons 
(such as constables and shop assistants) by reason of their inhabiting only compartments 
of a room {e.g.j ** cubicles ") instead of separate dwelling houses. — Mr. H. H. Marks (C). 

SHOP BILL (74). 
Part I., Clause 1, oomx>el8 all shops to close — 
la) By 1 p.m. once a week. 
(bj By 7 p.m, three times a week. 

(c) By 9 p.m. once a week. 

(d) By 10 p.m. once a week. 

Clause a empowers local authority to fix closing hours for each day. 

Clause 8 makes special provisions for Saturday, on which, for two years, the closing 
hour shall not be fixed at 1 p.m. 

Clause 4 closes all shops on Sunday. 

Clause 6 directs that no person employed in a shop may be detained more than half an 
hour after closing, exceptions made for twenty days in a year. Apprentices or members 
of shopkeeper's family are not exempted from action of this clause. 

Clause 6 imposes a penalty up to M5 for contravention of foregoing clauses, or for 
trading on Sunday. 

Clause 7 exempts certain trades specified in the schedule, and others by special inter- 
vention of Secretary of State. 

Clause 8 exempts sales to lodgers, and post office business. 

Part II. — Clause 9 directs that sufficient accommodation and opportunity for sitting 
down be given to females employed in shops, and prevents a female being dismissed or 
having her wages reduced for sitting down, unless unreasonably long or often. Penalty 
for contravention up to £10. 

Clause 10 forbids continuous employment of ** a young person or woman " for more 
than 5 hours without an interval for at least half-an-honr for a meal, aiid directs that at 
least one hour between noon and 2 p.m. be given for dinner, and half-an-hour tea between 
4 p.m. and 7 p.m. 

Clause 11 lunits hours of women employed partly in a factory and partly in a shop to 
those permissible by Factory Act. 

Clause 12 insists on proper sanitary condition and ventilation of shops. 

Clause 18 enforces separate sanitary accommodation for sexes. 

Clause 14 directs that an abstract of this Act, and notices showing closing hours, &c., 
be exhibited in every shop.

2. Position of Ownebs. — The most apparent and indisputable effect of depression is 
the decrease in the rental value of land. 

The gross annual value of land in Great Britaixi under Schedule A has decreased from 
^69,668,266 in 1879-80 to j£46,317,729 in 1893-4, being a decrease of ^£13,260,624, or 22*2 per 
cent. 

Adopting the calculations of Sir A. Milner and Sir B. Giffin for capitalising the value 
of land now and in 1876, the result is as follows : —

The figures show a decline of nearly Jg834,000,000, or 60 per cent, in the capital value, 
in twenty years. 

3. Bents. — In the most depressed parts of England rents have been reduced on the 
average by 60 per cent., while on very poor soils in some of the eastern and southern 
counties no rents can be obtained, and farms have been thrown on the owners* hands. 
Moreover, landlords have incurred increased expenditure on repairs, drainage, and 
buildings ; and since 1892 they have paid the tithe frequently without any adjustment 
of rent. 

Sir B. Giffin put in evidence to show that between 1842 and 1888, although there had 
been large expenditure of capital, there had been substantially no increase of rent. 

In his report on Norfolk, Mr. Beid gives the following account of an estate on which 
the rental and outgoings, at three different periods, were as follows : —

The total number of dogs attacked in 1896 was 488 ; 828 others were killed as having^ 
been exposed to infection. In addition to dogs, four cattle, seventeen sheep, and one 
horse were attacked ; ninety-eight persons were bitten.

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POLITICAL NOTES. 



I.-COST OF TH£ ENGLISH MONARCHY. 

Now that Her Majesty the Queen has jnst celebrated the close of her 60th year on the 
throne, it will be well to recount what the cost of her most beneficent and splendid reign 
has been to the country. 

When the Queen came to the throne in 1837, Crown lands, her private estate, which 
are now worth J£4l2,000jber annum, were handed over to the nation, and instead thereof 
she was granted a Civil List of ^6385,000 per annum, so that the country is now 
making a profit of £27,000 out of Her Majesty. As against this, however, the couiltry 
pays allowances to members of the Eoyal family and votes for maintenance of 
Iloyal palaces £212,000 per annum, so that deducting the balance from the Crown lands 
the country pays for the cost of Royidty in all, the sum of £185,000 per annum only. 

In 1836 the monarchy cost the country over £500,000 per anniim ; it now costs the 
country only £185,000, and this, in spite of the fact that the calls and claims upon Her 
Majesty are ever getting greater, while the wealth of this country is many times larger 
than it was in 18:i6. 

How little is the cost of the monarchy of this country may be best judged from the 
cost of the two great republics. 

The cost of the Democratic Qovemment in France in 1891 was £522,077 per annum. 

The cost of the Democratic Government in the United States was over £985,800 per 
annum. 



II.-OUR NAVY-NOW AND FORTY YEARS AGO. 

The NcUional Beview for June contains an interesting article, entitled " War through 
Peace Spectacles," from which we cull the following :— 

" In 1859 a Parliamentary Committee, appointed to enquire into the relative strength of

" Public opinion being aroused, line of battleships were hastily added to the fleet, to 
become almost immediately obsolete, in consequence of the introduction of armour and 
iron hulls. From this period onwards, for nearly 30 years, there is no sign of a stable 
policy, founded upon definite principles and ruled by national requirements. Expenditure 
on ship-building fluctuated in sympathy with recurring scares, frequently falling to 
equalify with or even below that of France. The Naval Defence Act of 1889 marked the 
be^nning of a real national effort, brought about by the earnest endeavours of individual 
writers with the strong support of the Press and of the mercantile community. In the 
records of Her Majesty's wonderful reign there is nothing more remarkable than this 
naval movement, to which our history furnishes no parallel. Notable additions have 
been made to the navy, and a standard has at length been authoritatively laid down. 
The result appears in the Admiralty Betum of August, 1896, from which the following 
figures are taken: —

" At the same time the personnel of the fleet has been steadily increased, and will 
shortly reach 106,000 men, thus exceeding by more than 31,000 men the standing force of 
France and Bussia combined. Measures have also been taken on a large scale for 
meeting the many other war needs of the nayy. I do not for a moment confcend that the 
results of the past dangerous impolicy have been wholly obliterated. Much yet remains 
to be done; but the present Board of Admiralty has a right to the full confidence of the 
nation. For some years effort directed to definite ends has been consistently sustained, 
and the powerful appeal to reason and to history has by no means spent its force."

VII.-RABIES. 

The DoflT-Mnuling Order. — When the present Government came into office in 
1896, one ofthe first facts officially brought to the notice of the President of the Board 
of Agriculture was the very serious prevalence of rabies throughout the country. In 1892, 
the Kadical Government had taken off the muzzling restrictions imposed bv Mr. Chaplin 
three years previously, with the result that whereas in 1892 there were only thirty-eight 
cases of rabies in dogs, and seven deaths of human beings from hydrophobia, the numbers 
had risen in 1896 to six hundred and seventy-two and twenty respectively. 

In April, 1896, therefore, Mr. Walter Long appointed a committee composed of five 
members of the House of Commons and other representative bodies to go minutely into 
the whole question, and to report what steps should be taken. The Committee examined 
twenty-seven witnesses, including Chief Constables, Chairmen of quarter sessions, 
permanent officials of England ana Ireland, and representatives of the Kennel Associa- 
tion, of the National Canine Defence League, and of the Society for Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. After a most exhaustive enquiry, and after every other alternative had been 
very carefully considered, the Committee unanimously reported that they thought the 
time had come, and that the circumstances were opportune, " for the Board of Agriculture 
to make a determined and systematic effort to stamp out rabies." To do this they 
recommended that the proper course was for the Department to take over the responsi- 
bility from the various local bodies in whose hands it then was, and to enforce muzzling 
over " considerable areas irrespective of the boundaries of boroughs and counties." The 
object of the latter was, of course, to secure uniformity of action, and to do away with 
the harassing conflict of regulations which had prevailed during the period 1893-96, when 
it had practically been left to the various local authorities to decide, each for themselves, 
whether or n«)t muzzling regulations should be imposed. In consequence of this report, 
therefore, the Board of Agriculture adopted the policy which is now being carried out. 
In Mr. Long's words it is a policy ** of selecting large areas where there have been 
outbreaks of this terrible disease, and imposing upon them the strictest' muzzling 
regulations." 

That systematic muzzling is efficacious as a means of exterminating rabies can hardly 
be doubted by any impartial observer. The facts given in the report of the committee 
are evidence which cannot be denied. In the four years during which muzzling regula- 
tions made by the Board of Agriculture were in force, the number of cases of rabies 
reported in dogs were in 1889, 312; in 1890, 129; in 1891, 79; and 1892, 38. After the 
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Badical Government of 1892 came into office, and the orders were taken off, the record 
was as follows :— 1893, 93 cases ; in 1894, 248 cases ; and in 1895 they had reached the 
appalling total of 672. The number of deaths from hydrophobia in England and Wales 
during the same period presents similar features, for in 1889 the number reported by 
the Registrar General was 30, in 1892 it was 6, and in 1896 it had again risen to 20. 

Much criticism and abuse has been hurled at the Department concerned for the 
restrictions which are now in force, chiefly on the grounds that they are useless and cruel. 
To those who hold that they are useless we would recommend a careful study of the above 
statistics, and before condemning muzzling as a cruel method of treating dogs it is 
surely well to pause and consider the terrible suffering to human beings which is being 
caused by the prevalence of this awful scourge. Mr. Long has expressed the hope and 
the belief, which is held by himself and his advisers, that if the regulations are properly 
adhered to " in a comparatively short space of time it will be possible to stamp out the 
disease," and thus to get rid of these irksome restrictions once and for all. It is really 
very doubtful whether a proper fitting muzzle, padded with leather, is anything more 
than a very slight inconvenience so soon as a dog gets accustomed to it, and if there is 
a reasonable chance that the disease can be completely stamped out like cattle plague 
and foot and mouth disease have been, surely it is in the interests of all lovers of dogs 
to put up with the temporary interference with the liberty of their pets which has been 
found necessary in the interests of human life. ^---^288 W!" • - - • 



Result of Mtuzlinsr Order in 1896.— The persistent application of the muzzle, 
combined with the seizure and slaughter of ownerless dogs not wearing the muzzle, 
materially reduced the number of cases in rabies in England during the year 1896. In 
Cheshire the disease decreased from 31 cases in 1896 to 1 in 1896 ; in Lancashire from 
129 to 21 ; and in the West Biding from 308 to 16. In the County of London and the 
adjacent counties of Middlesex and Surrey, the number of cases increased from 111 in 
1896 to 242 in 1896. It is a matter of interest to observe how this outbreak succumbed 
to the effect of the muzzling orders imposed by the local authorities, as will be seen in 
a table on page 816. 



Vin.-THE EFFECT. OF FOREIGN COM PETITION, laraj 

Mr. Chamberlain, in November, 1895, issued a despatch to the Governors of the 
Colonies, with the object of ascertaining the extent to which the generally alleged 
displacement of British by foreign goods was really taking place in the Colonial markets. 
A Blue Book has now been issued showing that the Colonial Secretary's invitation has 
been responded to with readiness from every quarter, and the returns sent with the 
replies from the various Colonials give evidence of the great interest taken in the subject. 
The main general conclusions to be drawn from the mass of valuable information supplied 
are thus summarised by the officials at the Colonial Office : — 

1. In the best class of goods and in the capacity to put the best possible article on 
a market which requires it, the British manufacturer (and this seems generally to 
mean manufacturer from the United Kingdom) is still supreme. 

2. There are certain exceptions to the above rule, chiefly in the case of machinery 
and tools of certain patterns, and in favour of the United States, yet in these 
particular lines the Canadian manufacturer is often a successful competitor with 
those of the United States. 

3. A great portion of the general Colonial market is not a market for the best class 
of goods, and in proportion as cheap and finished imitations of such goods can be 
put on the market the trade will go away to the producers of such imitations. This, 
as shown by returns, is precisely where the foreign manufacturer is coming in. 

4. There is some danger that where the trade goes to foreign competitors in the 
cheap goods just mentioned, a certain proportion of the better class of trade may also 
be diverted eventually. On the other hand, all the correspondents agree in reprobating 
the trading methods of our merchants. Again and again attention is caUed to their 
stolid conservatism in neglecting to ascertain the wants of the foreign buyers. As 
an example of the British methods of business, the Minister for Victoria writes as 
follows : — 

"Victorian merchants say that *the Germans bring their goods to us, whilst the 
British wait for the buyers to come to them ' ; and, undoubtedly, this is the experience in 
this colony. Large numbers of German manufacturers are represented here by travelling 
agents, who display the greatest energy in transacting business, an energy which amounts 
to pertinacity^ . . . Many British manufacturers whose goods are in common demand 
here are not represented at all, whilst others give their agencies to Victorian merchants. 
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who have many other interests, sometunes, perhaps, conflicting with those of their 
principals. . . . Many foreign goods are in Victoria on consignment by the manu- 
xactorers, whilst British ^oods are mainly those which have been bonght from the 
mannf actnrer in Great Britain, and which it was our interest to specially push forward. 
A warehouseman in the colony with British and foreign goods for sale gains nothing by 
selling one instead of the other. This must be prejudicial to British incmstry." 

And in the trade report for 1896 of our Consul- General for Germany we have almost 
the same complaint. He concludes this report with the following remarks :— 

" The frequent remarks made in the British Parliament and m other assemblies as to 
the superiority of the German technical schools have been noticed with much satisfaction 
by the German press. And. there is no question that, wholesome as such criticisms are 
for British industry in the future, the belief of the Germans in their superior workman- 
ship is increasing. If then, as before stated, the business transactions between Germany 
and England idiow an increase in spite of these facts, it may be attributed to the 
generally favourable economical turn of the market. 

** One must not, however, be blind to the possibility that these circumstances may 
ultimately cause some injury to British trade. It has been confessed in public assemblies 
in England that the long uncontested superiority of British industry has induced a 
feeling of self-suf&ciency, and one may almost say of indolence, with regard to efforts for 
the disposal of British-made goods. 

" This fact has often been confirmed to me by buyers of British-made goods in this 
country, with the additional. remark that EngHsh firms do not trouble themselves to 
push trade by sending out travellers, or by engaging agents in the various markets. 

" Exhibitions of English industrial proaucts in the cnief commercial towns of Germany 
would materially assist the opening of new markets for British products in Germany. 
Then, again, the taste df German buyers could and should be better studied by English 
manufacturers than has hitherto been done, and hy this means, as well as by others, 
they should strive to root out any prejudices which may exist in Germany against 
English wares."

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GLOSSARY OF CURRENT POLITICAL TERMS. 



Address, The, in answer to the Queen's 
Speech, wag formerly a series of resolutions 
passed by both Houses, echoing the language of 
the Speech, but in recent years its form has been 
much modified, and it is usually now a simple ex- 
pression of thanks to fler Majesty. An amend- 
ment to the Address is one of the forms of 
expressing approval or disapprobation of the 
policy of the Government, and if carried is in- 
corporated in the Address and presented to the 
'Queen. The passage of hostile amendment usually 
involves the resignation of the Government. 

Addresses to the Crown proceeding from 
individuals are presented through the Secretary 
•of State for the Home Department. 

. Adjournment.— See Prorogaiion. 

Adilllamltes.— See Cave. 

Ad valorem Duty.— <Lat.m;or, value). A duty 
charged at a certain rate per cent, on the value of 
goods, leases, Ac. The system, as applicable to 
■customs duties, &c., has been condemned by 
Mr. Gladstone and other Chancellors of the 
Exchequer. 

AdVOWBOn*— The right of presentation to, or 
the patronage of a benefice. " An advowson is 
of the nature of a temporal property, and a 
spiritual trust." — (Whcurton). 

Affirmation (Parliamentary) is made by 
Quakers and others who have religious objections 
to taking the oath. (Generally) a solemn declara- 
tion without an oath. 

Alabama Claims.— The damages (£3,196,875) 
Awarded to the United States in 1873 as compen- 
sation for the injuries inflicted upon American 
•commerce by the Confederate cruiser Alabama, 
which had been fitted out in England. 

Alien. — A subject of a foreign state who has 
not obtained a certificate of naturalisation. 

"All the Talents."— A nickname applied to 
the Grenville Administration, 1806-7. 

Ambassador.— In ordinary parlance often 
signifies any diplomatic envoy. Strictly, how- 
ever, it is only an envoy of the highest class who 
ik called an Ambassador. See Plenipotentiary, 
Chargi d' Affaires. 

Appropriation Act.— Carries into effect the 
xesointions of the Committee of Ways and Means, 
authorising the application of a sum out of the 
Consolidated Fund and appropriating to each 
fleiHkrate service the several funds voted by the 
Committee of Supply. It is among the last of the 
Bills introduced during a Session of Parliament. 

Articles of War.— The regulations for the 
•conduct of the military forces (based upon an 
Act of William III. passed in 1689) now incor- 
porated in the Army (Annual) Act. 

Ashbourne Acts.— The Land Purchase (Ire- 
land) Acts, 1885 and 1888, under which a sum of 
" £10,000,000 was set ai>art to be advanced to tenants 
for the purchase of their holdings, being repay- 
able in 49 years. 

Ashburton Treaty, concluded in 1842 between 
Lord Ashburton, representing England, and 
President Tyler of the United States, defining the 
boundaries of the United States and Canada, &c. 

Assessed Taxes.— The term now applies only 
to the land tax and house duty. 

Balance of Power.— A principle much dis- 
cussed in the early years of the present century, 
and Invoked to secure the independence and in- 
tegrity of states, and control the ambition of 
sovereigns. 



Balance of Trade.— The difference between 
the aggregate amounts of a nation's imports and 
exports ; or, the difference between the amounts 
of a nation's imports from, and exports to, some 
other specified nation. 

Ballot.— (Fr. Ballotte, a Uttle ball). A method 
of secret voting, introduced into Parliamentary 
elections in England in 1872. 

Baronet.- The first rank among gentry, and 
hereditary. Instituted by James I. in 1611. 

Bath.— The Order of the Bath, consisting of 
three degrees— Knights Grand Cross, Knights 
Commanders, and Companions. Instituted in 
1399, and revived in 1725. 

Betterment.— The enhanced value which a 
property is assumed to gain by a public improve- 
ment in its neighbourhood. 

BUls Of Mortality.— The returns of births an(^ 
deaths in London. Superseded since 1837 by the 
Begistrar-General's returns. 

Bi - Metallism.— The system in which two 
standard metals are used indiscriminately as legal 
tender up to any sum, the respective value of each 
being fixed by law. 

Black Bod.— The Gentleman Usherof the Black 
Bod is au officer attending the House of Lords, 
and is their messenger to summon the Commons. 

Blockade.— The closing of enemy's ports to 
commerce. It is a principle of international law 
that a blockade to be binding on neutrals must be 
effective. 

" Blocking " a Bill in Parliament consists in 
putting down a notice of opposition, which has the 
effect of preventing its consideration after mid- 
night. 

Blue Books.— The reports and papers Issued 
by Parliamentary authority, many of which are 
bound in blue. 

Bona-fide Traveller.— See Traveller. 

Bond.— When goods are chargeable with 
customs or excise duties, and are placed in an 
authorised warehouse, not to be taken out until 
the duties are paid, tney are said to be In bond. 

Borough.— A town which has a Charter of In- 
corporation, or which returns a member or mem- 
bers to Parliament. 

Bounty.— Money paid by a Government to 
producers, exporters, or importers, to encourage 
a particular branch of trade. In England it 
usually took the form of an export bounty, e.g., 
a bounty or premium of 3s. on every quarter of 
wheat exported. In France and elsewhere boun- 
ties have been given on the manufacture of 
sugar and the construction of ships. 

Boycotting.— A form of social ostracism which 
took its name from the persecution of the late 
Captain Boycott by the Irish Land League in Mayo 
in 1880, and has been more or less resorted to in 
Ireland ever since. It was condemned by the Pope, 
April 20th, 1888, as contrary to justice and charity. 
Mr. Gladstone described itas " exclusive dealing." 

Budget.— The general statement of the finance 
of the country, annually made by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, usually as soon after April 
1st as possible. It is derived from the French 
'' Bougette," a small bag. 

Brehon Laws.— The ancient laws of Ireland, 
of which a translation is in progress under 
Government authority. 

Bright Clauses, The. — The sections of the 
Irish Land Act of 1870 introduced at the instance 
of Mr. Bright with the object of facilitating the 
purchase of their holdings by the tenants. In 
practice, these sections had little or no success. 
(See Ashbourne Acts). 

Broad Arrow.— The mark used to distinguish 
Government property. Introduced in 1689. 
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Broadbottom Administration. —The coaU- 
tion Oovernment under Pelham, 1744. 

BnlWBT-Clayton Treaty between England 
and the Utaited States, 1860, declaring that neither 
should have exclualTe control over the proposed 
ship canal across Central America. 

Bureaucracy.— A state of society in which 
social status depends upon official position, as in 
Russia. 

Burgesses.— A term originally applied to the 
representatiyes of boroughs in Parliament ; now, 
by the Municipal Corporations Act, 1882, used to 
distinguish those entitled to the municipal fran- 
chise. 

Cabal.— The term applied to the Cabinet of 
Charles II. in 1670, being formed from the initial 
letters of their names : Cufford, Arlington, Buck- 
inirham, Ashley, and Lauderdale. 

Cabinet.— See article on *• The Cofutitution,'* 

Call Of the House.— Has fallen into desue- 
nde, and has not been ordered since 18S6, though 
a motion has been made for it. The object was 
to secure a full attendance when any Important 
measure was under discussion, and the names of 
all members were called over. 

Capitulations.— The instrument by which 
•ertain rights are granted to foreign subjects in 
Turkey and Egypt. 

Garpet-Basger.— A term applied to a parlia- 
mentary candidate who has had no previous 
•onnection with the place he seeks to represent. 

Caucus (American).— A combination of elec- 
tors or voters for the purpose of introducing cer- 
tain persons into places of trust and power. In 
England it has taken the form of a large com- 
mittee of electors selected from the whole con- 
stituency for the purpose of choosing candidates 
for the reprc)|sentation of the constituency in the 
House of Commons and for all municipal honours. 
It is obviously a powerful means of stifling the 
voice of a dissentient minority of a party, and of 
securing the adoption of a particular ticket or 
programme. 

Cave.— The term is usually applied to a com- 
bination of a small number of members to defeat 
a measure introduced by the party to which they 
belong. The appellation took its origin from the 
Scriptural parallel drawn by Mr. Bright, March 
13, 1866, when he compared the Liberal opponents 
of Lord Russell's Reform Bill to the men who 
gathered themselves to David in the cave of 
Adullam.— (1 Sam. xxii.) 

Gbalrman (of Ways and Means).— In every 
Session, on the first occasion of the House going 
into Committee, the leader of the House moves 

•* that Mr. take the chair," and thereupon he 

becomes the Chairman of Ways and Means and of 
the Committee of the whole House during that 
Session. He is a salaried officer, and has much 
control over unopposed Private Bill legislation. 

Ghalmian (of Committees in the Lords) is a 
permanent paid official who takes the chair when 
the House is in committee, and has also a general 
superintendence over Private Bill legislation. 

Cbandos Clause.— Section 20 of the Reform 
Act of 1832, by which occupiers at £60 rental 
were admitted as voters. 

Charee d' Affaires.— Is a diplomatic envoy of 
the third class, ranking below a plenipotentiary ; 
he is only accredited to the foreign Government, 
and has no right of access to the foreign Sovereign. 

Charter Party.--A covenant between merchants 
and masters of ships relating to the ship and cargo. 

CniartlstS.— A body of agitators who carried 
on an active propaganda between 1838 and 1848. 

ChaUYlnlsm.— The term (derived from Chau- 
vin, a character in one of Scribe's comedies) is 
used to describe an exaggerated form of pat- 
riotism. 

Chlltem Hundreds.— The acceptance of this 
office is a form by which a member of Parliament 
can resign his seat. It is only by obtaining office 



that he can do so, and the Crown is therefore 
always ready to confer on any member, except in 
cases of misconduct, the Stewardship of the Chil- 
tem Hundreds, of East Hendred and Northstead^ 
of Poynings, or the Escheatorship of Munster, 
which beholds till another member is appointed 
to it. A writ for a vacancy caused by acceptance 
of the Chiltem Hundreds can only be issued while 
Parliament is sitting. 

Church Bate.— The rate imposed by par- 
ishioners In vestry meeting for the purpose of 
maintaining the fabric and services of the parisk 
church. It was abolished as a compulsory im- 
post in 1868. 

Civil List— See " The CivU List and Royal 
Grants," ante. 

Cloture. — See House of Commons— Proceduve,. 
atUe. 

Combination Laws.— These statutes forbade 
the association of workmen in Trade Unions. 
Repealed in 1824. 

Committees of the House of Commons. — 

(1) "Ofiht whole House" is formed when the 
Speaker leaves the Chair and the Chairm»» 
of Ways and Means takes it for the con- 
sideration of the details of Bills in the Com- 
mittee stage, and for other purposes. 

(2) ' * Of Supply " is formed in the same way for any 

proceedings relating to the public income 
or expenditure. Estimates are submitted to 
it, and resolutions moved granting to the 
Crown the sums requisite. 

(3) " Of Ways and Means " is formed in the same 

way for any proceedings relating to the funds 
by which the expenditure of the country is 
sustained. Loans, duties, and all imposts are 
submitted to it. All the propositions of 
Government are reduced to resolutions divi- 
ded on by this Committee. Those agreed to 
are reported to the House, and incorporated 
in Bills. 

(4) *^ Of Selection" isaCommittee nominated by the 

House of experienced members, whose duties 
are to nominate the members of Private Bill 
Committees, and in any other case where the 
House may so order. The present chainuaB 
is Sir John Mowbray, M.P. 
(5) ' ' Private BiU. '.'—These Committees are nomina- 
ted by the Committee of Selection, and usually 
consist of five members, sometimes including 
an official referee, to consider all private 
Bills affecting railways or other similar 
questions. They sit in one of the upstairs 
rooms, usually from twelve to four, and are 
empowered to hear counsel and witnesses. 

(6) " <Sel«<^."— These are appointed by the Houae, 

either at the suggestion of the Government 
or of some private member, to consider any 
Public Bill or subject of interest which may 
be referred to them. Their number is un- 
certain, varying from five to even twenty- 
eight members. They can only take evidence 
when specially authorised to do so. They 
select their own chairman. 

(7) " Hybrid. "—These are appointed partly by the 
House itself and partly by the Committee 
of Selection, for the purpose of consider- 
ing any private BiUs, of special interest to 
the public at large, which may be referred to 
them. 

(8) ''Standing or Grand."— Fint adopted in 
modem times in 1883 by the appointment of 
Standing Committees on Trade and on Law. 
The experiment was repeated in 1884, when 
it was, however, not put into operation, but 
since 1888 the two Committees have again 
been constituted. They assimilate their pro- 
ceedings to those of Committees of the 
whole House, as far as possible. They can 
deal only with Bills speciuly referred io them. 
In 1894 a Standing Committee for Scotch Bills 
was appointed. 
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Communism.— The system of things in com- 
cnon, and the doctrines relating to it. 

Compound HoUBehOlder.— The term applied 
to those occupiers whose landlords "compound" 
with the parish authorities to pay the rates on 
their houses. 

ComtistS.— The disciples of Auguste Comte, 
the founder of the Positivist creed, d. 1857. 

Concordat.— A formal agreement between 
the See of Kome and any foreign Government, by 
which the administration of the Koman Catholic 
Church within the territory of that Government 
as regulated— «.g., the Concordat of 1^1 with 
France, and of 1855 with Austria. 

Conference (l) Parliamentary.— A negotia- 
tion between the Lords and Commons in the 
•event of a difference. The Lords name the time 
and place, and reasons for the course proposed 
are given, in writing, on both sides. But these 
reasons are now generally given by message from 
one House to the other without a conference ; (2) 
Diplomatic— A. meeting of ambassadors or special 
envoys for the purpose of settling some inter- 
national question. 

Conge d'Ellre.— The licence given by the 
Sovereign, as head of the Church, to a dean and 
chapter empowering them to elect a Bishop, when 
a See becomes vacant. 

Congress.— A meeting of Sovereigns or Minis- 
ters for Foreign Affairs for the purpose of settling 
«ome international question. 

Conscience Clause.- The provision of the 
Education Act, 1870, which prohibits the teaching 
jn public elementary schools of the doctrines of any 
•particular denomination against the wishes of the 
parents of children. 

Conservatives.— The name by which the po- 
litical party whose fundamental principle is the 
preservation of our national institutions has been 
known since 1830. {Quarterly Rev. , xliii., p. 276). 

Consolidated FlUid is the general revenue o 
the country to which the gross produce of all 
taxes and revenues, and also certain miscellaneous 
receipts, are paid. The expenditure for certain of 
•the Public Services, such as the National Debt, 
the Civil List, and the salaries of the judges is 
charged once and for all on the Consolidated Fund. 

Consols (short for " Consolidateds"). — The 
name owes its origin to an Act of 1752, which 
4ionsolidMed various Government stocks into 3 per 
cent, annuities, at which rate they remained until 
1888, when the New Consols at 2| per cent, were 
created by the National Debt Conversion Act, 
introduced by Mr. Goschen. 

Constitutional Party.— The alternative name 
assumed by Conservatives and seceded Whigs 
an the general election of 1868. 

Consul. — A diplomatic agent abroad whose 
duty it is to aid and advise British subjects re- 
quiring assistance, to report on the trade of the 
district in which he resides, and generally to dis- 
charge the duties of a commercial agent for the 
home country. 

Contraband. — A term used to denote articles 
which are forbidden to be imported into or ex- 
ported from any country by the law of that country. 

Contraband of War.— A term used to denote 
articles, such as munitions of war, which may not 
be supplied by a neutral to a belligerent Power. 

Convention.— A meeting of representatives 
from two or more States for the purpose of set- 
tling some international question not sufiBlciently 
important for a Congress or a Conference. 

Convocation.— The general assembly of the 
clergy of the Church of England convened by 
the Sovereign. Convocation is divided into two 
Houses for eachProvince(Northern and Southern), 
the Upper being composed of Bishops, and the 
Lower of Deans, Prebendaries, Archdeacons, and 
members elected by the beneficed clergy 



Com Laws, The.— A series of enactments regu- 
lating and imposiag duties or granting bounties 
on the importation or exportation of corn. 
They were repealed by Sir Robert Peel in 1846. 

Countervailing Duties.- Duties imposed 
on imported articles in order to equalise the 
charges imposed on them with the charges im- 
posed on articles manufactured at home or im 
ported from abroad. 

Count-Out.— If any member of the House of 
Commons calls the attention of the Chair to the 
fact that the quorum of forty members is not 
present, the debate is stopped, and after two 
minutes, the House is counted, when, if forty 
members are not in sight, the House stands ad- 
journed. No count-out can take place on Wednes- 
days until after four o'clock. 

County Councils.— The authorities estab- 
lished by the Local Government Act, 1888, to 
take over the administrative portion of County 
business formerly in the hands of magistrates in 
quarter sessions. In London the County Coun- 
cil superseded the Metropolitan Board of Works. 

Courts Martial are military tribunals, held 
under authority of the Army Act, for the trial 
of soldiers charged with offences. 

Crown Lands.— The hereditary property of 
the Sovereign, surrendered by him to Parliament 
in exchange for a fixed Civil List. 
* Cumulative Vote.— The provision by whic 
electors are allowed to give all their votes to on 
candidate, or distribute them at will. Applied to 
School Board Elections since 1870. 

Customs. — The duties levied upon goods o 
merchandise at the place of importation. 

Death Duties.— The Estate, Legacy and Suc- 
cession Duties. 

Democrats.— The advocates for the govern- 
ment of the people by the people ; a name adopted 
by the French Republicans, 1790, and by the pso- 
slavery party in the United States. 

Direct Taxation.— A tax is said to be direct 
when it is assessed upon the persons on whom 
the burden of it falls. Thus the income-tax is 
direct, but a tax on tobacco, which, though paid 
in the first instance by the dealer, really falls on 
the consumer, is indirect. 

Dispensing Power.— The power claimed by 
several English Sovereigns to set aside the laws. 
It was finally rejected by the Bill of Rights, 1689. 

Domesday Book.— The book containing the 
General Survey of England, completed in 1086. 
The Modern Domesday Book, or Return of Owners 
of Land, was issued in 1875 (Pari. Paper, 1097). 

Drawback or Rebate.— Duty remitted or 
paid back by the Government on the exportation 
or re-exportation of the commodities on which 
the duty was charged. 

Education Code.— The annual regulations 
issued by the Education Committee of the Privy 
Council, in accordance with which the grants to 
elementary schools are determined. 

Eight Hours Movement.— A proposal to 
enact a legal working day of eight hours ; first 
adopted in England by the Trades Union Con- 
gress at Liverpool, September, 1890. 

Estimates.— The annual statements, prepared 
by the heads of the Government Departments, of 
the sums to be voted by the House of Commons 
for the requirements of the year. ' 

Exchange.— The par of exchange is the fixed 
value of the standard of value of one country in 
the standard of value of another country— e.g., 
£l=4dols. 86c. 6im., American. The exchange 
18 sikid to be against a country, say England, when 
a bill on London can be purchased in New York 
below its par value. 

Exchequer.— The national Treasury. 
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Bxchequer Bills.— Negotiable interest-bearing 
bills payable to bearer, issued by the Treasury 
under the authority of Parliament for amounts 
varying from £100 to £1,000. 

Extradition.— The delivery up of fugitives 
from justice by one State to another in pursuance 
of a treaty. 

Faggot Vote.— A vote procured by an illusory 
purchase of property with the object of acquir- 
ing a nominal qualification. Faggot votes were 
usually manufactured by the division of a heredi- 
tament into qualifying lots, which are distri- 
buted between several persons; they occurred 
chiefly in counties, and were virtually abolished 
by the Franchise Act of 1884. 

Fair Trade.— The principle urged by the sup- 
porters of the doctrine is tliat although Free 
Trade ought to be universally adopted by 
nations, yet one nation ought not to subject its 
industries to a disadvantage by refusing in the 
face of hostile tariffs to tax foreign goods. In 
other words, if France, for example, refuses to 
admit our goods free of duty, we in fairness 
ought to levy a reciprocal duty on French goods. 

Federation.- Where several states combine on 
equal terms to provide and obey a common central 
government for matters of general polity, «.gr., 
foreign relations, while each State governs itaelt 
in local matters, the combination is called a 
federation. For example, the United States of 
America. 

Fenians. — The common name of the "Irish 
Republican Brotherhood," instituted in 1858 by 
James Stephens, whose attempted insurrection 
in 1867 was easily suppressed. 

Filibusters.- A name given to Freebooters 
who plundered tlie American coasts in the 17th 
century, and now applied to any illegitimate mili- 
tary enterprise. 

Forbes Mackenzie Act.- The Act of 1853 
which regulates public houses in Scotland. 

Foreign Enlistment Act -passed in I8i»— 
forbids British subjects to enter the military ser- 
vice of a foreign state without special permission, 
or to make war without authority upon a friendly 
country. 

Free Fort.— A port where ships of all nations 
may load and unload free of duty, provided the 
goods are not carried into the adjoining country. 

Free Trade.— Trade free from restrictions, and 
in particular unencumbered by customs duties 
designed to prohibit or restrict the importation of 
foreign gooas. 

French Treaty.— The treaty negotiated by 
Cobden with France in 1800. 

Funded Debt.— That part of a national debt 
which stands in the form of permanent stock, as 
opposed to money owing on bills, paper currency 
or other temporary indebtedness, which is 
classed as Unfunded Debt. 

Qame Laws.— The principal Act is that of 
1 and 2 William IV., c. 32, which greatly 
modified preceding laws and legalised the sale of 
game at certain seasons. 

Geneva Convention.— The international code 
adopted in 1864, which lays down the regulations 
under which succour is provided for the sick and 
wounded in war. 

Gerrymandering. — a manipulation of a 
section of voters from one constituency to another 
where they may be more wanted, in order to 
secure the dominant party a majority in both. A 
term borrowed from American politics. 

Griffith's Valuation.— The valuation of Ire- 
land, for purposes of taxation, carried out under 
ttae supervision of Sir R. Griffith between 1830 
and 1850. 

Habeas Corpus Act.— The Act 31 Charles II., 
c. 2, passed in 1679, by which a suLject who is 
imprisoned may demand a writ of hi.bea» corpui 



to bring him before a court which shall determine 
whether his imprisoi^ment was just. 

" Hanging Qale.'*— The half-year's rent which, 
on many estates in Ireland, is not collected until 
six months after it is due. 

Heckling.— A Scotch expression, to describe 
the process of questioning a candidate during an 
election. 

High Commission.- An ecclesiastical court 
(abolished 1641), by which all spiritual jurisdic- 
tion was vested in the Crown. 

High Treason is an offence against the secu- 
rity of ttie Commonwealth, or the person of the 
Sovereigl. 

Hinterland. — The German word used to 
denote the undefined territories lying behind 
the European colonies in Africa. 

Holy Alliance.— The aUiance entered into^ 
in 1815, between the sovereigns of Bussia, 
Prussia, and Austria, by which they l>ound them- 
selves to be governed by Christian principles in 
their policy, with the object of maintaining the 
peace of their States. 

Home Rule.- The movement set on foot by 
the hite Isaac Butt, M.P., in 1870, which had for 
its object the establishment of an Irish Parlia- 
ment, dependent upon the Crown. The basis of 
the demand was afterwards enlarged by the party 
of Mr. Pamell, and was adopted by Mr. Gladstone 
and a large section of the Liberal party in 1886. 

Horse Guards.- The name originally applied, 
to the Household troops, and now used to denote 
the building in Whitehall where some of the 
departments of the army administration are 
located. 

Hue and Cry.— A police circular, established 
in 1710, and now superseded by the Police 
Gazette. 

Hundred, The.— An ancient division of a 
county, so called from having, as is supposed, 
originally contained one hundred families. 

Hustings.— The place from which candidates 
for Parliament addressed the electors at the 
nomination prior to the Ballot Act of 1872. 

Hypothec— The Scotch law of distress for 
rent, by which the landlord was entitled to the 
first claim on the tenant's property. 

Illiterate Vote.- The provision of the Ballot 
Act, 1872, wUch enables a person who cannot 
read or write to require the presiding officer to- 
mark his ballot paper for him. 

Impeachment.— A proceeding by which a 
minister, charged with crimes against the State, 
may be brought to trial. 

Imperial Federation.— The movement hav- 
ing for its object the consolidation of the United 
Kingdom and the Colonies for the purposes of 
trade, and for the defence of material interest^ 
and common rights. The Imperial Federation 
League was dissolved in 1893, but has been suc- 
ceeded by the British Empire League, with more 
definate objects. 

Indemnity Bill.— A measure by which Par- 
liament may relieve a ministry from the conse- 
quences of a breach of the law committed in 
extreme and urgent cases without Parliamentary 
sanction. 
Indirect Taxation.— See Direct Taxation. 
Inland Revenue includes the proceeds of the 
Excise, Death Duties, Stamp Duties, Property 
and Income Tax, Land Tax, and House Duty. 

Interpellation.— A formal question or chal- 
lenge to a minister by a member of Parliament ; 
the term is chiefly used in France. 

Kilmainham Treaty.— The alleged under- 
standing between Mr. Gladstone's Government 
and Mr. Pamell in 18S2, by which the latter 
iwould have been released from Kilmainham 
prison, giving an undertaking to assist in 
suppressing outrages and forwarding Liberal* 
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Laissez-faire. — The doctrine of non-interfer- 
ence by the Government in the affairs of society. 
Its advocates insist on leaving as much as 
possible to private enterprise. 

Lichfield House Compact.— Said to have 
been entered into between the Whig Government 
of 1835 and Daniel O'Connell, at Lichfield House, 
13, St. James' Square. 

Limitations, Statutes of.— The Acts which 
limit the time within which redress may be sought 
for injuries sustained. 

Local Option or Local Veto.— The terms 
applied to projects of temperance legislation, by 
which a certain majority of the inhabitants of 
a district would be empowered to prohibit the 
issue of publicans' licences. 

Lodger Franchise.— Established by the Dis- 
raeli Reform Act of 1867. 

"McKinley Act."— An Act of the United 
States Legislature passed in 1890, under which the 
import duties on foreign goods imported into the 
United States were enormously raised. 

Blagna Charta.— See The Constitution. 

"Blanchester Martyrs."— The term applied 
by Irish Nationalists to Allen, Larkin, and 
O'Brien, who were hanged for having murdered 
Police- Sergeant Brett at Manchester in 1866, 
while attempting to effect a rescue of the Fenian 
prisoners under his charge. 

Mandamus.— A process by which the Courts 
may enforce the performance of public duty. 

Marque, Letters Ot — Licences formerly 
granted by Government in time of war, author- 
ising private individuals to fit out ships of war 
for the purpose of harassing and plundering the 
enemy. Abolished by treaty, 1856. 

Match Tax. — A tax of ^d. per box upon lucif er 
matches, proposed by the late Mr. Lowe (Lord 
Sherbrooke) when Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
1871, but afterwards abandoned in consequence 
of the hostility it provoked. 

Minority Vote.— A provision of the Reform 
Act of 1867, by which, in order to secure the 
representation of the minority in certain con- 
stituencies, some 20 in number, each returning 
three members, it was enacted that no elector 
should vote for more than two members. The 
provision was rendered obsolete by the Redistribu- 
tion Act, 1885. 

Monroe Doctrine.— The opinion held by 
President Monroe of the United States, 1817-24, 
against permitting European powers to interfere 
in questions of liberty in North or South America. 

Moonlighting.— The name given to night out- 
rages in Ireland with the object of preventing the 
payment of rent, or punishing an unpopular tenant. 

Mortmain. — The state of possession, as re- 
gards real property, which prevents its alienation. 

Mutiny Act.— The popular name of the Army 
(Annual) Act, which regulates the discipline and 
payment of the British army. 

Navigation Laws, The.— Certain enactments 
designed to secure a commercial monopoly to this 
country. One, for example, provided that no 
goods should be exported from this country ex. 
cept in British vessels. They were repealed in 1849' 

"No Bent" Manifesto.— The proclamation 
issued by Mr. Parnell and others, from Kilmain- 
ham Gaol in 1881, ordering the Irish tenant 
farmers to pay no rent until the "suspects" 
were released. 

Oath.— The oath taken by members of Parlia- 
ment is as follows :— " I, do swear that 

I will be faithful and bear true allegiance to Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria, her heirs and successors, 
according to law. So help me God." 



Oligrarchy.— A form of Government which 
places the supreme power in a small number. 

"One Man, One Vote."— The article first 
adopted by Mr. Gladstone at Nottingham, Octo- 
ber, 1887, as an item of the Gladstonian Liberal 
programme. It involves the abolition of the 
existing property franchise, which dates from 8 
Henry VI., and of every qualification which does 
not depend upon mere residence. 

Orders of the Day.— See Hoib»e ofCommona— 
Proceditre. 

Orer-Regnilation Price.— A bonus formerly 
paid by officers in the army (under the Purchase 
System, q.v.) to facilitate the retirement of their 
superiors in rank, and thereby accelerate promo- 
tion. 

Peelltes.— The name given to those Whig and 
Tory members who adhered to Sir R. Peel after 
his defeat in 1846. 

Penal Laws. — statutes of great severity 
against criminals ; they were considerably miti- 
gated by Sir R. Peel in 1826-S, and subsequently. 

Permissive Bill.— The name formerly given to 
a project of law which proposed to give power to a 
certain majority of the parishioners in any parish 
to veto the grant of publicans' licences. 

" Flan of Campaign." A system, initiated 
by Mr. J. Dillon, M.P., and published in United' 
Ireland^ October, 1886,by which the tenants on an 
estate determined the amount of rent they would 
pay, and handed the same to secretly appointed 
trustees, to be used in fighting the landlord if he . 
declined to accept the terms proposed. The prac- 
tice was emphatically condemned by the Pope in 
a letter of April 20th, 1888, addressed to the Irish 
Bishops. 

Plenipotentiary.— A diplomatic envoy of the 
second class. He does not represent his Sovereign 
as an ambassador does, nor does he, like an 
ambassador, have a personal right of access to the 
foreign Sovereign at all times, but only on special 
occasions. 

Political Economy.— The science which hap 
for its object the amelioration of the condition of 
mankind and the furtherance of civilisation, 
wealth, and happiness. 

Poyning's Act.— The Act of 1494 (10 Henry 
YII.), by which the measures introduced into the 
Irish Parliament were subjected to the control 
of the Privy Council. It was in effect repealed " 
in 1782. 

Prerogative, The BoyaL— See The Croivn. 

Previous Question.— a mode of avoiding for 
a time a decision on a question of principle by 
withholding it from the vote. See under " House 
of Commons procedure," ante. 

Prime Minister, or Premier— Is usually, 

but not necessarily, First Lord of the Treasury. 
He is the head of the Ministry, and may be in 
either House of Parliament. 

Primogeniture, The Law of, gives the eldest 

born superiority of rights over those of younger 
brothers in cases of intestacy. 

Privateer.— A ship belonging to private indi- 
viduals sailing under Letters of Marque, q.v. 

Privy Council.— This is the successor of the 
ancient Curia Regis ; the Sovereign acts in Coun- 
cil in the discharge of certain statutory business 
through this body, and summons any members 
thereof she pleases ; three form a quorum. The 
higher officers of State and of the Sovereign's 
Household are invariably members of it. 

Prorogation.— The effect of proroguing Par- 
liament is to quash all pending proceedings 
(except an Impeachment), and to suspend all 
business until Parliament may be summoned 
again. An adjournment is simply a suspension 
of business. A prorogation can only be at the 
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will of the Sovereign ; either House may adjourn 
at any time at its own pleasure. 

Protection.— The protection of domestic indus- 
try by the imposition of duties on imported goods. 

Protectionists.— <1) The party which opposed 
the repeal of the Com Laws, deriving this name 
from the Society for the Protection of Agriculture. 
(2) The opponents of free trade generally. 

Protest.— Any one or more peers have the 
right of entering on the journals of the House of 
. Lords the fact of their dissent frbm a measure 
which has received the sanction of the majority, 
with their reasons for dissenting. This is called 
their protest. 

ProtOCoL— A rough draft of the proceedings 
at a congress, conference or convention, to be 
afterwards embodied in a formal treaty, and 
formally ratified by the attending Powers. 

Purchase System.— The practice of pur- 
chasing commissions in the army, which obtained 
up to 1871, when it was abolished by Koyal War- 
rant, legislation for th 
rejected in Parliament.

Quarantine.— The period of detention im- 
posed upon ships and passengers arriving from 
places infected with disease. 

Queen Anne's Bounty. — A fund established 
in 1703 for the purpose of increasing the incomes 
of the poorer clergy. 

Quorum.— In the House of Lords three form a 
quorum ; in the House of Commons forty. 
. Back Bent.— In practice the rack rent is the 
maximum which can be obtained under free 
competition. 

Bebate.— See Drawback. 

Beclprocity, as applied to commercial ques- 
tions, implies equality of treatment between one 
country and another in matters of traffic, Ac. 

Ribbonism.— The principles of a secret society 
in Ireland, the object of which was to intimidate 
the landlords and revenge alleged injuries. 

Bight, Petition of.- 

Rlght, Declaration of. 

Bound Table Conference.— The meeting of 
Liberal leaders, viz., Mr. Chamberlain, Sir W. 
Harcourt, Lord Herschell, Mr. John Morley, and 
Sir G. Trevelyan, held at Mr. Chamberlain's sug- 
gestion in 1887 to devise, if possible, a means of 
re-uniting the Liberal party on the Irish question. 
The conference proved abortive. 

Boyal Assent is the act by which the Crown, 
either in person or by a Commission, gives its 
assent to Bills passed by both Houses. The Koyal 
decision is announced in Norman French by the 
Clerk of the Parliaments. To a money Bill he 
says, " La Beyneremercie sesbons sujets, accepte 
leur benevolence, et ainsi le veult." To an 
ordinary Public Bill he says. " La Keyne le veult." 
To a private Bill he says, *' Soit fait comme il est 
d6sir6." If the Boyal Assent is refused, he 
«ays, ** La Reyne s'avlsera." This power, however, 
has not been exercised since 1707. The moment 
the assent is given, the Bill becomes an Act. 

Boyalties are payments which the lessee or 
manufacturer makes to the owner of a patent, 
copyright, mine, &c., for the right of applying the 
invention or getting minerals. 

Schomburgk Line.— The line of demarcation 
between the territories of British Guiana and 
Venezuela, traced by Sir R. Schomburgk for the 
British Government. 

Septennial Act.— Passed in 1716, by which 
Parliament is dissolved ipso facto on the seventh 
anniversary of the date upon which it met. 

Session, in Parliamentary language, means 
the period during which Parliament sits after it 
has been summoned by proclamation until it has 
been prorogued. An adjournment, therefore, 
•does not end a Session. 



Sessional Orders are regulations which ex- 
pire at the end of the Session in which they are 
made, although they are renewable. 
Settlement, Act of.— See The Constitution. 
Sinking Fund.— A fund formed by putting 
aside a certain sum every year to accumulate at 
compound interest, with the object of ultimately 
extinguishing the whole or some part of the 
National Debt. 

Sliding Scale.— The term, as applied to the 
Com Laws, signified the iniport duties imposed 
by the Acts of 1828 and 1842, which varied 
according to the average price of wheat in 
England. 

Socialism may be roughly described as the 
collective name for a group of doctrines which 
aim at a comparative equality in the distribution 
of property as opposed to the existing system. 

Speaker (The) of the House of Lords is 
generally, but not necessarily, the Lord Chan- 
cellor or Keeper of the Great SeaL He is 
the organ and mouthpiece of the House, but has 
not the right of preserving order or of giving a 
casting vote. 

Speaker (The) of the House of Commons pre- 
sides over the meetings of that assembly, except 
when in Committee. He represents the House in 
the Boyal Presence, and on other public occasions. 
He does not speak in debate, except sometimes in 
Committee. 

Standing Orders are the permanent regula- 
tions for the conduct of business in either House 
of Parliament. 
Supply.— See Committees. 
Tallies (of the Exchequer) were sticks of wood 
with notches on them indicating the sum due to 
the Exchequer. When cut in two, one part was 
retained by the Chamberlain of the Exchequer 
and the other by the party paying in the money.

Three B'S.— A loose expression employed in 
the Education debates in 1870, and signifying 
Beading, Writing, and Arithmetic. 

Town Council- The authority established 
by the Municipal Corporations Act, which con- 
trols the affairs of towns having a charter of 
incorporation. 

Traveller, The Bona-fide.— A person defined 
by the Licensing Acts as one whose lodging 
during the preceding night is at least 3 miles from 
the place where he demands to be served with 
liquor. 

tineamed Increment.— A controversial term 
intended to express the increase in the value of 
land owing to circumstances external to the land— 
e.g., the growth of an adjacent town. 

Voluntary Schools in common parlance are 
those which receive grants under the Education 
Acts, but which are managed and otherwise sup- 
ported by voluntary agency. 

Ways and Means.— See Committee.

The 
diminution after 1879-80 was entirely caused by conversion operations— £6,000,000 being converted into

was due to the raising of a sum of £17,500,000 for Redemption purposes ; while the reduction in 1804-5 
was caused mainly by the repayment of the outstanding debt under the Naval Defence Act, and the 
further reduction in 1895-6 by. the repayment of the outstanding debt under the Imperial Defence Act 
(£2,450,000), and the conversion of £4,974,000 into Stock.

The total amount of such liabilities at 31st March, 1897, was £8,460,547, but against this h«0 to be set 
the amount of various assets in the 8ha]>e of the Market Value of the Suez Cknal Shares (£22,299,O0OX 
and the Advances from the Exchequer for Loans unrepaid, Ac, the total of which at the above date was 
£23,269,905. Under the National Debt and Local Loans Act, 1887, the amount of the Local Leans out- 
standing was separated from the rest of the direct liabilities of the State, and a separate Stock primarily 
secured on the Local Loans Fund was created. The Local Loans Stock, which amounted to £39,643,768 
at the 8l8t March, 1897, is held to be wholly covered by the loans due from Local Authorities.
